ANNUAL    ADDRESS     OF    HON.     JOHN     F. 
COLLINS,    MAYOR    OF    BOSTON. 

Honorable  Members  of  the  City  Council  _  and 
of  the  School  Committee,  Distinguished 
Guests,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

1963  is  a  year  of  bright  hope  for  Boston. 
It  may  also  be  a  year  of  fateful  decision  for 
our   beloved    city. 

This  year  will  determine  whether  we  have 
just  concluded  the  third  successful  lap  in  a 
race  against  time  and  blight — or  whether  we 
have  merely  been  pacing  on  a  treadmill  all  the 
while. 


1963  will  decide  whether  the  city  will  con- 
tinue to  go  forward — on  the  course  which  we 
have  charted — toward  the  realization  of  its 
fondest  dreams — or  whether  our  municipal 
ship  will  be  permitted  to  founder  on  the  rocks 
of    fear,    indecision,    and    petty   political   strife. 

1963  may  also  determine  the  ultimate  fate 
of  all  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  Common- 
wealth, for  1963  will  demonstrate  whether  the 
state  government  is  finally  willing  to  assume 
the  functions  and  expenses  which  properly 
should  be  borne  by  the  Commonwealth  and 
furnish  fair  and  just  relief  to  cities  and  towns 
so  that  they  may  have  the  wherewithal  to  ful- 
fill  their   necessary  municipal  objectives. 

Three  short  years  ago  Boston  was  at  the 
edge  of  fate — its  outlook  bleak,  its  prospects 
gloomy,  its  future  dark.  To  compound  the 
difficulties  of  its  many  problems,  the  sidelines 
did  not  lack  for  professional  mourners  ready 
to  officiate  at  its  graveyard  rites. 

Yet,  today,  our  municipal  condition  is 
healthy,  our  outlook  cheerful — our  prospects 
bright  and  optimistic — so  bright  indeed,  that 
we  can  realistically  look  forward  to  the  actual 
creation,  in  the  second  half  of  the  twentieth 
century,  of  one  of  the  great  cities  of  the 
twenty-first  century. 

Today,  the  city  that  all  of  our  critics  were 
ready  to  bury  in  the  dismal  sands  of  failure 
and  obscurity,  is  one  of  the  finalists  in  the 
"Look  Magazine"  national  competition  for  the 
title  of   "All-American   City." 

Today,  the  city  that  seemed  destined  for 
financial  and  political  bankruptcy  holds  its 
head  high,  with  the  encouraging  feel  of  cash 
in  its  pockets. 

Today,  the  city  that  seemed  fated  for  physical 
unattractiveness  and  cultural  oblivion  is  rapid- 
ly regaining  its  leadership  in  city  planning 
and   the   propagation   of   the  arts. 

Today — believe  it  or  not — our  critics  are 
asking  "whether  the  city  is  not  moving  too 
fast" — not  realizing  that  municipal  blight,  if 
not  attended  to,  has  a  built-in  speed  of  its  own. 

And  how  have  we  been  able  to  work  this 
transformation — this  change  from  dejection 
and  discouragement  to  courage  and  confidence? 

By  turning  to  Boston's  greatest  natural  re- 
source— the  resource  that  has  always  in  the 
past  carried  it  through  every  crisis  in  its 
history- — the  inexhaustible  natural  resource  of 
its  people — people  of  courage,  good  will  and 
enterprise — people  of  talent,  energy  and 
imagination — men  and  women  who  know  not  the 
meaning  of  fear,  and  who  have  never  been 
long  deterred  by  any  challenge — the  people  of 
Boston  who  have  always  made  this  the  exciting 
city  that  it  is,  by  the  daring,  the  boldness, 
and  the  inventiveness  with  which  they  have 
eventually  met  and  conquered  every   challenge. 

Yes,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  the  great  im- 
provement in  the  health  of  Boston's  body 
politic,  and  in  the  dynamism  of  its  spirit,  has 
come  about  through  the  inspiring  demonstra- 
tion, during  the  last  three  years,  of  the  creative 
possibilities  inherent  in  the  unselfish  union  of 
citizen  efforts — of  the  vast  accomplishments 
which  can>  be  achieved  through  the  enthuiastic, 
unstinting,  nonpartisan  cooperation  of  people 
planning  with  people — of  people  working  with 
people — for  the  common  good  of  Boston  and 
all  of  its  people. 

Housewife  and  teacher — tradesman  and  law- 
yer— businessman  and  artisan — we  owe  them 
all  a  great  and  permanent  debt,  for  all  they 
have  done  and  helped  us  also  to  perform. 

In  surveying  the  prospects  for  the  year, 
paramount  in  the  minds  of  many  citizens  is 
the  question  of  our  1963  tax  rate. 

The  real  estate  tax  rate  will  always  depend 
first,  on  what  we  can  do  locally  to  create  new 
valuations  and  effect  internal  economies,  and 
second,  on  what  the  state  will  finally  do  to 
relieve  local  real  estate  from  some  of  its  un- 
necessary  burdens. 

However  much  we  may  accomplish  in  the 
first  direction,  no  truly  substantial  tax  reduc- 
tion can  be  achieved  until  we  make  real  prog- 
ress in  the  second  direction. 

On  the  local  level,  no  matter  how  high  our 
January  hopes,  our  good  intentions  are  at 
best  an  informed  estimate  of  what  we  can 
actually  do  in  June. 
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Such  estimate  must  take  into  consideration 
built-in  increases  in  anticipated  expenditures 
and  known  decreases  in  revenues  formerly 
enjoyed,  while  at  the  same  time  being  limited 
to  more  or  less  hopeful  speculation  as  to  in- 
creased revenues  and  reimbursement  from 
state  sources. 

On  the  debk  side,  so  to  speak,  we  have  the 
known  loss  in  valuations  resulting  from  tak- 
ings by  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority, 
amounting  to  some  15  million  dollars,  and  tak- 
ings by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 
While  these  takings  are  made  in  the  public 
interest,  and  will  eventually  result  in  greater 
substituted  tax  revenue  for  the  city,  the  tem- 
porary loss  in  revenues  is  immediate  and  sub- 
stantial. We  also  have  the  continuing  trend 
of  acquisitions  of  previously  taxable  property 
by  tax-exempt  institutions,  averaging  3  million 
dollars  a  year.  This  is  a  serious  and  growing 
problem  which  requires  intensified  study  in 
the  interest  of  all  citizens. 

In  addition,  we  have  the  built-in  increases 
in  pension  costs.  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield 
expenses,  and  School  Department  costs,  and 
some  unavoidable  increases  in  Departmental 
Appropriations.  It  is  also  anticipated  that 
MDC  assessments  will  rise.  If,  as  I  hope  and 
intend,  the  Jacobs  compensation  and  classifica- 
tion plan  for  city  employees  is  put  into  effect, 
this  will  cost  an  additional  2  million  dollars. 
Similarly,  if,  as  I  expect,  substantial  pay  in- 
creases are  granted  to  our  uniformed  forces, 
another  2  million  dollars  will  be  required. 
Without  taking  into  account  rising  costs  of 
public  assistance,  these  items  alone  total  more 
than  9  million  dollars,  and  if  not  offset  would 
require  a  tax  rate  increase  of  about  6  dollars 
per  thousand. 

On  the  other  hand,  our  financial  house  is  in 
good  order,  and  we  look  forward  to  decreases 
in  debt  and  interest  costs,  to  substantial  sav- 
ings in  the  Police  Department,  and  to  in- 
creased hospital  revenues.  Our  MTA  assess- 
ment will  fortunately  be  reduced,  and  1'9C3 
will  show  the  first  significant  increase  in 
revenues    from    new    construction. 

Looking  at  the  entire  picture  cautiously  but 
hopefully,  there  is  a  very  good  chance  that  I 
will  be  able  to  announce,  this  coming  June, 
the  fourth  successive  tax  reduction  since  1959, 
and  in  an  amount  which  may  be  greater  than 
the  first   three   combined. 

There  are  two  things  on  which  all  citizens 
are  agreed,  regardless  of  party  persuasion  or 
economic    philsophy: 

First,  that  the  state  must  furnish  substantial 
relief  to  the  cities  and  towns,  to  the  extent  of 
at  least  100  million  dollars. 

Second,  that  we  must  do  more  for  education 
on  the  local  scene. 

Everybody  agrees  about  these  matters,  but, 
as  in  the  case  of  the  weather,  no  one  seems  to 
do    anything    about   them. 

A  way  appears  in  which  both  objectives  can 
be  accomplished,  to  the  satisfaction  and  with 
the  support  of  all  citizens  concerned. 

I  refer  to  a  limited  tax  on  sales  with  the 
proceeds  exclusively  devoted  to  educational 
purposes   in   the  cities   and  towns. 

It  is  difficult  to  exaggerate  the  local  need  for 
tax  relief  for  real  estate.  It  is  also  difficult 
to  exaggerate  the  local  need  of  increased 
educational  facilities  and  the  pressure  for  im- 
proved standards  of  compensation  for  teachers. 
As  matters  stand,  the  pressure  of  each  results 
in  further  burdens  on  real  estate,  without 
adequate   satisfaction    of    educational    needs. 

In  the  City  of  Boston,  for  example,  School 
Department  expenditures  will  amount  to  near- 
ly $40,000,000  in  1963,  or  about  $28  in  our 
tax  rate.  Every  increase  in  this  appropria- 
tion, no  matter  how  necessary,  defeats  our 
efforts  to  minimize  the  real  estate  tax  rate. 
If  financial  urgency  dictates  elimination  or 
postponement  of  otherwise  desirable  educa- 
tional appropriations,  we  almost  certainly  risk 
harm  to  our  educational  system  and  resources. 

The  situation  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  this 
respect  does  not  differ,  fundamentally,  from 
that  of  the  other  cities  and  towns. 

A  limited  sales  tax  for  local  educational  pur- 
poses would  solve  both  problems:  The  proceeds 
would  permit  an  immediate  substantial  reduc- 
tion in  local  tax  rates,  and  our  expanding 
local   economy   would   provide,   I    am    confident, 


a  gradually  but  constantly  increasing  source 
of  funds  for  our  expanding   educational   needs. 

The  important  thing,  I  submit,  is  that  the 
time  for  action  by  the  state  is  now.  There  is 
no  time  for  further  studies  and  reports.  For- 
tunately, there  is  no  need  for  further  studies 
and   reports. 

I  have  the  most  complete  confidence  that 
all  citizens  will  support  legislation  which  has 
as  its  dual  purposes  the  provision  of  funds 
for  education  of  our  children  and  the  reduc- 
tion  of   local  tax   rates. 

Fiscal    Highlights 

Once  again  I  am  glad  to  report  good  progress 
by   the   city  in  the  field   of   its  fiscal  affairs: 

Budgets:  As  compared  with  1S5'9,  the  com- 
bined 1962  city  and  county  budgets  have 
hardly  varied,  despite  the  fact  that  we  have 
had  to  absorb  more  than  6  million  dollars 
($6,196,201)  in  increases  in  wages,  holiday  pay, 
health  insurance,  pension  costs,  and  other 
fringe  benefits.  Indeed,  were  it  not  for  in- 
creases in  the  county  budget  over  which  the 
Mayor  and  Council  have  minimal  control,  tlhe 
1962  budget  would  show  an  actual  decrease 
from  19'5'9. 

Our  success  in  this  regard  is  principally  due 
to  careful  adherence  to  the  "no  hire — no  fire" 
policy  with  regard  to  city  employment,  under 
which  we  have  succeeded,  since  January,  19'60, 
in  eliminating  1,0<63  permanent  positions,  1,088 
of  which  were  in  departments  under  the 
Mayor's  direct  control,  and  only  2'5  of  which 
were  in  city  and  county  departments  not  so 
controlled. 

It  is  estimated  that  faithful  adherence  to 
the  "no  hire — no  fire"  policy  has  enabled  us 
to  save  nearly  four  and  one-half  million  dol- 
lars annually   in   the   city's   budget. 

Our  budgetary  success  rests  also,  however, 
on  the  care  with  which  our  department  heads 
have  managed  to  get  the  most  out  of  each 
dollar,  by  rendering  increased  services  at  less 
than    previous    costs. 

The  numerous  activities  of  our  Public  Works 
Department,  for  example,  were  carried  out  in 
1'962  at  a  cost  which  was  570, 000  dollars 
($570,572)  less  than  in  1959,  and  I  am  firm 
in  my  belief  that  the  performance  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  this  past  year  was 
the  most  outstanding  in  a  decade. 

The  Purchasing  Division  continues  to  find 
new  and  fertile  fields  for  cost-cutting.  The 
dual  policies  of  unrestricted  "open  door"  bid- 
ding and  bulk  buying  have  resulted  in  savings 
of  as  much  as  50  per  cent  from  former  prices, 
especially  in  the  areas  of  medical,  hospital  and 
food  supplies. 

In  these  connections,  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  since  April  5,  1962,  when  the  Legis- 
lature returned  budgetary  and  other  control 
over  the  Boston  Police  Department  to  the  City 
of  Boston,  the  Police  Department  has  been 
able  to  reduce  its  permanent  staff  by  138  posi- 
tions, and  that  the  Purchasing  Department  has 
been  able  to  effect  startling  savings  in  prices, 
as  compared  with  prior  Police  Department 
purchase   prices. 

For  example,  raincoats  formerly  costing  $12 
each  have  been  furnished  for  $8.5'9; — tire  chains 
costing  $7.15  have  been  bought  for  $4.53; — 
lubricating  oil  with  a  previous  cost  of  88 
cents  a  gallon,  now  costs  56  cents  a  gallon, 
and1  certain  breathing  apparatus  formerly 
rented  at  an  annual  rental  cost  of  $54  is  now 
bought    outright   for    $49. 

Our  ability  to  make  such  quick  and  sub- 
stantial savings  in  costs  of  manpower  and 
supplies  in  the  Police  Department  certainly 
confirms  the  representations  made  by  us  to 
the  Legislature  that  budgetary  control  of  that 
department  should    be   returned    to    the   city. 

I  may  add,  in  this  connection,  that  it  is 
the  policy  of  the  Mayor's  Office  essentially  to 
leave  the  internal  affairs  of  the  Police  De- 
partment in  the  capable  hands  of  its  commis- 
sioner, who  has  already  taken  steps  to  imple- 
ment the  Tamm  report  and  whose  forward 
strides  in  police  management  and  reorganiza- 
tion  have   been   widely   and   favorably   not«d. 
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Collections:  I  am  also  able  to  report  that 
19'62  also  showed  improvement  in  every  area 
of  collection  of  sums  due  tlhe  city  for  taxes 
and  services. 

Each  year  since  1969  has  shown  an  improve- 
ment in  the  percentage  of  real  estate  and 
personal  property  taxes  collected  for  the  cur- 
rent year.  Part  of  the  1962  record  results 
from  our  improved  billing  procedures,  which 
enabled  us  to  send  out  all  real  estate  tax  bills 
one  month  earlier  than  in  1961,  and  two 
months  earlier  than  in  1960.  This  in  turn 
has  reduced  the  necessity  for  temporary  loans 
in  anticipation  of  taxes,  with  resulting  sav- 
ings  in   interest   paid. 

Motor  vehicle  excise  collections  increased 
$2,400,000  over  1960,  and  with  improved  meth- 
ods and  cooperation  from  the  Registry  of 
Motor  Vehicles  we  look  forward  soon  to  be- 
coming fully  current  in  billing  for  this  excise. 

In  the  matter  of  collection  and  foreclosure 
of  tax  titles,  1 962  was  a  banner  year.  The 
total  collected  in  cash  or  in  the  book  value 
of  foreclosed  properties  was  nearly  3  million 
l'5'O;  thousand  dollars  ($3,144,&8'8) ,  or  almost 
double  the  total  realized  in  I960.  Of  this 
amount,  more  than  $2,230,000,  or  71  per  cent 
was  in  cash,  whereas  the  amount  of  cash 
collected  in  this  manner  in  I960  was  less  than 
33  per  cent  of  the  total  realized.  The  strict, 
unitorm  and  impartial  policies  followed  by 
the  Law  Department  during  the  last  three 
years  have  thus  been  successful  in  two  im- 
portant respects.  They  have  not  only  brought 
in  more  dollars  in  total,  but  have  saved  the 
city  further  incidental  expenses  by  propor- 
tionately reducing  the  number  of  properties 
which  the  city  has  been  forced  to  take  over 
in    satisfaction    of   these    tax   obligations. 

In  turn,  cash  collected  from  rentals  of  fore- 
closed property  have  increased  19  per  cent 
over  1959,  and  cash  realized  from  sales  of 
foreclosed  property  increased  to  nearly  650 
thousand  dollars  ($646,450)  in  19*2,  or  more 
than  4-and-one-hali-times  the  sum  realized  in 
1959   from  this  source. 

Collections  both  of  fees  and  rentals  from 
parking  facilities  likewise  showed  a  progres- 
sive trend  in  1962. 

Debt,  Interest  Costs  and  Credits  1962 
saw  further  important  reductions  in  the  city's 
permanent  debt,  with  a  result  that  the  city's 
net  debt  has  been  decreased  almost  7,814,000 
dollars  since  I960 — or  more  than  71  per  cent — 
while  the  city's  gross  debt  went  down  in  the 
same  period  by  18, 065, 000  dollars,  or  more 
than  11  1/4  per  cent. 

Temporary  loans  issued  in  1962,  in  the 
amount  of  26  million  dollars,  were  the  lowest 
in  amount  since  1947,  such  loans,  which  were 
as  high  as  90  million  dollars  in  1957,  still 
amounted  to  56  million  dollars  in  19S9,  but 
have  been  successively  reduced  by  10  million 
dollars   each    year   since    1959. 

The  resulting  cost  of  interest  has  not  only 
been  correspondingly  decreased,  but  in  1962 
was  more  than  offset  by  interest  received  by 
the  city  from  temporary  investments  of  sur- 
plus city  funds  in  United  States  obligations. 

This  illustrates  the  salutary  effect  of  legis- 
lation which  the  city  succeeded  in  obtaining  in 
19'60.  Prior  to  1960,  if  the  city  had  surplus 
funds  remaining  on  hand  from  time  to  time 
after  redemption  of  temporary  loans,  it  was 
nevertheless  forbidden  to  invest  such  funds  in 
income-bearing  securities,  but  was  forced  to 
hold  the  same  in  cash.  Since  1960,  the  city 
has  been  permitted  to  invest  such  surplus  funds 
in  treasury  bills.  Income  received  from  such 
investment  of  1962  surplus  funds  amounted  to 
more  than  213,000  dollars,  or  more  than  36,000 
dollars  in  excess  of  the  entire  cost  of  interest 
on  19'62  temporary  loans,  which  was  only 
176,000  dollars,  as  compared  with  1,403,000 
dollars,    as   recently  as   1957. 

1962  also  marked  a  further  improvement  in 
the  city's  financial  credit.  The  acid  test  of 
our  credit  is  always  determined  by  the  rate  of 
interest  we  have  to  pay  on  our  permanent 
borrowings.  That  our  credit  has  steadily  im- 
proved   in    the    financial    community    is   force- 


fully demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  in  each 
year  since  195'9,  we  have  been  called  upon  to 
pay   a   decreased   rate   of   interest. 

In  1959,  the  net  interest  rate  to  the  city 
was  3.83  per  cent — in  1960,  it  was  3.46  per 
cent  and  3.38  per  cent.  In  1901,  it  was  3.14 
per  cent,  but  on  October  24,  1962,  it  was  only 
2.71  per  cent — lower  by  a  full  percentage 
point  than  in  1959 — and  the  lowest  rate  en- 
joyed by  the  city  since  1956. 

Time  does  not  permit  a  report,  however 
'brief,  of  all  departmental  accomplishments.  A 
few  highlights  are,  however  of  special  interest. 

If  statistics  are  a  test,  then  the  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  Assessing  Department  and  its 
adoption  of  uniform  assesing  standards  have 
been  successful,  as  judged  by  the  fact  that 
average  abatements  decreased  by  more  than 
60  per  cent  in  the  last  three-year  period, 
dropping  from  an  average  of  $12,515,000  in 
19i5'7-19'5i9,  to  an  average  of  $6,189,000  in 
19&0-1962.  Moreover,  the  number  of  applica- 
tions for  abatement  fell  946  from  1961,  and 
2,196  from  1969 — a  reduction  of  281  per  cent 
since  I960. 

The  Building  Department  reports  that  new 
construction  permits  more  than  doubled  in 
1962,  from  37  million  dollars  in  1961  to  nearly 
79  million  dollars  as  of  December  first.  Tax- 
able construction  and  alterations  almost  ex- 
actly doubled  from  19-61,  and  represented  more 
than   two  thirds   of   the   total. 

The  Public  Works  Department  reports  that 
19'62  highway  reconstruction  increased  almost 
50'  per  cent  over  1961  and  increased  more 
than  210  per  cent  over  1959.  It  also  reports 
that  equipment  modernization  continued  in 
1962  by  the  replacement  of  approximately  75 
pieces  of  major  streetcleaning  and  snow-light- 
ing  equipment. 

By  far  the  major  accomplishment  of  the 
past  year — indeed,  of  the  past  three  years — 
has  been  our  performance  in  the  fields  of  re- 
development  and   rehabilitation. 

In  this  respect,  I  believe  that  Boston  has 
the  most  outstanding,  the  soundest,  and  the 
most  creative  urban  renewal  program  in  the 
United   States,    if   not   in   the    entire    world. 

I  congratulate  the  members  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  the  Development  Ad- 
ministrator, and  you,  the  Honorable  Members 
of  the  Boston  City  Council,  on  the  industry, 
intelligence,  and  energy  which  have  attended 
your    efforts    in    this    vastly    important    field. 

The  purpose  of  this  program  is  not  merely 
to  improve  the  shelter  and  facilities  of  our 
inhabitants,  but  to  add  to  their  enjoyment 
of  life  itself,  by  adding  to  the  social  and 
aesthetic    amenities    of    their    environment. 

But  the  key  to  the  program — and  the  foun- 
dation of  its  success — is  and  will  remain  the 
concept  of  planning  with  the  people,  and  for 
the  people,  and  according  to  the  people's  own 
enlightened   desires. 

Moreover,  the  program  is  highlighted  by 
these  three  advanced  fundamentals  of  policy: 
Early  acquisition,  to  prevent  irreparable  eco- 
nomic injury  to  those  displaced;  reimbursment 
of  relocation  costs,  for  those  displaced;  and, 
most  important,  a  stepped-up  program  to  pro- 
vide^ in  advance,  adequate,  low-cost  residental 
facilities    for   families    unavoidably    relocated. 

To  every  program,  no  matter  how  well  con- 
ceived, there  will  always  be  voices  of  dissent, 
however  misinformed  or  insincerely  influenced. 
We  shall  of  course  do  nothing  to  prevent  or 
suppress  dissent,  because  we  know,  that 
through  the  democratic  process  of  public  hear- 
ing and  testimony,  no  urban  renewal  program 
has  had  or  will  have  your  approval  unless  it 
is  plainly  in  the  public  interest  and  for  the 
public  benefit  and  has  the  informed  support 
of   the  public   at  large. 

I  think  that  in  the  future  years,  you  and 
I  will  derive  the  greatest  satisfaction  from 
such  projects  as  the  Washington  Park  Urban 
Renewal  Plan — which  will  involve  the  gradual 
transition  of  an  entire  area  of  our  city  from 
a^eondition  of  increasing  blight  to  a  condition 
of  constantly  increasing  pride  in  citizenship  in 
Boston.  Planning  with  the  people  themselves, 
the    redevelopment     area     will    provide    better 
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homes,  better  schools,  better  neighborhood 
facilities  for  those  very  people,  and  within 
their   means. 

Similar  projects,  involving  advance  construc- 
tion of  privately-financed  attractive  low-cost 
relocation  housing  are  planned  for  Oharlestown 
and  other  areas  of  the  city — but  always,  in 
consultation  and  planning  with  the  people 
affected. 

Other  plans  are  in  process  for  other  dis- 
tricts, such  as  the  South  Cove,  the  South  End, 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  North 
Terminal  area,  the  Waterfront  and  others. 
Indeed,  there  is  hardly  a  section  of  the  city 
that  is  or  will  remain  untouched  by  the  bene- 
ficial effects  of  rehabilitation,  redevelopment, 
and   renewal. 

Examples  already  exist — and  soon  will 
abound — of  the  favorable  results  to  the  eity 
from  the  union  of  initiative,  enterprise,  and 
cooperation  which  has  created  a  mew  spirit  in 
Boston. 

Just  a  few  years  ago,  and  because  of  many 
technical  difficulties,  it  seemed  that  the  hope- 
ful plans  for  the  Prudential  Center  would  never 
get  off  the  boards.  Nevertheless,  thanks  to  the 
determined  cooperation  of  numerous  public  and 
private  agencies,  we  today  can  see  the  Pru- 
dential tower  reaching  skyward. 

Just  a  few  years  ago,  it  seemed  that  the 
Charles  River  Apartment  Project  would  never 
get  off  the  ground.  Yet  today,  the  first  two 
units  in  that  project  are  completed  and  rented, 
and  two  more  are  under  construction — further 
evidence  of   the    vitality   of    the   city. 

Numerous  other  privately-financed  buildings 
are  under  construction  throughout  the  city, 
adding  perceptibly  to  our  taxable  property. 

Just  last  month  the  White  Fund  Trustees 
received  first  payment  of  rent  on  Tremont 
Street  property  which  had  been  untenanted 
for  more  than  half  a  decade,  but  which  now 
not  only  is  productive  of  income  to  the  White 
Fund  but  has  also  been  restored  to  the  city's 
tax  rolls,  as  the  site  of  a  new  26-story  apart- 
ment  and  specialty-shop   building. 

Construction  is  expected  in  19'63  of  the  new 
British-sponsored   building  on  Pearl  street. 

These  are  examples  of  private  construction 
that  have  been  stimulated  by  the  new  spirit 
in  Boston.  As  our  plans  proceed,  we  can 
look  forward  with  confidence  to  additional 
private  construction  running  into  the  hun- 
dreds of  millions  of  dollars  in  the  next  decade. 

Our  new  municipal  auditorium  and  conven- 
tion hall  will  be  well  under  construction  in 
1963.  Already  26  national  groups  have  selected 
this   building   for   future  conventions. 

At  the  same  time,  19'63  will  see  the  start 
of  construction,  in  our  great  new  government 
center,  of  a  new  federal  building,  a  new  state 
office  building,  and  a  new  city  hall — each  a 
source  of  permanent  architectural  pride  and  a 
monument  to  the  people  of  Boston. 

Boston  has  a  special  character,  a  special 
spirit,  a  special  pride.  It  always  will.  Bos- 
tonians  know  it,  and  nonBostontonians  acknow- 
ledge it.     I  think,  perhaps,  they  also  envy  it. 

Boston  has  great  universities,  great  hospitals, 
great  museums,  and  a  great  symphony  orches- 
tra. Boston  is  also  unique  among  large  cities 
— as  recently  noted — in  having  no  racial  vio- 
lence, little  juvenile  gang  warfare,  and  little 
teenage   narcotics   traffic. 

Boston  has  a  special  tradition  and  a  special 
character   because   it   has   special  people. 

These  people — regardless  of  race,  religion, 
economic  background  or  party  affiliation — want 
what's  best  for  Boston.  They  believe  in  the 
programs  that  have  come  before  you.  They 
are  grateful  to  you  for  speeding  these  pro- 
grams on  their  way. 

But  they  are  as  watchful  as  they  are  hopeful. 
This  year,  there  will  come  before  your  Honor- 
able Body  numerous  new  and  necessary  pro- 
posals. These  proposals  have  been  carefully 
planned  and  worked  out  with  the  people  them- 
selves— otherwise  they  would  not  be  permitted 
to  come  before  you. 

Neither  you  nor  I  can  permit  any  harm 
or  delay  to  befall  these  great  proposals — nor 
to  let  them  sink  into  the  graveyard  of  indif- 
ference  and    indecision,    or   into   the  mire   and 


morass  of  petty  or  personal  politics — lest  we 
incur  the  peoples  censure  or  disapproval.  I 
am  confident  that  you  and  I  share  our  citi- 
zens' concern,  and  will  not  disappoint  them 
in  their  plans  and  hopes  for  our  beloved  city. 

As  the  new  municipal  year  begins,  we  pray 
once  more  to  Almighty  God,  for  guidance  and 
inspiration,  and  devoutly  express  our  gratitude 
for  the  efficacy  of  our  prayers  during  the  past 
three    years.     (Applause.) 

Mayor  Collins — May  I  break  protocol  by 
making  one  or  two  other  comments  here? 
We  have  a  number  of  very  distinguished  guests, 
and  I  would  like  publicly  to   introduce  them. 

We  have  a  couple  of  rather  unusual  circum- 
stances that  brings  this  young  lady  in  the 
hall,  my  daughter,  Peg.  She  is  not  skipping 
school.  She  went  to  school  and  the  Sister 
sent  her  home  because  she  wasn't  feeling  well, 
and  she  is  on  her  way  to  the  doctor  but  she 
wanted  to  listen  to   this.      (Applause.) 

I  also  wanted  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  we  have  a  rather  distinguished  gentleman 
with  an  intimate  knowledge  of  financing  re- 
lationship between  state  and  city  who  is  here, 
I  suspect,  as  an  observer,  and  an  extremely 
welcome  one,  Mr.  Richard  Oapeless,  former 
Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxes. 
(Applause.) 

Once  again,  my  personal  as  well  as  official 
thanks  to  all  of  you  for  your  help  and  your 
cooperation.      (Applause.) 

Chairman  Coffey — Thank  you,  Mr.  Mayor, 
for  a  very  fine  address.

This  is  written  to  inform  you  and  at  the 
same  time  make  a  matter  of  public  record 
that  I  have  this  day  written  the  Director 
of    Administrative   (Services    as    follows: 

"This  is  in  answer  to  yours  of  December  20, 
1962,  concerning  the  following  order,  which 
was  passed  by  the  City  Council  on  November 
1'9,  1962,  returned  by  the  Mayor  on  December 
3,  1062,  with  his  objections  thereto  in  writing, 
and  notwithstanding  the  disapproval  of  the 
Mayor,  again  passed  by  the  City  Council  on 
December  17,  1962,  by  seven  yeas  and  no 
nays: 

"Ordered,  That  chapter  520  of  the  Acts  of 
1962  entitled  'An  Act  Establishing  a  Minimum 
Annual  Compensation  for  Fire  Fighters  in 
Certain  Cities  and  Towns'  be,  and  hereby  is, 
accepted." 

"St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17D,  as  appearing  in 
St.  l'95'l,  e.  376,  s.  1,  gives  the  City  Council 
power  to  override  Mayor's  vetoes  except  the 
veto  of  an  order,  ordinance,  resolution  or  vote 
'authorizing  a  loan  or  appropriating  money  or 
accepting  a  statute  involving  the  expenditure 
of  money.'  Chapter  520  of  the  Acts  of  1962 
is  clearly  a  statute  involving  the  expenditure 
of  money;  for  its  acceptance  would  make  it 
mandatory  for  the  city  to  pay  fire  fighters 
higher  salaries.  In  my  opinion,  therefore,  the 
City  Council  had  no  power  to  override  the 
Mayor's  veto  of  the  above-quoted  order  accept- 
ing St.  1962,  c.  520,  and  that  order  is  a 
nullity."

In  order  to  provide  for  the  financing  of 
the  operation  of  the  municipal  government 
during  the  fiscal  year  1963,  it  is  necessary 
to  submit  to  the  City  Council  at  an  early  meet- 
ing an  order  authorizing  the  issuance  as  needed 
during  the  year  of  temporary  loans  in  antici- 
pation of  revenue  receipts.  This  method  of 
financing  is  made  necessary  by  the  fact  that 
under  the  Massachusetts  municipal  tax  cal- 
endar, the  major  portion  of  the  city's  .revenue 
receipts    is    received    late    in    the    year. 

By  authority  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws,  the  city  could  issue  in-  1963 
in  anticipation  of  revenue  receipts  temporary 
loans  which  would  not  exceed,  in  the  aggre- 
gate, the  total  tax  levy  of  the  fiscal  year  1902 
together  with  the  corporation  and  income  tax 
distributions  received  from  the  Commonwealth 
in  the  same  year.  This  would  total  $162,3110,- 
460.61.  In  1962,  a  total  of  $46 ,000 ,000  was 
authorized  by  the  City  Council  and  approved 
by  the  Mayor.  During  the  year  it  was  neces- 
sary to  issue  $25,000,000'.  At  the  present  time 
it  appears  that  the  1963  requirements  for  this 
type   of   financing    will    be    $35,000,000. 

I  respectfully  recommend  therefore,  that  an 
order  in  the  amount  of  $35,000,000'  be  submitted 
to  the  City  Council  for  consideration  and 
adoption.

Gentlemen: 

On  January  14,  1963,  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  held  a  public  hearing  with 
respect  to  a  proposed  urban  renewal  plan 
for  the  Washington  Park  Area.  At  the 
hearing,  an  overwhelming  majority  of  the 
1,200  people  in^  attendance  asked  to  be  re- 
corded in  favor  of  the  plan  as  presented. 
Moreover,  they  expressed  a  strong  desire  to 
have  the  Authority  move  with  all  deliberate 
speed  to  implement  the  plan.  I  am  pleased 
to  report  that  with  such  community  senti- 
ment in  mind,  the  Authority  acted  at  its 
first  meeting  thereafter,  on  January  16,  1>9'6'3, 
to    approve    the    plan    and   related    documents. 

Transmitted  herewith  are  the  Urban  Re- 
newal Plan  and  Relocation  Program  for  the 
Washington  Park  Project,  together  with  the 
appropriate  resolution  which  must  be  adopted 
and  approved  by  the  Boston  City  Council. 
Pursuant  to  Section  »6ZZ  of  Chapter  121  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  as  amended, 
no  urban,  renewal  plan  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  division  of  urban  and  industrial  renewal 
unless  it  has  been  approved  by  the  Mayor 
with  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  after 
due  notice  and  a  public  hearing.  Therefore, 
it  is  respectfully  recommended  that  the  Hon- 
orable City  Council  hold  a  public  hearing 
on  the  urban  renewal  plan  after  giving  fif- 
teen   (IS1)     days'    notice    of    such   hearing. 

I  also  respectfully  request  that  the  Honor- 
able City  Council  grant  authorization  to  exe- 
cute a  cooperation  agreement  with  the  Bos- 
ton Redevelopment  Authority  in  order  to 
provide  for  the  necessary  local  grants-in-aid 
in  an  amount  equal  to  not  less  than  one  third 
of  the  actual  net  cost  of  the  project  to  cover 
the  required  city's  share  of  the  cost  of  carry- 
ing out  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan.  This 
amount  is  presently  estimated  to  he  $11,3'67,- 
370. 

The  estimated  net  project  cost  for  carrying 
out  the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  Wash- 
ington Park  Urban  Renewal  Area  is  $27,- 
661,982,  which  is  to  he  shared,  according  to 
the  prevailing  formula,  by  the  city  and  the 
federal  government.  Since,  however,  the  total 
estimated  value  of  the  city's  local  grants-in- 
aid  equalling  $lll,3i67,370  must  be  assigned 
to  cover  the  city's  customary  one- third  share 
of   net   project   costs,   the  city   may   anticipate 

(1)  a   total   federal  grant  of   $16,546,967,   and 

(2)  a  "pooling"  credit  of  some  $2,146,70'9 
toward  urban  renewal  projects  subsequently 
undertaken   in   other   areas   of  the   city.

Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  such  Act  that 
contracts  for  financial  aid  thereunder  shall 
require  that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the 
respective  project  area  be  approved  by  the 
Governing  Body  of  the  locality  in  which  the 
project  is  situated  and  that  such  approval 
include  findings  by  the  Governing  Body  that: 
( 1 )  the  financial  aid  to  be  provided  in  the 
contract  is  necessary  to  enable  the  project 
to  be  undertaken  in  accordance  with  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan;  (2)  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  will  afford  maximum  opportunity  con- 
sistent with  the  sound  needs  of  the  locality 
as  a  whole,  for  the  rehabilitation  or  redevelop- 
ment of  the  urban  renewal  area  by  private 
enterprise;  (3)  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  con- 
forms to  a  general  plan  for  the  development 
of  the  locality  as  a  whole;  and  (4)  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  gives  due  consideration  to  the 
provision  of  adequate  park  and  recreational 
areas  and  facilities,  as  may  he  desirable  for 
neighborhood  improvement,  with  special  con- 
sideration for  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of 
children  residing  in  the  general  vicinity  of 
the   site    covered   by   the  Plan;   and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority (herein  called  the  "Local  Public 
Aigency")  has  entered  into  planning  contracts 
for  financial  assistance  under  such  Act  with 
the  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and 
through  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Ad- 
ministrator, pursuant  to  which  federal  funds 
were  provided  for  the  urban  renewal  project 
(herein  called  the  "Project")  identified  as 
"Washington  Park  Urban.  Renewal  Area" 
and  encompassing  the  area  specifically  bounded 
and  described  as  set  forth  in  chapter  I  of  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan,  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  (herein  called 
the    "Locality");    and 

Whereas,  The  Local  Public  Agency  has 
applied  for  additional  financial  assistance 
under  such  Act  and  proposes  to  enter  into 
an  additional  contract  or  contracts  with  the 
Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  for  the 
undertaking  of,  and  for  making  available 
additional  .financial  assistance  for,  the  Proj- 
ect;  and 

Whereas,  The  Local  Public  Agency  on  No- 
vember 19,  1962,  entered  into  a  temporary 
loan  contract  with  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica under  such  Act  for  the  purpose  of  financ- 
ing early  land  acquisition  and  related  activ- 
ities in  the  Washington  Park  Urban  Renewal 
Area  pursuant  to  Section.  2>6Q  of  Chapter  121 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  as 
amended;     and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston,  acting  by 
and  through  its  Mayor,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Boston  City  Council,  on  August  14, 
1962,  executed  a  convenant  with  the  Local 
Public  Agency  whereby  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  bear  in  accordance  with  the  applicable 
law,  any  and  all  loss  that  may  arise  as  a 
result  of  such  early  land  acquisition  and  re- 
lated activities  in  the  event  that  the  land 
so  acquired  or  so  acquired  and  cleared  is  not 
used  for  urban  renewal  purposes  because  an 
urban  renewal  plan,  for  the  Washington  Park 
Urban  Renewal  Area  is  not  approved,  or  is 
amended  to  omit  such  land,  or  is  abandoned 
for    any    reason;    and 

Whereas,  The  Local  Public  Agency,  with 
the  consent  of  the  City  of  Boston  acting  by 
and  through  the  Mayor  .with  the  approval 
of   the  Boston   City  Council,   has   assigned  any 
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and  all  of  its  rights  under  said  convena/nt  to 
the   United   States   of   America;    and 

Whereas,  The  Local  Public  Agency  has 
made  detailed  studies  of  the  location,  physical 
condition  of  structures,  land  use,  environ- 
mental influences,  and  social,  cultural,  and 
economic  conditions  of  the  Project  area  and 
has  determined  that  the  area  is  a  substand- 
ard and  decadent  area.  It  is  an  area  where- 
in dwellings  predominate  which  by  reason 
of  dilapidation,  overcrowding,  faulty  arrange- 
ment or  design,  lack  of  ventilation,  light  or 
sanitation  facilities,  and  a  combination  of 
these  factors,  are  detrimental  to  safety, 
health,  morals,  welfare,  and  sound  growth 
of  the  Boston  Community,  and  that  it  is  an 
area  which  is  detrimental  to  safety,  health, 
morals,  welfare,  and  the  sound  growth  of 
the  Boston  Community  because  of  the  exis- 
tence of  buildings  which  are  out  of  repair, 
physically  deteriorated,  obsolete,  or  in  need 
of  major  maintenance  and  repair,  and  be- 
cause buildings  have  been  torn  down  and 
not  replaced  and  in  which  under  existing 
conditions  it  is  improbable  that  the  buildings 
will  be  replaced,  and  because  of  a  substan- 
tial change  in  business  and  economic  condi- 
tions, and  because  of  inadequate  light,  air, 
and  open  space,  and  because  diversity  of 
ownership,  irregular  lot  sizes,  and  obsolete 
street  patterns  make  it  improbable  that  the 
area  will  be  redeveloped  by  the  ordinary 
operations  of  private  enterprise.  The  mem- 
bers of  this  Governing  Body  have  been  fully 
apprised  by  the  Local  Public  Agency  and 
are  aware  of  these  facts  and  conditions;  and 
the  members  of  this  Governing  Body  have 
been  fully  apprised  by  the  Local  Public 
Agency  and  are  aware  of  these  facts  and 
conditions;    and 

Whereas,  There  has  been  prepared  and 
referred  to  the  City  Council  of  the  Locality 
(herein  called  the  "Governing  Body")  for 
review  and  approval  an  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
for  the  Project  area,  dated  January  14,  1963, 
and  consisting  of  33  pages  and  three  ex- 
hibits, data,  and  recommendations,  which  ma- 
terial, data,  and  recommendations  are  not 
a    part    of    said   Urban    Renewal   Plan : 

Part  I:      Application   for   Loan   and    Grant 

Resolution  of  the  Authority  approving  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  conditions  under 
which   Relocation    Payments    will   be   made. 

Whereas,  Said  Urban  Renewal  Plan  has 
been  approved  by  the  Governing  Body  of  the 
Local  Public  Agency,  as  evidenced  by  the 
copy  of  said  Body's  duly  certified  resolution 
approving  said  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  which 
is   attached   thereto;    and 

Whereas,  A  general  plan  has  been  prepared 
and  is  recognized  and  used  as  a  guide  for 
the  general  development  of  the  Locality  as 
a  whole;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority which  is  the  duly  designated  and 
acting  official  planning  'body  for  the  Lo- 
cality, has  submitted  to  the  Governing  Body 
its  report  and  recommendations  respecting 
said  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Project 
area  and  has  certified  that  said  Urban  Re- 
newal Plan  conforms  to  the  said  general 
plan  for  the  Locality  as  a  whole,  and  the 
Governing  Body  has  duly  considered  said  re- 
port, recommendations,  and  certification  of 
the   planning    body;    and 

Whereas,  Said  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for 
the  Project  area  prescribes  certain  land  uses 
for  the  Project  area  and  will  require,  among 
other  things,  changes  in  zoning,  the  vacating 
and  removal  of  streets,  alleys,  and  other  pub- 
lic ways,  the  establishing  of  new  street  pat- 
terns, the  location  and  relocation  of  sewer 
and  water  mains  and  other  public  facilities, 
and    other   public    action;    and 

Whereas,  The  Local  Public  Aigency  has  au- 
thorized the  execution  of  a  Cooperation  Agree- 
ment by  and  between  the  'Local  Public 
Agency  and  the  City  of  Boston  providing 
for  the  making  by  the  City  of  Boston  of 
local  grants-in-aid  in  accordance  with  Title 
I    of   the    Housing    Act    of    1949,   as    amended, 


and  in  accordance  with  a  loan  and  grant 
contract  to  be  entered  into  by  and  between 
the  Local  Public  Agency  and  the  United 
States  of  America,  which  local  grants-in-aid 
are  to  equal  at  least  one  third  of  the  actual 
net  project  cost  for  the  Washington  Park 
Urban  Renewal  Area  as  finally  determined 
and  approved  by  the  Housing  and  Home 
Finance  Administrator  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  accordance  with  such  Act, 
Cooperation  Agreement  and  loan  and  grant 
contract;    and 

Whereas,  The  Local  Public  Aigency  has  pre- 
pared and  submitted  proposals  for  the  re- 
location of  families  that  may  be  displaced  as 
a  result  of  carrying  out  the  Project  in  ac- 
cordance  with   said   Urban   Renewal   Plan;   and 

Whereas,  There  have  also  been  presented 
to  the  Governing  Body  information  and  data 
respecting  the  proposals  for  relocation  which 
have  been  prepared  by  the  Local  Public 
Agency  as  a  result  of  studies,  surveys,  and 
inspections;    and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  this  Governing 
Body  have  general  knowledge  of  the  condi- 
tions prevailing  in  the  project  area  and  of 
the  availability  of  proper  housing  in  the 
locality  for  the  relocation  of  families  that 
may  be  displaced  from  the  project  area  and, 
in  the  light  of  such  knowledge  of  local  hous- 
ing conditions,  have  carefully  considered  and 
reviewed    such    proposals    for    relocation;    and 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  that  the  Govern- 
ing Body  take  appropriate  official  actioni  re- 
specting the  proposals  for  relocation  and  said 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Project,  in  con- 
formity with  the  contracts  for  financial  as- 
sistance between  the  Local  Public  Afgency 
and  the  United  States  of  America,  acting 
by  and  through  the  Housing  and  Home 
Finance    Administrator. 

Whereas,  The  Governing  Body  is  cognizant 
of  the  conditions  that  are  imposed  in  the 
undertaking  and  carrying  out  of  urban  re- 
newal projects  with  federal  financial  assis- 
tance under  Title  I,  including  those  prohibit- 
ing discrimination  because  of  race,  col>or, 
creed,  or  national  origin;  now,  therefore 
be   it 

Resolved,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
as    follows: 

1.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  Project  is  a  substandard  and/or 
daoadent  area  and  qualifies  as  an  eligible 
Project  area  under  Chapter  121  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts   General    Laws. 

2.  That  said  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the 
Project  aforementioned,  having  been  duly  re- 
viewed and  considered,  is  hereby  approved, 
and  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be,  and  hereby  is, 
authorized  to  approve  said  Plan  and  the  City 
Clerk  be,  and  is  hereby,  directed  to  file  said 
copy  of  said  Urban  Renewal  Plan  with  the 
minutes    of   this    meeting. 

3.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  said  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Project 
area  conforms  to  said  general  plan  of  the 
Locality. 

4.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  financial  aid  provided  and  to  be 
provided  pursuant  to  said  contract  for  federal 
financial  assistance  pertaining  to  the  Project 
is  necessary  to  enable  the  Project  to  be  un- 
dertaken in  accordance  with  the  Urban  Re- 
newal   Plan    for  the   Project   area. 

5.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  above-mentioned  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  for  the  Urban  Renewal  Area  will  afford 
maximum  opportunity,  consistent  with  the 
sound  needs  of  the  Locality  as  a  Whole,  for 
the  urban  renewal  of  such  areas  by  private 
enterprise. 

6.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Urban 
Renewal  Area  gives  due  consideration  to  the 
provision  of  adequate  park  and  recreational 
areas  and  facilities,  as  may  be  desirable  for 
neighborhood  improvement,  with  special  con- 
sideration for  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare 
of  children  residing  in  the  general  vicinity 
of   the   site    covered    by    the   Plan. 
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7.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  proposals  for  the  proper  relocation 
of  the  families  displaced  in  carrying  out  the 
Project  in  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  dwellings 
in  conformity  with  acceptable  standards  are 
feasible  and  can  be  reasonably  and  timely 
effected  to  permit  the  proper  prosecution  and 
completion  of  the  Project;  and  that  such 
dwellings  or  dwelling  units  available  or  to 
be  made  available  to  such  displaced  families 
are  at  least  equal  in  number  to  the  number 
of  displaced  families,  are  not  generally  less 
desirable  in  regard  to  public  utilities  and 
public  and  commercial  facilites  than  the  dwel- 
lings of  the  displaced  families  in  the  Project 
area,  are  available  at  rents  or  prices  within 
the  financial  means  of  the  displaced  families, 
and  are  reasonably  accessible  to  their  places 
of    employment. 

S.  That  in  order  to  implement  and  facilitate 
the  effectuation  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
hereby  approved  it  is  found  and  determined 
that  certain  official  action  must  be  taken  by 
this  Body  with  reference  among  other  things, 
to  changes  in  zoning,  the  vacating  and  re- 
moval of  streets,  alleys,  and  other  public 
ways,  the  establishment  of  new  street  pat- 
terns, the  location  and  relocation  of  sewer 
and  water  mains  and  other  public  facilities, 
and  other  public  action,  and,  accordingly,  this 
Body  hereby:  (a)  pledges  its  cooperation  in 
helping  to  carry  out  such  Urban  Renewal 
Plan;  (b)  requests  the  various  officials,  de- 
partments, boards,  and  agencies  of  the  Lo- 
cality having  administrative  responsibilities 
in  the  premises  likewise  to  cooperate  to  such 
end  and  to  exercise  their  respective  functions 
and  powers  in  a  manner  consistent  with  said 
Urban  Renewal  Plan;  (e)  stands  ready  to 
consider  and  take  appropriate  action  upon 
proposals  and  measures  designed  to  effectuate 
said  Urban  Renewal  Plan;  and  (d)  authorizes 
and  empowers  the  Mayor  of  the  Oity  of 
Boston  to  execute  and  deliver  in  the  name 
and  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  a  Coopera- 
tion Agreement  by  and  between  the  City  of 
Boston  and  the  Local  Public  Agency  pro- 
viding for  the  making  by  the  City  of  Boston 
of  local  grants-in-aid  in  accordance  with  Title 
I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  Ii949,  as  amended, 
and  in  accordance  with  a  loan  and  grant 
contract  to  be  entered  into  by  and  between 
the  Local  Public  Agency  and  the  United 
States  of  America,  which  local  grants-in-aid 
are  to  equal  at  least  one  third  of  the  actual 
net  project  cost  for  the  Washington  Park 
Urban  Renewal  Area  as  finally  determined 
and  approved  by  the  Housing  and  Home 
Finance  Administrator  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  accordance  with  such  Act, 
Cooperation  Agreement  and  loan  and  grant 
contract. 

That  additional  financial  assistance  under 
the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act 
of  1949,  as  amended,  is  necessary  to  enable 
the  land  in  the  Project  area  to  be  renewed 
in.  accordance  with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
for  the  Project  area,  and,  accordingly,  the 
filing  by  the  Local  Public  Agency  of  an 
application  or  applications  for  such  financial 
assistance  under  said  Title  I  is  hereby  ap- 
proved. 

Cooperation  Agreement  By  and  Between 
City  of  Boston  and  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment  Authority. 

This  Cooperation  Agreement,  entered  into 
as    of    the  day    of  ,    1968, 

by  and  between  the  City  of  Boston,  a  muni- 
cipal corporation  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
"City")  and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority, a  public  body  politic  and  corporate 
created  under  the  laws  of  said  Commonwealth 
(hereinafter   referred  to   as   the   "Authority"). 

Witnesseth    That: 

Whereas,     The    Authority    has     on  , 

1963,  adopted  an  Urban  Renewal  Plan  (here- 
inafter referred  to  as  the  "Plan")  for  the 
W'ashington  Park  Urban  Renewal  Area, 
Project   No.    Mass.   R-24    (hereinafter   referred' 


to  as  the  "Project"),  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
and   said   Plan   has   been  approved  on 

,  l'96i3,  by  the  Mayor  with  the  approval  of 
the   City    Council,   of  the   City   of   Boston;    and 

Whereas,  The  Plan  provides  for  the  acqui- 
sition, demolition,  and  removal  of  structures 
in  the  Washington  Park  Urban  Renewal 
Area  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Urban 
Renewal  Area"),  the  installation  of  site  im- 
provements and  public  facilities  and  the  dis- 
position of  land  in  the  Urban  Renewal  Area 
for   uses    in   accordance  with   the   Plan;   and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  will  need  financial 
assistance  from  the  United  States  of  America 
under  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949, 
as  amended  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  Title 
I),  and  also  local  grants-in-aid  in  order  to 
carry    out    and    complete    the    projects;    and 

Whereas,  Under  Title  I  such  local  grants-in- 
aid  may  consist  of,  among  other  things,  cash 
grants;  donations  at  cash  value  of  certain  real 
property,  in  the  Urban  Renewal  Area;  demo- 
lition or  removal  work  in  the  Urban  Renewal 
Area;  demolition  or  removal  work  in  the 
Urban  Renewal  Area  at  the  cost  thereof;  in- 
stallation of  site  improvements  and  the  pro- 
vision at  their  cost  of  public  buildings  or 
other  public  facilities  which  are  necessary  for 
carrying  out  the  urban  renewal  objectives  of 
the   Project  in  accordance  with   the  plan;   and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  applied  for 
financial  assistance  from  the  United  States 
of  America,  under  Title  I,  in  the  form  of 
loans    and   grants;    and 

Whereas,  The  Oity  of  Boston  acting  by  and 
through  its  Mayor,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Boston  City  Council,  on  August  14,  1962, 
executed  a  covenant  with  the  Authority 
whereby  the  City  of  Boston  shall  bear  any 
and  all  loss  that  may  arise  as  a  result  of 
such  early  land  acquisition  and  related  ac- 
tivities in  the  event  that  the  land  so  acquired 
or  so  acquired  and  cleared  is  not  used  for 
urban  renewal  purposes  because  an  urban  re- 
newal plan  for  the  Washington  Park  Urban 
Renewal  Area  is  not  approved,  or  is  amended 
to  omit  such  land  or  is  abandoned  for  any 
reason;    and 

Whereas,  The  Local  Public  Agency,  with 
the  consent  of  the  City  of  Boston  acting  by 
and  through  its  Mayor  with  the  approval 
of  the  Boston  Oity  Council,  on  November  21, 
1962,  assigned  any  and  all  of  its  rights  under 
said  covenant  to  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica;  now,   therefore, 

In  consideration,  of  the  benefits  to  accrue 
to  the  City  from  the  carrying  out  of  the 
Project  and  of  the  mutual  covenants  herein 
contained  and  for  other  good  and  valuable 
consideration,  the  parties  do  hereby  covenant 
and    agree    as    follows: 

1.  'The  Authority  will  undertake  the  Proj- 
ect in  accordance  with  the  Plan  and  will 
commence  and  carry  out  as  expeditiously  as 
possible  each  successive  phase  of  the  Project 
as   funds    are    made    available. 

2.  To  help  defray  the  cost  of  the  Project, 
the  Authority  will  comply  with  all  necessary 
conditions;  statutory  or  otherwise,  to  obtain 
a  capital  grant  from  the  United  States  un- 
der Section  1'03  of  Title  I,  in  the  maximum 
amount   allowed   by  law. 

3.  The  Oity  will  make  local  grants-in-aid 
(as  heretofore  defined)  to  the  Authority  im 
a  total  amount  which,  together  with  all  other 
local  grants-in-aid  made  to  the  Project,  will 
equal  at  least  one  third  of  the  actual  net 
project  cost  of  the  Project  as  finally  de- 
termined and  approved  by  the  Housing  and 
Home  Finance  Administrator  of  the  United 
States  in  accordance  with  Title  I,  and  in 
accordance  with  a  loan  and  grant  contract 
to  be  entered  into  by  and  between  the  Au- 
thority and  the  United  States  of  America, 
which  amount  is  currently  estimated  at  $11,- 
367,370. 

4.  After  the  execution  of  said  loan  and 
grant  contract,  the  City,  upon  request  by 
the    Authority   after    the   vacation   and    laying 
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out  of  appropriate  streets  and  public  ways 
in  accordance  with  the  Plan,  will  commence 
construction  of,  and  thereafter  diligently 
prosecute  to  completion,  improvements  and 
supporting  facilities  as  required  by  the  Plan 
for  the  Project  in  accordance  with  a  reason- 
able schedule  for  the  commencement  of  con- 
struction, which  schedule  shall  be  established 
and  seasonably  communicated  by  the  Authority, 
acting  by  and  through  the  Development  Ad- 
ministrator, to  the  Mayor  and  to  the  appro- 
priate board,  officer  or  agent  of  the  City.  If, 
during  the  course  of  the  Project  it  appears 
that  such  construction  schedule,  and/or  the 
costs  related  thereto,  are  inappropriate  or 
inaccurate,  such  schedule  and  costs  may  be 
amended  by  the  joint  agreement  of  the  De- 
velopment Administrator  of  the  Authority 
and  Mayor.  The  locations  indicated  for  the 
site  improvements  are  to  be  determined  by 
reference  to   the   Plan   for  the  Project. 

5.  After  the  execution  of  said  loan  and 
grant  contract  between  the  Authority  and 
the  United  States,  the  City,  acting  by  its 
Mayor,  will  recommend  to  the  proper  board 
or  officer  the  construction  of  such  supporting 
facilities  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Authority, 
may  be  necessary  or  desirable  in  the  execu- 
tion of  the  Plan  in  accordance  with  a  reason- 
able schedule  established  by  the  Authority 
acting   by   the   Development   Administrator. 

If  during  the  course  of  the  Project  it  ap- 
pears that  the  construction  schedule,  or  the 
costs  related  thereto,  is  inappropriate  or  in- 
accurate, such  schedule  may  be  amended  in 
each  ease  by  the  joint  agreement  of  the  De- 
velopment Administrator  of  the  Authority  and 
the  Mayor  or  appropriate  board  or  officer 
involved. 

If  the  City,  acting  by  the  Mayor,  appro- 
priate board,  officer,  or  agent  thereof,  should 
fail  to  take  appropriate  actions  to  construct 
such  supporting  facilities  by  the  date  or 
dates  set  forth  in  such  schedule  (or  by  such 
other  dates  as  shall  be  mutually  agreed  upon 
as  aforesaid),  or  shall  fail  diligently  to  prose- 
cute said  work  to  completion,  then  the  City 
shall  upon  demand  by  the  Authority,  pay 
to  the  Authority  two  thirds  of  the  sums  of 
money  which  according  to  said  schedule  are 
the  estimated  costs  to  be  credited  to  the 
Project  with  respect  to  each  item  of  work 
or  portion  thereof  to  which  such  failure  re- 
lates, which  sums  of  money  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  cash  local  grants-in-aid  to  the 
Project. 

6.  If  during  the  course  of  the  project, 
revised  estimates  of  net  project  cost  are 
determined  and  approved  by  HHFA  which 
make  necessary  additional  local  grants-in-aid 
to  the  Piroject,  the  City  will,  upon  demand 
by  the  Authority,  pay  to  the  Authority  such 
amounts  of  money  as  will,  together  with  all 
other  local  grants-in-aid  made  or  to  be  made  to 
the  Project  in  accordance  with  the  previously

Project.  The  City  hereby  agrees  that  if  such 
payments  are  required  pursuant  to  said  Sec- 
tion 26R  they  shall  not  be  required  in  excess 
of  the  amount  of  such  payments  eligible  as 
project  costs  under  the  applicable  regulations 
of  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Adminis- 
trator in  effect  from  time  to  time,  and  further

14.  This  Agreement  shall  take  effect  as  a 
sealed  instrument.

These  regu- 
lations also  require  a  statement  by  our  city 
that  public  facilities  to  be  provided  Urban 
Renewal  Projects  as  noncash  grants-in-aid  will 
be  open  to  all  citizens. 

Action  required  by  federal  regulations  has 
already  been  taken  by  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority.  Accompanying  this  letter 
are  the  supplementary  resolutions  required  for 
the  Waterfront  and  Central  Business  District 
Survey  and  Planning  Applications  now  pend- 
ing in  Washington,  and  a  new  and  amended 
set  of  resolutions  for  the  South  Cove  Survey 
and  Planning  Application  which  is  pending 
before  the  City  Council.  A  resolution  affirm- 
ing the  city's  determination  to  keep  all  public 
facilities  open  without  discrimination  is  also 
included. 

As  you  well  know,  this  federal  requirement 
indicating  our  city's  support  of  the  President's 
mandate  to  create  equal  opportunities  in  hous- 
ing for  all  citizens  will  require  no  change  in 
our  city's  public  policy.  It  will,  however,  give 
us  an  opportunity  to  indicate  our  support  of 
the  program  against  discrimination  in  housing 
and  strengthen  our  resolve  to  provide  the 
equal  opportunities  which  are  the  birthright 
of   all   Americans. 

I  trust  this  matter  -will  receive  your  early 
attention,  so  that  applications  now  pending 
before  the  federal  government  can  be  proc- 
essed  without  undue  delay.

Resolved: 

Section  1.  The  following  described  area  in  the 
municipality  of  Boston  was  previously  declared 
to  be  a  substandard  and  decadent  area  and  was 
a  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  area  within  the 
land  assembly  and  redevelopment  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

The  project  boundary  starts  at  the  intersection 
of  the  centerlines  of  Dover  and  Albany  streets 
and  runs  in  a  westerly  direction  along  the  center- 
line  of  Dover  street  to  the  intersection  of  the 
centerlines  of  Dover  street  and  Harrison  avenue; 
thence  in  a  northerly  direction  along  the  centerline 
of  Harrison  avenue  to  the  centerline  of  Dover 
street,  between  Harrison  avenue  and  Washington 
street;  thence  along  the  centerline  of  Dover 
street  in  a  westerly  direction  to  its  intersection 
with  the  centerline  of  Washington  street;  thence 
in  a  northerly  direction  along  the  centerline  of 
Washington  street  to  the  intersection  of  the 
centerline  of  Washington  street  and  the  southerly 
side  of  the  retaining  wall  on  the  south  side  of  the 
South  End  Cut  which  is  used  by  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company; 
thence  along  the  southerly  side  of  said  retaining 
wall  in  an  easterly  direction  to  its  intersection 
with  the  centerline  of  Albany  street;  thence  in  a 
southerly  direction  along  the  centerline  of  Albany 
street  to  the  point  of  origin  of  the  boundary  line. 

Section  2.  The  existence  of  said  area  was 
impairing  and  arresting  the  sound  growth  and 
development  of  the  Municipality  and  was  inimical 
to  the  public  health,  safety,  morals  and  welfare 
of  the  inhabitants  thereof  and  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

Section  3.  The  Municipality  has  undertaken 
a  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  project  in 
said  area,  hereinafter  called  Project  New  York 
Streets,  UR  Mass.  2-1,  under  and  pursuant  to  the 
federal  housing  act  of  1949,  as  amended. 
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Section  4.  The  development  of  the  Project 
was  essential  to  the  sound  growth  and  development 
of  the  Municipality  and  to  the  welfare  of  the 
inhabitants  thereof. 

Section  5.  It  is  necessary  and  in  the  public 
interest  that  the  Municipality  avail  itself  of  the 
Urban  Renewal  Assistance  Grant  provided  by  the 
land  assembly  and  redevelopment  or  urban  renewal 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  and  financing  the  Project.

Resolved: 

Section  1.  The  following  described  area  in  the 
municipality  of  Boston  was  previously  declared  to 
be  a  substandard  and  decadent  area  and  was  a 
land  assembly  and  redevelopment  area  within  the 
land  assembly  and  redevelopment  laws  cf  the 
Commonwealth. 

The  project  area  is  bounded  by  Allen  street, 
Blossom  street,  Cambridge  street,  Stamford 
street,  Lowell  street,  a  portion  of  the  State  Surface 
road  connecting  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Author- 
ity's viaduct  and  Charles  street.

"Ordered,  That  the  Street  Lighting  Division 
of  the  Public  Works  Department  be,  and  is  hereby, 
directed  to  increase  the  wattage  of  the  street 
lights  in  the  Roxbury-Dorchester  area,  and  further 
that  additional  street  lights  be  provided  in  the 
Roxbury-Dorchester  area." 

This  department  began  a  street  lighting  modern- 
izing program  in  1956.  Since  that  time,  5,380 
street  lights  have  been  replaced  witn  new  units 
with  an  estimated  average  lumen  increase  of 
50.2%,  plus  4,607  additional  lighting  units. 

This  year,  our  plans  call  for  relighting  100  miles 
of  streets  with  an  average  lumen  increase  of  300% 
provided  adequate  appropriations  are  approved. 

In  1962,  we  were  quite  disappointed  when  the 
City  Council  saw  fit  to  eliminate  from  our  budget 
appropriations  a  very  modest  increase  of  $50,000. 
Obviously,  this  reduction  curtailed  to  some  degree 
our    lighting    improvement    plans. 

Our  1963  plans  will  give  particular  attention 
to  the  Roxbury-Dorchester  areas.

BUDGET    FOR    1963. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  4,  1963. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  budgetary  allowances  for  the  year  1963  for  the  City,  County,  and  Revenue  Departments  totaling 
$126,837,807. 

These  allowances  represent  an  increase  over  the  appropriations  for  1962  of  $10,561.51.  This  figure,  however,  does 
not  reflect  the  appropriation  already  granted  by  your  Honorable  Body  this  year  for  $1,700,000.00  to  cover  the  cost  to 
the  City  for  the  year  1963  of  the  Hospital  and  Insurance  Plan  covering  all  City,  County,  and  School  employees  which 
became  effective  in  August  of  1962.  In  addition,  a  request  for  $70,000.00  was  presented  as  a  special  appropriation  for  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

The  budget  allowance  for  the  Sanatorium  Division,  Hospital  Department,  as  the  result  of  the  passage  of  Chapter  608 
of  the  Acts  of  1961  has  been  set  up  as  an  Income  Department.  Implementation  of  this  legislation,  negotiations  for  which 
are  presently  under  consideration,  will  result  in  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  entering  into  a  contract  with  the 
City  whereby  the  Commonwealth  will  assume  almost  50  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  Sanatorium.  The  City's  share  of  this 
program  amounting  to  $1,250,000.00  is  appropriated  herein  as  a  special  budget  appropriation  under  the  control  of  the 
City  Health  Department. 

City  Departments  indicate  a  decrease  of  $2,935,298.81;  however,  if  the  appropriations  enumerated  above  were  in- 
corporated herein,  the  net  reduction  of  allowances  of  City  Departments  under  1962  appropriations  would  be  approximately 
$1,165,298.81. 

County  Departments,  again,  show  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  by  an  amount  slightly  less  than  $250,000.00. 
It  should  be  noted  that  the  major  factor  causing  this  increase  resulted  from  the  passage  of  legislation  by  the  General 
Court  over  which  the  City  had  no  control. 

Income  Departments  also  showed  an  increase  of  approximately  $325,000.00,  exclusive  of  the  Sanatorium  Budget.  In 
addition  to  a  substantial  rise  in  the  Water  Division  allowances,  the  establishment  of  the  Data  Processing  Division  reflects 
a  part  of  this  increase.  As  the  appropriations  for  these  departments  will  be  met  from  the  revenues  of  the  respective  di- 
visions, this  increase  will  not  affect  the  1963  tax  rate. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  at  the  time  of  the  submission  of  the  1960  budget  recommendations  and  in  each  succeeding 
year,  there  was  considerable  skepticism,  even  doubt,  that  the  City  could  function  efficiently  and  provide  the  services 
which  its  citizens  had  been  accustomed  to  receiving  under  those  budgets.  However,  the  fact  is  that  no  essential  service 
has  been  curtailed,  rather  in  many  instances  such  services  have  been  improved  and  increased.  Nevertheless,  I  was  mindful 
of  the  fact,  that  many  of  the  service  agencies  of  the  City  had  been  adversely  affected  by  deferred  budgeting  of  equip- 
ment needs  which  had  been  the  practice  for  many  years.  Today,  one  has  only  to  look  about  to  see  new  equipment 
which  has  been  purchased.  This  was  made  possible  first,  by  the  authorization  by  your  Honorable  Body  in  March  of 
1961  for  the  City  to  borrow  $3,000,000.00  for  Departmental  Equipment  and  secondly,  by  the  inauguration  in  the  1962 
Budget  of  a  policy  of  replacing  equipment  on  an  annual  basis.  This  year  again,  the  practice  is  being  followed  and,  in 
fact,  whereas  the  1962  appropriations  for  equipment  for  City,  County,  and  Income  Departments  was  $762,841.00,  the 
allowance  submitted  herein  totals  $971,323.00.  It  is  my  desire  to  see  this  policy  continued. 

As  a  direct  result  of  the  businesslike  program  which  this  Administration  has  stressed  since  January  1,  1960,  the  up- 
ward trend  of  the  tax  rate  has  been  reversed.  Instead  of  a  1963  tax  rate  in  the  vicinity  of  $132.00  projected  on  the 
average  increase  of  $7.85  per  year  prior  to  1960,  Boston  has  been  able  to  realize  three  successive  tax  rate  reductions  and 
is  looking  forward  hopefully  to  the  fourth. 

Today,  under  a  strict  policy  in  budgetary  matters  and  a  knowledge  that  it  is  imperative  to  strive  toward  economy  in 
government,  Boston  can  justly  claim  that  "it  has  put  its  house  in  order."  But,  we  are  all  aware  that  the  financial  recovery 
of  the  City  cannot  fully  be  realized  without  assistance  from  the  Commonwealth.  It  is  hoped  that  now  that  we  have 
demonstrated  our  ability  to  administer  our  City  government  in  an  efficient  manner  that  the  General  Court  will  see  fit  to 
act  favorably  on  legislative  proposals  presently  before  them  beneficial  to  the  restoration  of  Boston  to  the  position  of  leader- 
ship it  must  attain  as  the  Core  City  of  New  England. 

I  respectfully  recommend  to  your  Honorable  Body  adoption  of  the  accompanying  appropriation  and  tax  orders.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  3  of  chapter  4  of  the  revised  city  ordinances,  I  have  prepared,  under  your 
direction  and  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services,  in  segregated  form,  the  annual  budget  for  the 
City,  County,  and  Income  Departments,  for  submission,  by  you,  to  the  City  Council  for  the  year  1963. 

The  allowances  recommended  herein  for  City  Departments  indicate  a  decrease  under  1962  appropriations  of  $2,- 
935,298.81.  This  appears  to  be  a  substantial  reduction  from  1962  appropriations,  however,  this  budget  does  not  contain 
$1,700,000.00  for  the  Hospital  and  Insurance  Plan  for  City,  County,  and  School  employees  which  became  effective  in 
1962;  nor  a  special  appropriation  presently  before  the  City  Council  for  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  amounting 
to  $70,000.00.  In  addition,  the  Sanatorium  this  year  will  be  an  income  department  with  a  reduction  reflected  in  the  city 
department  appropriations  of  approximately  $900,000.00.  This  saving  was  realized  by  the  enactment  of  Chapter  608 
of  the  Acts  of  1961  whereby  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  will  subsidize  almost  50  per  cent  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Program  of  the  Commonwealth  previously  borne  in  its  entirety  by  the  cities  and  towns. 

Departmental  request  for  1S63  amounted  to  $134,979,737.00.  After  careful  scrutinization  of  the  individual  accounts 
these  recommendations  have  been  reduced  to  $126,837,807.00  or  a  decrease  of  $8,141,930.00  under  the  original  proposals 
of  the  Department  Heads.

Temporary  Employees.  The  inauguration  of  Women  School  Crossing  Guards,  employed  by  the  Police  Department, 
has  increased  this  appropriation  account  by  $130. 000. CO. 

Contractual  Services.  Increased  over  1962  by  some  $194,000.00.  This  is  reflected  by  additional  sums  being  made 
available  for  street  lighting  and  also  for  higher  contractual  charges  for  garbage  and  waste  disposal. 

Equipment.  An  additional  $100,000.00  was  made  available  in  the  Police  Department  to  implement  the  mobility 
of  the  Force.     The  balance  will  be  expended  in  the  replacement  of  equipment  in  the  Public  Works  Department. 

Land  and  Improvements.  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  increased  $35,000.00  primarily  for  improvement  of 
recreational  facilities  throughout  the  City. 

County  Budget 

County  budgets  indicate  an  increase  of  $248,712.32  over  1962  appropriations. 

Personal  Services.  Legislative  action  resulted  in  salary  increases  for  Clerks  of  Court,  Assistant  Clerks  of  Court 
and  Justices  of  the  Court  over  which  the  city  had  no  control. 

Contractual  Services.  A  greater  number  of  jury  sessions  will  require  additional  funds  in  1963  as  will  the  expenditures 
for  repair  and  maintenance  of  buildings. 

Supplies  and  Materials.  The  increase  in  postal  rates  in  1963  plus  increased  costs  of  materials  and  supplies  will  neces- 
sitate an  additional  appropriation  of  funds  in  this  category. 

Current  Charges.  Increased  cost  of  surety  bonds  for  personnel  and  rental  charges  will  represent  added  expenditures 
of  $4,500.00. 

Equipment.     Office  equipment  needs  will  cause  appropriations  to  rise  about  $9,500.00. 

Income  Departments 
Although  the  over-all  budget  for  this  category  indicates  an  increase  of  $2,697,148.00,  it  should  be  remembered  that 
this  year,  for  the  first  time,  the  Sanatorium  Division  of  the  Hospital  Department  will  be  appropriated  in  this  section. 
This  will  also  apply  to  a  portion  of  the  Data  Processing  Unit  which  is  a  new  installation  this  year.     There  are  also  funds 
provided  for  the  extension  and  improvement  of  water  mains  in  the  Water  Department.

the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and  by  the  proceeds  of  any  duly  authorized  loans. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriation  for  the  Cemetery  Division,  Parks  and  Recreation  Department,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  chapter  13  of  the  Acts  of  1961  be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated  from  the  General  Cemetery  Fund,  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner,  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  for  the  Cemetery  Division,  the 
expense  of  maintenance,  improvement  and  embellishing  said  cemeteries  as  is  not  met  by  the  income  of  deposits  for  per- 
petual care  on  hand  December  31,  1962. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no  part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  shall  be  paid  for  services  rendered 
or  work  done  by  any  department  or  division  for  any  other  department  or  division,  or  for  any  person  or  corporation  other 
than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general  treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any  appropriation  be 
expended  for  the  objects  and  purposes  directed  by  the  several  contributors  thereof,  including  such  sums  as  may  be  ap- 
propriated for  the  Sewer  and  Water  Divisions  of  the  Public  Works  Department  and  so  designated  in  said  appropriations 
as  a  proper  allocation  to  the  Public  Works  Department  General  or  any  subdivision  thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appropriations  of  the  city,  and  all  taxes  assessed  for  meeting  the  city's  pro- 
portion of  the  state  tax  for  the  year  1963,  or  for  any  other  taxes  or  assessments  payable  to  the  Commonwealth,  shall  be 
due  and  payable  on  July  1,  1963.  Interest  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent  per  annum  and  computed  from 
October  1,  1963,  on  all  real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after  November  1,  1963,  and  assessed 
and  payable  in  the  year  1963,  before  said  November  1,  1963,  until  such  taxes  are  paid.  -All  interest  which  shall  have 
become  due  on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and  be  part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for  any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  increased  by  additional  appropriations  or 
transfers  lawfully  made,  no  money  shall  be  expended  by  any  department  for  any  of  the  purposes  or  items  designated  in 
the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  in  excess  of  the  amount  set  down  as  appropriated  for  such  Specific  purpose  or 
item.

INFORMATION   ON   RENEWAL   COSTS. 
The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 

January  18,  1963.

Dear  Mr.  President: 

In  considering  urban  renewal  matters  in  the- 
current  year  I  think  you  may  find  helpful  the  fol 
lowing  information  on  the  local  costs  of  the  Boston 
Development  Program  and  specifically  the  status 
of  Chapter  121  bond  authorizations. 

As  you  know,  under  existing  federal  and  state 
law  the  federal  government  pays  two  thirds  of  the 
net  cost  of  a  renewal  project.  (There  are  occasions 
when  a  different  formula  is  used,  but  so  far  this 
has  not  seemed  advantageous  to  Boston.)  The 
net  cost  is  the  difference  between  the  total  cost 
of  doing  a  project,  i.e.,  acquisition,  planning, 
overhead,  streets,  utilities,  schools,  etc.,  and  the 
amount  received  from  the  disposition  of  land 
in  the  renewal  project  area.  The  federal  govern- 
ment also  pays  100  per  cent  of  relocation  pay- 
ments which  the  Authority  makes  to  families 
and  business  concerns  which  are  required  to  move 
out  of  a  project  area. 

The  city's  obligation  is  to  provide  for  one  third 
of  the  net  project  cost.  Under  existing  federal 
law  the  city  may  put  up  its  one  third  of  the  net 
project  cost  in  the  form  of  a  direct  cash  contri- 
bution or  in  the  form  of  noncash  contributions 
based  upon  expenditures  for  schools,  parks, 
playgrounds,  streets,  utilities  and  other  facilities 
or  improvements  which  serve  or  support  the  proj- 
ect area.  In  addition,  the  city  may  donate  land 
and  buildings  in  a  project  area  and  receive  credit 
for  the  approved  value.  (This  does  not  include 
streets.)  There  is  no  one  financing  pattern  which 
applies  to  all  renewal  projects.  The  financial 
plan  is  determined  on  the  basis  of  whether  it  is 
a  residential  or  commercial  area  and  on  many 
other    factors   as   well. 

There  are  obviously  major  advantages  to  the 
city  in  coordinating  its  capital  improvement 
program  for  needed  community  facilities  with  its 
renewal  program  so  that  the  city's  capital  ex- 
penditures do  double  duty;  that  is,  they  not  only 
provide  needed  improvements  but  serve  as  well 
to  finance  the  local  cost  of  urban  renewal. 

There  are  several  means  by  which  the  city  can 
provide  its  share  of  the  costs  of  urban  renewal. 

However,  before  I  discuss  these  in  detail,  I 
should  like  to  draw  your  attention  to  five  major 
sources  of  funds  which  can  help  reduce  the  city's 
direct  expenditures  for  its  one  third  share  of  net 
project  cost.  These  are  important  because  the  city 
is  not  required  to  provide  all  the  local  share  from 
its  own  resources.  Instead,  under  the  law,  the 
city  is  encouraged  to  provide  funds  creditable 
to  the  local  share  from  other  sources. 

1.     The  use  of  certain  institutional  expenditures. 

Under  section  112  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949, 
as  amended,  a  community  may  count  as  if  it  were 
its  own  expenditures  certain  moneys  spent  for 
land  acquisition  by  eligible  hospitals  and  edu- 
cational institutions,  provided  the  land  involved 
is  used  for  educational  or  hospital  purposes  and 
is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  an  urban  renewal 
plan  or  approved  institutional  development  plan. 
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For  every  dollar  of  eligible  institutional  expendi- 
ture the  city  is  entitled  to  two  dollars  of  federal 
capital    grant    money. 

The  city  may  collect  its  credits  in  one  project 
area  of  the  city  where  they  are  concentrated  and 
use  whatever  surplus  is  not  required  in  that 
project  in  other  projects.  This  is  known  as 
pooling. 

The  Authority  engaged  a  consultant  to  analyze 
the  potential  funds  involved  from  this  source  and 
his  report  was  submitted  to  the  Authority  on 
November  28.  It  indicates  a  total  of  approxi- 
mately $30  million  of  creditable  renewal  ex- 
penditures. These  funds  can  obtain  for  Boston 
$60  million  of  federal  capital  grant  funds. 

2.  Expenditures  by  other  public  agencies. 
The    city    may    claim    credit    for    expenditures 

by  other  public  agencies  which  support  urban 
renewal  projects.  For  example,  the  MDC  skating 
rink  and  swimming  pool  autnorized  for  Charles- 
town  can  be  counted  as  if  it  were  a  city  expendi- 
ture in  the  Charlestown  urban  renewal  financial 
plan.  Certain  DPW  highway  expenditures  can 
also  count.  It  is  very  difficult  to  make  accurate 
projections  for  the  total  amount  of  creditable 
expenditures  from  this  source,  but  every  effort 
is  being  made  to  integrate  our  program  with  those 
of    other   agencies. 

3.  Municipal  parking  garages. 

Under  existing  federal  la,w  the  city  may  provide 
parking  garages  as  part  of  the  local  share  of  proj- 
ect cost.  There  are  many  project  a.reas,  Govern- 
ment Center  being  one,  where  such  garages  are 
a  necessity  if  the  urban  renewal  plan  is  to  be 
successful.  The  city  may  build  the  garages  and 
lease  them  at  rentals  sufficient  to  pay  off  its 
capital  costs.  Thus,  this  portion  of  project  cost 
is   essentially  self  liquidating. 

4.  School  Construction. 

City  expenditures  for  school  construction  a.re 
partially  reimbursed  by  the  Commonwealth. 
Under  existing  state  legislation  Boston  bonds 
for  the  full  cost  of  a  school  and  then  receives, 
as  financial  assistance  from  the  Commonwealth  over 
the  life  of  the  bonds,  30  per  cent  of  each  principal 
payment.  This  has  a  further  effect  in  reducing 
the  city's  share  of  renewal  costs.  I  believe  the 
30  per  cent  formula  is  unfair  to  Boston  and  other 
cities  and  towns  and  should  be  revised  upward  in 
recognition  of  the  large  volume  of  school  construc- 
tion which  the  city  faces.  Legislation  to  improve 
the  formula  has  been  presented  to  the  Legislature 
for  its  consideration  as  part  of  Mayor  Collins' 
1963  legislative  program. 

5.  Chapter  121  ot  the  General  Laws. 

Under  chapter  121  of  the  General  Laws,  the 
Commonwealth  has  accepted  an  obligation  to  pay 
up  to  one  half  of  the  local  share  ot  urban  renewal 
projects.  This  statutory  provision  is  in  line  with 
legislative  action  in  Connecticut,  New  York,  and  a 
few  other  states. 

Under  Massachusetts  law  the  city  again  must 
first  provide  for  its  full  share  of  the  expenditure 
and  then  receive  back,  over  a  20-year  period, 
one  half  of  the  local  share. 

We  believe  this  law  should  be  construed  to 
mean  that  this  one  half  is  for  the  full  one  half  of  the 
local  share  of  a  project's  cost  and  is  not  reduced  by 
whatever  credits  the  city  is  able  to  obtain  from 
creditable  institutional  expenditures,  state  pay- 
ments for  school  construction  or  for  that  matter, 
state  or  metropolitan  expenditures  for  creditable 
improvements.  Any  other  interpretation  would 
have  the  Commonwealth  nullifying  the  local 
financial  assistance  allowed  by  the  Congress  and  by 
the  Commonwealth  itself. 

Chapter  643  of  the  1962  Acts  authorized  a  fund 
of  $30  million  and  annual  appropriations  of  $1.5 
million.  This  estimate  was  arrived  at  on  the 
basis  of  payments  the  Commonwealth  expected  to 
be  required  to  make  on  projects  then  programmed. 

As  the  renewal  program  expands  and  accelerates 
in  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  state  an  increase  in  the 
amount  of  the  fund  will  be  required  if  the  Common- 
wealth is  to  carry  out  its  commitments. 

To  sum  up,  considering  all  five  possibilities 
listed  above  for  reducing  the  city's  own  costs,  the 
city  should  never  be  in  a  position  of  paying  more 
than  one  sixth  of  the  net  cost  of  an  urban  renewal 
project,  and  in  some  cases  less. 

There  may  be  those  who  will  think  that  this 
makes  Boston's  burden  too  light.  However,  I 
should  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  full  bnefits  of  these  aids  can  be  made  available 
only  if  we  undertake  a  very  large-scale  program 
of  the  kind  now  contemplated. 


Except  for  direct  state  urban  renewal  aid,  a  more 
modest  program  wculd  not  bring  these  other  aids 
into  use.  At  the  same  time,  with  the  great  extent 
of  blighted  areas  in  Boston,  with  the  deterioration 
of  the  tax  base  and  other  problems  confronting  the 
city,  a  more  modest  program  will  simply  not  meet 
Boston's  needs. 

It  is  necessary,  therefore,  if  we  are  to  undertake 
and  carry  out  a  program  of  the  scope  and  dimension 
required  that  every  effort  be  made  to  maximize 
financial  assistance  from  every  quarter. 

There  may  be  those  who  will  believe  that  we  lay 
too  much  stress  on  this  effort  to  get  financial 
assistance.  It  is,  of  course,  sometimes  more  time 
consuming,  but  considering  the  amount  of  funds 
attainable  the  effort  is,  in  my  judgment,  very 
worth-while.  Certainly,  I  think  we  would  ail 
agree  that  if  Boston  could  afford  it,  it  would  be 
simpler,  quicker,  and  much  easier  to  undertake  the 
whole  program  without  outside  money  and  en- 
tanglements. This  is  not  a  realistic  course.  In 
fact,  I  think  we  should  all  realize  that  these  aids 
made  possible  by  federal  and  state  legislation  are 
simply  a  recognition  of  the  inability  of  cities  across 
the  country  to  renew  themselv-s  without  outside 
financial  help. 

There  are  two  ways  in  which  the  city  may 
provide  the  funds  it  is  required  to  provide  directly. 
One  is  by  bonding  and  the  other  is  by  direct 
appropriation  from  currently  available  funds.  We 
do  not  contemplate  recommending  appropriations 
from  currently  available  funds  except  for  minor 
projects  until  and  unless  the  city  receives  sub- 
stantial increases  in  state  aid  for  nonurban  renewal 
purposes  generaly  or  until  the  state  assumes  some 
of  the  burdens  now  borne  locally  here. 

There  are  four  principal  types  of  bond  authoriza- 
tions for  financing  the  city's  local  share. 

1.  Section  26CC  of  Chapter  121. 

Section  26CC  of  Chapter  121  authorizes  so- 
called  20-year  redevelopment  bonds  up  to  2.5  per 
cent  of  the  city's  assessed  valuation,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Emergency  Finance  Board. 
(Boston  has  outstanding  $6.5  million  of  these 
bonds.)     The  unused  authorization  is  $31  million. 

2.  Section  7  of  Chapter  44. 

Section  7  of  Chapter  44  authorizes  general 
obligation  bonds  for  municipal  purposes.  Local 
noncash  grants-in-aid  such  as  municipal  buildings, 
police  and  fire  stations,  community  centers, 
libraries,  sewers  and  streets  can  be  financed 
under  this  section.  These  bonds  vary  in  maximum 
length  from  10  to  30  years  depending  upon  the 
purpose  for  which  they  are  authorized.  The  limit 
is  5  per  cent  of  assessed  value,  and  the  city's 
present  unused  authorization  is  about  $9  million. 
The  city  is  retiring  existing  debt  under  this  cate- 
gory at  the  rate  of  approximately  $5  million 
per  year. 

In  addition  to  local  approval  by  the  City 
Council,  the  approval  of  the  Emergency  Finance 
Board  is  required  for   use   of   this  authorization. 

3.  Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended. 
School  construction  may  be  financed  outside  the 

debt  limit  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  645  of 
the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended.  In  addition  to  local 
approvals  these  bonds  authorizations  must  have 
approval  of  the  School  Building  Assistance  Com- 
mission and  the  Emergency  Finance  Board. 

4.  Chapter  474  of  the  Acts  of  1946. 
Off-street    parking    garages    may    be    financed 

outside  the  debt  limit  from  bonds  authorized  by 
Chapter  474  of  the  Acts  of  1946  as  amended.  The 
approximately  $6  million  remaining  in  this  authori- 
zation will  be  almost  entirely  committed  to  the 
Haymarket  Square  garage  in  the  Government 
Center.  Legislation  increasing  this  authorization 
has  been  submitted  for  consideration  by  the  1963 
General  Court. 

With  the  exception  of  the  parking  garage  limit, 
existing  statutory  authorizations  have  both 
sufficient  flexibility  and  sufficient  margin  for 
Boston  to  undertake  its  share  of  the  expenditures 
called  for  in  the  existing  redevelopment  program. 
However,  additional  light  may  be  thrown  on  this 
by  the  capital  budget  now  being  prepared  for 
consideration  by  the  Redevelopment  Authority. 
In  conjunction  with  the  capital  budget  preparation 
we  will  also  present  to  the  Authority  the  latest  and 
best  estimates  available  of  the  amount,  kind  and 
scheduling  of  local  capital  expenditures  called  for 
under  the  redevelopment  program. 

In  my  judgment,  it  might  well  be  in  the  public 
interest  for  a  new  comprehensive  bonding  authori- 
zation to  be  substituted  for  the  various  separate 
alternatives  now  available.  In  this  connection  I 
think    consideration    should    be    given    to    recent 
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suggestions  for  an  extension  of  redevelopment 
bond  terms  to  25  years,  a  principal  payment 
moratorium  for  the  first  5  years,  level  dbt  service 
thereafter  rather  than  equal  principal  payments 
and  a  limit  of  3  per  cent  of  assessed  value  rather 
than  2.5  per  cent.  If  this  figure  were  made  5  per 
cent,  I  believe  it  would  be  sufficient  to  take  care 
of  all  Boston's  costs  for  urban  renewal. 

The  proposed  defe  red  payment  jf  principal  and 
level  debt  service  are  a  recognition  that  present 
law  puts  the  highest  debt  charges  on  the  city,  on 
account  of  a  project,  at  the  time  when  it  is  least 
able  to  afford  it.  By  deferring  principal  payments 
until  project  execution  activities  are  more  or  less 
complete  and  tax  revenues  are  incoming  the  city  is 
more  able  to  afford  renewal.  Likewise,  equal  debt 
service  payments  are  more  nearly  in  balance  with 
the  city's  capacity  to  pay.  It  should  be  pointed 
out  that  equal  debt  service  payments  are  cus- 
tomary for  revenue  bond  financing  and,  in  many 
states,  for  general  obligation  bonds. 

This  is,  admittedly,  a  rather  lengthy  answer  to  a 
brief  and  important  question.  I  hope  you  and  your 
colleagues  will  find  it  helpful.  Please  do  not  hesi- 
tate to  get  in  touch  with  me  if  you  have  any 
questions.

This  is  written  to  inform  you  and  at  the 
same  time  make  a  matter  of  public  record 
that  I  have  this  day  written  the  Director  of 
Administrative    Services    as    follows: 

"This  is  in  answer  to  yours  of  February  7, 
1963,  concerning  a  purported  amendment  of 
Chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  19'61 
passed  by  the  City  Council  on  June  25,  1962, 
returned  by  the  Mayor  on  July  5,  1962,  with 
his  objections  thereto  in  writing,  and  notwith- 
standing the  disapproval  of  the  Mayor,  again 
passed  by  the  City  Council  on  February  4, 
1963. 

"In  my  opinion,  this  purported  amendment 
of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1961  is  uneffectual  for  several  reasons.  In 
the  first  place,  the  vital  words  'Be  it  ordained 
by  the  city  council  of  Boston,  as  follows'  are 
lacking.  See  St.  1881,  c.  229,  s.  3.  Rev.  Ord. 
(1961),  c.  1,  s.  2.  Second,  the  subject  cov- 
ered by  the  purported  amendment  was  already 


completely  and  comprehensively  covered  by 
G.  L.,  c.  149,  s.  33B  (which  is  in  force  in 
Boston  having  been  accepted  by  an  order 
passed  by  the  City  Council  on  December  28, 
1950,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  January 
12,  1951),  so  that  there  is  no  room  for  an 
ordinance.  Commonwealth  v.  Wolbarst,  319 
Mass.  291,  2-95.  Third,  the  purported  amend- 
ment, if  given  effect,  would  interfere  in  the 
conduct  of  the  executive  or  administrative 
business  of  the  City  in  contravention  of  St. 
1948,  c.  452,  s.  17G,  as  appearing  in  St.  1951, 
c.    376,    s.    1."

MCDONOUGH,  for  the  Committee  on 
Urban  Redevelopment,  Rehabilitation  and  Re- 
newal,   submitted    the    following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
two  resolutions  (referred  January  2'8)  for 
application  for  State  urban  renewal  assistance 
grants  for  New  York  Streets  and  West  End 
projects — recommending  that  the  resolutions 
be   adopted. 

The  report  was  accepted,  •  and  the  resolu- 
tions  were  severally   adopted. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
resolution  (referred  January  21)  approving 
urban  renewal  plan  for  Washington  Park 
project.      The   committee   reports  as   follows: 

The  Committee  on  Urban  Redevelopment, 
Rehabilitation  and  Renewal  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred on  January  21,  1'9'63,  a  resolution  ap- 
proving a  plan  for  the  Washington  Park 
Project  area  and  a  relocation  program  con- 
cerning the  same  project  area  reports  as 
follows: 

The  Washington  Park  Project  area  is  now 
going  downhill  at  such  a  pace  one  questions 
whether  at  this  date  anything  can  be  done  to 
make  it  a  decent  place  in  which  to  live.  It 
is  your  committee's  belief,  after  a  number  of 
on-site  inspections  of  the  area  that  govern- 
mental action  alone  cannot  reverse  the  rapid 
rate  of  deterioration  of  existing  housing  stock 
no  matter  how  many  tax  dollars  are  expended 
there.  There  is  a  feeling  among  committee 
members  that  the  problem   of   the  Washington 
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Park  area  is  far  greater  than  the  Urban 
Renewal  Program  alone  is  equipped  to  deal 
with. 

Anything  more  than  the  most  casual  ob- 
servation of  the  area  reveals  a  need  for  en- 
forcement of  the  basic  health  and  sanitation 
laws  so  as  to  prevent  the  continued  milkinar 
of  tenements  by  absentee  landlords,  as  well 
as  a  more  vigorous  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
city  to  keep  streets  and  other  properties 
owned  by  the  city  in  a  tolerably  clean  condi- 
tion. Without  an  enthusiastic  and  intense 
effort  to  face  up  to  and  overcome  the  later 
problems,  this  project  cannot  succeed  despite 
the  glowing  hopes  which  in  large  measure  are 
inspired  by  the  publicity  in  which  this  project 
has    been    and    continues    to   be   bathed. 

In  summary,  your  committee  feels  that  this 
plan  can  work  only  if  there  is  a  total  com- 
mitment to  make  it  work  on  the  part  of  the 
city,  the  property  owners,  and  the  people  who 
live   in    the  project  area. 

In  the  hope  that  with  these  commitments 
a  speedy  implementation  of  this  Urban  Re- 
newal plan  can  make  the  Washington  Park 
area  a  more  desirable  place  in  which  to  live, 
work  and  play,  your  committee  recommends 
the  adoption  of  the  resolution.

Jacobs  &  Co.  classification  and  compensa- 
tion survey  in  addition  to  a  salary  increase 
for  the  fire  fighting,  fire  alarm,  and  police 
forces  amounting  in  total  to  $3,>574,975  for  the 
balance  of  1963   is  respectfully  submitted. 

Enclosure  "A"  outlines,  in  detail,  the  ex- 
penditure necessary  to  promulgate  a  salary 
increase  in  the  fire  fighting,  fire  alarm,  and 
police  forces   amounting   to   $1,'549,9'81.22. 

Enclosure  "B"  is  an  analysis  of  the  effect 
of  the  J.  L.  Jacobs  survey  on  the  personnel 
covered  by  the  report  Which  amounts  to 
$1,867,337.78. 

The  sum  necessary  to  meet  the  adjusted 
salaries  for  personnel  working  overtime  can 
not  be  arrived  at  with  complete  accuracy  be- 
cause of  the  many  contingencies  involved  in 
the  employment  of  personnel  needed  during 
periods  of  emergency  or  on  projects  of  an 
expeditious  nature.  It  was  therefore  decided 
to  estimate  overtime  on  a  percentage  of  10 
per  cent  of  the  budget  allowance  for  all  de- 
partments recommended  for  19-63  less  20  per 
cent  to  compensate  for  the  adoption  of  this 
plan  as  of  the  first  Wednesday  in  March 
19&3.     Enclosure  "C"  outlines,   by  department, 
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the  1963  budget  allowance  which,  when  com- 
puted on  the  above  formula,  amounts  to  an 
appropriation    for   overtime    of    $140',6,5;6. 

It  will  also  be  necessary  to  appropriate 
$17,000  for  the  administrative  cost  for  the 
implementation  of  this  program.  An  overtime 
expenditure  for  the  Personnel  Division  of 
$6,000'  and  for  the  Auditing  Department  of 
$9,000  will  be  required  in  addition  to  $2,000 
to  the  City  Documents  for  printing  and  bind- 
ing of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Jacobs 
plan.

In  accordance  -with  your  request,  dated 
January  30,  1963,  that  I  consider  and  report 
to  you  on  the  matters  contained  in  the  reso- 
lution of  the  City  Council  adopted  on  January 
28,  11963,  with  respect  to  "amending  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Law  of  eminent  domain  with  re- 
spect to  takings  in  Urban  Renewal  Project 
Areas  so  as  to  provide 

1.  That  the  fair  value  of  property  taken 
be  esta.blish.ed  as  of  the  date  when  the 
City  Council  votes  authorization  for  the 
preparation  of  plans  and  surveys  rather 
than  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  eminent 
domain    taking. 

2.  That  upon  the  taking,  a  percentage 
of  the  assessed  value  of  the  property  be 
immediately  paid  the  owner  thereof  with- 
out any  prejudice  to  him  to  further  pursue 
his    rights     .     .     ." 

I    submit   the    following    opinion    in    triplicate. 

From  a  study  of  our  Massachusetts  con- 
stitution (Article  10  of  the  Massachusetts 
Declaration  of  Rights  that  whenever  property 
is  appropriated  to  public  uses,  a  reasonable 
compensation  shall  be  received  therefor)  and 
the  provisions  of  our  General  Laws  dealing 
with  eminent  domain  and  the  cases  decided  by 
our  Supreme  Judicial  Court  under  such  pro- 
visions and  the  provisions  of  particular  acts 
of  the  Legislature  authorizing  the  exercise 
of  the  power  of  eminent  domain,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  legislation  embodying  the  sub- 
ject matter  of  the  first  amendment  proposed 
in  the  City  Council's  resolution  would  be 
legal   and   could  properly   be  enacted   into   law. 

I  think  it  necessary  in  support  of  this 
position  to  cite  only  two  Massachusetts'  de- 
cisions, namely,  Connor  v.  Metropolitan  Dis- 
trict Water  Supply  Commission,  314  Mass.  33, 
and  United  States  Gypsum  Co.  v.  Mystic 
River   Bridge  Authority,   329   Mass.   130. 

In  the  Connor  case,  which  involved  chapter 
321  of  the  Acts  of  1927  that  supplemented 
chapter  375  of  the  Acts  of  1926,  the  Legis- 
lature authorized  the  diversion  of  certain 
waters  into  the  Wachusett  Reservoir  and 
the  taking  of  certain  lands.  An  owner  of 
land,  on  which  he  had  an  established  business, 
filed  a  complaint  after  part  of  his  land  was 
taken  claiming  that  it  had  been  determined 
to  take  his  land  as  early  as  October  1,  1926, 
but  that  it  Was  not  actually  taken  until 
March  24,  1938,  during  which  interval  the 
value  of  his  land  and  business'  decreased,  and 
contending   that   he  should   have   damages   for 
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such  loss  of  value.  The  court  observed  that 
by  the  above  statutes  the  takings  were  made 
to  conform  generally  to  G.  L.,  c.  79,  s.  12, 
under  which  damages  are  fixed  for  land  taken 
at  its  value  before  the  taking.  The  court 
went  on  to  say  that  the  words  "before  the 
taking"  mean  before  the  beginning  of  the 
public  work  which  necessitates  the  taking 
and  that  it  appeared  from  the  specific  pro- 
visions, respecting  compensation  in  the  spe- 
cial act  (St.  1927,  c.  321)  covering  the  takings 
made  thereunder,  the  Legislature  intended 
there  be  compensation  for  the  decrease  in 
value  between    1926   and   1938. 

In  my  opinion,  this  case  indicates  that 
there  is  no  legal  barrier  which  prevents,  the 
Legislature  from  providing  for  an  award  of 
damages  for  a  decrease  in  value  of  land  in 
an  interval  preceding  the  time  of  the  actual 
taking    thereof. 

Moreover,  in  the  United  States  Gypsum  Co. 
case   the    court   at   page   137    says — 

"The  Legislature,  however,  is  not  limited 
in  providing  compensation  to  daimages 
which  the  landowner  is  entitled  to  re- 
ceive as  a  matter  of  constitutional  right 
but  may  extend  compensation  to  instances 
where  an  exercise  of  eminent  domain  would 
result  in  a  real  hai'dship  to  one  whose 
property  has  been  damaged  or  injured  if 
he  were  deprived  of  compensation. " 
This  latter  case  seems  to  lend  further  sup- 
port to  the  opinion  I  have  expressed  above. 

With  respect  to  the  subject  matter  of  the 
second  amendment  set  forth  in  the  City 
Council's  resolution,  I  also  feel  that  a  pro- 
vision that  a  percentage  of  the  assessed  value 
of  the  property  be  immediately  paid  the 
owner  when  his  land  is  taken  would  be  le- 
gally   unobjectionable. 

However,  in  this  connection,  I  wish  to  di- 
rect attention  to  section  8A  of  chapter  79 
of  our  General  Laws  covering  pro  tanto  pay- 
ments in  eminent  domain  cases.  Generally, 
under  this  statutory  provision,  a  taking  au- 
thority, if  so  requested,  must  offer  a  person 
entitled  to  damages  on  account  of  a  taking 
such  reasonable  amount  as  it  is  willing  to 
pay  either  in  full  settlement  or  as  a  payment 
pro  tanto.  Of  course,  such  offer  of  payment 
is  not  of  a  fixed  percentage  of  the  assessed 
value  but  is  required  to  be  a  reasonable  amount. 
In  conclusion',  I  also  feel  I  should  direct 
attention  to  House  No.  1689,  a  bill  which  is 
now  pending  in  the  Legislature  and  which 
embodies  the  principle  of  allowing  recovery 
of  damages  in  eminent  domain  cases  where 
the  value  has  decreased  prior  to  the  actual 
taking  because  of  the  announcement  or  pub- 
lication thereof  in  advance.  I  am  enclosing 
a  copy  of  this  bill  and  am  submitting  this 
opinion  well  in  advance  of  the  time  requested 
in  the  resolution  of  the  City  Council  so  that 
the  progress  of  the  legislation  contained  in 
the  bill  may  be  followed  in  the  General  Court 
if    so    desired.

"Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment be,  and  is  hereby,  requested  to  under- 
take a  special  cleanup  campaign  in  the  Rox- 
bury^Dordhester  area  and  more  especially  the 
Washington  Park  area  and  to  that  end  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  is  hereby  requested  to  au- 
thorize the  hiring  or  assigning  of  such  addi- 
tional personnel  and  equipment  as  may  be 
necessary." 

February  and  March  are  notoriously  difficult 
months  to  maintain  the  appearance  of  our 
streets  because  of  the  accumulation  of  snow 
and   ice   along    the    gutters. 

I  sincerely  believe  that  the  streets  in  the 
Roxbury  and  Dorchester  areas  are,  if  any- 
thing, less  littered  than1  usual  at  this-  time 
of    the    year. 

We  have  three  >(3)  mechanical  street 
sweepers  and  six  (6)  four-miam  street  clean- 
ing crews  covering  the  area  bounded  by  Wash- 
ington street,  Seaver  street,  Columbia  road, 
and  Dudley  street.  This  year,  for  the  first 
time,  we  are  using  much  larger  quantities 
of  salt  and  as  little  sand  as  possible  for  ice 
control  in  a  further  effort  to  solve  the  street 
cleaning   problem. 

Until  a  way  is  found  to  get  the  parked  auto- 
mobiles out  of  the  way  in  these  highly  con- 
gested residential  areas  and  until  residents 
develop  some  awareness  of  their  own  respon- 
sibilities, street  cleaning  will  continue  to  be 
a  difficult  task.  The  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment is  making  a  constant  effort  for  cleaner 
streets.  Despite  reductions  in  over-all  per- 
sonnel, more  men  and  equipment  are  now 
assigned  to  this  work  than  at  any  time  in 
recent  years. 

We  are  not  optimistic  about  our  street  clean- 
ing forces'  ability  to  keep  this  area  clean1. 
As  a  fresh  approach  to  the  problem,  for  the 
first  time,  uniformed  Public  Works  sanitation 
inspectors  will  be  assigned  to  this  and  other 
problem  areas  to  conduct  an  educational  pro- 
gram and,  where  necessary,  to  bring  in 
Hearth  Department  inspectors  and  police  for 
enforcement  of  existing  laws  and  ordinances 
relating  to  sanitation.  We  also  intend  that 
our  highway  maintenance  supervisors  will  visit 
every  shop  owner  in  the  area  about  the  bad 
habits  of  sweeping  stores  out  on  to  the  streets 
daily. 

'I  feel  confident  that  our  program  of  educa- 
tion   and    enforcement,    together    with    a    con- 
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tinuous  effort  by  our  street  cleaning  forces, 
will  bring  about  some  improvements  in  this 
area.

The  Board  of  Overseers  feel  that  this  real 
estate  should  now  be  sold  because  it  is  no 
longer  suitable  for  the  purpose  for  which  it 
was  left  by  the  testatrix,  namely,  "for  the 
benefit  of  the  poor,"  and  that  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  should  be  added  to  other  money  and 
investments,  so  that  said  proceeds  may  be 
invested  according  to  the  wishes  of  the  dece- 
dent,  "for  the  benefit  of  the  poor." 

The  will  of  Lucy  BuiUman  was  proved  and 
allowed  January  9,  1832,  Suffolk  County  Pro- 
bate Docket  No.  2'9741.  The  thirteenth  clause 
of  said   will   provides  as  follows: 

"My  two  estates,  one  on  Cambridge 
street,  and'  one  on  Belknap  street  (now 
Joy  street)  are  to  go  to  the  three 
sisters  equally  (the  three  nieces  of  the  tes- 
tatrix) ;  and  if  either  of  them  die,  then  to  the 
surviving  two;  and  if  two  die,  then  to  the 
single  survivor;  but  if  all  three  die,  without 
heirs,  then  the  income  is  to  go  to  John  VV. 
Haley,  son  of  John  B.  Haley;  and  in  case 
John  W.  Haley  should  die  without  issue, 
then  my  real  estate  is  to  go  to  the  City  of 
Boston  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor.  It  is 
never  to  be  sold;  but  the  income  is  to  go 
for  the  purposes  set  forth  as  above  .  .  ." 
The  contingencies  having  occurred,  the  City 
of  Boston  became  the  owner  of  the  property, 
Elizabeth  S.  Haley  v.  City  of  Boston,  108 
Mass.   576. 

By  an  order  of  the  City  Council  approved  by 
the  Mayor  January  4,  1873,  the  premises  were 
placed  in  the  custody  of  the  Overseers  of  the 
Public   Welfare. 

At  the  time  the  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare  came  into  possession  of  the  Lucy 
Bullman   real  estate,   the  property  consisted   of 
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approximately  3,158  square  feet  of  land  with 
income-producing  buildings  thereon.  Two  thou- 
sand two  hundred  and  thirty-one  square  feet 
fronted  on  Cambridge  street  and  927  square 
feet  fronted  on   Joy  street. 

In  1924  the  City  of  Boston  took  522  square 
feet  of  land  abutting  on  Cambridge  street  for 
the  purpose  of  widening  and  relocating  said 
street.  This  destroyed  the  buildings  theron 
and  they  had  to  be  demolished.  The  $8,322 
paid  to  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare  in 
damages  was  invested  and  since  that  time  has 
been  producing  income  for  the  benefit  of  the 
poor.  it  is  known  as  the  "Lucy  Bullman 
Fund." 

In  1962  the  City  of  Boston  took  the  remain- 
ing 1,709  square  feet  of  land  facing  Cambridge 
street  for  Fire  Department  purposes,  and  the 
a.wajrd  of  556,700  will  be  added  to  the  "Lucy 
Bullman  Fund,"  and  wisely  invested  so  that 
the  income  will  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  Bos- 
ton's poor. 

In  192-3  the  Boston  Police  Department  en- 
tered into  an  arrangement  with  the  Overseei-s 
of  the  Public  Welfare  whereby  said  Police 
Department  rented  the  parcel  at  84  Joy  street, 
demolished  the  aging  structure  thereon  ond 
erected  a  wagon  and  signal  house  thereon. 
This  arrangement  continued  until  January  of 
this  year,  ait  which  time  the  Joy  Street  Police 
Station  was  discontinued  and  the  old  "wagon 
house"  so  called,  was  abandoned.  The  Fire 
Department  has  no  use  for  this  parcel.  It 
also  appears  that  no  other  city  department 
wants  or   needs   it. 

The  only  purpose  for  which  the  structure  is 
suitable  is  that  of  a  garage. 

The  Overseers  have  received  offers  from 
residents  of  Beacon  Hill,  who  are  willing  to 
pay  $75  per  month  for  the  use  of  the  building 
(the  same  rent  paid  by  the  Police  Depart- 
ment), but  attention  of  the  proposed  tenants 
had  to  be  directed  to  G.  L.  ( Ter.  Ed. ) ,  chapter 
59,  section  3A,  which  requires  the  city  to 
assess  the  real  estate  tax  on  the  lessee.  This 
would  increase  the  cost  of  occupancy  approxi- 
mately another  $75  per  month,  and  there  are 
no  takers  at  the  combined  expense  of  rent 
plus  taxes. 

Although  the  will  of  Lucy  Bullman  provides 
that  the  property  is  never  to  be  sold,  the 
character  of  the  property  has  so  changed  over 
the  years  that  it  is  no  longer  suitable  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  left,  and  is  of  no 
benefit  to  the  poor  of  Boston  in  its  present 
depleted  state.  In  all  probability  the  Probate 
Court  would  approve  a  petition  for  sale  of 
this  remnant  of  a  once  productive  piece  of 
real  estate  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
of  the  trust. 

The  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Public  Wel- 
fare in  the  City  of  Boston  respectfully  request 
that  you  read  this  letter  to  the  members  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  in  session  and  recommend 
that  an  order  be  made  by  the  Boston  City 
Council  for  the  sale  at  public  auction  of  the 
remaining  parcel  of  land  in  the  Lucy  Bullman 
Trust,  namely,  approximately  907  square  feat 
of  land  with  the  buildings  thereon  now  known 
as  and  numbered  84  Joy  street,  Boston,  Mas- 
sachusetts.

Little   Progress    Seen    for    Renewal 
by    Donald    W.    Kramer 

Two  young  urban  renewal  workers  painted 
a  bleak  picture  of  Boston's  redevelopment 
progress  at  a  Law-Graduate  Democratic  Club 
luncheon   in   Harkness,   Friday. 

Langley  Keyes,  a  19-6-0'  Harvard  graduate 
and  Rhodes  Scholar  who  works  for  Action 
for  Boston  -Community  Development,  and 
William  Strickland,  a  li9'5'8  Harvard  graduate 
who  is  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority's 
associate  director  for  South  End  rebabiliita- 
ti'O'n,  sharply  criticized  the  p-rog-raim  in  both 
its   general   and   specific    aspects. 

"The  ideology  has  not  caught  up  with  the 
'realities,"  Strickland  said.  "There  are  too 
many  grandiose  schemes.  But  the  real  prob- 
lems  are  not  talked   about." 

The  question  most  often  asked  by  the 
people  in  the  South  End,  he  said,  is:  "What 
is  going  to  happen  to  us?"  He  said  he  had 
no  answer.  The  plans  are  too  often  made 
without  facing  the  problems  of  the  people's 
needs,   he   charged. 

Buildings  Are  Not  People 

"Some  people  think  that  if  you  build  better 
buildings  and  mo-ve  people  into  them,  the 
people  will  become  copies  of  the  handsome 
structures,"  Strickland  said.  "I  doubt  that 
this     will     ever     occur." 

Together  Strickland  and  Keyes  painted  a 
picture  of  an  area  inhabited  by  "tenants 
without  dignity,  without  hope  or  future,  who 
exist  the  best  they  can."  The  South  End, 
Keyes  said,  looks  on  garbage  day  "like  Rome 
after   the  sacking." 

He  said  community  association  meetings 
always  consider  the  same  topics — removing 
garbage,  abandoned  automobiles,  puree  snatch- 
ing   and    controlling    prostitution. 

They  both  attacked  the  involvement  of 
polities  in  the  program.  Keyes  pointed  out 
how  the  "City  Hall  types"  aire  suspicious  of 
the  professional  planners  brought  from  other 
cities  and  other  countries  to  work  for  the 
BRA.  Strickland  said  things  were  accom- 
plished only  through  nepotism,  favor,  or  status. 

The  only  way  to  make  any  progress,  Keyes 
said,  was  to  get  centralized  planning  and 
execution.  He  said  the  program  could  be 
advanced  with  stricter  enforcement  of  the 
building  and  health  codes,  which  he  said  were 
among  the  toughest  in  the  country.  But  when 
he  talked  about  enforcement,  he  just  laughed, 
saying  the  politicians  don't  want  it. 

He  told  the  story  of  a  woman  who  called 
the  Health  Department  ahout  an  unsanitary 
condition  in  a  building  across  the  street.  In- 
spectors okayed  the  building  the  first  day. 
When  a  public  health  nurse  suggested  an- 
other call  the  second  day,  the  health  inspector 
cleared  the  building  again.  After  the  third 
complaint,  Keyes  said,  the  health  inspectors 
came  to  look  for  violations-  in  the  woman's 
own  house. 

Even  with  centralized  planning,  however, 
the  program  still  faces  insurmountable  obsta- 
cles, the  pair  contended,  because  it  has  to 
operate  in   the  free  market  place. 

They  said  average  renovation,  costs  in  the 
area  were  about  $2,50-0  for  each  floor,  or  about 
$12,'500  for  each  building.  They  said  it  was 
almost  impossible  to  get  banks  to  give  such 
loans,  even  with  a  federal  guarantee,  to  a 
family  earning  less  than  $4,000  a  year. 

They  pointed  out  that  most  elderly  citizens 
do  not  want  to  take  on  any  long-term  debts 
to  rehabilitate  their  homes.  And  even  re- 
sponsible   tenement    owners     do     not    want    to 


invest  substantially  in  rehabilitation!  if  there 
is  a  brothel  next  door  or  a  flop  house  down 
the    block. 

As  far  as  public  housing  is  concerned,  they 
pointed  out  that  many  tenants  would  rather 
live  in  a  filthy,  four-room  apartment  at  $40 
a  month  than  in  a  clean  two-room  apartment 
at  $90  a  month.  "We  just  can't  build  new 
buildings  at  prices  these  people  can  afford  to 
pay,"   Strickland  said. 

Keyes  made  several  suggestions,  however, 
to  alleviate  the  situation.  He  said  that  the 
public  housing  authority  could  buy  existing 
units,  rehabilitate  them  and  then  rent  apart- 
ments. He  suggested  that  cooperatives  could 
be  legalized  in  the  Commonwealth,  and  also 
that  the  BRA  could  buy  units  and  lease  the-m 
back  to  private  operators.  "But  nobody  is 
thinking   along   these  lines,"   he   added. 

"There  is  no  way  to  make  the  program 
work  with  the  current  legislation,  practice 
and    policy,"   he   concluded.

CLASSIFICATION     OF     MUNICIPAL     EM- 
PLOYEES     UNDER      CONFLICTS      OF 
INTEREST   STATUTE. 
The  following  was  received: 

Memorandum. 

To:  Town    Counsel,    City    Solicitors,    Selectmen, 
City  Councillors,  Town  and  City  Clerks. 

From:  Edward  W.  Brooke,  Attorney  General. 

Re:  Classification  under  Chapter  779  of  the  Acts 
of  1962. 


My  office  has  received  many  inquiries  from 
municipal  officials  and  employees  concerning  their 
responsibilities  and  duties  under  the  new  conflicts 
of  interest  legislation.  These  inquiries  have  been 
concerned  with  the  classification  of  municipal  em- 
ployees under  the  conflicts  of  interest  statute.  The 
purpose  of  this  memorandum  is  to  help  those  on 
the  local  level  with  the  problem  of  classification. 

This  bulletin  will  not  serve  as  a  substitute  for 
careful  reference  to  and  study  of  Chapter  779  of 
the  Acts  of  1962. 

The  basic  principles  exemplified  by  the  statute 
are  simple  to  state.  Generally,  the  conflicts  por- 
tion of  the  statute  attempts  to  regulate  the  con- 
duct of  public  employees  so  that  their  private 
interests  will  not  conflict  with  their  public  duties. 
The  statute  does  nothing  more  or  less  than  re- 
iterate a  rule  long  adhered  to  by  many  employees, 
both  public  and  private;  namely,  a  person  who  is 
entrusted  with  the  business  of  others  should  not  be 
allowed  to  make  such  business  the  object  of  profit 
to  himself. 

Before  entering  into  a  discussion  of  classification 
as  such,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  statute 
provides  that  any  municipal  employee  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  opinion  of  his  corporation  counsel, 
city  solicitor  or  town  counsel  upon  any  question 
under  the  statute  pertaining  to  the  duties,  respon- 
sibilities and  interests  of  such  employee.  Such 
requests  for  opinions  must  be  reduced  to  writing 
and  channeled  through  the  chief  officer  of  the 
municipal  agency  which  employs  the  party  re- 
questing an  opinion.  The  law  does  not  authorize 
the  Attorney  General's  office  to  give  official  opin- 
ions on  the  local  level,  but  only  authorizes  the 
Attorney  General's  office  to  render  such  opinions 
to  state  employees  and  officers.  Local  municipal 
counsel  should  make  every  effort  to  expeditiously 
assist  every  municipal  employee,  upon  a  proper 
request,  to  obtain  a  clear  understanding  of  his 
responsibilities  and  disabilities  under  the  Act. 

In  essence,  the  so-called  conflicts  of  interest 
portion  of  the  statute  under  discussion  sets  up  a 
dichotomy  between  so-called  "special  municipal 
employees"  and  "municipal  employees."  When 
considering  a  "conflicts"  problem  under  this 
statute,  initially,  it  must  be  determined  whether 
the  local  public  official  or  employee  has  been  cate- 
gorized as  a  "special."  His  classification  often 
determines  whether  the  local  official  or  employee 
can  have  certain  private  interests  or  private  em- 
ployment. Obviously,  the  process  of  classification 
is  of  key  importance  and  it  will  be  discussed  in 
what  follows. 

Section  l(n)  provides  for  classification  of  muni- 
cipal employees  as  "special  municipal  employees" 
by  the  boards  of  selectmen,  city  councils  and  boards 
of  aldermen  of  the  municipalities.  In  the  absence 
of  such  a  classification,  the  statute  provides  that 
all  employees  are  to  be  treated  as  full-time  or 
regular  municipal  employees.  It  should  be  noted 
that  by  definition  the  terms  of  the  statute  are  not 
applicable  to  town  meeting  members  (section  1(g). 
The  statute  provides  the  classification  shall  be 
made  by  employing  standards  reasonably  related 
to  "the  stated  purpose  and  terms  and  provisions  of 


this  chapter."  The  reference  to  the  "stated  pur- 
pose" refers  to  the  section  entitled  "Declaration 
of  Intent"  in  section  1  of  a  draft  version  of  this 
chapter.  This  section  was  deleted  in  the  General 
Court  before  the  bill  was  enacted  and  the  refer- 
ence has  become  meaningless.  Thus,  standards  of 
classification  are  required  to  be  "reasonably  re- 
lated" only  "to  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this 
chapter."  An  unreasonable  or  dishonest  classifi- 
cation would  be  the  proper  subject  of  judicial 
review.  Further,  it  seems  clear  that  a  dishonest 
or  corrupt  classification  would  be  void. 

Reasonable  relation  to  "the  terms  and  provi- 
sions of  this  chapter"  has  primary  reference  to 
two  types  of  provision:  First,  the  analogous  defini- 
tions of  "special  state  employee"  in  section  l(o) 
and  "special  county  employee"  in  section  l(n); 
second,  the  substantive  prohibitions  and  exemp- 
tions of  sections  17-22,  in  which  the  term  "special 
municipal  employee"  appears. 

Referring  to  these  sections  then,  it  can  be  seen 
that  there  are  several  standards  for  classification 
that  can  be  employed  by  the  selectmen,  aldermen 
and  city  councillors  in  their  deliberations.  Some 
of  these  standards  are  as  follows: 

First.  It  would  be  proper  to  classify  a  municipal 
employee  as  "special,"  even  though  he  is  an 
elected  official  for  whom  compensation  is  provided. 
The  statute  precludes,  by  definition,  elected  state 
and  county  officials  being  classified  as  special.  The 
omission  of  any  similar  limitation  indicates  that  no 
similar  general  prohibition  was  intended  on  the 
municipal  level. 

Second.  Since  the  statute  provides  for  "special" 
classification  of  state  and  county  employees  if  they 
occupy  a  position  "for  which  no  compensation  is 
provided,"  municipal  employees  may  properly  be 
classified  as  "special"  under  similar  circumstances. 
Again,  referring  to  the  preceding  paragraph,  it  is 
clear  that  if  no  compensation  is  provided,  the 
principle  expressed  would  apply  regardless  of  the 
fact  that  the  employee  is  an  "elected  official." 

Third.  State  and  county  employees,  other  than 
elected  officials,  are  "special"  if  the  position 
permits  personal  or  private  employment  during 
normal  working  hours.  This  same  standard  could 
likewise  be  utilized  on  the  local  level  and  would 
provide  yet  another  standard  for  classifying 
municipal  employees. 

Fourth.  The  statute  provides  that  a  state  or 
county  employee,  other  than  an  elected  official,  is 
"special"  if,  in  fact,  he  "does  not  earn  compensa- 
tion (as  a  state  or  county  employee)  for  an  aggre- 
gate of  more  than  eight  hundred  hours  during  the 
preceding  three  hundred  sixty-five  days."  The 
800-hour  standard  was  intended  to  cover  those 
public  employees  who  work  full,  daily  schedules 
but  on  a  temporary  basis. 

This  standard  may  or  may  not  have  utility  for 
selectmen  and  city  councillors  in  making  their 
classifications;  but  it  is  available  for  their  use. 

Fifth.  Another  standard  which  should  be  con- 
sidered by  the  appropriate  local  officials  when 
classifying  is  the  amount  of  compensation  being 
paid  to  the  official  or  employee.  It  would  seem 
that  a  rate  of  pay  comparable  to  that  of  a  full- 
time  town  employee  would  justify  denial  of 
"special"  status  to  a  town  or  city  official.  Ob- 
viously, it  would  be  difficult  to  justify  "special" 
status  for  a  superintendent  of  schools  or  a  chief  of 
police  earning  a  full-time  salary,  even  if  there  were 
a  vote  which  permitted  private  employment  during 
normal  working  hours. 

Sixth.  Breadth  and  scope  of  authority  and 
responsibility  should  be  considered  by  the  appro- 
priate local  officials  when  making  their  classifica- 
tions. Thus,  where  the  classifiers  are  considering 
a  position  which  by  its  nature  involves  official 
responsibility  for  virtually  all  town  functions,  it 
would  only  be  in  rare  circumstances  that  such  a 
position  or  job  would  warrant  "special"  categoriza- 
tion. 

Differences  in  structure  and  size  of  the  many 
cities  and  towns  throughout  the  Commonwealth  is 
a  valid  reason  for  leaving  classification  to  city  and 
town  authorities.  It  is  apparent  that  the  classifiers 
may  take  the  above-mentioned  factors  into 
account  in  their  deliberations  concerning  classifica- 
tion. Another  aspect  of  classification,  about 
which  this  office  has  received  many  inquiries! 
concerns  the  question  of  who  classifies  selectmen, 
It  is  my  opinion  that  selectmen  have  the  power 
and  discretion  under  section  l(n)  to  classify 
themselves.  There  is  obvious  legal  risk  in  this 
process  of  self-classification  and  it  should  be 
pointed  out  that  selectmen  before  classifying 
themselves    as     "special    municipal    employees" 
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should  go  through  a  process  of  painstaking  and 
careful  deliberation  to  decide  whether  their 
status  in  the  town  is  such  as  would  warrant 
"special"  status. 

If  in  particular  circumstances  a  selectman  is 
properly  categorized  as  a  "special  municipal 
employee, "  certain  sections  of  the  statute  become 
applicable  as  a  consequence  of  this  status.  I  will 
briefly  refer  to  some  of  the  more  important  of 
these  sections  at  this  point. 

Section  18,  second  paragraph,  apparently  would 
allow  his  law  firm  to  set  up  a  separate  firm,  in 
which  the  selectman  took  no  part,  and  which  would 
be  free  to  prosecute  a  claim  against  the  town. 
Under  section  20  (c)  the  selectman,  for  example, 
might  be  able  to  make  a  contract  with  the  School 
Department  if  he  filed  the  required  statement  of 
disclosure  and  he  did  not  participate  in  or  have 
official  responsibility  for  any  school  activities. 
In  addition,  consider  also  in  this  regard  section 
20  (d).  Under  the  latter  section  he  would  be  able 
to  apply  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  an  ex- 
emption. Note  that  by  virtue  of  section  19  (1)  he 
would  not  under  section  20  (d)  be  able  to  pass  on 
his  own  application,  but  would  have  to  disqualify 
himself  from  this  deliberation.  However,  his 
colleagues  under  the  statute  could  clearly  grant 
the  exemption  sought.  It  should  be  cautioned  that 
selectmen  should  avoid,  if  possible,  granting  each 
other  reciprocal  exemptions  under  section  20  (d). 
Such  action  might  give  rise  to  the  suspicion  that 
the  selectmen  have  abused  their  discretion  and 
might  violate  the  code  of  ethics  portion  of  the 
statute  (sections  23  (d)  and  (f)  ). 

The  original  classification  is  not  irrevocable  and 
municipal  employees  can  be  reclassified  by  the 
selectmen  at  any  time.  It  is  to  be  expected  that 
some  necessary  adjustments  concerning  classifica- 
tion will  be  made  in  the  light  of  the  experience 
and  knowledge  gained  from  the  operation  of  the 
statute.  In  the  event  of  such  a  reclassification, 
it  would  operate  prospectively. 

It  is  important  and  significant  that  the  drafters 
of  this  statute  left  the  ultimate  responsibility  for 
making  the  all-important  classification  to  the  most 
responsible  officials  on  the  local  level.  Each  town 
of  necessity  will  have  to  study  itself  in  order  to 
arrive  at  a  proper  categorization  of  its  employees. 
It  cannot  be  expected  that  complete  uniformity 
will  be  achieved  by  the  various  towns  when 
applying  the  terms  of  this  statute  to  their  own 
organizational  framework.  It  can  be  expected, 
however,  that  the  appropriate  body  in  each  town 
and  city  will  conscientiously  and  reasonably  make 
their  classifications.  I  am  confident  that  the 
towns  are  going  to  respond  to  the  huge  challenge 
presented  by  this  statute  with  measurable  success. 
There  has  always  been  some  understandable 
reluctance  on  the  part  of  some  towns  to  accept 
new  legislation.  However,  it  is  clear  that  reasoned 
change  is  essential  if  local  government  is  to  con- 
tinue to  play  an  important  and  viable  role  in 
promoting  the  general  welfare  of  the  people. 

The  passage  of  this  statute  by  the  Legislature 
represented  a  milestone  in  the  Commonwealth's 
attempt  to  root  out  corruption,  favoritism  and 
inefficienty  in  government.  With  the  passage  of 
this  legislation,  Massachusetts  leads  the  nation 
is  an  excellent  and  far-reaching  attempt  to  solve 
conflict  of  interest  problems  which  nave  long 
plagued  the  citizens  and  public  employees. 

As  Attorney  General  I  have  given  the  problem 
of  conflicts  of  interest  the  highest  priority.  Ob- 
viously, any  law  enforcement  agency  is  no  stronger 
than  the  law  itself.  The  conflicts  statute  will  go 
a  long  way  in  giving  the  law  enforcement  arms 
of  the  Commonwealth  the  tool  they  need  for 
ensuring  the  public  welfare.

1.  On  the  message  of  the  Mayor  and  Appro- 
priation and  Tax  Order  for  the  year  1963,  sub- 
mitted by  the  Mayor  on  February  4,  1963,  your 
committee  submits  the  following: 

Public  hearings  were  scheduled  before  the  full 
committee  on  every  City  and  County  Department 
for  which  funds  were  requested.  Your  committee 
conducted  thirty  of  these  hearings  at  which 
department  heads  and  others  responsible  for  the 
administration  of  City  and  County  Departments 
presented  their  programs  and  budge:ary  needs  for 
tne  year  1963. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  public  hearings  your 
committee  met  with  the  Budget  Director  and  his 
staff  of  budget  analysts  and  reviewed  the  budgets 
of  aE  departments.

MINORITY  REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN 
OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  URBAN 
REDEVELOPMENT,  REHABILITATION 
AND   RENEWAL. 

Coun.  McDONOUGH,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Urban  Redevelopment,  Rehabilitation 
and  Renewal,  submitted  the  following  minority 
report: 

Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  submit  an  interim 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Urban  Redevelopment, 
Rehabilitation  and  Renewal  on  the  question  of  the 
South  Cove  Urban  Renewal  Project  which  came 
in  to  this  Body  on  December  17  and  has  since 
been  pending  before  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Redevelopment.  As  you  undoubtedly  remember, 
Mr.  President,  a  hearing  was  held  on  this  matter, 
I  think  it  was  December  19,  two  days  after  the 
matter  came  before  the  Body.  At  that  time  the 
officials  from  the  Tufts  New  England  Medical 
Center  testified  they  were  strongly  in  favor,  and 
we  had  a  representative  of  the  Chinese  community 
Mr.  Lee,  who  also  testified  in  favor  of  the  project. 

Generally,  there  was,  as  I  remember  it,  no  oppo- 
sition except  for  a  gentleman  who  entered  the 
chamber  in  the  course  of  the  hearing,  Mr.  Robert 
Lee,  and  it  was  my  understanding  he  is  president 
of  the  Chinese  Merchants  Association.  Though  he 
did  not  testify,  I  was  led  to  believe  that  he  as 
president  of  the  Chinese  Merchants  Association 
was  not  consulted  on  the  South  Cove  Project 
and  he  wanted  to  be  consulted.  Since  that  time 
I  have  not  heard  a  word  from  the  Chinese  Mer- 
chants Association. 

Mr.  Logue  of  the  Redevelopment  Authority  has 
sent  a  letter  to  me  which  I  would  like  to  make 
part  of  this  committee's  report.  Actually,  there 
are  two  letters,  Mr.  President,  and  I  would  ask 
the  Clerk  to  read  them.

I  am  writing  you  concerning  the  proposed 
South  Cove  Survey  and  Planning  Application 
and  the  Tufts  New  England  Medical  Center 
Development  Plan,  which  are  now  before  your 
Honorable  Committee. 

At  the  Council  meeting  on  December  27,  1962, 
you  indicated  that  the  Council  wished  to  receive 
some  further  clarification  of  xhe  situation  in  the 
Soutli  Cove  with  respect  to  the  Chinese  com- 
munity. 

You  will  recall  that  at  the  committee's  public 
hearing  held  on  December  19,  1962,  I  indicated 
that  we  would  continue  to  hold  consultations 
with  leaders  and  representatives  of  the  Chinese 
community  in  an  effort  to  determine  whether 
there  was  a  clear-cut  consensus  of  opinion  within 
the  community  concerning  the  South  Cove  Urban 
Renewal  Project. 

Since  that  time,  we  have  held  a  number  of 
meetings  with  representatives  of  the  Chinese 
community,  including  the  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association,  the  Chinese  Merchants 
Association,  and  other  community  groups  from 
the  area.  In  all  our  meetings  we  have  stressed 
that  our  objective  in  the  South  Cove  Project  is 
to  preserve  and  enhance  the  Chinese  residential 
community  and  to  protect  it  against  future 
demolition. 

An  intitial  meeting  was  held  in  late  December 
with  leaders  of  the  various  family  associations 
Another  open  meeting  was  held  with  the  Chinese 
Merchants  Association  in  early  January,  at  which 
time  many  questions  and  concerns  were  raised. 
We  also  found  at  those  and  subsequent  meetings 
that  there  are  many  people  who  wish  to  work 
with  us  in  an  attempt  to  prepare  a  sound  plan. 
Those  who  have  objected  to  survey  and  planning 
activities  acknowledge  that  Chinatown  has 
serious  problems.  However,  they  feel  that  all 
of  the  specific  details  of  a  plan  must  be  spelled 
out  before  they  could  give  a  definite  judgment. 
As  a  practical  matter,  this  is  not  possible.  A 
specific  plan  can  be  made  only  if  survey  and 
planning  funds  are  made  available.  We  are  now 
simply  requesting  the  Authority  to  obtain  such 
planning  funds.  I  would,  therefore,  urge  favorable 
action  by  the  Council. 

We  have  continued  to  meet  with  all  of  the 
various  groups  to  answer  questions  and  explain 
our  policies.  Mr.  Robert  Hazen,  Project  Director, 
and  Mr.  Tunney  Lee,  Project  Planning  Officer, 
will  keep  in  close  contact  with  the  community 
in  the  months  ahead  to  try  to  work  out  this 
situation. 

I  would  again  like  to  state  very  clearly  for  the 
record  the  policies  and  procedures  which  would 
be  our  guides  in  preparing  a  plan  for  the  Chinese 
community: 

First,  our  policy  would  be  to  create  a  plan 
that  can  expand  the  supply  of  housing  and 
provide  for  the  rehabilitation  of  existing  dwelling 
units.  Our  initial  studies  have  shown  that  a 
substantial  number  of  new  low-cost  housing 
units  could  be  provided  in  the  area  without 
necessitating     any     prior     family     dislocations. 

Second,  we  would  continued  to  consult  with 
the  members  of  the  Chinese  community  con- 
cerning all  the  elements  that  should  be  in  the 
plan. 

Third,  we  would  review  at  each  step  of  the 
way  various  alternate  plans  with  the  Chinese 
community  in  order  to  have  a  plan  wliich,  in 
the  final  analysis,  will  truly  reflect  the  needs 
and  desires  of  the  community  itself. 

Finally,  we  would  consult  the  Chinese  com- 
munity on  the  final  proposed  plan  before  sub- 
mitting it  for  legal  adoption. 
I  would  also  take  this  opportunity  to  urge  the 
Honorable  Council  to  proceed  with  the  necessary 
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approval  of  the  Tufts  New  England  Medical 
Center  Development  Plan  in  order  that  we  may 
obtain  the  approximately  $930,000  in  Section 
112  credits  that  can  be  attached  to  the  New  York 
Streets  Project.  Under  the  law,  Council  approval 
is  a  prerequisite  to  our  obtaining  these  credits 
for  the  Boston  Development  Program.  The 
Federal  Urban  Renewal  Administration  has 
indicated  its  desire  that  we  move  as  quickly 
as  possible  to  proceed  with  closing  out  the  books 
on  the  New  York  Streets  Project,  and  therefore, 
we  need  to  have  actions  completed  on  the  Develop- 
ment Plan  so  that  the  credits  can  be  included  in 
the  final  accounting. 

I  would  again  emphasize  that  the  Development 
Plan  of  the  Medical  Center  does  not  provide  for 
any  further  encroachment  into  the  Chinese 
community.  Beyond  that,  the  record  is  very 
clear  that  this  Development  Plan  is  of  a  pre- 
liminary nature  and  will  be  supplanted  by  the 
proposed  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  South 
Cove  area  as  a  whole.  As  such,  it  does  not  bind 
the  Authority  or  the  Council  to  any  specific 
actions  to  carry  out  the  Development  Plan  at 
this  time.  Therefore,  it  is  my  judgment  that  the 
city  has  everything  to  gain  and  nothing  to  lose 
by  taking  prompt  action  on  its  approval.

As  the  letter  of  Mr.  Logue  points  out,  the  ques- 
tion before  us  is  one  of  whether  or  not  we  should 
provide  money  for  surveys  and  plans  for  the  South 
Cove  area.  After  that,  as  everyone  in  Boston 
knows,'  there  will  be  additional  opportunities  to 
study  the  matter  before  we  give  final  approval  to 
any  plan. 

In  addition  to  the  hearing  held  here,  I,  probably 
along  with  other  members  of  the  committee,  have 
taken  upon  myself  to  try  to  evaluate  the  project 
and  went  down  in  the  area  and  talked  to  the  people 
down  there,  and  my  personal  feeling,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, is  that  we  have  the  makings  of  a  good  project 
area,  and  I  came  in  today  with  that  feeling,  and  I 
was  prepared  to  put  this  matter  to  a  vote,  bi-t  in 
the  course  of  preparing  to  do  so,  I  polled  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  and  I  get  the  impression  from 
that  poll  that  there  are  probably  sufficient  votes 
here  to  vote  this  thing  out  favorably,  and  I  was 
about  to  go  ahead  to  do  that,  but  in  the  course  of 
conducting  the  poll,  Mr.  President,  I  found  that 
there  is  some  very  strong  feeling  about  whether  or 
not  we  should  proceed  with  this  matter,  with  ap- 
proving this  matter  without  giving  another  oppor- 
tunity for  the  Chinese  community  to  be  heard. 

I  have  upon  reflection  of  those  feelings  and  the 
concern  shown  by  the  other  individuals  in  the 
Council  come  to  believe  that  it  might  be  better  for 
us  to  put  this  matter  over  for  at  least  another 
week,  and  arrange  for  another  public  hearing  and 
invite  the  Chinese  Merchants  Association  in  here 
and  anybody  else  who  might  wish  to  be  heard  to 
go  over  it  again. 

As  I  say,  in  the  course  of  my  polling  the  member- 
ship I  find  that  there  are  strong  feelings  that  this 
should  be  done,  and  that  being  the  case,  I  would 
prefer  to  put  the  matter  over  and  hold  another 
hearing,  to  give  the  Chinese  Merchants  an  op- 
portunity to  come  in,  although  I  would  like  to  em- 
phasize, since  the  last  hearing,  I  have  not  heard 
from  any  member  of  the  Chinese  Merchants  As- 
sociation. Perhaps  they  are  expecting  I  would 
invite  them,  and  if  that  is  the  case,  I  would  be 
happy  to  do  so.

MINORITY  REPORT  OF  COUNCILLOR 
FOLEY,  MEMBER  OF  COMMITTEE 
ON  URBAN  REDEVELOPMENT,  RE- 
HABILITATION  AND   RENEWAL. 

Coun.  FOLEY,  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Urban  Redevelopment,  Rehabilitation  and  Re- 
newal, submitted  the  following  minority  report: 

The  previous  minority  report  states  that  the 
president  of  the  Chinese  Merchants  Association 
wanted  to  be  consulted  and  had   not  been   con- 


sulted   concerning    the    South    Cove    Urban    Re- 
newal Project. 

My  memory  of  what  transpired  at  the  hearing  is 
quite  different.  As  I  remembar  it,  Mr.  Robert 
Hazen  and  particularly  Mr.  Tunney  Lee  were 
shown  to  have  made  a  mistake  in  identifying  the 
president  of  the  Chinese  Merchants  Association. 
The  staff  for  this  project  had  been  in  consultation 
with  a  gentleman  of  the  Chinese  community 
named  Lee  who  at  one  time  in  the  past  had  been 
president  of  the  Chinese  Merchants  Association, 
laboring  under  the  mistaken  impression  that  he 
was  presently  the  president  of  the  Chinese  Mer- 
chants Association. 

This  was  developed  after  a  protracted  hearing 
in  which  there  was  at  one  time  a  characteristic 
profusion  of  histrionics  on  Mr.  Logue's  part  in 
wha^  later  was  quite  obviously  an  attempt  to 
divert  the  Council  from  a  line  of  questioning  which 
ultimately  led  to  the  fact  that  the  staff  assigned 
to  the  project  had  made  a  glaring  mistake. 

Listening  carefully  and  reading  closely  the  De- 
velopment Administrator's  letter,  one  appears  to 
meet  the  argument  that  when  his  staff  has  con- 
sulted, discussed,  and  explained  a  matter  to  people 
in  the  area  over  a  long  period  of  time,  that  should 
be  enough  to  satisfy  this  Body  and,  further,  w 
cause  this  Body  to  overlook  the  fact  that  nowhere 
in  this  communication  does  the  Development  Ad- 
ministrator represent  that  anybody  has  been  per- 
suaded. 

I  suggest  also  that  the  Development  Adminis- 
trator's sloganeering  chickens  have  come  home  to 
roost,    and    I    suggest    that    the    "Planning    with 
people"    catchphrase   upon   which  foundation   the 
Development     Administrator's     bloated     schemes 
have  been  built.       (See  Stricklana-Keyes  Reports 
in  the   Minutes  of   March  25,    1963,   Meeting)   is 
now  being  revealeu  for  the  hyprocrisy  it  really  is.

Forwarded  herewith  is  my  report  as  con- 
cerns the  Council  order  of  March  11,  1963, 
wherein  it  is  ordered: 

"That  the  Police  Commissioner  is  hereby 
requested  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  bring 
the  Boston  Police  Department  to  its  full  com- 
plement of  personnel  and  to  engage  such  ad- 
ditional temporary  police  officers  as  may  be 
necessary  to  stem  the  current  crime  wave."

An  analysis  of  Crime  Index  figures  clearly 
shows  that  there  is  no  crime  wave  in  the  City 
of   Boston. 


The  attached  charts  show  that  Boston  did 
experience  a  serious  increase  in  homicides. 
However,  the  general  crime  increase  of  6.9 
per  cent  compares  favorably  with  the  national 
average.  The  attached  charts  also  show  that 
■the  Crime  Index  for  January  and  February  of 
1963  is  2,445  as  against  2,640  for  the  same 
period   of   1962,   a  decrease  of   7.6  per  cent. 

The  Police  Commissioner  is  responsible  for 
the  administration  of  the  department's  affairs 
in  an  effective,  efficient,  and  harmonious  man- 
ner at  the  minimum  cost  to  the  citizenry. 

The  number  of  men  on  the  patrol  force  as 
of  March  2.1,  1962,  as  against  the  force  on 
March  21,  1'963,  is  mot  the  primary  concern 
in  developing  the  desired  efficient  and  effective 
force. 

More  important  is  sound  practical  police 
administration  that  will  result  in  improved 
recruitment,  training,  utilization,  and  super- 
vision  of   the   present  force. 

As  the  department  progresses  in  these  areas, 
and  with  the  acquisition  of  the  required  equip- 
ment it  can  be  reasonably  assured  that  the 
present  strength  of  the  department  will  be 
sufficient  to  meet  the  requirement  of  "Ade- 
quate  Police   Service." 

Adequate  has  been  interpreted  as  that  which 
is  lawful  and  reasonable.  Of  course  if  we 
could  double  the  department's  man  power  and 
properly  train,  equip,  and  supervise  them, 
they  would  be  better  able  to  accomplish  the 
police  purpose.  However,  the  costs  to  the 
citizens  of  Boston  could  hardly  be  termed  law- 
ful  or  reasonable. 

Tn  the  department's  program  to  develop  an 
"Adequate  Force"  it  must  of  necessity  be  cog- 
nizant of  criticisms  directed  at  the  department, 
especially  those  criticisms  intended  to  be  con- 
structive. 

The  following  is  information  prepared  by 
the  Boston  Municipal  Research  Bureau  in 
December  of  1962  and  published  under  the 
title  "Comparative  Police  Data-Cities  over 
500,000   population:

Also,  the  department  has  been  criticized  be- 
cause: Although  twelfth  ranking  city  in  popu- 
lation it  is  sixth  in  expenditures;  and  the  per 
capita  cost  of  $26.19  is  the  highest  and  $5.51 
higher  than  the  next  city.  (Bureau  Blotter  of 
May   1',    1962.) 

Cognizant  of  these  crdttoisms  and  in  con- 
sideration of  the  fact  that  Boston's  crime 
index  is  well  below  the  average,  I  believe  the 
Boston  Police  Department  has  sufficient  officers 
to  provide  adequate  police  protection  for  ouir 
citizens   in  a/I'  sections   of  the  city. 

If  the  city  can  afford  to  expend  additional 
funds  for  police  service  I  believe  a  pay  in- 
crease for  our  present  personnel  would  be 
more  beneficial  than  in  increasing  the  force. 
It  would  increase  morale  and  also  attract  a 
higher  calibre  recruit  and  retain  present 
qualified   personnel. 

I  am  most  pleased  that  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  has  announced  a  proposed  salary  in- 
crease for  department  members,  and  I  feel 
sure  that  further  salary  consideration  will  be 
given  the  police  as  our  effectiveness  and  the 
city's  ability  to  pay  increases.  All  the  above 
should  be  considered  in  view  of  the  depart- 
ment's plans  to  appoint  30  recruits  in  June  of 
this  year  and  at  least  another  30  later  on  in 
the  year.

In  reference  to  the  City  Council  order  passed 
March   4,    1963,   stating   as   follows: 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested under  the  provisions  of  section  17F 
of  chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  and  under 
any  amendment  pursuant  thereto,  and  under 
any  authority  vested  in  the  City  Council,  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Council,  next  ensuing  after 
one  week  from  receipt  of  this  order,  answer 
in  writing  to  the  question  S'et  forth  in  the 
following: 

1.  The  proposed  pay  schedule  for  the  vari- 
ous classification  of  employees  in  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  as  compared  with 
the  proposed  pay  schedule  under  the  Jacobs 
Survey  for  the  soime  or  similar  classifications 
in  the  County  of  Suffolk,  Library  Department, 
Hospital  Department,  Police  Department,  Wel- 
fare Department,   and   School  Department." 

The  order,  as  written,  calls  for  the  "pro- 
posed" pay  schedule  for  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  and  I  have  been  advised  by 
the  Authority  that  there  is  no  proposed  pay 
schedule  and  for  purposes  of  comparison  we 
have  adopted  salary  rates  as  shown  in  their 
1963   budget. 

The  order  also  requests  that  we  compare 
these  with  the  proposed  pay  schedule  under 
the  Jacobs  Survey  for  many  departments,  but 
of  the  departments  listed  only  the  County  of 
Suffolk  and  the  Hospital  Department  were 
surveyed   by    the   above-named   group. 

Enclosed  are  the  salary  rates  for  certain 
positions  that  are  in  name  comparable  to  like 
positions  in  the  County  and  Hospital.  It 
should  be  noted  here,  however,  that  the  job 
descriptions  should  be  examined  before  any 
comparison   of    positions    can   be   made. 

If  there  is  any  further  information  requested 
on  the  above  I  shall  be  glad  to  furnish  it.

By  letter  dated  January  8,  1963,  the  Gil- 
lette Company  petitioned'  the  Public  Improve- 
ment Commission  for  the  discontinuance  of 
a  portion  of  Mt.  Washington  avenue.  South 
Boston,  from  a  point  approximately  112  feet 
northwest  of  Granite  street  approximately  200 
feet  northwesterly  to  the  bulkhead  line  of 
Fort  Point  Channel,  for  the  purpose  of  utiliz- 
ing the  discontinued  area  of  approximately 
12,C(32  square  feet  for  parking  in  connection 
with    its    building   program    in    the    area. 

A  public  hearing  on  the  proposal  was  held 
on  Tuesday,  January  22,  1963.  The  Fire  and 
Traffic    Departments    reported   that    the    elim- 
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ination  of  subject  street  within  the  aforesaid 
limits  would  not  affect  the  movement  of  ve- 
hicles to  and  through  the  area.  The  Gillette 
Company  owns  all  the  property  on  both  sides 
abutting    the    proposed    discontinued    area. 

The  portion  of  Mt.  Washington  avenue 
referred  to  is  a  dead-end  street  and  seldom 
used  since  the  elimination  in  19'0>9  of  the 
bridge  over  Fort  Point  Channel.  The  Boston 
Wharf  Company,  owner  of  property  abutting 
other  portions  of  Mt.  Washington  avenue  and 
numerous  and  substantial  parcels  and  buildings 
in  the  area,  was  represented  at  the  hearing 
and  while  indicating  it  had  no  serious  objec- 
tion to  the  discontinuance,  wished  to  protect 
its  interests  in  the  event,  ait  some  future  time, 
after  the  channel  is  filled  in,  Mt.  Washington 
avenue  is  extended  to  Dorchester  avenue.  It 
was  agreed  by  Gillette  that  the  discontinued 
portion  would  be  used  only  for  parking  and 
not  built  upon  with  structures.  It  was  further 
agreed'  that  as  a  condition  of  the  conveyance, 
Gillette,  its  successors  or  assigns,  would  recon- 
vey  the  discontinued  area  to  the  City  of  oBston, 
for  the  same  amount  it  paid,  if  the  land  was 
required  at  any  time  poor  to  December  31, 
1970',  for  public  purposes.

MASSACHUSETTS  ART  COMMISSION  REC- 
OMMENDATIONS     RE      HEIGHT      RE- 
STRICTIONS     ON       COMMONWEALTH 
AVENUE. 
The  following  was  received: 
Report  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts Art  Commission  on  Commonwealth 
Avenue. 
To  His   Honor  Mayor  John  F.   Collins  and  the 
Honorable  Members  of  the  City  Council. 
On    March    13,    1963,    the    chairman    of    the 
Commonwealth   of   Massachusetts   Art   Commis- 
sion received  a  resolve,  adopted  March  4,  11963, 
by  the   City   Council   and   attested   by   the   City 
Clerk    Joseph   Dnnlea.      This   resolve   requested 
the  Art   Commission   to  forward   to  his   Honor 
the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  their  observa- 
tions   and    recommendations    regarding    the   re- 
moval of   the   height   limits  on   Commonwealth 
avenue. 

The  State  of  Massachusetts  Art  Commission 
is  highly  honored  to  be  asked  to  give  their 
observations  and  recommendations  on  this  very 
important  question  and  has  given  it  their 
serious  study   and   consideration. 

They  have  reviewed  with  great  care  the  Re- 
port of  the  Committee  for  Commonwealth  Ave- 
nue which  Committee  was  composed  of  dis- 
tinguished members  in  the  fields  of  architec- 
ture, business,  history,  and  city  planning.  It 
further  made  field  studies  of  the  area  in  ques- 
tion in  order  to  determine  what  effect  the 
raising  of  the  height  limit  would  have  on  the 
homogeneous  quality  the  avenue  now  reflects, 
and  also  to  project  in  their  minds  the  effect 
the  changing  of  the  facade  line  as  proposed  :n 
House  Bill  1821  would  have  on  its  present  har- 
monious aspect. 


After  due  deliberation  regarding  all  these 
questions,  the  Art  Commission  arrived  at  a 
consensus  which  it  herein  respectfully  submits. 

Commonwealth  Avenue:  Its  History,  Char- 
acter,   and   Architectural   Importance. 

History.  Its  name  derives  from,  the  area 
given  to  the  Commonwealth  by  the  Resolves 
of  1856,  chapter  7'6,  that  succeeded  in  achiev- 
ing a  tripartite  indenture  of  Hi  December 
of  the  same  year.  This  gave  to  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  the  area  roughly 
between  Beacon  and  Boylston  streets  from 
Arlington  street  on  the  east  to  an  irregular 
line  between  Exeter  and  Fairfield  streets  on 
the   west. 

'The  Legislature  confirmed  the  tripartite  in- 
denture in  May  of  18S7,  and  authorized  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Back  Bay  to  fill  and 
sell  the  Common  wealth's  lands  there.  Their 
plan  called  for  a  two  hundred  feet  wide  ave- 
nue with  a  park  between  the  roadways,  and 
the  lots  were  restricted  so  that  all  houses  had 
to  set  back  twenty  feet  from  the  property 
line.1 

This  imposing  and  well  conceived  plan 
with  the  generous  central  park  area  bisecting 
the  two  roads  and  its  long  vista  has  been 
retained  since  it  was  conceived  by  the  archi- 
tect, Arthur  Gilman,  over  a  century  ago, 
and  has  achieved  wide  approbation  as  one 
of  the  beautiful  avenues  of  the  •world. 

Its  /magnificent  breadth  sweeps  naturally 
into  the  Public  Garden  and  the  Common 
to  the  east,  and  to  the  -west  into  the  Eenway 
and  Jamaicaway,  thus  creating  an  unbroken 
entity   for   a   long   distance.

Architecture.  Architecturally  speaking  Com- 
monwealth avenue  possesses  buildings  that 
are  both  good  in  scale  and  harmonious  in 
character.  While  the  buildings  vary  in  style 
and  are  mostly  of  the  latter  half  of  the  19th 
century  they  achieve  a  unity  of  feeling  prin- 
cipally because  they  had  to  be  built  within 
the  existing  limits  of  the  building  restric- 
tions. However,  these  building  restrictions  did 
not  stifle  individual  expressions  of  design,  but 
rather  created  a  variety  of  styles  that  add  ohai-m 
and  dignity  to  the  whole  area  with  one  excep- 
tion. This  exception  is  Haddon  Hall  at  29  Com- 
monwealth avenue  and  it  was  a  mistake  that 
this  building,  which  rises  to  a  height  of  116 
feet,   was   ever  allowed  to  be  built. 

There  are  a  few  other  buildings  that  rise 
higher  than  the  normal  70-foot  height  and 
these  range  between  80  to  87J  feet.  How- 
ever, these  slope  inward  and  have  mansard 
roofs  and  thus  do  not  give  offense  to  the 
eye  as  does  Haddon  Hall.  Outside  of  this  ex- 
crescence, Commonwealth  avenue  taken  as 
a  whole  is  one  of  the  beautiful  avenues  of 
the  world.  Indeed,  it  ranks  with  the  Champs 
Ely  sees  of  Paris,  the  charming  "Ramblas" 
in  Barcelona,  the  Via  Nomentana  in  Rome, 
and  several  other  avenues  of  Europe.  More- 
over, it  is  one  of  the  handsomest  residential 
districts  in  the  United  States  for  urban  living. 
And  although  the  architecture  is  not  as  old 
as  that  of  Beacon  Hill,  it  shows  the  develop- 
ment of  architecture  from  the  Bulnnch  front 
of  the  State  House  down  to  the  Victorian 
period  in  an  almost  contiguous  topographical 
area.  It  is  seldom  in  the  history  of  American 
architecture  that  such   a  sequence  ds   found. 

In  European  countries  such  an  area  would 
be  cherished  and  protected.  Venice  quite 
judiciously  forbade  some  years  ago  the  erec- 
tion of  a  Frank  Lloyd  Wright  designed  house 
on  the  Grand  Canal  in  order  to  protect  the 
character   and   beauty   of  its  architecture. 

It  is  quite  likely  that  we  will  not  see  such 
architecture  as  exists  on  Commonwealth  ave- 
nue built  again  for  two  quite  practical  reasons. 
One  is  the  enormous  expense  that  it  would 
involve  particularly  with  respect  to  the  houses 
that  used  such  materials  as  stone  and  granite. 
Secondly,  we  no  longer  possess  the  artisans 
and  craftsmen  of  that  era  to  build  in  these 
styles. 
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Boston  which  has  played  an  important  his- 
torical role  in  the  cultural  development  of  the 
United  States  possesses  in  Commonwealth  ave- 
nue an  eloquent  symbol  of  that  development. 
Moreover,  its  artistic  beauty  is  undeniable 
and  is  greatly  admired  by  all  people  who  visit 
Boston.  It  has,  in  our  opinion,  achieved  the 
status  of  a  classic  which  may  be  defined  as 
the   victory  of  <a>  work   of  airt  over  time. 

To  tamper  with  this  area  from  Arlington 
street  to  Charlesgate  East  by  abandoning  the 
existing  building  restrictions  would  be  a  mas- 
fortune  for  Boston,  the  Commonwealth,  and 
the  nation  as  a  whole.  Therefore,  we  offer 
the  following  suggestions  and  recommendations 
as   solutions    to   the    question. 

Recommendations. 

1.  That  the  city  retain  the  old  height  and 
facade  restrictions  now  applicable  to  Common- 
wealth avenue,  but  permit  penthouse  space 
up  to  90  feet  high  provided  such  building 
springs  inward  on.  an  angle  of  45'  degrees 
from  the  top  of  the  70-foot  facade. 

2.  That  the  20-foot  front  yard  setback  be 
retained.  We  make  this  recommendation  be- 
cause Commonwealth  avenue  runs  east  and 
west.  If  the  setback  is  not  retained-  and 
buildings  are  allowed  to  come  that  distance 
forward  they  would  create  projections  which 
would  put  their  adjacent  buildings  in  com- 
plete shadow  on  the  north  side  of  the  avenue 
in  the  morning  and  likewise  on  the  south  side 
in  the  afternoon.  Moreover,  the  removal  of 
the  setback  requirement  would  create  ugly 
projections  which  would  do  harm  to  the  now 
clear   vista  between!   buildings. 

3.  Although  the  Committee  for  Common- 
wealth avenue  recommended  high-rise  build- 
ings "at  both  corners  of  Arlington  street  and 
Commonwealth  avenue  and  at  Charlesgate  East 
plus  the  north  side  of  Beacon  street,  it  'is 
the  opinion  of  the  Art  Commission  that  such 
buildings  would  do  harm  to  the  character, 
sky  Hue,  and  good  scale  of  the  existing  build- 
ings of  this  area.  330  Beacon  while  a  hand- 
some building  is  none  the  less  too  conspicuous 
in   height. 

4.  We  recommend  the  enactment  of  a 
Back  Bay  Control  Zone  which  would  be  ad- 
ministered by  a  legally  constituted  Board  with 
power  of  control  over  any  architectural 
changes  within  this  zone.  Further,  that  this 
Board  be  made  up  o>f  an  architect,  a  land- 
scape architect,  a  historian,  a  'business  execu- 
tive, and  a  representative  of  the  Allied  Arts. 

15.  That  the  city  encourage  the  development 
of  other  areas  for  high-rise  buildings  that 
would  do  justice  to  this  type  of  architecture 
and  would  enhance  the  locale  in.  which  tlhey 
are    built. 

'6.  That  such  areas  among  others  are  the 
following:  Charles  River  Park;  Huntington 
avenue;  Boylston  street,  including  especially 
the  Fens  section;  Newbury  street,  Ttremont 
street  section  fronting  the  Common,  and  St. 
Botolph  street. 

Conclusion. 

The  Art  Commission  wishes  to  express  its 
deep  interest  in  artistic  matters  which  affect 
our  City  and  Commonwealth  in  general.  And 
is  appreciative  of  the  request  for  their  ob- 
servations and  recommendations  requested  by 
the  City  Council  from  a  body  whose  function 
is  to  advise  the  Governor  of  the  CommonweaJth 
and  any  other  duly  constituted  agency  that 
seeks   their  advice  on;  matters  of  art. 

Our  opinions  as  herein  expressed  are,  there- 
fore, that  of  a  body  whose  main  concern  is 
that  of  rendering  judgments  which  an  their 
opinion  is  for  the  long  range  welfare  of  this 
community  and  for  the  preservation  of  our 
artistic    heritage. 

In  preserving  our  heritage  we  are,  how- 
ever, quite  conscious  of  the  fact  that  we  must 
forge  new  horizons  and  build  contempor- 
aneously. We  therefore  applaud  the  projected 
revitalization  of  our  city.  But  we  wish  to 
issue  a  caveat  that  progress  must  also  respect 


that    which    merits    our    approbation    and    ad- 
miration.

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MINORITY  REPORT  OF  THE'  CHAIRMAN 
OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  URBAN  RE- 
DEVELOPMENT, REHABILITATION 
AND    RE'NEIWAL. 

Coun.  McDONOUGH,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Urban  Redevelopment,  Rehabilita- 
tion and  Renewal  submitted  the  following 
minority   report: 

Mir.  President,  as  you  no  doubt  are  aware 
after  attendance  at  the  last  Thursday's  hear- 
ing of  the  Committee  of  Redevelopment,  Re- 
habilitation and  Renewal,  on  that  day  it  bald 
another  additional  hearing  on  the  question 
of  the  resolution  which  is  pending  before  the 
Committee  on  Urban  Redevelopment,  Rehabili- 
tation and  Renewal  regarding  the  South  Cove 
Project.  At  that  time  we  heard  from  wit- 
nesses. 

Probably  the  principal  witness  was  Mr. 
Robert  Lee,  who,  by  is  own  testimony,  is 
president  of  the  Chinese  Merchants  Associa- 
tion. Mir.  Robert  Lee  then  introduced  Dr. 
Stanley  Chin  who  spoke  as  advocate  for  the 
Chinese   Merchants    Association. 

Dr.  Chin,  as  I  recall,  said  that  he  was  not 
at  the  time  prepared  to  state  affirmatively  that 
he  was  in  favor  or  against  the  South  Cove 
Project,  and  wished  to  have  further  assur- 
ances and  to  learn'  something  more  about  it 
before  he  made  up  his  mind.  He  had  a  list 
of  prepared  requests  that  he  would  like  to  be 
assured'  of  by  the  Redevelopment  Authority 
before  he  made  up  his  mind,  and  at  that 
hearing  he  read  them  from  a  piece  of  paper 
he  had  prepared,  and  Mr.  Logue  of  the  Re- 
development Authority  attempted  at  that  time 
to   assure   him    with   regard   to  those   points. 

Mr.  Chin  stated  that  he  wanted  those  points 
covered  in  writing,  and  today  I  am  in  receipt 
of  a  letter  from  Edward  J.  Logue,  the  De- 
velopment Administrator,  of  the  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  which  I  would  like  to  make 
a    part   of    this   interim    report.

Dear    Councillor    McDonough: 

The  last  Thursday's  South  Cove  hearing 
was  a  very  useful  step  in  clarifying  the  in- 
tentions of  the  Authority  and  the  concerns  of 
the  Chinese  community.  At  least  so  it  seemed 
to  me.  We  plan  to  follow  up  in  some  detail 
on  the  points  that  were  raised'  by  Dir.  Stanley 
Chin  on  behalf  of  the  Chinese  community. 
S'pecificially,  I  believe  we  can  assure  them 
that  there  will  be  no  changes  in  the  project 
boundaries,  certainly  none  that  would  in  any 
way  affect  the  Ohinese  community.  Second, 
certainly  in  the  development  of  any  new  hous- 
ing in  the  Chinese  community  we  would'  give 
every  preference  and  priority  to  the  developers 
from,  within  the  community  rather  than  out- 
siders. In  particular  the  way  in  which  the 
221  (d)  3  program  is  organized  and  functions, 
there  should  be  absolutely  no  need  to  call  in 
outside   developers. 

Third,  we  share  their  concern  about  achiev- 
ing low  rents  because  of  the  relatively  low 
income  of  many  of  the  Chinese  people  in 
Boston.  The  221  (d)  3  program  will  make 
the  cost  as  low  as  possible  in  new  private 
construction.  In  addition,  we  would  be  able 
to  make  mortgage  insurance  and  rehabilitation 
assistance  available.  Finally,  if  it  would 
prove  necessary,  we  would  support  the  develop- 
ment of  a  small  number  of  public  housing 
units   which   would  achieve  still  lower  rents. 

At  this  early  stage  in  the  planning,  I  see 
no  need  for  the  displacement  of  any  Chinese 
families  prior  to  the  construction  of  new 
housing.  Out  regret  is  that  so  much  displace- 
ment has  occurred'  over  the  last  several  years 
as  a  result  of  the  takings  for  the  Central 
Artery  and  the  Massachusetts1  Turnpike  Ex- 
tension. 


It  would  be  our  hope  in  conformity  to  the 
desires  of  the  Chinese  community  that  many 
of  these  families  can  once  again  live  in  the 
Chinese  community  if  an  adequate  supply  of 
new  housing  can  be  built.  Questions  were 
also  raised  about  the  timetable  for  project 
planning  and  execution.  The  experience  here 
and  elsewhere  indicates  that  it  is  impossible 
to  have  precise  timetables.  Our  best  esti- 
mate is  that  it  would  take  approximately 
15  months  from  the  date  of  federal  approval 
of  the  request  of  planning  funds.  The  carry- 
ing out  of  the  project  I  estimate  would  take 
about  three  (3)  to  five  (5)  years.  First  prior- 
ity in  new  construction  would  be  for  the  low 
cost   bousing. 

The  desirability  of  consultation,  and  perhaps 
more  than  that  for  what  was  termed  a  veto, 
was    also    sought. 

I  think  the  hearing  itself  demonstrated 
that  in  the  time  that  has  elapsed  since  the 
December  hearing  there  has  been  consultation 
which  has.  helped  to  clear  up  past  misunder- 
standings. We  have  given  the  Chinese  com- 
munity, and  we  would  like  to  give  you  and 
the  Council,  specific  assurances  that  we  will 
continue  to  consult  with  the  Chinese  com- 
munity with  the  objective  of  arriving  at  an 
urban  renewal  plan  which  will  benefit  China- 
town and  the  Chinese  community  now  living 
there  in  every  possible  way.  Finally,  we 
have  specifically  stated  that  we  would  ask 
the  support  of  the  Ohinese  community  before 
submitting  any   final  legal  plan  for  the  area. 

Some  of  the  assurances  sought  on  many  of 
the  details  of  the  plan  cannot  be  given  until 
the  funds  available  for  making  surveys  and 
plans  have  been  received.  I  think  the  im- 
portant point  is  rather  the  spirit  in  which 
we  approach  the  Chinese  community.  From 
my  own  point  of  view  and  that  of  the  staff 
working  on  this  project,  we  want  to  preserve 
and  protect  the  Chinese  community  against 
the  kind  of  depredation  which  it  has  suffered 
through  in  major  public  improvements  in  the 
last  decade.  I  am  fully  aware  that  the  as- 
surances that  we  have  given  them  we  are  also 
giving  the  Council,  and  I  would  expect  that 
we  would  be  be  held  to  account  on  them  when- 
ever a  final  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  South 
Cove  should  be  presented  to  the  Council. 

At  the  hearing  Mrs.  Gottlieb,  of  the  Ap- 
parel Industry  organization,  spoke  of  the  cn- 
cern  of  that  organization  that  urban  renewal 
would  not  be  harmful  to  that  very  important 
industry.  At  the  hearing  I  stated  that  we 
wanted  to  help  and  not  harm  the  industry  in 
any  way.  Since  then,  I  have  spoken  with 
Mrs.  Gottlieb  and  restated  my  position.  I  said 
that  Mr.  Hazen,  Project  Director,  would  be 
in  touch  with  her  to  go  over  the  situation 
in    detail. 

Again,  may  I  say  that  I  think  the  hearing 
was  very  helpful  in  both  clarifying  misunder- 
standings which  may  have  existed  in  the  past 
and  the  setting  forth  of  some  of  the  basic 
guide  lines  that  will  be  used  in  preparing 
the    urban    renewal    plan.

MINORITY  REPORT  OF  WILLIAM  J. 
FOLEY,  JR.,  MEMBER  OF  THE  COM- 
MITTEE ON  URBAN  REDEVELOP- 
MENT, REHABILITATION  AND  RE- 
NEWAL. 

Coun.  FOLEY,  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Uirban  Redevelopment,  Rehabilitation  and 
Renewal,  submitted  the  following  minority 
report: 

I 

In  this  communication  of  April  8,  1963,  the 
Development  Administrator  recites  and  reports 
that  the  hearing  last  Thursday  was  very  help- 
ful. It  is  a.  most  rewarding  comment  to  those 
of  us  in  the  Body  who  insisted  such  a  hearing 
be    held. 

In  the  course  of  the  hearing,  it  was  brought 
out  that  certain  so-oailed  1'12  credits  available 
as  a  result  of  the  New  York  Streets  Urban 
Renewal  Project  were  available  to  the  City 
of  Boston  to  associate  with  the  South  Cove 
Project  should  that  same  become  a  reality. 
Interestingly  enough,  it  was  explained  that  the 
consultant,  Mr.  Levy  ($13,600),  whom  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  hired  to  study 
the  problem,  did,  in  fact,  overestimate  the 
credits  available  by  the  amount  of  $1  million, 
because  he  credited  certain  properties  acquired 
by  the  New  England  Medical  Center  which, 
in  reality,  were  to  remain  in  the  taxable  cate- 
gory even  though  owned  by  the  Medical  Center. 

In  reply,  Mir.  Logue  suggested  that  the 
Redevelopment  Authority  had  searched'  hither 
and  yon,  and  by  applying  a  rule  which  Mr. 
Levy  apparently  overlooked,  were  able  to  ex- 
tend the  reach  of  the  Authority  back  to  the 
year  1945'  in  picking  up  so-called  112  credits. 
in  other  words,  as  Mr.  Logue  explained  it, 
the  preliminary  planning  and  survey  appli- 
cation on  the  New  York  Streets  was  filed  in 
1950,  and  there  is  allowed  a  period  of  five 
yeaTS  before  that  under  the  federal  regulations, 
during  which  period  properties  in  the  project 
area  acquired  by  appropriate  institutions  may 
be  credited  against  the  city's  contribution  to 
the   project    cost. 

Interestingly  enough,  both  Mr.  Hazen  and 
Mr.  Logue  said  that,  of  course,  such  credits 
were  available  because  the  original  applica- 
tion was  filed  in  1&50  and  project  execution 
before  which  a  period  of  seven  years  is  allowed 
carried  them  back  only  to  I960.  Neither  Mr. 
Hazen  nor  Mr.  Logue  apparently  knew  that 
project  execution  of  the  New  York  Streets 
was  not  1957  but  1964,  which,  of  course,  would 
extend  the   reach  back  to  the   year   1947. 

It  strikes  me  that  our  highly  compensated 
employees  in  the  Redevelopment  Authority 
ought  to  be  expected  to  at  least  bother  to 
look  up  the  date  of  a  project  execution  in 
a  project  where  their  personal  responsibilities 
are    deeply    involved. 

II 

It  is  personally  heartwarming  to  me  to  have 
Mr.  Logue  concede  in  the  communication  dated 
April  8,  1963,  that  there  is  merit  in  the  con- 
cept of  permitting  the  community  involved 
on  its  own  initiative  to  take  advantage  of 
the  liberal  mortgage  guarantee  provisions  of 
the  FHA  law.  This  is  a  position  and  a  sug- 
gestion which  I  have  beem  urging  upon  the 
Redevelopment  Authority  for  nearly  two  years. 
The  policy  of  permitting  the  people  affecte'i 
on  their  own  initiative  to  take  advantage  of 
practically  speaking  lOO  per  cent  financing 
provided   by   the   FHA   under   the  2l21-d-<3   pro- 


gram is  a  policy  which  I  have  been  saying, 
should  have  been  applied  in  Washington  Park 
for  the  colored  people.  Nothing  would  hawe 
helped  our  colored  people  more  in.  the  City 
of  Boston  than  using  Washington'  Park  to 
permit  the  leadership  in  the  colored  com- 
munity to  put  the  roof  over  the  heads  of  the 
colored.  Instead  of  that,  the  Development 
Administrator  brought  in  the  First  Boston 
Realty,  Building  Services  Union,  and  Carl 
Koch  to  do  something  which  persons  and 
leaders  in  the  colored  community  could  eascly 
have  done. 

I  say  that  this  letter  is  a  proof,  if  prooif 
were  needed  beyond  simple  common  sense, 
that  a  very  bad  mistake  has  been  made  in 
Washington   Park. 

I  suggest  further  that  the  implications  in 
the  Strickland  Keyes  Report  were  proven, 
if  proof  were  needed,  by  Mr.  Logue's  per- 
formance Thursday.  Mr.  Logue  needs  the 
South  Cove  Planning  and  Survey  Application 
for  one  reason  and  one  reason  alone:  He 
needs  the  momey  to  support  his  bloated  sitaff, 
and  when  pressed,  he  concedes  that  for  poor 
people,  we  have  to  give  them  public  housing, 
just  as  was  stated  in  the  Strickland  Keys 
Report.  The  221d-3  program  certainly  can- 
not produce  housing  at  a  rent  poor  people  can 
afford  to  pay  and  nothing  in  the  world  can 
gloss    over   that  fact. 

When  pressed,  Logue  has  to  promise  public 
housing,  which  strikes  me  that  this  is  a  point 
in  the  National  Housing  Program  at  which 
we  came  in  back  im  the  30 's. 

Ill 

I  suggest  further  that  a  number  of  different 
approaches  were  discussed  at  the  hearing  on 
Thursday,  one  of  which  was  that  something 
paralleling  CCBD  planning  for  the  Central 
Business  District,  would  be  attempted  for  the 
South  Cove.  (2).  I  suggest  separately  and 
apart,  there  was  an  understanding  that  no 
outside  developers  wouM  be  brought  inito  the 
area.  ( 3 ) .  I  suggest  that  separate  and  apart 
from  this  understanding  there  was  a  repre- 
sentation that  a  veto  of  project  execution 
would    be   extended   the    Chinese   community. 

I  suggest  further  that  Mr.  Logue  indicated 
that  this  understanding  would  be  reduced  to 
writing.  I  suggest  that  common  sense  in- 
dicates in  a  most  elementary  way  if  you 
reduce  such  complicated  undertakings  to  writ- 
ing, that  both  sides  ought  to  examine  the 
writing  and  agree  that  this  is  the  under- 
standing. Action  today  based  upon  a  letter 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  read  on 
the  floor  here  for  the  first  time,  and  dated 
today,  would  be  a  massive  breach  of  faith 
with  the  Chinese  oomimuinity,  which,  in  1967, 
was  saved  from  extinction  (and  this  is  a 
matter  of  public  record)  by  the  Boston  City 
Council. 

IV 

Mr.  Logue  states  somewhere  it  is  impos- 
sible to  have  a  precise  timetable  in  connec- 
tion with  urban  renewal  projects.  I  suggest 
an  examination  of  the  time  schedule  which 
Mr.  Logue  offered  the  city  and  the  people  of 
Boston  in  the  year  1960,  in  the  month  of 
September,  would  be  all  too  sorrowful  proof 
of  that  proposition.  I  suggest  further,  how- 
ever, that  a  basic  premise  of  the  so-called 
Logue  program  was  to  answer  the  question: 
Can  Boston  afford  this  program?  The  answer, 
as  can  be  seen  from  the  examination  of  that 
document  in  the  "City  Record"  in  1960  was 
that  if  the  programs  were  executed  according 
to  the  time  schedule,  that  taxable  property 
would  be  coming  on  the  tax  rolls  as  a  result 
of  the  program  which  would  help  to  pay  for 
the  program.  I  therefore  conclude  that  we 
cannot  afford  to  be  quite  so  casual  about  the 
proposal  that  it  is  impossible  to  have  a  pre- 
cise timetable.  The  entire  program  is  built 
on  the  execution  of  a  so-called  massive  pro- 
gram according  to  a  timetable,  so  that  tax- 
able property  might  be  available  during  the 
early  stages  of  the  program  to  help  support 
the  later   stages  of   it. 

Upon  our  last  examination  of  this  problem 
during  our  annual  examination  of  the  Work- 
able    Program,     it    was     apparent     the     only 
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pirojeet  of  the  ten  originally  mentioned  "where 
the  project  is  proceeding  according  to  schedule 
was  the  Prudential  Project  and,  of  course, 
that  is  outside  the  domain  of  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority,  for  all  practical  pur- 
poses.

INTERIM     REPORT     OF     COMMITTEE     ON 
APPROPRIATIONS    AND    FINANCE. 

Coun.  SULLIVAN,  for  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  and  Finance,  submitted  the 
following    interim    report: 

I  would  like  to  rise  at  this  time  to  make 
an  interim  report  for  the  Committee  on  Ap- 
propriations and  Finance,  to  which  was  re- 
ferred on  March  4  of  this  year  an  appropria- 
tion order  for  $3,574,000  for  salary  increases. 
Your  Committee  at  this  moment  is  not  pre- 
pared to  report  this  measure  out,  but  we 
would  like  to  report  that  since  the  order  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  March  4,  two 
hearings  have  been  held.  One  was  an  evening 
meeting  on  March  13  here  in  the  City  Coun- 
cil Chamber,  and  the  second  meeting  was  last 
Friday,  the  5th  of  April,  in  the  Executive 
Committee  room  of   the   Council. 

In  considering  this  matter,  one  might  ap- 
proach it  that  our  function  was  simply_  to 
appropriate  the  money  and,  strictly  speaking, 
that  is  all  that  is  before  us,  an  appropriation 
order  for  a  certain  sum  of  money  to  cover 
the  salary  increases  for  City,  County,  and 
Income   Departments. 

But  if  the  power  to  appropriate  carries  any 
power  at  all,  it  is  the  power  to  review  the 
purposes  for  which  the  appropriations  are 
being  made,  and  it  was  in  the  light  of  this 
function  that  your  committee  held  the  public 
hearings,  and,  indeed,  has  scheduled  a  further 
public  hearing  for,  I  believe,  the  18th  of 
April  at  10.30  A.M.,  once  again  in  the  Council 
Executive  Chamber. 

Certainly  everyone  in  the  Council  is  for 
appropriating  money  for  salary  increases. 
The  question  raised  by  the  order  and  raised 
to  the  Council  and  certainly  existing  in  the 
minds  of  the  councillors,  whether  or  not  the 
numbers  involved  are  adequate  for  the  task 
that  faces  us  if,  indeed,  we  are  to  bring  the 
remunerations  for  city  and  county  employees 
to  some  level  that  might  roughly  approximate 
justice. 

In  the  course  of  the  public  hearings  that 
we  have  held,  three  basic  questions  appear 
to   our   eyes,   and  they  are   as   fallows: 

One,  is  the  level  of  salary  compensation 
adequate  for  the  vast  majority  of  the  city 
and  county  employees?  Is  it  adequate  to 
enable  them  to  live  in  decency  in  this  com- 
munity? 

Secondly,  there  seemed  to  be  many  ques- 
tions ranging  over  the  effect  of  longevity. 
One  of  the  basic  elements  in  the  so-called 
Jacobs  Survey  which  was  the  basis  for  the 
salary  increases  recommended,  most  of_  the 
current  employees  of  the  city  fall  into  either 
one  or  two  lengevity  plans,  either  the  five-  and 
seven-year  plan  or  the  seven-  and  eleven-year 
plan. 

Under  the  proposal  those  under  the  five  and 
seven  would  be  raised  to  seven  and  fourteen 
and  those  under  the  seven  and  eleven  would 
be   raised   to   nine   and   eleven. 

One  of  the  matters  that  your  Committee 
has  been  attempting  to  determine  is  whether 
or  not  the  salary  increases  proposed  when 
taken  into  conjunction  with  the  deferred'  lon- 
gevity to  be  implemented,  whether  or  not  this 
is  going  into  effect,  would  bring  the  level  of 
municipal  pay  to  where  it  should  be  to  enable 
people  to  live  in  decency  in  this  community 
and,  secondly,  to  allow  the  city  to  compete 
among    the    workers    which    are    necessary    to 


carry    out    the   services    so   vital   to    a    healthy 
community. 

The  reason  we  are  not  reporting  it  out 
today_  is  that  today  we  cannot  answer  these 
questions.  We  have  discovered  it  is  not  easy 
to    get    the    information    necessary. 

For  instance,  we  know  that  under  the  old 
compensation  plan  approximately  5,000  of  the 
city  and  county  employees,  after  having  com- 
pleted their  period  of  longevity  were  either 
under  $4,000  or  had  just  barely  reached-  the 
$4,000  mark.  Certainly,  it  was  the  judgment 
of  the  committee  members  with  whom  I  have 
talked  that  this  does  not  reach  a  decent  level 
of  pay  for  the  community  in  which  we  live. 
Certainly,  this  was  the  burden  of  testimony 
that  was  presented  before  your  Committee. 
_  To  what  degree  the  proposed  recommenda- 
tions are  offered,  we  are  yet  unable  to  say,  be- 
cause we  have  not  yet  been  given  the  break- 
down in  the  form  in  which  we  requested 
which  would  make  it  possible  for  us  to  make 
this    kind   of  judgment. 

Will  people  benefit?  The  answer  is  Yes. 
Who  will  benefit  and  to  what  degree  is  not 
as  yet  clear.  The  following  breakdown  throws 
some   light  on   it. 

Over-all,  the  implementation  of  the  Jacobs 
element  of  this  will  add  8  per  cent  to  tha 
fraction  of  city  and  county  employees  cov- 
ered by  the  survey;  8  per  cent  by  their  over- 
all wage  cost  will  be  added  to  implement  the 
Jacobs  Report.  It  breaks  down  roughly  as 
follows : 

During  the  first  year  of  implementation, 
the  percentage  of  pay  increases  will  vary  fro 
zero  per  cent  up  to  10  pere  cent.  Eight  per 
cent  of  the  city  employees  will  receive  a  pay 
raise  of  3  per  cent  or  less.  Seventeen'  per 
cent  will  receive  a  pay  raise  of  between  o 
and  5.9  per  cent.  Forty-three  per  cent  of 
the  city  employees  covered  will  receive  a  pay 
raise  between  6  and  9.9  per  cent,  and  32 
per  cent  of  the  city  employees  will  receive 
a    pay   raise   of    10-  per   cent   or   over. 

On  the  county  employees  the  figures  ar^ 
somewhat  different.  Receiving  an  increase  of 
under  3  per  cent  would  be  some  20 .6  per  cent. 
12.5  per  cent  for  the  county  employees  be- 
tween 6  and  10'  per  cent  will  be  19  per  cerY 
and  receiving  10  per  cent  or  more  will  be 
4-8  per  cent  for  county  employees.  But  we 
don't  as  yet  have,  as-  I  have  mentioned,  the 
figures  broken  down  in  such  a  way  as  to  b= 
able  to  equate  the  previous  grade  classifica- 
tions, and  the  previous  number  of  employees 
in  those  grades  with  the  revised  grades  and 
classifications.  We  don't  know  how  many  em- 
ployees will  be  in  each  classification  and, 
therefore,  we  are  not  really  able  to  say  where 
the  balance  or  justice  of  this  pay  implementa- 
tion   rests. 

A  further  point  worth  mentioning  and 
raised  in  the  course  of  the  hearings  your 
Committee  conducted  was  the  matter  of  com- 
pensation review  for  those  city  and  county 
employees  who  feel  the  need  to  appeal  on 
the  justice  of  their  situation  that  they  will 
receive  under  the  revision.  The  proposed 
rule  as  outlined  to  us-  indicates  that  there 
would  be  a  two-man  Board,  one  representative 
of  the  administration-  and  a  second  represen- 
tative named  by  the  employee,  and  that  their 
findings  should  be  passed  on  to  the  Director 
of  Administrative  Services  who  would  have 
the  power  to  decide  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  two-man  Board.  There  seems  to  be 
a  considerable  difference  of  opinion  as  to 
the    adequacy    of    this. 

Your  Committee  will  continue  to  review  this,  but 
the  purpose  of  the  interim  report  was  to  point  out 
one  area  of  complication  that  exists.  Lumped  in 
with  the  increase  of  the  city  and  county  workers 
survey  by  Jacobs  in  the  appropriation  order,  there 
is  an  amount  to  cover  pay  raises  for  police  and  fire 
personnel.  Some  $1  million-plus  is  allocated  for 
this  purpose,  and  it  would  be  expended  to  give  the 
police  patrolmen  and  fire  fighters  a  flat  8400  in- 
crease, and  the  police  and  fire  officials  an  increase  of 
7  per  cent  of  their  current  base  rate. 
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It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  there  was  no 
dissension  on  passing  this  item  for  the  police  anu 
fire  pay  raises  of  SI, 549, 981,  but  there  is  some 
question  in  the  mind  of  your  Chairman  as  to 
whether  this  money  can  be  appropriated  separately 
under  the  order  that  is  before  us,  and  I  have  sought 
opinions  of  various  people,  including  Mr  O'Brien 
who  serves  with  us  here  as  Assistant  Corporation 
Counsel  for  the  Council,  and  the  advice  that  I  got 
is  mixed  advice,  but  it  seems  to  me  to  lean  on  the 
side  as  these  orders  are  written,  we  had  better  not 
try  to  appropriate  the  police  and  fire  moneys 
separately. 

To  call  this  problem  to  your  attention,  I  am 
making  this  interim  report  today.  Your  Com- 
mittee's own  action  or  your  Chairman's  action 
would  have  been  to  let  the  whole  matter  wait  and 
try  to  report  it  at  the  meeting  two  weeks  from 
today,  but  I  would  like  to  present  it  to  you  for  your 
attention  and  to  let  you  know  the  problem  does 
exist. 

In  terms  of  the  pay  raises,  we  have  the  assur- 
ances of  the  administration  in  the  accompanying 
letter  and  testimony  before  the  Committee  that  the 
pay  raises  will  be  retroactive  to  March  6. 

I  believe  that  covers  the  basic  material  that  the 
Committee  felt  should  be  brought  to  your  atten- 
tion here  this  afternoon,  and  I  will  close  the  report.

Reference  is  made  to  the  following  City  Council 
order : 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  submit  forthwith  to  the  Boston  City  Council 
the  report  prepared  by  said  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  to  the  Real  Property  Commissioner 
pertaining  to  the  Windham  Road  Development  in 
Hyde  Park. 

This  Department,  in  accordance  with  a  request 
from  his  Honor  John  F.  Ccllins  and  Real  Property 
Commissioner  James  J.  Sullivan,  Jr.,  for  the  past 
seven  (7)  weeks,  has  been  developing  plans  and 
improvements  in  the  vicinity  of  Windham  road, 
Hyde  Park,  and  has  completed  studies  on  two  (2) 
of  the  three  (3)  phases  of  the  proposed  work. 

Phase  one  (1)  calls  for  the  construction  of  an 
extension  of  Beech  street,  West  Roxbury,  to  the 
Hyde  Park  boundary  line  together  with  a  paved 
footway  from  the  end  of  said  extension  across  the 
top  of  the  slope  in  the  rear  of  Windham  road  to 
Beech  street.  The  Public  Improvement  Commis- 
sion has  voted  to  hold  a  public  hearing  on  April  9, 
1963  on  the  making  of  these  improvements  which 
it  is 'believed  will  greatly  reduce  the  rain  water 
runoff  down  the  embankment. 

Plans  for  the  second  phase  are  now  being  com- 
pleted. This  work  likewise  will  require  a  public 
hearing  by  the  Public  Improvement  Commission 
and  will  be  presented  to  that  Board  on  April  23, 
1963.     The  phase  two   (2)   work  includes  the  in- 


stallation of  storm  drainage  lines  in  a  private  way 
to  be  laid  out  and  constructed  adjacent  to  the 
rear  of  the  Windham  Road  properties  effected  by 
the  erosion. 

The  third  phase  of  the  project  will  comprise 
creating  an  embankment  on  the  city-owned  land 
which  will  sustain  vegetation.  We  have  decided 
to  secure  the  services  of  a  qualified  consultant 
for  this  work  to  assist  our  department  engineers. 

At  the  present  time,  phases  one  and  two  can  be 
scheduled  for  construction  this  Summer  and  phase 
three  some  time  later  in  the  year.

MINORITY  REPORT  OF  COUNCILLOR 
PIEMONTE,  MEMBER  OF  COMMITTEE 
ON  APPROPRIATIONS  AND  FINANCE, 

Minority    Report    of    Councillor    Piemonte, 

Member  or  Committee  on  Appropriations 

and  Finance,  Re  Appropriation  for  Salary 

Increases. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Mr.  President,   I  offer  a 

minority  report. 

I  am  in  favor  of  the  appropriation  order  insofar 
as  it  is  a  means  of  providing  money  for  adjustments 
in  the  salaries  of  our  employees. 

In  any  business,  private  or  public,  employees 
are  a  most  vital  organ.  Boston  houses  many 
large  and  important  businesses  within  its  borders. 
The  government  for  the  City  of  Boston  itself  is 
the  largest  and  most  important. 


In  order  to  most  ably  serve  all  of  its  businesses 
which  includes  the  servicing  of  business  houses 
as  well  as  600,000-odd  people  who  may  be  its 
residents  and  the  millions  who  come  within  its 
borders,  it  is  important  that  Boston  have  as  its 
employees  the  pick  of  the  crop  and  retain  them. 

However,  we  must  realize  that  this  is  a  material 
world  we  are  living  in  and  despite  the  loyalty 
and  the  pride  of  its  employees,  rent  must  be  paid, 
the  butcher  must  be  paid,  the  baker  must  be  paid; 
your  city  employee  is  also  expected  to  pay  the 
new  taxes  being  planned,  such  as  the  sewer  tax 
and  the  increase  in  the  water  tax. 

Boston  finds  itself  fortunate  in  the  sense  that 
it  has  captive  employees,  and  the  wora  "captive" 
is  used  advisedly,  a  large  number  of  employees 
who  are  dedicated,  yet  because  of  the  years  in  the 
service  are  at  a  disadvantage  if  they  were  to  sever 
their  relationship  with  the  city.  It  is  unfair  to  these 
individuals  and  it  is  shortsighted  on  the  part  of  the 
administration  not  to  give  these  employees  their 
just  due.  The  fact  that  the  city  is  hard  pressed 
can  no  longer  and  should  never  have  been  a 
justifiable  excuse. 

From  the  very  days  of  the  beginning  of  our  civi- 
lization, it  is  written  that  a  man  is  worthy  of  his 
hire  and  must  be  paid  for  his  hire. 

I  am  voting  in  favor  of  this  appropriation,  but 
want  it  distinctly  understood  that  I  am  in  no  way 
approving  the  recommendations  submitted  by  the 
Jacobs  Survey.  Why?  To  do  so  would  be  sheer 
mockery.  The  very  first  group  that  is  listed  in 
the  proposed  pay  schedule  of  the  Jacobs  Survey 
are  the  ward  workers,  women  who  work  in  the  City 
Hospital.  While  it  would  appear  in  the  record 
that  they  are  getting  an  increase  in  salary,  by 
simple  arithmetic  we  will  find  that  they  are  getting 
a  decrease  in  salary,  the  old  salary  and,  therefore, 
the  figures  shown  on  the  current  pay  schedule 
are  for  a  27-hour  work  week  as  compared  with 
the  40-hour  work  week.  By  simply  dividing  the 
figures  in  both  cases,  you  will  fina  that  the  ward 
workers  have  received  a  reduction  in  wages  per 
hour. 

You  will  also  note  the  longevity  which  this 
Council  has  recognized  as  very  vital  in  the  morale 
of  the  city  employee,  and  which  I  am  privileged 
to  have  been,  as  the  records  will  indicate,  the 
author  of  reducing  the  20  years  to  12  years,  has 
now  been  again  brought  back  to  the  20  years. 
Instead  of  going  forward,  as  far  as  employee 
relations  are  concerned,  the  City  of  Boston  is 
taking  a  step  backward. 

The  irony  of  the  situation  is  that  Boston  has 
now  got  some  five  or  six  million  dollars  in  its 
treasury  which  it  received  from  the  imposition 
of  an  additional  tax  on  the  sewer  charge,  by 
increasing  its  water  rates,  even  though  there  has 
been  no  corresponding  increase  by  the  Metro- 
politan District  Water  Commission,  by  collecting 
the  excise  tax  on  automobiles  for  two  years  in  the 
one  year;  in  other  words,  collecting  the  tax  even 
before  the  tax  was  due,  by  collecting  five  quarters 
of  certain  licenses  and  fees,  even  though  there 
are  only  four  quarters  in  the  year,  by  the  simple 
but  treacherous  practice  of  billing  the  licensee  for 
the  year  and  a  quarter  and  extending  the  date 
from  April  to  June,  and  by  an  increase  in  fees. 

The  best  source  of  getting  additional  revenue 
for  the  city  has  not  as  yet  been  tapped,  and  that 
is,  making  savings  by  volume  purchases  It  is  a 
sad  note,  for  example,  that  the  Boston  Municipal 
Research  Bureau  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  Purchasing  Department  was  buying  paint  on 
so-called  split  orders,  and  that  there  was  no  follow- 
through.  An  examination  of  the  records  will  show 
that  a  hardware  firm  in  Dorchester  over  the 
course  of  years,  especially  the  last  year,  has  been 
the  beneficiary  of  a  large  volume  in  dollars  of 
orders,  and  the  question  arises  as  to  whether  or 
not  savings  could  have  been  accomplished  had 
somebody  cared  enough  to  have  correlated  the 
needs,  to  take  advantage  of  the  savings  that  come 
through  mass  purchases  or  volume  purchases. 

Finally,  it  was  my  privilege  before  I  left  the 
Council  in  my  last  service  to  have  prodded  and 
spearheaded  a  movement  to  collect  delinquent 
taxes.  At  that  time  there  was  brought  in  millions 
of  dollars.  Unfortunately,  the  city,  as  of  this  date, 
has  not  followed  this  source  of  revenue  to  its  fullest 
extent.  It  was  testified  by  a  department  head 
that  insofar  as  moneys  due  the  city  from  occu- 
pants of  tax  title  properties,  the  treasurer  has  no 
record  of  the  same,  that  the  Law  Department  as 
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of  the  date  of  the  hearing  which  was  about  a 
month  ago  failed  and  was  still  failing  as  of  that 
date  to  furnish  him  with  any  information  as  to 
how  much  money  was  due.  At  the  time  of  his 
appearance,  even  though  we  had  laid  out  the 
formula  for  him,  that  is,  for  the  city,  the  only 
knowledge  the  treasurer's  office  has  of  moneys 
due  from  tenants  who  occupy  tax  title  properties 
is  in  the  form  of  a  call  by  the  person  who  obviously 
is  a  tenant  with  a  letter  in  his  hand  from  the  Law 
Department  stating  from  henceforth  he  should 
pay  his  rents  to  the  Treasury  Department. 

The  treasurer  on  questioning  said  he  didn't 
know  how  much  was  due,  the  letter  contained  no 
notice  of  how  the  sites  are  occupied,  what  the 
current  rents  are,  or  what  the  arrearage  was,  and 
as  of  the  date  of  the  hearing,  the  treasurer  had  not 
been  informed  by  the  Law  Department  how  much 
was  due  the  city  from  this  source. 

This  is  a  source  which  can  be  much  more  pro- 
ductive if  people  cared  enough  or  if  people  had 
knowledge  of  the  use  of  the  tools  which  are  theirs. 

For  a  long  time,  it  was  stated  that  legislation 
was  needed.  I  at  that  time  pointed  out  in  my 
humble  opinion  as  a  lawyer  that  new  legislation 
was  not  needed,  and  through  research  introduced 
evidence  of  other  cities  in  other  states  which  were 
carrying  out  the  collection  of  this  money  without 
legislation.  However,  the  Legislature  in  its  gener- 
osity and  in  its  understanding  has  given  to  the  City 
of  Boston  the  tools  that  it  requested.  That  was 
over  a  year  ago.  As  of  this  date,  it  is  obvious  that 
the  people  to  whom  the  tools  were  handed  either 
don't  know  how  much  to  use  them  or  care  little 
about  using  them  properly. 

In  closing,  I  urge  the  public,  both  the  residents 
of  Boston  and  those  who  care  enough  about  Boston, 
to  become  actively  interested  in  the  plight  of  our 
city  employees.  Of  course,  as  in  any  organization 
there  may  be  one  or  two  who  perhaps  are  not  as 
productive  as  they  should  be.  The  fault,  I  say, 
is  not  that  of  the  20,000-odd  more  who  make 
up  the  little  army  of  captive  employees  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  but  the  fault  is  in  the  administra- 
tion. If  the  one  or  two  either  because  of  illness 
or  because  the  responsibility  that  has  been  given 
them  is  too  much  of  a  challenge,  then  I  say  it 
behooves  the  administration  in  the  interest  of  the 
thousands  of  other  employees  to  give  these  people, 
these  one  or  two,  an  assignment  that  will  fall 
within  the  physical  needs  of  his  ability,  to  the  end 
that  the  employees  of  Boston,  the  city  employees 
who  make  up  a  large  corps  of  the  loyal  employees, 
might  be  given  the  dignity  that  is  due  them,  that 
Boston  may  once  again  return  to  the  days  where 
it  might  be  said  to  work  for  the  City  of  Boston  is 
an  honor  and  a  privilege  and  something  to  which 
our  neighbors  look  forward  to  becoming  a  mem- 
ber of.

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E revision  of  section  22A,  chapter  40  of  the  General 
aws,  whereby  meters  may  be  purchased  and  paid 
for  out  of  current  parking  meter  receipts  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  five  years  without  appropria- 
tion by  the  city.

Dear  Sir: 

Since  the  increase  in  parking  meter  fees  from  five 
cents  to  ten  cents  this  department  has  experienced 
a  tremendous  increase  in  parking  meter  vandalism. 
Approximately  9,400  meters  were  vandalized  in 
1962  whereas  in  1961  the  number  only  amounted 
to  2,700  meters.  The  Police  Department  has  given 
the  Traffic  and  Parking  Department  the  utmost 
cooperation  in  the  surveillance  of  parking  meters 
throughout  the  city.  Notwithstanding  the  in- 
creasing number  of  arrests  and  prosecutions  by  the 
Police  Department,  the  vandalism  has  continued. 

If  the  same  trend  continues  during  this  year  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  cost  of  materials  to  repair 
these  broken  meters  will  amount  to  over  $200,000. 
In  addition,  the  moneys  stolen  will  probably  reach 
the  sum  of  about  $100,000,  plus  the  fact  that  the 
inoperative  meters  will  result  in  a  further  loss  of 
revenue. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  technical  staff  of  this 
department  that  the  solution  to  this  problem  is  the 
installation  of  vandal-resistant  meters.  For  the 
past  year  we  have  experimented  with  a  vandai- 
resistant  meter  and  to  date  no  case  of  forcible 
entry  has  occurred. 

It  is  felt  that  the  problem  is  of  such  an  emergency 
nature  that  we  should  replace  all  of  the  ten-cent- 
per-hour  meters  with  vandal  resistant  meters. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Com- 
mission it  was  voted  that  the  chairman  be  au- 
thorized to  make  a  request  for  new  parking  meters. 
Accordingly,  it  is  hereby  requested  that  the  per- 
mission of  the  Boston  City  Council  be  obtained 
for  the  acquisition  of  6,500  parking  meters  and 
that  the  funds  to  pay  for  same  be  appropriated 
from  the  item  "Parking  Meter  Fees". 

It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  this  purchase  will 
not  exceed  the  amount  of  $442,500.

Chapter  92  of  the  Acts  of  1953  authorizes  cities 
and  towns  having  parking  meters  to  apply  the 
receipts  from  said  meters  to  the  payment  of  any 
debt  incurred  for  the  acquisition  of  off-street  park- 
ing areas  and  facilities. 

Since  1947,  the  city  has  issued  eleven  million, 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($11,750,- 
000)  in  bonds,  and  has  used  the  proceeds  to  es- 
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tablish  parking  areas  and  facilities.  According  to 
the  records  of  the  Auditing  Department,  five 
hundred  and  sixty-five  thousand  dollars  ($505,000) 
must  be  provided  in  the  current  year  to  meet 
principal  maturities,  and  one  hundred  ninety- 
seven  thousand,  four  hundred  twenty-five  dollars 
($197,425)  to  meet  interest  requirements  on  these 
bonds.

INTERIM  REPORT  RE  CLASSIFICATION 
OF  "SPECIAL  MUNICIPAL  EMPLOY- 
EES." 

Coun.  IANNELLA,  offered  the  following: 

It  is  the  intention  of  this  committee  to  have  it 
understood  that  this  is  not  the  final  order  of  this 
Council  with  respect  to  the  subject  matter  of 
classifying  special  municipal  employees  under 
Chapter  2G8A  of  the  General  Laws. 

It  is  our  intention  to  hold  subsequent  hearings 
for  the  purpose  of  inviting  all  interested  parties 
before  the  Executive  Committee  to  review  their 
status  and  classification.  The  committee  will 
then  make  a  determination  as  to  whether  these 
various  boards  should  be  designated  as  special 
employees  under  said  chapter  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  Executive  Committee,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  said  act,  has  adopted  certain 
reasonable  standards  as  a  guide  in  making  this 
determination.  The  standards  adopted  by  the 
committee  are  as  follows: 

1.  Is  the  job  unpaid  or  under  8500? 

2.  How  much  time  is  spent  on  the  job? 

3.  Does  the  job  entail  the  spending  of  money 
(other  than  salaries  of  subordinates)  primarily  (a) 
by  the  bid  procedure  (b)  by  statutory  scheme  or 
(c)  not  involve  much  expenditure? 

4.  Does  the  job  require  specialized  skill  or,  at 
least,  for  some  members,  business  experience  and 
knowledge? 

5.  Would  the  instances  where  average  members 
might  need  to  deal  with  their  departments  be  few 
(two  or  less  per  year)? 

6.  Can  the  holders  of  this  job  contract  with 
other  agencies  of  the  municipality  upon  full  dis- 
closure filed  with  the  clerk  and  still  do  a  conscien- 
tious job  in  the  position? 

7.  Would  favorable  rulings  by  this  board  or 
officials  be  known  and  substantially  balanced  by 
necessary  adverse  rulings  as  far  as  promoting  the 
popularity  of  the  incumbents? 

It  is  also  the  intention  of  this  committee  to  afford 
these  members  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  as  soon 
as  possible.  The  first  hearing  will  be  held  next 
Monday  afternoon,  and  it  is  our  desire  that  by 
the  end  of  next  week,  each  and  every  member  of 
as  many  boards  as  there  are,  will  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  come  before  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

It  is  granted  that  such  crime 
has  increased  but  statistics  will  bear  me  out 
when  I  say  that  the  percentage  increase  in  Boston 
more  than  favorably  compares  with  the  national 
average. 

However,  a  program  is  well  under  way  in  this 
department  to  bring  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment to  its  full  complement  inasmuch  as  Deputy 
Superintendent  Charles  J.  Deignan,  Internal 
Affairs  Division  of  the  Bureau  of  Inspectional 
Services,  is  now  in  the  process  of  investigating 
the  first  fifty  candidates  on  the  Civil  Service 
list  who  seek  appointment  as  police  officers  in 
the  Boston  Police  Department.  It  is  the  depart- 
ment's plans  to  appoint  about  forty  recruits  in 
June  of  this  year  and  another  group  later  on  in 
the  year.  With  the  increased  training  to  be 
provided  these  recruits  coupled  with  wide  and 
diversified  training  being  given  to  all  personnel 
of  the  Boston  Police  Department  it  is  our  ex- 
pectation that  the  department  will  have  reached 
its  full  capacity  in  the  near  future.

Pursuant  to  an  order  passed  by  the  City  Council 
on  February  11,  1963,  you  have  requested  that 
I  study  the  constitutional  problems  inherent  in 
legislation  which  would  authorize  the  establish- 
ment of  limited  dividend  corporations  with  tax 
advantages  and  the  power  of  eminent  domain 
to  provide,  in  areas  which  do  not  qualify  as  deca- 
dent, substandard  or  blighted  open  areas,  housing 
for  persons  displaced  from  urban  renewal  areas 
or  as  a  result  of  governmental  action. 

The  distinction  between  a  purpose  which  is 
public  and  therefore  a  proper  object  of  tax  eon- 
cessions  and  the  exercise  of  the  power  of  eminent 
domain  and  one  which  is  private  and  therefore 
an  improper  object  thereof  has  been  discussed 
at  length  in  its  application  to  various  situations 
in  a  number  of  instances  coming  before  the  Supreme 


Judicial  Court  of  Massachusetts,  but  no  universal 
test  has  been  established.  "Each  case  must  be 
decided  with  reference  to  the  object  sought  to 
be  accomplished  and  to  the  degree  and  manner 
in  which  that  object  affects  the  public  welfare. 
Frequently  an  object  presents  a  double  aspect 
in  that  it  may  in  some  respects  result  in  conferring 
a  benefit  upon  the  public  and  in  other  respects 
it  may  result  in  conferring  a  benefit  upon  or  in 
paying  money  to  private  individuals.  In  such 
instances  the  cases  tend  to  distinguish  between 
those  results  which  are  primary  and  those  which 
are  secondary  or  incidental  and  to  classify  the 
object  according  to  its  primary  consequences 
and  effects."  Allydonn  Realty  Corp.  v.  Holyoke 
Housing  Authority,  304  Mass.  288,  292.  In 
reply  to  a  question  from  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  1892,  Justice  James  M.  Barker, 
in  a  separate  opinion  which  was  later  essentially 
adopted  by  the  majority  (Opinion  of  the  Justices, 
182  Mass.  605,  606-611),  said:  "If  there  is  an 
emergency,  local  or  general,  which  cannot  be 
adequately  met  by  ordinary  private  agency, 
it  is  within  the  constitutional  power  of  the  govern- 
ment to  supply  the  needs  of  the  people  in  this 
respect,  either  through  the  towns  and  cities,  or 
through  other  agencies."  155  Mass.  598,  607. 
The  Massachusetts  case  most  nearly  apposite 
to  the  instant  study  appears  to  be  McLean  v. 
Boston,  327  Mass.  118,  upholding  the  consti- 
tutionality of  St.  1949,  c.  191,  under  which  dwell- 
ings in  the  path  of  an  extension  of  rapid  transit 
in  East  Boston  were  relocated  to  sites  acquired 
by  eminent  domain.  The  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  said  (pp.  121-122): 

"The  facts  here  warrant  a  finding  that  there 
was  a  local  emergency  which  had  not  been  met 
in  any  way  by  ordinary  private  agency.  Because 
of  a  public  improvement  declared  necessary 
by  the  Legislature,  two  hundred  seven  persons 
comprising  fifty-six  families  were  to  find  them- 
selves homeless  through  no  fault  of  theirs. 
We  are  of  opinion  that  this  situation  justified 
action  by  the  Legislature  to  remedy  it.  The 
statute  permitted  the  expenditure  of  money 
raised  by  taxation  for  a  public  purpose  and 
in  consequence  it  is  not  unconstitutional. 
See  Opinion  of  the  Justices,  182  Mass.  605, 
610,  611. 

"We   are  fortified   in   our  belief  by   relevant 

decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 

States   which  said  in  United   States   v.  Welch, 

327  U.S.  546,  at  page  554,   'And  when  serious 

problems    are    created    by    its    public    projects, 

the    Government   is    not   barred    from    making 

a    common    sense    adjustment    in    the    interest 

of   all   the   public'      Brown    v.    United    States, 

263     U.S.     78,     ..."       (Brown     v.     United 

States  involved  the  relocation  of  a  town  to  be 

flooded  by  the  waters  of  a  reservoir.] 

It  is   my   opinion,   therefore,   that   there   is   no 

constitutional    inhibition     against    legislation    of 

the  type  above  described;  but  that  each  project 

thereunder    must   be    scrutinized    to    assure    that 

it    meets    an    exigency    created    by   governmental 

action    which    is    not    being    adequately   met    by 

private  enterprise.

I  respectfully  request  that  your  Honor  introduce 
an  order  into  the  City  Council  requesting  the 
appropriation  or  transfer  of  an  additional  $100,000 
from  any  available  sources  to  the  appropriation 
for  Construction  and  Reconstruction  of  Buildings 
and  Original  Equipment  and  Furnishings  Thereof, 
Fire  Department. 

The  foregoing  additional  appropriation  is  re- 
quired in  order  that  we  may  proceed  with  the 
construction  of  a  new  two-story  fire  station  on 
Cambridge  street,  between  Joy  and  South  Russell 
streets,  Boston. 

Under  date  of  July  2,  1962,  the  City  Council 
passed  an  order,  which  was  approved  by  your 
Honor  on  July  5,  1962,  transferring  the  sum  of 
$145,000  to  the  appropriation  for  Construction 
of  Buildings  and  Acquisition  of  Land,  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

On  September  5,  1962,  I  requested  that  your 
Honor  introduce  an  order  into  the  City  Council 
asking  for  the  transfer  of  $250,000  from  the  Sales 
of  City  Property,  or  any  other  available  sources, 
to  the  appropriation  for  Construction  and  Re- 
construction of  Buildings  and  Original  Equipment 
Thereof,  Fire  Department,  inasmuch  as  the  sum 
of  $145,000  originally  transferred  was  not  sufficient 
to  pay  for  the  cost  of  the  land,  architect's  fee, 
borings,  and  the  construction  of  a  new  fire  station. 

On  November  5,  1962,  we  opened  general  bids 
for  the  construction  of  this  particular  fire  station; 
and,  since  the  lowest  bid  was  $345,000,  all  bids  were 
rejected  and  the  construction  project  was  read- 
vertised.  On  April  23,  1963,  new  bids  for  the 
same  project  were  opened  in  this  office  and  the 
lowest  eligible  bid  was  in  the  amount  of  $325,000. 
It  therefore  appears  that  we  cannot  build  a  fire 
station  at  this  location  to  adequately  and  effi- 
ciently serve  our  requirements  for  less  than 
$325,000. 

Up  to  the  present  time,  we  have  expended  the 
sum  of  $32,663.31  for  land  and  building  at  190-196 
Cambridge  street,  and  a  parcel  under  the  control 
of  the  Welfare  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
However,  no  payment  has  been  made  in  the  case 
of  the  land  and  buildings  at  200  Cambridge  street 
and  Auburn  court,  which  settlement  will  evidently 
be  made  in  the  courts. 

All  new  equipment  and  furnishings  for  the  fire 
station  will  be   paid  from   the  amount   allocated 
to  the  construction  appropriation.

The  installation  of  new  traffic  signals  is  paid  for 
out  of  a  special  appropriation  entitled  "Automatic 
Traffic  Control  Signals  in  various  sections  of  the 
City."  The  funds  in  this  appropriation  have  been 
replenished  from  time  to  time  with  the  consent  of 
the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  by  transfers  from 
available  sources.  In  recent  years  these  transfers 
have  been  accomplished  from  moneys  obtained 
from  "Sales  of  City  Property."  The  most  recent 
allocation  of  funds  to  this  appropriation  was  on 
July  25,  1961,  in  the  amount  of  $50,000.  At  present 
this  appropriation  is  depleted.

Most  of  these  latter  installations  are 
made  by  our  own  forces  wrorking  week  ends  which 
involves  the  payment  of  overtime.  Payments  to 
the  Boston  Edison  Company  for  necessary  service 
connections  and  other  related  work  are  also  required. 
All  of  the  above  has  been  paid  from  the  appropria- 
tion "Automatic  Traffic  Control  Signals  in  Various 
Sections  of  the  City." 

In  order  to  provide  sufficient  funds  for  the 
necessary  changes  in  our  traffic  signals  as  described 
above  in  addition  to  making  provision  for  the 
installation  of  some  completely  new  signals,  I 
respectfully  request  that  at  least  the  sum  of 
$25,000  be  provided  in  the  appropriation  "Auto- 
matic Traffic  Control  Signals  in  Various  Sections  of 
the  City."

AMENDMENT  TO   BOSTON   BUILDING 
CODE. 

The  following    was    received: 

City    of    Boston, 
Office    of    the    Mayor,    May    6,    1963. 
To   the   City    Council. 
Gentlemen : 

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the  Building  Commissioner  in  which  he  states 
that  the  technological  improvements  in  the 
construction  and  use  of  dead  and  live  loads 
requires   amendment   of   the   Building   Code. 

It  is  intended'  that  the  Building  Code  is 
to  be  amended  by  striking  out  Part  23  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  proposed  Part 
23    attached    hereto. 

Under  this  code,  no  change  can  be  made 
except  by  recommendation  of  the  Building 
Commissioner  and  the  approval  of  the  City 
Council.  Therefore,  I  submit  herewith  the 
recommendation  of  the  Building  Commis- 
sioner for  an  amendment  to  the  Building  Code 
and  (respectfully  recommend  its  adoption  by 
your   Honorable    Body.

Gentlemen : 

The  Building  Code  Advisory  Committee  is 
presently  in  the  process  of  revising  certain 
sections  of  the  Building  Code  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

After  numerous  discussions  and  investiga- 
tion of  dead  and  live  loads  by  the  Advisory 
Committee,  in  conjunction  with  the  Building 
Commissioner,  it  is  the  unanimous  opinion 
of  the  Committee  and  the  Commissioner  that 
Part  23  of  the  present  Building  Code  should 
be  stricken  and  that  a  new  Part  23  be  in- 
serted in  its  place. 

The  new  revision  is  for  the  purpose  of 
having    the    Building    Code,    as    it    pertains   to 


dead  and  live  loads  in  connection  with  the 
construction  of  buildings  and  other  structures 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  conform  with  the  more 
recent  and  best  engineering  practices  known 
to   the   Committee  at   this    time. 

Accordingly,  acting  under  the  power  vested 
in  me  by  St.  1&38,  c.  479,  s.  105A,  as  in- 
serted by  St.  1939,  c.  247,  s.  1,  I  recommend 
that  the  Building  Code  be  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  Part  23,  and  inserting  in  place  there- 
of a   new  Part  23. 

A  copy  of  the  proposed  ordinance  is  at- 
tached.

Section  2301 — Design  for  Loads 

All  buildings  and  other  structures  and  parts 
thereof  shall  be  designed  to  support  the  loads  and 
to  withstand  the  forces  to  which  they  are  to  be 
subjected  during  construction  as  well  as  after 
completion.  The  design  shall  allow  for  dead  and 
live  loads  including  wind  and  snow  loads  as  re- 
quired in  this  part  without  exceeding  the  allowable 
stresses  prescribed  for  supporting  members  else- 
where in  this  code. 

Section  2302 — Dead  and  Live  Loads 

(a)  The  dead  loads  acting  upon  a  building  or 
structure  shall  include  all  the  forces  due  to  weight 
of  walls,  permanent  partitions,  floors,  roofs,  fram- 
ing and  all  other  permanent  stationary  construc- 
tion and  fixed  service  equipment  entering  into 
and  becoming  part  of  the  structure. 

(b)  The  live  loads  acting  upon  a  building  or 
structure  shall  include  all  loads  other  than  dead 
loads. 

Section  2303— Weights  of  Materials 

(a)  The  actual  weights  of  the  constituent  parts 
of  a  structure  and  of  materials  to  be  supported 
shall  be  used  in  calculation  of  loads.  The  ma- 
terials listed  in  the  following  table  shall  be  taken 
to  weigh  not  less  than  there  indicated:

Section  2304 — Loads  from  Partitions 

(a)  In  structures  in  which  permanent  partitions 
occur  their  weight  shall  be  counted  as  affecting 
the  design  of  all  supporting  structural  members, 
including  columns  and  foundations,  as  part  of  the 
dead  load;  and  in  those  portions  of  office  buildings 
in  which  the  prescribed  live  load  does  not  exceed 
fifty  pounds  per  square  foot,  allowance  for  parti- 
tion weight  shall  always  be  made,  whether  or  not 
partitions  are  shown  on  plans. 

(b)  If  a  layout  of  partitions  is  included  in  the 
building  plans,  the  weights  of  the  partitions  and 
their  locations  shall  be  determined  in  accordance 
therewith,  or  such  layout  shall  be  used  to  de- 
termine an  equivalent  load  per  square  foot  of 
floor  to  be  applied  uniformly  as  a  super-imposed 
dead  load  for  purposes  of  design.

(d)  Arch  action  of  partitions  shall  not  be  as- 
sumed to  relieve  the  supporting  members. 

Section  2305 — Live  Loads  on  Floors 

The  live  loads  taken  on  floors  for  purposes  of 
design  shall  be  the  greatest  loads  that  will  probably 
be  produced  by  the  intended  occupancies,  but 
the  following  distributed  live  loads  shall  be  taken 
as  the  minimum  for  the  occupancies  named. 

For  occupancies  not  listed,  the  design  engineer 
shall  submit  the  proposed  design  live  load  to  the 
Commissioner  for  approval.  All  plans  filed  for 
permit  shall  include  a  list  or  notation  of  the  live 
loads  used  in  design.  In  buildings,  structures  or 
portions  thereof  used  for  industrial,  mercantile  or 
storage  occupancies  the  live  load  for  which  each 
floor  or  part  of  a  floor  is  designed  and  approved 
shall  be  conspicuously  posted  in  that  part  of  the 
story  to  which  it  applies.    See  also  Section  114.

Section  2306 — Special  Concentrations 

In  the  design  of  floors  and  structural  systems, 
consideration  shall  be  given  to  the  effects  of 
known  or  probable  concentrations  of  load  to 
which  they  may  be  subjected;  and  in  structures 
designed  for  the  occupancies  listed  herein,  floors 
shall  be  made  capable  of  carrying  the  prescribed 
distributed  loads  or  the  following  minimum  con- 
centrations, whichever  may  result  in  the  greater 
stresses.  Unless  otherwise  noted  the  following 
concentrated  loads  indicated,  in  pounds  shall  be 
taken  to  occupy  a  space  two  and  one-half  feet 
square,  and  so  placed  as  to  produce  maximum 
stresses  in  the  members  affected:

(d)  The  lateral  force  on  crane  runways  to 
provide  for  the  effect  of  moving  crane  trolleys 
shall,  if  not  otherwise  specified,  be  20  per  cent  of 
the  sum  of  the  weights  of  the  lifted  load  and  of 
the  crane  trolley  (but  exclusive  of  other  parts 
of  the  crane),  applied  at  the  top  of  rail,  one  half 
on  each  side  of  the  runway;  and  shall  be  considered 
as  acting  in  either  direction  normal  to  the  runway 
rail. 

(e)  The  longitudinal  force  shall,  if  not  otherwise 
specified,  be  taken  as  10  per  cent  of  the  maximum 
wheel  loads  of  the  crane  applied  at  the  top  of  rail. 
Section  2309 — Lateral  and  Uplift  Forces 

(a)  In  the  design  of  basement  walls  and  similar 
approximately  vertical  structures  below  grade, 
the  forces  due  to  lateral  pressure  of  adjacent  soil 
shall  be  calculated.  Due  allowance  shall  be  made 
for  possible  surcharge  from  fixed  or  moving  loads. 
When  a  portion  or  the  whole  of  the  adjacent  soil 
is  below  a  free  water  surface,  calculations  shall 
be  based  on  the  weight  of  the  soil  as  diminished 
by  buoyancy.    Plus  full  hydrostatic  pressure. 

(b)  In  the  design  of  structures  below  ground 
grade,  the  upward  pressure  of  water,  if  any,  in 
the  supporting  soil,  shall  be  taken  as  the  full 
hydrostatic  pressure  applied  over  the  entire  area. 

(c)  Balcony  and  stairway  railings,  exterior  and 
interior,  shall  be  designed  to  resist  a  horizontal 
thrust  of  twenty  pounds  per  linear  foot  applied 
at  the  top  of  the  rail. 

Section  2310 — Reduction  of  Live  Loads 

(a)  Roof  Live  Loads — No  reduction  shall  be 
made  in  the  roof  live  load.  No  reduction  shall 
be  made  in  wind  loads. 

(b)  Live  Loads  100  Pounds  Per  Square  Foot 
or  Less — For  uniformly  distributed  live  loads  of 
100  pounds  or  less  per  square  foot,  the  design  live 
load  on  any  member  (except  one-way  slabs) 
supporting  150  square  feet  or  more  may  be  reduced 
at  the  rate  of  0.06  per  cent  per  square  foot  of 
area  supported  by  the  member,  except  that  no 
reduction  shall  be  made  for  areas  to  be  occupied 
as  places  of  public  assembly.  The  reduction  shag 
exceed  neither  R  as  determined  by  the  followinll 
formula,  nor  50  per  cent:

(c)  Live  Loads  Exceeding  100  Pounds  Per 
Square  Foot  —  For  live  loads  exceeding  100  pounds 
per  square  foot,  no  reduction  shall  be  made, 
except  that  the  design  live  loads  on  columns  may 
be  reduced  by  one  half  the  percentage  specified 
in  (b). 

Section  2311  —  Roof  and  Snow  Loads 

(a)  Flat  roofs,  and  roofs  having  a  rise  of  two 
inches  or  less  per  foot  of  run  shall  be  designed  to 
support  a  vertical  snow  load  of  thirty  pounds  per 
square  foot  of  horizontal  projection.  Roofs  used 
as  roof  gardens,  or  for  other  such  purposes  shall  be 
designed  as  floors  to  support  the  load  prescribed 
for  corresponding  occupancies. 

(b)  Roofs  having  a  rise  of  more  than  two  and 
less  than  twelve  inches  per  foot  of  run  shall  be 
designed  for  a  vertical  snow  load  of  (34-2r)  pounds 
per  square  foot  of  horizontal  projection  in  which  r 
is  the  rise  in  inches  per  foot  of  run. 

(c)  Roofs  having  a  rise  of  twelve  inches  or 
more  per  foot  of  run  shall  be  designed  for  a  vertical 
snow  load  of  ten  pounds  per  square  foot  of  hori- 
zontal projection. 

(d)  Roof  structures  or  portions  thereof  shall 
be  designed  for  stresses  produced  by  partial  snow 
loading  whenever  such  stresses  exceed  those  pro- 
duced by  full  snow  loading.  In  such  cases  the 
partial  snow  load  per  square  foot  shall  be  taken  as 
two  thirds  of  the  load  required  by  paragraph  a,  b, 
or  c  of  this  section. 

(e)  All  roofs  shall  be  designed  for  the  wind 
loads  specified  in  Section  2312  in  addition  to  the 
live  loads  presented  in  this  section.  Two  thirds  of 
the  wind  load  required  by  Section  2312  shall  be 
combined  with  two  thirds  of  the  snow  load  re- 
quired by  paragraph  a,  b,  c,  or  d  of  this  section, 
whenever  such  a  combination  produces  higher 
stresses  than  those  existing  with  wind  or  snow  load 
acting  separately. 

Section  2312  —  Wind  Loads 

(a)  All  structures  shall  be  designed  to  resist 
wind  forces  applied  to  both  walls  and  roofs  without 
exceeding  the  stresses  allowed  elsewhere  in  this 
code. 

(b)  The  design  wind  pressure  P  in  pounds  per

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(d)  As  an  alternative  to  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 2312  (c)  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Building 
Commissioner,  wind  force  on  a  building  may  be 
based  on  shape  coefficients  obtained  from  wind 
tunnel  tests  of  models  or  by  other  approved 
methods.  Such  shape  coefficients  shall  include  the 
full  effect  of  openings  in  wall  or  roof  surfaces.  In 
such  cases  the  velocity  pressure  "q"  to  be  used  at 
any  height  shall  be  taken  as  .77  P  where  P  is  given 
by  the  table  in  paragraph  2312  (b). 

(e)  The  overturning  moment  due  to  wind 
pressure  shall  not  exceed  663  per  cent  of  the 
moment  of  stability  due  to  the  dead  load  only, 
unless  the  building  or  structure  is  securely  anchored 
to  the  foundation  to  resist  this  force. 

Section  2313 — Load  Tests  of  Structures 

(a)  The  Commissioner  may  order  tests  under 
load  or  other  tests  of  any  portion  of  a  structure 
(whenever  the  Commissioner  doubts  the  adequacy 
of  a  structure  to  serve  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
intended).  Such  tests  shall  not  be  required  to  be 
made  on  any  concrete  or  masonry  construction 
until  it  is  at  least  sixty  days  old. 

(b)  In  such  tests,  the  member  or  portion  of  the 
structure  under  test  shall  be  subject  to  a  total 
load,  including  its  own  weight,  which  shall  equal 
the  total  dead  load  plus  twice  the  live  load  for 
which  it  is  required  to  be  designed.  This  load 
shall  be  left  in  position  for  a  period  of  twenty-four 
hours  before  removal.  The  structure,  if  a  floor 
or  portion  thereof,  shall  be  considered  to  have 
passed  the  test  if  within  twenty-four  hours  after 
the  removal  of  the  load  such  floor  or  roof  recovers 
three  quarters  of  the  maximum  deflection  under 
the  test  load.  If  the  member  or  portion  of  the 
structure  shows  evident  failure  or  fails  to  meet  the 
recovery  requirement,  it  spall  be  rebuilt  or  may 
be  modified  as  is  necessary  to  make  the  structure 
adequate  for  the  rated  capacity,  except  that, 
where  lawful,  and  where  the  structure  is  un- 
damaged, a  lower  rating  may  be  established. 

Section  2.  Anything  in  s.  3  of  c.  1  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be  passed 
by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the 
same.

APPROPRIATION    FOR   SCHOOL 
PURPOSES. 

The  following   was   received: 

City    of    Boston, 
Office   of   the   Mayor,    May    13,    l'%3. 
To    the    City    Council. 
Gentlemen: 

On  April  1,  1963,  the  School  Committee 
requested  funds  for  all  school  purposes  total- 
ing in  the  aggregate,  $43,372,786.18  or  $4,984,- 
533.13    greater   than    appropriated   in    1962. 

After  careful  review  of  the  proposed  school 
budget  for  1963,  the  School  Committee  was 
notified  on  April  10,  1963,  that  the  appro- 
priations for  land  and  buildings,  alterations 
and  repairs,  and  general  school  purposes  to- 
gether, should  not  exceed  $40,800,000  which 
would  be  $2, 817,636. 74  more  than  actual  ex- 
penditures in   1962. 

In  that  communication  I  noted  that  it 
historically  has  been  the  function  of  the 
School  Committee  to  determine  how  funds 
appropriated  for  school  purposes  were  ex- 
pended and  that  I  had  no  desire  to  infringe 
upon  the  School  Comimiittee's  prerogative  in 
this  respect.  I  did,  however,  feel  that  sug- 
gested reductions,  recommended  by  the  Super- 
visor of  Budgets,  which  guided  me  in  my 
decision,  be  made  available  to  the  Committee. 
This  was  done  within  the  same  communica- 
tion. 

I  have  taken  into  account  that  in  the  past 
three  years  school  budgets  have  risen  an- 
nually an  average  of  $l,'5i88,'697  for  a  total 
of  $4,766,091.  With  a  total  appropriation  for 
all  school  purposes  in  1*63  of  $40,800,000  this 
appropriation  will  be  $7,177,838  above  that 
made  four  years  ago  or  an  increase  of  more 
than  21.3  per  cent.  It  is  my  firm  belief  that 
this  is  the  limit  beyond  which  the  city  and 
its  taxpayers  cannot  go  in  the  current  year. 


Under  the  appropriation  limit  provided  by 
law,  the  School  Committee  has  appropriated, 
in  the  three  categories  mentioned  above, 
$2,5,08>6,449.94.  I  am  therefore  submitting  here- 
with, under  the  provisions  of  chapter  224  of 
the  Acts  of  1936,  as  amended  by  chapter  117 
of  the  Acts  of  1949,  an  order  for  general 
school    purposes    of    $15,763,550.06. 

Expeditious  approval  of  this  additional  ap- 
propriation by  your  Honorable  Body  will 
permit  early  declaration  of  the  tax  rate  with 
savings  on  interest  payments  for  borrowing 
and  the  early  flow  of  tax  revenues  into  the 
City    Treasury. 

I  submit  herewith  an  order  providing  for 
the  additional  appropriation  and  respectfully 
recommend  its  adoption  by  your  Honorable 
Body.

In  response  to  your  "invitation"  for  "sug- 
gested measures  or  ordinances"  to  further  the 
preservation  of  "the  Commonwealth  Avenue 
section  of  Boston,"  members  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Art  Commission,  the  President  of  the 
Neighborhood  Association  of  the  Back  Bay, 
and  I  have  met  to  discuss  how  we  might 
best   reply. 

The  action  of  the  Massachusetts  Art  Com- 
mission, of  which  you  have  been  informed, 
was  taken  at  that  meeting  and  I  am  in  full 
accord  with  its  recommendation  that  the  City 
Council  consider  the  early  establishment  of 
a  Historic  District  Study  ComimitJtee  under 
the  authority  of  the  Historic  Districts  Act, 
chapter  40C,  of  the  General  Laws,  chapter 
372,  Acts  of  I960.  The  several  steps  involved 
in  establishing  a  Historic  District  are  set 
for  in  detail,  with  draft  votes  and  forms  of 
ordinances,  in  the  enclosed  memorandum  on 
"Establishment  of  Historic  Districts"  issued 
by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Com- 
merce,  July,   I960. 

As  I  stated  in  my  testimony  at  the  hearing 
on  April  9,  the  establishment  of  a  Historic 
District  for  the  Commonwealth  Avenue  sec- 
tion need  not  and  should  not  impose  all  of 
the  restrictions  on  the  details  of  building  de- 
sign which  the  law  (chapter  40'C)  allows  or 
which  have  been  found  useful  on  Beacon  Hill. 
The  determination  of  what  is  "incongruous" 
and  therefore  prohibited  is  wisely  left  to  the 
Historic  District   Commission. 

Furthermore,  it  should  be  understood  that 
establishment  of  a  Historic  District  is'  not 
the  whole  answer  to  the  problems  which  have 
arisen  in  the  Commonwealth  Avenue  and  Back 
Bay  areas.  The  resolution  of  the  conflicting 
and  overlapping  regulations  under  the  Zoning 
Act  and  under  section  11  of  chapter  45  of 
the  General  Laws  (which  gave  the  Park  Com- 
missioners authority  to  establish  building  lines 
and  a  70-foot  height  limit  on  Commonwealth 
Avenue)  appears  to  require  further  legislation 
by  the  General  Court.  The  reports  of  the  Com- 
mittee for  Commonwealth  Avenue  and  of  the 
Massachusetts  Art  Commission  should  be  help- 
ful in  developing  the  details  of  the  needed 
legislation. 

It  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  most  ap- 
propriate for  the  planning  agency  of  the 
city — The  Boston  Redevelopment  Agency— to 
make  recommendations,  after  suitable  studies 
by  its  staff  or  by  consultants,  as  to  the  com- 
bination of  actions  which  would  most  effec- 
tively continue  the  characteristic  features  and 
■values  of  Commonwealth  avenue  and  the  Back 
Bay  in  the  larger  setting  of  the  whole  city 
and    of    Greater    Boston.

Section  1.  The  first  paragraph  of  section 
5  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1961,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  striking  out  clause  (6)  and  inserting  in 
place   thereof    the  following   clause: 

(6)  The  clerk  of  committees  of  the  city 
council,  ninety-one  hundred  and  seventy  dol- 
lars, and  the  two  assistant  clerks  of  com- 
mittees, sixty-nine  hundred  and  forty-five  dol- 
lars   each. 

Section  2.  Said  first  paragraph  of  said 
section  5  of  chapter  3,  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  clause  (12) 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
clause: 

(12)  The  city  messenger,  ninety-six  hundred 
and  ninety-five  dollars;  the  assistant  city  mes- 
senger, seventy  hundred  and  eighty  dollars; 
the  librarian-archivist,  sixty-seven  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars;  the  document  clerk,  sixty- 
two  hundred  dollars;  and  the  chaplain,  ten 
hundred  and  thirty  dollars. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
on    March   6,   1'963.

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COMPLIANCE   WITH   THE    CITY   REGULA- 
TIONS  RE   TURNPIKE   AIR   RIGHTS.

Whereas,  House  Bill  No.  341S  (the  so-oail!ed 
Turnpike  Air  Rights  Bill)  in  its  present  form

things  erected  or  affixed  in  the  territorial 
limits  of  Boston  in  pursuance  to  any  such 
lease  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  building,  fire, 
garage,  health  or  zoning  low  or  any  building, 
fire,  garage,  health  or  zoning  ordinance  rule  or 
regulations  applicable  in   Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Lines  58  through  64  provide  that 
"the  construction  or  occupancy  of  any  build- 
ing, or  other  thing  erected  or  affixed  under 
any  lease  under  this  section,  of  air  rights  re- 
specting land  outside  the  territorial  limits  of 
the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  subject  to  the  build- 
ing, fire,  garage,  health  and  zoning  ordinances, 
bylaws,  rules  and  regulations  applicable  in  the 
city  or  town  in  which  such  building  or  other 
thing   is   located,"   now   therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
be,  and  is'  hereby,  requested  to  veto  any  bill 
not  containing  the  same  compliance  with  city 
ordinances  and  regulations'  for  buildings  or 
constructions  in  Boston  as  is  provided  for  with 
construction  in  cities  and  towns  outside  of 
Boston.

Ordered,  That  the  Fire  Commissioner  be, 
and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  in  the  name  and 
behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Mayor  to  lease  to  the  Bunker 
Hill  Garrison  No.  1776  the  Army  and  Navy 
Union  of  the  United  States  of  America,  the 
building  formerly  occupied  by  the  Fire  De- 
partment and  located  at  333  Main,  street  in  the 
Charlestown  district  of  the  City  of  Boston 
upon   the  following  terms  and   conditions: 

1.  For  an  original  rental  period  of  five 
(5)    years   with  aim  option  upon  the  part  of 

the    said    lessee    to   renew    for    an   additional 
five   (5)    years. 

2.  Upon  an  annual  rental  of  one  hundred 
(100)    dollars. 

3.  Upon  an  undertaking  on  the  part  of 
(the  said  lessee  to  make  physical  improve- 
ments to  the  said  property  within  five  (5) 
years  of  the  commencement  of  the  said  lease 
to  the  fair  market  value  (as  measured  by 
the  approximate  cost  of  such  work  which 
would  be  charged  by  a  contractor)  of  five 
thousand    (5,000)     dollars. 

4.  Upon  the  undertaking  of  the  lessee  to, 
within  twenty-fouir  (24)  months'  of  the  com- 
mencement of  the  lease,  complete  the  re- 
pairs to  the  external  facade  of  the  building. 

5.  Upon  an  understanding  that  a  certifi- 
cation by  the  Commissioner  of  Real  Property 
that  work  of  value  stated  in  condition  No.  3 
and  described  in  condition  No.  4  has  in  fact 
been    accomplished,   shall   be   binding.

I  acknowledge  herewith  .receipt  of  your 
memo  dated  May  22  to  which  you  have  at- 
tached an  order  filed  by  Councillor  Hines  con- 
cerning the  installation  of  floodlights  at  Gibson 
Playground,  Town  Field,  Dorchester. 

For  several  years  this  department  has  given 
much  study  to  the  installation  of  permanent 
floodlights  in  playgrounds  throughout  the  city, 
and  our  survey  indicates  that  the  cost  of  con- 
struction   and    the    maintenance    of    these    in- 


stallations would  be  prohibitive.  If  the  city 
were  to  consider  erecting  permanent  lights  in 
one  section  of  the  city,  then  naturally  further 
requests  would  be  received  from  other  areas 
of  the  city.  One  installation  would  mean  fif- 
teen  or  twenty  other  installations. 

Because  of  the  limited  use  of  the  floodlights 
— confined  to  certain  sporting  events  at  in- 
frequent periods —  the  maintenance  and  the 
vandalism  piroblem  in  the  other  periods  of  the 
year  would  be  a  most  serious  one.  It  is 
rather  easy  for  surrounding  town  areas  with 
only  one  major  playground  in  the  entire  town 
to  keep  constant  police  supervision  over  a 
flood-lighted  area,  but  the  situation  in  Boston 
is  very  different  with  approximately  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  playgrounds  to  maintain. 

The  suggestion  of  Councillor  Hines  is  a 
most  worthy  one;  but  it  would  appear  to  me 
that  if  the  city  is  to  embark  upon  such  a  major 
project,  then  a  study  should  be  made  as  to 
the  location  throughout  the  city  for  floodlight 
facilities — provided  funds  had  been  appropri- 
ated for  a  major  improvement  of  this  character. 

I  am  very  happy  to  leairn,  through  Coun- 
cillor Hines,  of  the  interest  of  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council,  in  this  suggested 
improvement.  I  wish  to  assure  the  members 
of  the  Council  that  the  installation  of  perma- 
nent floodlights  on  playgrounds  and  on  other 
park  areas  has  been  high  on  our  list  of  possi- 
ble improvements  for  many  years.  When 
plans  are  perfected  and  appropriations'  are 
made,  we  will  be  most  happy  to  give  this 
project   our  serious    consideration.

606  of  the  Acts  of  1*95 8,  an  act  providing  for 
the  construction  of  a  garage  for  the  parking 
of  motor  vehicles  under  Boston  Common  and 
creating  the  Massachusetts  Parking  Authority, 
the  said  Parking  Authority  is  required  upon 
completion  of  construction  of  said  garage  to 
restore  the  surface  of  the  Common  above  said 
garage  to  its  previous   condition;  and 

Whereas,  As  of  this  time  said  surface  has 
not  been  so  restored;   and 

Whereas,  The  perpetuation  of  this  eyesore 
by  the  failure  to  restore  the  surface  of  the 
Common  is  a  direct  violation  of  said  act  and 
an  affront  to  the  people  of  this  city;  be  :t 
therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Attorney  General  of  the 
Commonwealth  be  requested  to  order  ttie  said 
Parking  Authority,  in  accordance  with  said 
act  to  restore  said  surface  of  the  Common 
forthwith. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension 
of  the  rules.

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  accepted. 
Minority    Report    of    Councillor    Gabriel    F. 

PlEMONTE  ON  THE  MESSAGE  AND  RESOLU- 
TION Concerning  Application  for  Survey 
and  Planning  for  the  South  Cove  Ur- 
ban Renewal  Project. 
"Urban  Renewal  was  not  created  because  of 
the  needs  of  the  city,  but  because  of  the  needs 
of  the  citizen.  I  suspect  that  if  you  went 
about  the  country  asking  various  people  what 
Urban  Renewal  is  ail  about,  you  would  get  a 
lot  of  different  answers.  You  would  be  told 
that  Urban  Renewal  is  intended  to  save  down- 
town business,  or  to  clear  up  traffic  congestion, 
or  to  restore  worn-out  areas  to  the  tax  rolls, 
or  to  create  the  City  Beautiful,  or  to  get  rid 
of  unsightly  slum  buildings.  All  of  these 
things  are  worth-while  dividends  of  an  Urban 
Renewal  Prograim.  But  none  of  them  are  the 
things  that  initially  impelled  the  nation  to 
launch  first  the  slum  clearance  and  urban  re- 
development program  and  later  to  broaden  it 
into  Urban  Renewal.  This  program  came  into 
being  because  of  people.  It  took  account  not 
just  of  the  economic  costs,  but  even  more  of 
social  cost  of  decaying  neighborhoods  and  ur- 
ban communities.  This  is  what  most  of  us 
used  to  talk  about  when  Urban  Renewal  was 
starting.  You  don't  hear  much  of  that  kind 
of  talk  any  more,  and  I  think  that's  disturbing. 
Ate  we  get  more  and  more  involved  in  the  de- 
manding and  complicated  undertakings  that 
Urban  Renewal  entails,  we  seem  to  have  lost 
time  for  the  people  whose  hopes  we  are  trying 
to  fulfill." 

So  said  the  former  Housing  Administrator 
of  the  HFA,  Albert  E.   Cole. 

I  am  sure  that  these  observations  describe 
accurately  the  present  status  of  Urban  Re- 
newal and  Redevelopment  in  Boston  up  to  the 
present   time. 

One  of  the  requisites  is  that  we  must  be 
satisfied  that  there  is  sufficient  relocation  hous- 
ing, it  is  true  that  the  matter  before  us  is 
merely  on  the  plan,  but  as.  practical  persons 
and  rational  people,  it  is  fair  to  state  the 
approval  of  the  plan  will  result  in  an  exodus 
of  the  people  and  of  the  businesses  in  the  area, 
that  once  committing  ourselves  to  it,  it  will 
be  very   difficult   to  retrench. 

A  study  of  the  financial  records  of  the  Bos- 
ton Redevelopment  Authority,  as  scattered  as 
they  may  be,  but  sufficient  can  be  found  in  the 
transcripts  of  hearings  held  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil, which  indicate  that  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  has  little  or  no  regard  for  the 
geographical  limits  in  which  money  was.  ap- 
propriated for  studies.  It  would  appear,  there- 
fore, if  this  area  had  the  urgency  they  would 
try  to  give  it  at  this  time,  part  of  the  millions 
of  dollars  that  have  been  sipent  for  planning 
and  studies  would  have  been  put  to  the  use  of 
preparing   studies   and   plans    in   this   area. 

Attached  to  the  report  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee  will  be  found  a 
memorandum  of  agreement.  It  will  purport 
to  bear  the  signatures  of  a  representative  of 
the  Chinese  community.  A  transcript  of  the 
record  will  show  that  the  signature  was  affixed 
there  but  under  the  belief  that  this,  was  an 
enforceable  contract.  I  am  very  miuich  con- 
cerned with  the  purpose  for  which  this  program 
was  instituted,  namely,  people.  In  this  area, 
in  addition  to  the  usual  problem  of  families  of 
low  and  average  income,  there  is  the  added 
factor  that  a  good  many  of  the  families'  and 
people  who  live  in  the  area  are  closely  associ- 
ated with  the  Chinese  community,  which  is  in 
the  immediate  vicinity,  their  places  of  busi- 
nesses   and   private    employment. 

Even  of  greater  impact  is  the  fact  that  in 
this  area  is  an  old  institution,  the  Boston 
Industrial  Home.  The  Boston  Industrial  Home 
has  serviced  Boston  for  a  number  of  years, 
and  goes  about  carrying  on  its1  work  with  little 
or  no  budget,  and  what  does  the  work  consist 
of?     It  consists  of  providing  lodging  for  single 


men,  mainly  for  the  so-called  homeless  men. 
The  question  may  be  asked,  is  it  a  flophouse, 
or  is  it  a  home  given  to  those  who  find  com- 
fort therein,  the  warmth  and  comfort  that  is 
expected  of  the  American  family  life?  The 
answer  is  Yes.  This  can  be  attested  to  by  the 
fact  that  the  churches  of  all  denominations 
send  to  this  home  for  care  and  for  a  night's 
'lodging  those  who  apply  to  them.  Further 
attestation  is  the  fact  that  the  City  of  Boston 
itself  last  year  sent  up  for  lodging  some 
15,000  persons.  The  total  number  of  lodging 
for  last  year  was  80,000  nights  of  lodging. 
They  have  50  men  who  are  permanent  resi- 
dents, permanent  in  that  they  are  retired, 
living  only  on  Social  Security  cheeks,  with 
checks  so  small  that  it  would  be  impossible  for 
them  to  find  lodging  elsewhere.  The  price 
that  is  charged  for  a  night's  lodging  is  75 
cents  per  night. 

Up  to  four  years-  ago  the  City  of  Boston 
maintained  a  Wayfarers'  Lodge.  It  cost  the 
city,  the  city's  taxpayers,  $2.85  per  night  per 
lodging.  The  city  has  closed  its  Wayfarers' 
Lodge  and  puts  up  its  charges  in  this  Boston 
Industrial  Home  for  75  cents,  thus  effecting 
quite  a  savings  for  the  taxpayers,  of  Boston, 
and  also  providing  for  these  men  a  place 
where  they  might  find  sanitary  conditions  and 
a  home  for  the  night. 

Up  to  this  point  there  has  been  no  sugges- 
tion of  an  alternate,  no  suggestion  for  a  place 
for  these  homeless  men. 

How  then  can  I  say  it  is  in  the  interest  of 
the  program  to  encourage  in  any  way  any 
action  which  already  adds  more  confusion  to 
the  program  of  destruction  that  has  been 
carried  on  in  Boston  thus  far?  Lest  the 
casual  reader  might  question  the  seriousness 
of  the  last  statement,  let  me  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that  we  in  Boston  have  displaced 
by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  pro- 
gram over  7,000  families;  in  addition  to  that, 
for  the  Turnpike  Authority,  for  the  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  is  not  responsible,  has  dis- 
placed 1,600  more,  and  during  all  this  time, 
not  one  brick  has  as  yet  been  laid  to  provide 
housing  for  the  economic  group  which  was 
displaced. 

One  of  our  papers,  the  Boston  "Traveler," 
ran  a  series  written  by  one  of  their  very  able 
columnists,  Alice  Burke,  and  I  suggest  that 
it  be  referred  to.  On  Tuesday,  May  14,  the 
Boston  "Herald"  carried  an  editorial.  The 
title  is  Realism  on  Low-Rent  Housing.  The 
fourth    paragraph    reads    as    follows: 

"A    report     on     Boston's    Urban    Renewal 
Program,  published  by  the  Boston   Traveler' 
last    month    showed   that    about    60    per   cent 
of     the     families    to    be    displaced     by    early 
landtaking    in   the   Castle  square   and   Wash- 
ington   Park,    Roxbury,    projects    could    not 
afford    the    prospective    rents    in    new,    pri- 
vately   built    relocation    housing    planned    by 
the    Boston    Redevelopment    Authority.      The 
'Traveler's'      analysis       questioned      whether 
most   of    the    5,200    families    to   be   dislocated 
by    Boston    Urban    Renewal    could    pay    the 
going    rents    in    decent   private   housing    and 
pointed   out   the    objection    to    building    new, 
big    housing    developments    in    a    city    where 
50,000     people — nearly     16     percent     of     the 
population — already   live  in    public   housing." 
This    is    but    a     part    of    the    story    of     the 
destruction    of    property    values    and    of    home 
values    that     the     Boston    Redevelopment    Au- 
thority  has  brought  about   in   Boston  thus  far. 
Who    are    we    subsidizing?       Who    was    this 
program    intended    for?      If    it   was   as   I   read 
it    intended    for   the    people,    certainly    that    is 
not    the    picture    in    Boston.      In    the    Charles 
River   Park   where  people  of   low-   and  middle- 
income     families     were     located,     where     they 
had     their    roots,    and    where    they     were    dis- 
placed    by     lush     apartments,     this    apartment 
building     on    which    the    government    has    au- 
thorized    a     $14     million    loan    and,    therefore, 
attesting   that   the   value   of   the   building   must 
be    at    least   $14    million,    is    for   tax    purposes, 
at   least  at  the   present   time,   assessed   at   only 
$500,000,    and    this   fall   will   assess    it   for    $1,- 
250,000   or   about   8   per   cent   of   the   mortgage 
value. 

It  is  clear,  then,  that  the  program  in 
Boston  thus  far  is  to  subsidize  not  the  poor, 
not   the   middle-income,    not    to    provide   public 
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housing.  How  can  you  provide  better  housing 
by  displacing  people  in  an  area  where  there 
are  not  housing  renting  at  the  same  economic 
level  to  take  care  of  them?  What  the  admin- 
istration is  doing  and  has  done  in  Boston 
is  to1  subsidize  a  few  favored  developers,  to 
take  away  from  the  low-  and  middle-income 
and  to  create  black,  dark  areas  out  of 
gray  areas.  The  natural  result  of  the  pro- 
gram, or  any  program  carried  on  in  that 
fashion  is  this:  People  displaced  from  a  loca- 
tion where  the  rent  is  one  which  they  can 
afford  to  pay  and  for  which  level  there  is 
a  shortage  in  the  city,  pool  their  efforts  with 
some  other  family,  double  up,  and  move  into 
an  area  in  homes  which  were  intended  for 
single  families,  with  facilities  for  but  one 
family  thus  lowering  the  standard  of  that 
section.  In  time  the  section,  then  gray,  be- 
comes  a   blighted  area. 

It  is  my  hope,  my  desire,  my  prayer  that 
this  report  might  be  heeded  by  the  federal 
authorities,  that  they  might  take  another  look 
at  Boston's  redevelopment  program,  that  they 
might  help  the  administration  in  the  time 
they  have  left  to  do  the  job  which  was  in- 
tended. 

Another  illustration  of  the  deception  in  this 
program  is  the  so-called  Government  Center. 
The  papers  last  week,  Boston  papers  published 
news  stories  as  to  a  proposed  building,  10  State 
street,  as  a  part  of  the  project.  The  Urban 
Renewal  Director,  according  to  the  press, 
stated  that  there  had  been  no  plan  drawn, 
that  he  had  no  agreement  with  Cabot,  Cabot 
&  Forbes  with  regards  to  this  site,  yet  the 
April  issue  of  "Business  Week"  carries  a 
story,  in  which  they  Quote  Cabot,  Cabot  & 
Forbes  as  saying  that  they  are  erecting  a 
building  on  this  site,  that  they  have  it  half 
tenanted  and  the  Merchants  National  Bank 
is  going  to  occupy  a  major  portion  of  it.  Cer- 
tainly, here  is  a  direct  canitoadietio'n.  By  what 
ingenuity  can  big  business  and  bankers  and 
redevelopers  commit  themselves  to  what  will 
happen  a  month  or  two  in  advance  of  the 
date,  and  certainly,  months  ahead  before  the 
project  itself  is  presented  to  the  Boston  City 
Council?

Minority   Report   of   Councillor   William    J. 
Foley,  Jr.,  on  the  Message  and  Resolu- 
tion Concerning  Application  for  Survey 
and     Planning    for     the     South     Cove 
Urban    Renewal    Project. 
Ooun.   FOLEY — This  is  an  excellent  project. 
It    was    an    excellent    project    in    19'57    and    it 
■is  an  excellent  project  now.     The  problem  has 
always    been    the    same    and    the    Development 
Administrator   has   managed  to  convert  a  situ- 
ation    of    mild1    confusion     into    one    of    utter 
chaos    as    a    result    of    his    ministrations    over 
the    past    six    or    seven    months. 

The  opportunity  in  this  project  lies  in  the 
presence  of  the  New  England  Medical  Center 
and  the  possibility  of  obtaining  for  the  project 
so-called  112  credits  derived  from  this  project 
area  and  from  the  New  York  Streets  project 
area.  That  opportunity  was  always  there. 
The  Development  Administrator  did  not  create 
it,  and,  as  I  said  before,  the  opportunity  has 
been  there  at  least  since  1957.  It  is  now  1&63, 
and   we   are   barely  starting. 

The  real  problem  here  has  always  been  the 
Chinese  community.  The  Chinese  community 
is  a  thrifty,  industrious,  and  law-abiding  one, 
and  is  a  most  desirable  community  within  the 
City  of  Boston.  In  1957,  it  was  suggested  in 
a  most  casual  way  that  the  Chinese  community 
would  probably,  at  least  the  residential  part 
thereof,  be  razed,  and  that  somehow  or  other, 
the  Chinese  community  could  rehouse  itself  by 
the  use  of  the  limited  dividend  law.  The 
Council  at  that  time  perceived  such  an  ap- 
proach was  unworkable,  and  the  project  lay 
dormant  and  not  acted  upon.  As  a  result  of 
the  Whitney  Street  Project  particularly,  which 
is  the  first  limited  dividend  project  in  this 
state,  and  peripherally  the  Prudential  Project, 
the  limited  dividend  law  has  with  the  combin- 
ation of  22'l-d-3  now  developed  promise  which 
may  to  some  degree  serve  the  needs  of  this 
community. 


2. 

The  Development  Administrator  has  in  deal- 
ing with  this  project  made  so  many  mistakes 
and  errors  that  if  his  performance  here  were 
to  be  adjudged  a  creditable  one,  one  would 
have  to  conclude  that  the  antics  of  the  Three 
Stooges  on  television  demonstrates  the  drilled 
precision  of  the  Wehrmacht  at  Fort  Eben- 
Emael. 

The  Development  Administrator  is  clearly 
a  superb  public  relations  man.  He  has  a 
further  service  to  offer  the  City  of  Boston. 
He  serves  splendidly  as  a  Washington  in- 
fluence peddler.  As  an  administrator,  he  is 
totally   inept. 

I  shall  now  take  a  look  at  some  of  the 
mistakes  this  astonishing  man  has  made  in 
connection  with  this  specific  project.  Some 
of  them  will  strain  the  credibility  of  the 
reader. 

3. 

On  December  19,  1962,  the  Committee  on 
Urban  Redevelopment,  Rehabilitation  and  Re- 
newal, held  a  hearing  at  which  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  staff  set  forth  the  project 
and  represented  that  the  Chinese  Merchants 
Association  was  in  favor  of  the  project,  and 
further  that  a  certain  gentleman  of  Chinese 
ancestry  was  president  of  the  Merchants 
Association  and  was  in  favor  of  this  project. 
It  turned  out,  of  course,  that  the  staff  and 
the  Development  Administrator  had  identified 
the  wrong  Chinese  gentleman  as  the  president 
of  the  Chinese  Merchants  Association.  Mr. 
Robert  Lee,  the  actual  President  of  the  Mer- 
chants Association,  later  appeared  and  re- 
corded himself  against  the  project. 
4. 

There  was  then  a  report  in  the  Boston 
"Traveler,"  a  long  article  by  one  Alice  Burke 
on  the  subject  of  Urban  Renewal  in  Boston, 
in  which  it  was  reported  the  Development 
Administrator  had  accepted  a  report  on  this 
subject  from  a  gentleman  named  Levy,  a  paid 
consultant,  in  which  an  error  of  $1  million 
was  to  be  found.  The  error  concerned  the 
amount  of  the  so-called  Iil2  credits  available 
in  this  general  area  against  the  city's  share 
of  project  costs.  The  Development  Admin- 
istrator seemed  totally  unperturbed  about  the 
$1  million  error.  Apparently  $1  million  is  a 
sum  too  trivial  for  his  attention.  He  explained 
that  his  staff  had  realized  that  there  was  a 
$1  million  error  but  had  immediately  applied 
its  superb  professional  abilities  to  the  prob- 
lem and  had  discovered  credits  available  which 
would  more  than  make  up  the  $1  million  error. 

He  explained  that  going  back  five  years 
from  the  governing  body's  resolution  for  plan- 
ning survey  and  capital  grant,  and  going 
back  seven  years  from  the  governing  body's 
action  authorizing  the  execution  of  the  New 
York  Sti-eets  project  area,  an  additional  sum 
of  almost  $2  million  in  credits  had  been  dis- 
covered. Where  these  credits  were  before  they 
looked  was  not  explained  or  why  they  had 
not  been  discovered  before  was  not  explained, 
but,  nevertheless,  this  was  represented^  to  us. 
Of  course,  discovering  such  credits,  if,  in  fact, 
the  credits  were  discovered  at  all,  depended 
very  directly  and  immediately  on  two  most 
important  dates,  namely,  the  date  when  the 
governing  body  (the  City  Council)  of  the 
City  of  Boston  authorized  a  planning  and 
survey  resolution  for  the  New  York  Streets 
project  area,  and  the  date  that  the  governing 
body  (Boston  City  Council)  authorized  execu- 
tion of  the  New  York  Streets  project  area. 
That  these  two  dates  were  key,  crucial  and 
vital  dates  is  inescapable.  To  my  amazement, 
the  Development  Administrator  was  three 
years  in  error  on  the  date  of  project  execu- 
tion authorization  by  the  Council  and  two 
years  in  error  on  the  date  of  the  planning 
and  survey  resolution  by  the  Council  before  the 
New  York  Streets  project  area  was  made. 
You  will  pardon  me  if  under  these  weird 
circumstances,  I  somehow  or  other  doubt  that 
these  mysterious  credits  involving  millions  of 
dollars  were,  in  fact,  so  discovered. 
5. 

On  April  4,  the  Committee  on  Urban  Re- 
development, Rehabilitation  and  Renewal  held 
a  hearing  to  determine  whether  in  the  in- 
terval between  December  and  April  4  the 
Chinese  Merchants  Association,  which  had  as 
noted  before  through  its  president,  Mr.  Robert 
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Lee,  at  the  December  19  hearing,  registered 
opposition  to  the  project,  had  now  come  around 
to  the  point  where  it  looked  favorably  upon 
the  project.  At  that  hearing  the  Develop- 
ment Administrator  made  in  the  most  flowery 
language  all  sorts  of  commitments  to  the 
Chines?  community.  He  .said  that  he  would 
put  these  commitments  in  the  form  of  an 
flo-vpement       He    stated:  .  .   „ 

"  "Mr LOGUE-I  for  one  think  we  can 
reduce  this  to  a  satisfactory  form  of  wii- 
[ng  so  that  thev  and  we  can  have  a  treaty 
of  friendship  and  understanding,  woatever 
you  want  to  call  it.  I  think  it  can  be  done 
Then  he  was  asked:  "When  do  you  think 
you  might  be  prepared  to  prepare  such  a 
writing?" 

Mr  LOGUE— With  cooperation,  and  I 
emphasize  we  have  it  from  them  and  1 
hape  they  feel  as  Dr.  Chin  has  indicated; 
since  December  we  have  been  able  to  talk 
together.  While  I  would  say  it  is  a  reason- 
ably short  time,  I  would  hope  certainly 
within  the  end  of  the  month;  ^ m  feet  I 
think  we  should  set  some  kind  of  time  foi 
ourselves,  and  for  them  to  try  to  reach  such 
an  agreement.

On  May  1,  the  Executive  Committee  held 
a  hearing  at  which  both  Logue  and  the 
Chinese  community  agreed  that  further  time 
w"s  necessary  in  reaching  final  form  for  the 
agreement. 

An  examination  of  this  agreement  by  any- 
one who  is  fair-minded  will  reveal  that  th- 
date  upon  it  is  May  24,  1963.  and  the  first 
statement  in  the  memorandum  is: 

"This  memorandum  of  understanding  exe- 
cuted this  24th  day  of  May,  1963,—" 
I  suggest  to  you,  in  the  light  of  that,  that 
any  reference  anywhere  in  any  newspapers 
to  the  effect  that  this  Body  has  in  any  way 
delayed  this  matter  is  grossly  unfair,  and  I 
suggest  to  you  further  that  the  Development 
Administrator's  representation  that  this  Body 
has  in  any  way  stalled  this  matter  is  a  down- 
right misrepresentation. 
6. 
In  his  airy  promises  of  April  4,  1963,  the 
Development  Administrator  went  elaborately 
into  the  possibility  of  the  Chinese  community 
making  an  agreement  with  the  BRA  which 
would  parallel  the  so-called  C'CBD,  the  Com- 
mittee for  the  Central  Business  District  agree- 
ment. It  was  represented  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Committee  that  this,  in  fact, 
had  been  done.  It  has  not  been  done.  _  Noth- 
ing even  approaching  such  a  paralleling  of 
the  CCBD  agreement  has  been  done  here.  _  The 
memorandum  of  understanding  is  a  pitifully 
inadequate    document. 

7. 
The     Chinese    community     is     located    about 
two  thirds  in  the  South  Cove  project  area  and 
about   one   third   in   the    Central  _  Business   Dis- 
trict project  area.     The  economic   head   of   the 


Chinese  community  is  in  the  Central  Business 
District  project  area.  The  residential  part  is 
to  a  large  extent  in  the  South  Cove  project 
area.  _  The  so-called  memorandum  of  under- 
standing is  limited  in  its  terms,  as  stated  in 
the   second   part   thereof,    Page   3, 

"This  agreement  relates  to  the  area 
bounded  as  follows: — " 

It  relates  to  no  land  anywhere  in  the  world 
except  a  pitiful  4.6  acres  out  of  the  86-acre 
South  Cove  project  area.  Of  these  4.6  acres, 
it  developed  at  the  hearing  that  probably  over 
two  of  those  acres  would  remain  as  they  are. 
It  appears  that  the  agreement  relates  to  but 
two  acres  in  the  whole  world,  and  it  is  pro- 
posed to  house  or  to  accommodate  somewhere 
near  2,000  people  on  those  two  acres. 
8. 
Ironically  enough,  the  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority was  able  at  the  hearing  to  offer  us 
omly  the  wildest  estimates  as  to  how  many 
persons  of  Chinese  ancestry  we  are  talking 
about. 

It  is  my  impression  that  the  Development 
Administrator  has  made  a  cynical  evaluation 
of  the  political  power  of  the  Chinese  com- 
munity, found  that  it  is  slight,  and  has  de- 
cided to  treat  it  with  no  consideration  what- 
ever. 

9. 
It   is   my   strong    impression    based    on    these 
hearings  and  others  that  the  Development  Ad- 
ministrator   is   badly    overdrawn    at    the    bank 
on    this    project,    that    he    has    been    spending 
planning   and  survey   funds   without  authoriza- 
tion   of    the    governing    body    (the    City   Coun- 
cil), and  that  he  desperately  needs  this  resolu- 
tion to  balance  the  books  temporarily. 
10. 
You   will   pardon   me   if   I   read   with   skepti- 
cism  Page  4   of  the  memorandum  of   coopera- 
tion,  where  it  says: 

"New  low-cost  housing.  The  project  will 
provide  for  the  construction  of  new  low-cost 
housing  for  the  Chinese  comimiunity  and  will 
not  include  provision  for  high-income  hous- 
ing' in  the  area  of  the  Chinese  community. 
It  is  planned  that  new  housing  will  be  con- 
structed on  a  step-by-step  basis  so  as  to 
preclude  dislocation  of  the  Chinese  families 
within  the  area  and  to  insure  relocation  of 
families'  within  the  Chinese  community.  In 
the  development  of  new  housing  absolute 
preference  and  priority  will  be  given  to 
developers  provided  by  or  otherwise  accept- 
able  to   the   Chinese  Association. 

"It  is  understood  that  new  housing  can  be 
of  several  tjpes,  or  a  mixture  of  types, 
which   may  include  the  following: 

"(a)  Section  2'21-'d-3,  privately  sponsored, 
with  3J  per  cent  interest.  Rents  under  this 
program  are  currently  estimated  at  $75  to 
$106  per  month  including  heat  for  from  one- 
to  four-bedroom   apartments. 

"(b)  If  desired,  public  housing  for  fam- 
ilies or  for  the  elderly.  Rents  are  equal 
generally  to  about  25  per  cent  of  income 
and  vary  according  to  family  size. 

"(c)      Housing    units    can    be   made   avail- 
able   through    rehabilitation    with    provision 
for     long-term     guaranteed     mortgages.       In 
this  connection,   it  is   expected   that  the  Au- 
thority   ■wall    assist    rehabilitation    efforts    in 
every    way    possible   and    will    make   available 
financial     and    technical    assistance    for    re- 
habilitation or  conversion  of  existing  housing. 
"Adequate  parking  space  will  be  provided 
in  the  plan  for  this  area." 
Mr.     President,     you    will    pardon     me    if    I 
doubt     that     private     22il-d-3     housing,     public 
housing    for   low-income    families    amd    for   the 
elderly,  rehabilitated  units,  and  adequate  park- 
ing  space  for   about   2,000   people   can   be  pro- 
vided   in    about   21    acres.      I    don't   expect   the 
Redevelopment    Administrator     to     repeat    the 
miracle  of  the  loaves   and  the  fishes,   I   expect, 
however,    that   he    will    not   promise    to   do   so 
well  knowing  he  cannot.

Gentlemen: 

On  June  5,  1963,  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  approved  an  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
for  the  Government  Center  Project.  This  ap- 
proval, together  with  the  findings  and  deter- 
minations required  under  chapter  121  of  the 
General  Laws,  was  made  by  the  Authority 
after  consideration  of  the  statements,  views, 
and  opinions  expressed  at  a  public  hearing, 
held  on  April  17,  1963,  by  the  Authority  to 
consider   the   plan    and   the   undertaking   of   an 
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Urban  Renewal  Project  in  accordance  there- 
with. At  the  public  hearing:  many  persons 
and  organizations  interested  in  the  develop- 
ment of  Boston  came  forward  to  express  their 
support  and  endorsement  of  the  plan  proposals. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  said  chapter 
121  and  the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the  Federal 
Housing  Act,  the  Authority  must  secure  ap- 
proval of  the  plan  by  the  City  Council  after 
due  notice  and  a  public  hearing,  which  ap- 
proval must  include  the  findings  required  by 
federal  law.  "Under  federal  requirements  such 
notice  should  be  published  at  least  once  a 
week  for  two  successive  weeks,  with  the 
first  notice  published  not  less  than  ten  days 
prior    to   the    date    of    the   hearing.

As  you  know,  the  Government  Center  Project 
has  been  proceeding  with  so-called  early  land 
acquisition  activities  assisted  by  a  loan  for 
that  purpose  from  the  federal  government. 
Most  of  the  land  area  has  been  acquired  and 
a  substantial  portion  cleared,  one  parcel  has 
been  sold  to  the  federal  government  and  an- 
other parcel  is  under  agreement  for  disposition 
to  a  private  developer.  Construction1  of  the  new 
MITA  tunnel  is   proceeding   at   a   rapid   pace. 

Approval  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  by 
your  Honorable  Body  and  by  the  required 
federal  and  state  officials  will  enable  the  Au- 
thority to  proceed  with  the  disposition  of 
the  rest  of  the  project  area  including  sites 
for  the  new  City  Hall  and  State  Service 
Center,  as  well  as  several  private  sites,  and 
will  expedite  completion  of  redevelopment  of 
the  Scollay  Square  area.  I  think  we  all 
realize  the  importance  of  this  development 
to   the   regeneration   of    the    downtown    core. 

The  total  cost  of  the  project,  including  ac- 
quisition, administrative  expenses,  demolition, 
relocation,  property  management,  site  improve- 
ments, supporting  facilities,  and  contingencies 
is  estimated  to  be  approximately  $48,000,000. 
Land  proceeds  are  estimated  at  just  under 
$10, '000,000  Thus,  the  net  cost  of  the  project 
will  be  approximately  $'38,000,000,  of  which 
two  thirds  will  be  paid  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment in  the  form  of  a  capital  grant,  and  one 
third  by  the  locality  in  the  form  of  so-called 
non-cash  local  grants-in-aid,  consisting  in  this 
case  of  the  proposed  parking  garage,  MTA 
improvements,  plaza,  and  street  and  highway 
adjustments.  No  direct  cash  expenditures  by 
the  city  to  the  project  are  contemplated.  The 
Authority  is  requesting  a  temporary  loan  of 
$37,447,000  from  the  federal  government  to 
defray  project  costs  until  the  federal  grant 
has  been  earned  and  all  the  land  conveyed. 
This  loan  will,  of  course,  pay  off  the  early 
acquisition  loan  which  is  now  outstanding 
for  this   project. 

I  know  that  you  are  as  anxious  as  I  am  to 
see  this  project  move  forward  as  quickly  as 
possible.

"Whereas,    Under    the    provisions    of    Title    I 

of   the   Housing   Act   of   1949,   as   amended,   the 


Housing  and  Home  Finance  Administrator  is 
authorized  to  provide  financial  assistance  to 
Local  Public  Agencies  for  undertaking  and 
carrying    out  urban   renewal  projects;   and 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  such  act  that 
contracts  for  financial  aid  thereunder  shall  re- 
quire that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the 
respective  project  area  be  approved  by  the 
governing  body  of  the  locality  in  which  the 
project  is  situated  and  that  such  approval 
include  findings  by  the  governing  body  that: 
(1)  the  financial  aid  to  be  provided  in  the 
contract  is  necessary  to  enable  the  project 
to  be  undertaken  in  accordance  with  the  Urban

Whereas,  The  Authority  on  September  15, 
1961,  entered  into  a  temporary  loan  contract 
with  the  United  States  of  America  for  the 
purpose  of  financing  early  land  acquisition 
and  related  activities  in  the  Government  Cen- 
ter Urban  Renewal  Area  pursuant  to  section 
26P  of  chapter  121  of  the  Massachusetts  Gen-

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  acting  by  and 
through  its  Mayor  with  the  approval  of  the 
City  Council  thereafter  executed  a  covenant 
with  the  Authority  whereby  the  City  of  Boston

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Authority  of 
May  15,  1963,  it  was  unanimously  voted  to  requi- 
sition an  additional  $355,000  from  the  City  of 
Boston  in  order  to  defray  the  remaining  project 
costs  and  to  complete  the  Whitney  Redevelop 
ment   Project. 

This  requisition  is  made  pursuant  to  section  3 
of  the  Cooperation  Agreement  executed  on  the 
twenty-fifth  day  of  November,  1959,  by  and  be- 
tween the  Authority  and  the  City  of  Boston, 
which  stipulated  that  the  City  of  Boston  would 
upon  demand  pay  to  the  Authority  such  additional 
amounts  as  needed  for  the  completion  of  this 
project. 

The  principal  reason  for  the  additional  cash 
requirement  at  this  time  is  the  fact  that  real 
estate  acquisition  costs,  including  litigated  land 
damage  cases,  exceeded  acquisition  estimates 
made  in  1958  and  1959,  which  were  based  on 
appraisals  made  at  that  time. 

The  delay  in  the  development  of  Parcels  2  and  3 
of  the  Whitney  Project  has  been  unavoidable, 
as  you  know,  because  of  the  opposition  against 
the  high-rise  building  planned  by  the  officials 
of  the  Mission  Church  and  the  Mission  Hill 
Neighborhood  Group.  I  am  pleased  to  report, 
however,  that  after  several  months  of  negotiations 
between  the  developers  and  the  church  and  local 
groups  in  the  area,  a  compromise  has  been  tenta- 
tively reached,  the  details  of  which  will  be  worked 
out  very  shortly,  providing  for  the  construction 
of  a  medium  high-rise  building  in  the  vicinity  of 
twelve  stories  in  height  on  the  parcel  abutting 
Tremont  street  and  providing  for  the  construction, 
in  the  middle  parcel,  of  approximately  fifty  to 
sixty  garden-type  low-rise  housing  as  a  coopera- 
tive development.

ORDINANCE    REGULATING    DEAD    AND 

LIVE    LOADS. 

Coun.    IANNELLA   offered   the   following: 

City  of  Boston, 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Sixty-three. 

An    Ordinance    Further    Regulating    Dead    and 

Live  Loads    in   the    City   of   Boston. 
Be  it  ordained   by  the   City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 
Chapter   479    of   the  Acts   of    1938   is    hereby 
amended  by   striking  out  Part  23,   as  amended 
by    chapter   8    of    the    Ordinances   of    1943    and 
chapter   2   of   the   Ordinances   of    1955,    and  in- 
serting  in   place   thereof   the  following: 
City    of    Boston, 
Building    Department,    July   1,    1963. 
To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and    the   Honorable    City    Council    of    Said 
City. 
Gentlemen: 

Pursuant  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  dated  July  1,  1963,  wherein  the 
committee  rejected  without  prejudice  the  pro- 
posed ordinances  "further  regulating  dead  and 
live  loads  in  the  City  of  Boston"  on  the  mes- 
sage of  the  Mayor  dated  May  18,  1963,  the 
revised  proposed  amendment  of  the  Boston 
Building  Code  is  hereby  resubmitted  for  con- 
sideration. 

Accordingly,  acting  under  the  power  vested 
in  me  by  St.  1938,  c.  479,  s.  10'5A,  as  inserted 
by  St.  1939,  c.  217,  s.  1,  I  recommend  that 
the  Boston  Building  Code  be  amended  by 
striking  out  Part  23,  as  amended  by  chapter 
8  of  the  Ordinances  of  1943  and  chapter  2 
of  the  Ordinances  of  19&5,  and  inserting  in 
place   thereof    the    new    Part   23.

Section 

2301 — Design  for  Loads

Section  2301 — Design  for  Loads 

All  buildings  and  other  structures  and  parts 
thereof  shall  be  designed  to  support  the  loads  and 
to  withstand  the  forces  to  which  they  are  to  be 
subjected  during  construction  as  well  as  after 
completion.  The  design  shall  allow  for  dead  and 
live  loads,  including  wind  and  snow  loads  as  re- 
quired in  this  part  without  exceeding  the  allowable 
stresses  prescribed  for  supporting  members  else- 
where in  this  code. 

Section  2302 — Dead  and  Live  Loads 

(a)  The  dead  loads  acting  upon  a  building  or 
structure  shall  include  all  the  forces  due  to  weight 
of  walls,  permanent  partitions,  floors,  roofs,  fram- 
ing and  all  other  permanent  stationary  construction 
and  fixed  service  equipment  entering  into  and 
becoming  part  of  the  structure. 
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(b)  The  live  loads  acting  upon  a  building  or 
structure  shall  include  all  loads  other  than  dead 
loads. 

Section  2303— Weights  of  Materials 

(a)  The  actual  weights  of  the  constituent  parts 
of  a  structure  and  of  materials  to  be  supported 
shall  be  used  in  calculation  of  loads.  The  materials 
listed  in  the  following  table  shall  be  taken  to 
weigh  not  less  than  there  indicated:

Section  2304 — Loads  from  Partitions 

(a)  In  structures  in  which  permanent  partitions 
occur  their  weight  shall  be  counted  as  affecting 
the  design  of  all  supporting  structural  members, 
including  columns  and  foundations,  as  part  of  the 
dead  load;  and  in  those  portions  of  office  buildings 
in  which  the  prescribed  live  load  does  not  exceed 
fifty  pounds  per  square  foot,  allowance  for  par- 
tition weight  shall  always  be  made,  whether  or 
not  partitions  are  shown  on  plans. 

(b)  If  a  layout  of  partitions  is  included  in  the 
building  plans,  the  weights  of  the  partitions  and 
their  locations  shall  be  determined  in  accordance 
therewith,  or  such  layout  shall  be  used  to  determine 
an  equivalent  load  per  square  foot  of  floor  to  be 
applied  uniformly  as  a  super-imposed  dead  load 
for  purposes  of  design.  But  the  allowance  for 
partition  weight  in  portions  of  buildings  given  to 
office  occupancy,  when  expressed  in  pounds  per 
square  foot  of  floor,  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  a 
minimum  of  two  pounds  for  each  foot  of  story 
height  for  each  square  foot  of  floor. 

(c)  In  estimating  loading  from  actual  weights 
of  partitions  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  partition 
occupies  a  space  one  foot  wide,  and  a  deduction 
may  be  made  of  the  live  load  displaced  on  this 
width. 

(d)  Arch  action  of  partitions  shall  not  be  as- 
sumed to  relieve  the  supporting  members. 

Section  2305 — Live  Loads  on  Floors 

The  live  loads  taken  on  floors  for  purposes  of 
design  shall  be  the  greatest  loads  that  will  prob- 
ably be  produced  by  the  intended  occupancies, 
but  the  following  distributed  live  loads  shall  be 
taken  as  the  minimum  for  the  occupancies  named. 
For  occupancies  not  listed,  the  design  engineer  shall 
submit  the  proposed  design  live  load  to  the  Com- 
missioner for  approval.  AH  plans  filed  for  permit 
shall  include  a  list  or  notation  of  the  live  loads 
used  in  design.  In  buildings,  structures  or  portion 
thereof  used  for  industrial,  mercantile  or  storage 
occupancies  the  live  load  for  which  each  floor  or 
part  of  a  floor  is  designed  and  approved  shall  be 
conspicuously  posted  in  that  part  of  the  story  to 
which  it  applies.     See  also  Section  114.

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Section  2306 — Special  Concentrations 

In  the  design  of  floors  and  structural  systems, 
consideration  shall  be  given  to  the  effects  of 
known  or  probable  concentrations  of  load  to 
which  they  may  be  subjected;  and  in  structures 
designed  for  the  occupancies  listed  herein,  floors 
shall  be  made  capable  of  carrying  the  prescribed 
distributed  loads  or  the  following  minimum  con- 
centrations, whichever  may  result  in  the  greater 
stresses.  Unless  otherwise  noted  the  following 
concentrated  loads  indicated,  in  pounds  shall  be 
taken  to  occupy  a  space  two  and  one-half  feet 
square,  and  so  placed  as  to  produce  maximum 
stresses  in  the  members  affected: 
(1)  For  office  floors,  including  corri- 
dors, theatre  stages,  gridirons  and 
flv  "alleries  and  corridors  serving 

them 2,000  lbs.

Section  2311 — Roof  and  Snow  Loads 

(a)  Flat  roofs,  and  roofs  having  a  rise  of  two 
inches  or  less  per  foot  of  run  shall  be  designed  to 
support  a  vertical  snow  load  of  thirty  pounds  per 
square  foot  of  horizontal  projection.  Roofs  used 
as  roof  gardens,  or  for  other  such  purposes  shall 
be  designed  as  floors  to  support  the  load  prescribed 
for  corresponding  occupancies. 

(b)  Roofs  having  a  rise  of  more  than  two  and 
less  than  twelve  inches  per  foot  of  run  shall  be 
designed  for  a  vertical  snow  load  of  (34-2r)  pounds 
per  square  foot  of  horizontal  projection  in  which 
r  is  the  rise  in  inches  per  foot  of  run.

(d)  Roof  structures  or  portions  thereof  shall  be 
designed  for  stresses  produced  by  partial  snow 
loading  whenever  such  stresses  exceed  those 
produced  by  full  snow  loading.  In  such  cases  the 
partial  snow  load  per  square  foot  si-all  be  taken  as 
two  thirds  of  the  load  required  by  paragraph  (a), 
(b),  or  (c)  of  this  section. 

(e)  All  roofs  shall  be  designed  for  the  wind 
loads  specified  in  Section  2312  in  addition  to  the 
live  loads  presented  in  this  section.  Two  thirds 
of  the  wind  load  required  by  Section  2312  shall 
be  combined  with  two  thirds  of  the  snow  load 
required  by  paragraph  (a),  (b),  (c),  or  (d)  of  this 
section,  whenever  such  a  combination  produces 
higher  stresses  than  those  existing  with  wind  or 
snow  load  acting  separately.

(d)  As  an  alternative  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  2312  (c)  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
Building  Commissioner,  wind  force  on  a  building 
may  be  based  on  shape  coefficients  obtained  from 
wind  tunnel  tests  of  models  or  by  other  approved 
methods.  Such  shape  coefficients  shall  include  the 
full  effect  of  openings  in  wall  or  roof  surfaces.  In 
such  cases  the  velocity  pressure  "q"  to  be  used  at 
any  height  shall  be  taken  as  .77  P  where  P  is  given 
by  the  table  in  paragraph  2312  (b). 

(e)  The  overturning  moment  due  to  wind  pres- 
sure shall  not  exceed  66|  per  cent  of  the  moment 
of  stability  due  to  the  dead  load  only,  unless  the 
building  or  structure  is  securely  anchored  to  the 
foundation  to  resist  this  force.

The  structure,  if  a 
floor  or  portion  thereof,  shall  be  considered  to  have 
passed  the  test  if  within  twenty-four  hours  after 
the  removal  of  the  loal  such  floor  or  roof  recovers 
three  quarters  of  the  maximum  deflection  under 
the  test  load.  If  the  member  or  portion  of  the 
structure  shows  evident  failure  or  fails  to  meet  the 
recovery  requirement,  it  shall  be  rebuilt  or  may 
be  modified  as  is  necessary  to  make  the  structure 
adequate  for  the  rated  capacity,  except  that, 
where  lawful,  and  where  the  structure  is  un- 
damaged, a  lower  rating  may  be  established. 

Section  2.  Anything  in  s.  3  of  c.  1  of  the  Re- 
vised Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing, this  ordinance  shall  be  passed  by  the 
action  of  ihe  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

Dear  Sir: 

This  letter  concerns  your  editorial  of  June 
10,  1963,  entitled  "A  Relic  of  Old  Boston," 
concerning  the  so-called  Conflict  of  Interest 
Law  and  the  City  Council's  action  in  putting 
certain  boards  and  agencies  into  the  "special 
employee"   category. 

The  point  of  the  editorial  is  that  the  mem- 
bers of  "ten  of  the  city's  boards  whose  mem- 
bers are  unpaid  should  be  exempted  because 
not  exempting  them  could  mean  the  resigna- 
tion of  these  men  and  many  others  and  a 
slowdown  of  vital  projects."  Mr.  Robert  Mor- 
gan, President  of  the  Boston  Five  Cente  Sav- 
ings Bank  and  Chairman  of  the  Government 
Ceniter  Commission,  and  Mr.  William  D.  Ire- 
land, Chairman  of  the  Civic  Auditorium  Com- 
mission and  officer  of  the  State  Street  Bank 
and  Trust  Company,  are  singled  out  for  par- 
ticular praise  for  their  work  in  their  public 
posts. 

Ironically,  you  chide  me  for  failing  to  ap- 
preciate the  good  work  of  the  men  affected 
and,  further,  failing  to  classify  the  position 
to  accommodate  the  holders  thereof.  The 
"Herald,"  in  an  editorial  last  week,  insisted 
that  the  job  be  classified  without  reference  to 
the    man. 

May  I  invite  your  attention  to  chapter 
268A,  section  1  (Definitions)  subsection  (g) 
which  reads  as  follows:  "Municipal  employee," 
a  person  performing  services  for  or  holding 
an  office,  position,  employment,  or  member- 
ship in  a  municipal  agency,  whether  by  elec- 
tion, appointment,  contract  of  hire  or  engage- 
ment, whether  serving  with  or  without  com- 
pensation, on  a  full,  regular,  pant  time,  inter- 
mittent,   or    consultant   basis,    .    .    ." 

This  definition  is  surely  sweeping  and  is 
quite  different  from  the  standards  laid  down 
directly  by  the  same  statute  with  respect  to 
state  and   county   employees. 

Subsection  (m)  in  defining  "special  em- 
ployees" decrees  that  the  City  Council  shall 
employ  standairds  "reasonably  related  to  the 
stated  purpose  and  terms  and  provisions  of  the 
chapter." 

I  will  suggest  most  strongly  to  you  that 
noncompensation  is  no  reason  either  by  the 
terms  of  the  statute  itself  or  in  common  sense 
to  exempt  persons  from  the  general  provisions 
of  the  act.  These  boards  generally  exercise 
very  substantial  power  in  an  independent  and 
discretionary  way.  The  conflict  problem  con- 
tinually arises  here.  At  least  seven  times  in 
my  service  on  the  Council,  it  has  arisen  among 
these  uncompensated  boards  and  agencies. 
Several  times,  enormous  sums  of  money  have 
been  involved. 

I  use  the  term  "conflicts"  strictly,  in  each 
case  the  facts  were  publicly  known.  I  do  not, 
in  any  sense,  imply  actual  evil.  I  do  want  to 
emphasize   that   conflicts    of    the   type   contem- 


plated by  the  statute  are  more  likely  to  be 
found  among  the  remaining  unclassified  non- 
paid  boards  than  elsewhere  in  the  city  service. 

It  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  Conflict 
of  Interest  Statute  forbids  not  sin,  but  tempta- 
tion. It  is  much  easier  to  legally  define  sin 
than  temptation,  and  I  suspect  that  this  at- 
tempt to  define  temptation  has  now  proven 
itself   unworkable. 

The  Boston  City  Council,  I  believe,  has  ap- 
plied the  Jaw  with  skill  and  discernment  in 
accord  strictly  with  1he  act.  If  the  result  is 
bad,    blame   the   law,    not   the   Council. 

I  believe  the  law  places  the  affairs  of  this 
community  in  a  strait  jacket.  I  believe  that  the 
"special  employee  category"  should  be  gen- 
erally extended  where  requested,  but  for  the 
right  reasons  and  not  the  wrong  ones.  And  I 
further  make  bold  to  suggest  that  our  news- 
papers should  indicate,  at  least  occasionally, 
appreciation  of  the  good  work  of  all  in  public 
service  in  this  city  and  not  just  the  labors  of 
a   few   bankers. 

Your  editorial  expresses  great  distaste  for 
the  use  of  the  term  "Establishment."  It  does 
not,  however,  I  note,  deny  the  existence  of  one. 
My  point  has  been  from  the  beginning  that 
this  law  purporting  to  establish  a  moral  and 
ethical  standard  for  the  public  service  should 
be  applied    equally   to   all. 

For  example,  there  are  two  lawyers  and  an 
insurance  man  on  the  School  Committee.  They 
are  uncompensated.  Your  recent  series  on  the 
Boston  schools  surely  indicates  that  profes- 
sional and  business  people  should  serve  on  the 
School  Committee  without  having  to  sacrific<- 
persiona]  income  because  of  the  extreme  reach 
of  this  law. 

We  have  accepted  the  principle  that  a  real 
estate  man  should  serve  on  the  Board  of  the 
BRA. 

I  do  not  see  how  an  active  real1  estate  man 
could  possibly  be  found  who  would  not  have 
to  live  under  the  sword  of  Damocles  if  not 
exempted.  Remember  this  is  a  criminal 
statute. 

The  evil  I  have  been  trying  to  first  illustrate 
and  avoid  here  is  an  ancient  one  and  has  been 
expressed  in  many  ways.  As  good  as  any  is 
the  "double  standard  of  morality"  which  would 
apply  if  certain  persons  were  exempted  be- 
cause it  is  felt  somehow  that  they  are  more 
reliable  and  trustworthy  than  others.  I  say 
there  is  a  hint  of  this  in  your  editorial.  I  am 
sure  it  was  unintentional.  I  am  equally  cer- 
tain that  action  on  such  a  basis  would  haunt 
us  in  the  future.

STATEMENT  BY  OOUN.  McDONOUGH. 

Upon  receiving  unanimous  consent  to  make 
a  statement,  Councillor  MciDonough  stated  in 
the  resolution  concerning  the  Government  Cen- 
ter Project  a  majority  of  .the  councillors  were 
in  favor  of  the  Government  Center  as  the 
boundaries  stood  at  the  time  of  the  Early  Land 
Acquisition  some  two  years  ago  but  are  now 
opposed  to  the  inclusion  of  the  State  Street 
area  known  as  Parcel  8. 

He  further  stated  that  inasmuch  as  the  Coun- 
cil cannot  amend  the  plan  by  striking  out 
Parcel  8  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Ur- 
ban Redevelopment,  Rehabilitation  and  Re- 
newal is  voting  to  reject  the  present  plan  but 
hopes  it  will  be  resubmitted  without  including 
Parcel  8. 


STATEMENT  BY  OOUN.  FOLEY. 
Upon  receiving  unanimous  consent  to  make 
a  abatement  Councillor  Foley  stated  that  this 
morning  he  found  in  a  jacket  pocket  a  letter 
dated  August  13,  195'9,  which  contained  a 
communication  from  the  General  Counsel  of 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  enclosing 
an  amendment  to  the  Whitney  Street  Plan 
which  he  drew  up  and  which  the  Council  in- 
serted  in   the  plan.

MINORITY  REPORT  OF  COUN.  PIEMONTE 
RE  GOVERNMENT  CENTER  PROJECT 
AREA. 

The  Boston  "Globe"  carried  the  following 
cartoon  on  its  editorial  page  on  Saturday.  It 
showed  a  gravestone  on  which  was  inscribed 
"The  New  Boston — Beloved  Dream  of  AH 
Forward-Looking  Citizens — Born  1960 — Died 
— By  Vote  of  the  City  Council."  The  cap- 
tion for  this  rather  crude  attempt  at  political 
satire  read    "Has  it   come   to   this?" 

Has  it  indeed  come  to  this?  Have  we  come 
to  the  time  when  it  is  no  longer  possible  for 
honest  men  to  raise  honest  questions  for  the 
honest  majority?  Have  we  come  to  the  time 
when  a  public  official  may  not  disagree  with 
the  "Establishment"  without  running  the  risk 
of  being  smeared  in  the  press  through  infer- 
ence and  innuendo?  Have  we  come  to  the  time 
when  a  man  can  no  longer  act  on  his  beliefs 
without  being  accused  of  political  self-seeking 
and  petty  politics? 

Has  it  indeed  come  to  this?  Have  the  power- 
ful interests  decreed  that  the  democratic  proc- 
ess has  gone  out  of  fashion  and  is  to  be  sus- 
pended? Are  all  public  officials  to  knuckle 
under  or  run  the  risk  of  political  destruction? 
Is  our  press  to  be  subverted  for  p.ropaganda 
purposes  and  coerced  by  the  giants  who  dom- 
inate the  city? 

If  these  things  are  so,  then  we  will  bury 
Boston  today,  but  it  will  be  the  final  act  in  a 
process  of  decay  that  began  when  the  first 
man  winked  his  eyes  at  a  half-truth  and 
decided    to   go   along. 

I  have  reason  to  be  pa^oud  of  my  service  to 
the  city.  Through  my  efforts'  the  tax  abate- 
ment racket  was  exposed,  coimpetitive  bidding 
for  city  contracts  was  instituted  and  many 
municipal  services  were  streamlined.  While 
doing  this  I  received  support  and  cooperation 
from  the  press  in  general  and  my  honesty  was 
never  questioned.  Now,  however,  we  aire  in 
serious   disagreement. 

Judge  Charles  E.  Wyzanski  called  upon  the 
press  over  two  years  ago  to  be  "the  guardians 
of  liberty,  the  sentinels  who  watch  for  the 
capricious  and  the  corrupt,  the  arbitrary  and 
the   autocratic." 

Has  the  Boston  "Globe"  fulfilled  this  in- 
junction in  the  way  in  which  it  has  presented 
to  the  public  the  issue  of  including  parcel 
eight  in  the  Government  Center? 

Has  the  "Globe"  attempted  to  present  both 
sides  of  the  issue?  As  a  result  of  the  hearings 
the  following   pioinlts   stood   out: 

1.  The  Council  on  January  20,  1962,  initi- 
ated hearings  to  speed  action  on  (the  center. 
At  that  time  it  was  promised  by  Mr.  Logue 
that  the  Authority  would  have  a  plan  in  30  to 
60  days,  and  that  was  on  January  20,  1962. 
Eighteen  months  later  the  Council  at  long  last 
received  a  final  plan.  Clearly,  it  is  the  BRA's 
responsibility  for  this-  delay  and  any  subsequent 
delay.  Who  could  give  any  other  interpreta- 
tion  to  it  without  twisting  the  truth? 

2.  Parcel  8  and  the  tower  were  mot  a  part 
of  the  original  center  plan.  The  Council  has 
given  preliminary  approval  to  the  original 
plan'  and  it  is  ready  to  do  so  again.  The  point 
in  dispute  is  the  suggested  amendment  to  add 
Parcel   8,   not  the  approval  of  the  Center. 
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3.  It  appears  that  the  urban  renewal  proc- 
ess was  subverted  for  purposes  that  are  still 
ambiguous  and  highly  suspect.  It  is  obvious 
that  Cabot,  Cabot  and  Forbes,  the  developer 
of  record,  the  Merchants  National  Bank,  which 
is  to  be  the  prime  tenant,  and  the  BRA  have 
engaged  in  prolonged  negotiation  and  plan- 
ning. This  will  discourage  for  all  practical 
purposes  any  other  developer  from  submitting 
a  competitive  bid.  Any  other  interpretation 
of  this  arrangement  is  pure  and  simple  dis- 
semblement. 

4.  What  makes  the  justification  for  adding 
Parcel  8  difficult  to  understand  are  two  other 
factors.  In  the  first  place,  Mr.  Logue  has 
assured  us  that  a  newspaper  account  that  re- 
ported an  error  in  planning  a  street  exit  which 
required  the  taking  of  the  State  Street  build- 
ings was  untrue.  He  testified  that  there  were 
other  alternatives  for  roads  and  exits.  Thus 
is  removed  a  legitimate  reason  for  extending 
the  boundaries  of  the  site.  Surely  every- 
one who  testified  in  this  regard  was  being 
candid  and  I  would  certainly  hope  that  the 
BRA  is  not  causing  this  delay  because  of  an 
unwillingness  merely  to  acknowledge  a  mis- 
take. In  the  second  place  it  seems  inappro- 
priate and  uneconomical  to  extend  the  boun- 
daries of  the  Center  when  so  much  cleared 
land  already  exists  within  the  site.  Why 
hasn't  the  Council  been  presented  with  an 
alternative  proposal  which  includes  the  tower 
within  the  original  site.  I  cannot  believe  that 
Mr.  Logue  and  the  BRA  officials  have  not  con- 
sidered this,  since  it  is  cleanly  the  most  attrac- 
tive way  to  serve  the  public  interest. 

It  should  be  clear-  by  this  time  that  I  con- 
sider the  construction  of  the  tower  outside  the 
original  boundaries  and  the  taking  of  two 
additional  buildings  as  objectionable  on  ethical 
and  economic  grounds.  In  addition,  I  am  sure 
there  are  aesthetic  alternatives  that  would 
provide  harmony  and  a  pleasing  integration 
of  buildings  under'  the  original  plan.  I  have 
the  utmost  faith  in  the  artistic  imagination, 
and  ability  of  the  architects  engaged  in  this 
project   to   present   a  sound   pfan. 

It  should  also  be  clear  that  I  do  not  feel  that 
the  "Clobe"  has  considered  these  questions 
more  than  superficially.  Indeed  they  seem  to 
have  relied  to  an  inapp'ropriate  degree  upon 
the  point  of  view  presented  by  the  administra- 
tion and  the  BRA.  On  Saturday,  July  20,  the 
Boston  "Globe"  stated  the  following  in  an 
editorial:  "It  is  unfortunate,  too,  that  some 
real  estate  interests  or  rival  comimerciai  con- 
cerns, unwilling  to  take  their  stand  publicly, 
have  fought  the  Center  behind  the  scenes. 
Some  are  even  reported  to  have  given  campaign 
contributions  in  return  for  votes.  If  so,  it  is 
a  blatant  violation  of  the  law  and  prosecution 
should  follow." 

This  is  a  cowardly  and  treacherous  use  of 
an  educational  instrument.  It  is  an  example 
of  an  editorial  whose  purpose  is  to  incite, 
rather  than  to  inform,  to  frighten  and  coerce, 
rather  than   to  enlighten. 

What  purpose  does  such  an  editorial  serve 
other  than  to  intimidate  the  councillors  into 
voting  for  Parcel  8  rather  than  be  regarded 
by  -the  readers  of  that  editorial  as  dishonest? 

Members  of  the  Council:  There  is  an  issue 
here  in  this  process  of  urban  renewal^  that 
must  be  faced  sooner  or  later.  It  is  simply 
this:  Will  this  Body  assume  a  meaningful  role? 
Though  all  may  say  yes  to  this  question  in 
theory,  there  are  many  who  will  not  grant  the 
Council  such  a  role  in  practice. 

My  view  of  the  Council  is  one  that  would 
define  it  as  the  last  court  of  appeal  for  the 
citizen  on  the  municipal  level.  We  are,  for 
that  reason,  the  final  judges  in  the  urban 
renewal    process. 

It  becomes  increasingly  apparent  that  a 
plaintiff  in  an  urban  renewal  case  has  little 
recourse  left  through  the  courts,  and  I  am 
quoting  now  from  the  1963  Report  of  the  Bar 
Association.  In  tile  State  of  Washington,  for 
example,  the  Supreme  Court  found  that  the 
City  Council  of  Tacoma  could  validly  make  its 
determination  of  blighted,  since  it  had  before 
it  a  substantial  amount  of  evidence.  The  court 
would  not  consider  whether  the  apparently 
honestly-exercised  judgment  of  the  Council,  as 
supported  by  substantial  evidence,  was  accurate. 


And  in  a  case  before  the  Court  of  Appeals 
for  Cuyahoga  County  in  Ohio,  the  court  stated 
that  it  must  accept  the  judgment  of  the  City 
Council  in  a  case  of  public  purpose,  so  long 
as  there  is  no  finding  of  fraud,  gross  abuse  of 
discretion  by  the  Council  or  action  in  excess 
of   the   Council's    powers. 

The  Council,  therefore,  has  extraordinary 
powers  in  urban  renewal  cases.  Far  more 
power  than  has  been  previously  recognized. 
It  means  that  the  members  of  this  Body  are 
the  final  determinants  in  the  planning  process. 

The  Federal  Government  carefully  requires 
that  a  project  initiated  by  the  Mayor  and/or  the 
BRA  must  be  approved  by  the  Council.  Once  a 
project  is  approved  by  us,  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment is  virtually  certain  to  give  its  approval. 
It  is  ready  to  do  so  because  it  is  taken  for 
granted  that  Council  approval  means  that  the 
interests  of  the  majority  have  been  served. 
This  is  not  left  up  to  the  Mayor,  the  Federal 
Government,  or  the  BRA  to  determine.  It  its 
left  up  to  us.  There  are  many  who  would 
circumvent  this   process. 

For  example,  I  have  been  told  this  past 
week  end  that  I  risk  my  political  career  on 
this  vote.  It  has  been  suggested  to  me  that  I 
should  vote  for  the  amended  plan;  even  though 
there  are  some  grave  misgivings  concerning 
this  tower  and  the  way  it  was  solicited,  I  have 
been  counseled  to  let  the  case  be  carried  to 
the  courts.  But  as  I  have  already  pointed  out, 
we  are  the  final  court.  To  do  as  suggested 
would  be  to  deprive  an  aggrieved  party  of  his 
day   in   court. 

Unfortunately,  they  advise  me  to  ignore  the 
principles  that  have  governed  my  life.  I  don't 
intend  to  turn  away  from  the  difficult  decisions 
now.  All  the  money  in  the  world  can't  buy 
me  a  new  conscience. 

The  Council  appears'  to  find  itself  maneu- 
vered into  the  position  of  having  to  accept  the 
whole  plan  or  none  at  all.  We  are  being  told 
that  we  will  be  scuttling  the  entire  project 
because  we  object  to  the  proposed  amendment. 
This  is  nonsense.  Are  elected  government  of- 
ficials to  be  told  that  their  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities are  in  name  only  and  that  the 
only  function  they  have  is  a  ceremonial  one? 
Do  we  not  have  the  responsibility  and  the  right 
to  direct  employees  of  the  government  to  alter 
a  plan  or  a  program  to  meet  the  public  in- 
terest? If  we  do  not  exercise  our  constitutional 
responsibilities  where  will  the  wider  interests 
of  the  people  be  served? 

My    recommendations   are   as    follows: 

1.  The  Council  reaffirm  its  support  of  and 
commitment  to  the  original  Government  Cen- 
ter proposal. 

2.  The  Council  direct  the  BRA  to  prepare 
with  all  possible  speed  a  final  plan  which  does 
not  include  Parcel  8. 

3.  The  Council  urge  the  board  of  the  BRA 
to  invite  Cabot,  Cabot  and  Forbes  to  bid  for 
land  upon  which  to  build  their  proposed  tower 
within  the  Center  area. 

4.  The  Council  employ  an  urban  renewal 
specialist  to  serve  as  counsel  to  the  Urban 
Renewal  Committee.  His  function  would  be 
to  maintain  a  liaison  with  the  BRA,  keep  the 
members  informed  of  BRA  actions  and  pro- 
cedures and  participate  in  advising  members 
during  unban   renewal  hearings. 

6.  The  Council  sponsor  a  public  forum,  in 
Faneuil  Hall  on  the  duties,  responsibilities,  and 
rights  of  elected  officials  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
It  should  also  recommend  to  the  planners  of 
■the  B.  C.  seminar  that  they  devote  a  session 
to  the  role  of  Public  Authorities  in  a  demo- 
cratic society.

MINORITY  REPORT  OF  COUN.  FOLEY  RE 
GOVERNMENT  CENTER  PROJECT  AREA. 


If  words  in  the  English  language  even  re- 
motely mean  what  they  purport  to  say,  the 
antisecrecy  amendment  has  been  clearly  vio- 
lated  here.     I   have  in  mind   a   reading   of   the 
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act  running  as  follows:  "No  understanding' 
.  .  .  between  a  developer  and  a  local  public 
agency  concerning  an  unban  renewal  project 
area  shall  be  made  unless  (certain  facts)  are 
made  known  in  the  foirm  prescribed  by  the 
administrator."  There  was  surely  an  under- 
standing and  there  is  no  thought  that  the  re- 
quired facts  were  made  known  "in  the  form 
prescribed   by   the   administrator." 

It  seems  to  me  that  surely  the  owners  of  10 
State  street,  represented  as  they  are,  by  most 
competent  and  able  counsel,  would  be  likely 
to  seek  relief  in  the  courts.  The  result,  of 
course,  would  be  to  delay  this  long-delayed  proj- 
ect even  more.  This  should,  of  course,  be 
avoided. 

But,  I  do  not  want  to  appear  to  say  that  we 
should  vote  a  certain  way  to  avoid  a  court 
fight.  I  believe  the  antiseerecy  amendement 
is  a  good  law.  It  ends  the  dispute  which  arose 
in  the  fifties,  principally  in  New  York,  be- 
tween those  who  would  give  the  administrator 
of  an  urban  renewal  program  almost  unlimited 
authority  and  those  who  feel  that  there  are 
some  things  that  government,  and  therefore  a 
government  official,  simply  cannot  be  permitted 
to  do. 

As  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes,  Jr.,  said  in  the 
wire-tap  case,  "It  is  better  that  some  criminals 
should  escape  than  that  government  should 
appear  to  do  a  shabby  thing."  Government 
is  power  and  it  is  the  essence  of  ouir  system 
that  restraint  be  shown  in  the  use  of  powers 
conferred  by  government   officials. 

II 

The  New  England  Merchants  National  Bank 
■has  here  behaved  in  the  ancient  tradition  of 
the  mailed  fist  in  the  velvet  glove.  But,  at 
least  the  bank  will  have  to  pay  a  stiff  rent. 

However,  the  degree  of  favoritism  shown 
here  to  Oabot,  Cabot  &  Forbes  is  almost  un- 
believable. At  a  time  when  Cabot,  Cabot  & 
Forbes  was  not  only  not  interested  in  develop- 
ing and  operating  real  estate  in  the  Oity  of 
Boston,  but  was  actively  engaged  in  soliciting 
organizations  away  from  Boston,  the  develop- 
ment administrator,  passing  by  those  many 
people  in  the  real  estate  industry  in  this  city 
who  held  out  through  three  decades  of  depres- 
sion, war,  shortages,  and  tax  troubles,  offered 
Cabot,   Oaibot  &   Forbes   the  following   deal: 

1.  A  site  on  the  Government  Center,  State 
street  and  Washington  street,  with  a  subway 
station  either  underneath  or  immediately  ad- 
jacent to  the  building  and  with  a  prime  tenant 
who,  with  another,  would  occupy  half  the 
space  in  the  building  and  with  well  over  a 
year's  head  start  to  further  tenant  the  build- 
ing, with  a  demolition  schedule  suited  to  the 
maximum  convenience  of  the  New  England. 
Merchants  National   Bank. 


Ill 

Let  me  address  myself  to  those  who  do  not 
blanch,  quake,  and  shiver  when  the  words 
"nationalized"  and  "socialized"  are  used  in  the 
economic  sense.  There  surely  must  be  some 
who  feel  that  when  an  apartment  building  is 
built  (practically  speaking)  with  TOO  per  cent 
federally  guaranteed  mortgage  so  that  if  the 
building  loses,  the  government  loses,  and  if  the 
building  wins,  the  developer  wins,  that  we  are 
somewhat  closer  to  a  nationalized  real  estate 
industry  than  we  think.  I  would  say  to  such 
people  that  if  we  are  to  ignore  the  statute  and 
permit  the  development  administrator  to  freely 
wheel  and  deal  in  secret  like  some  municipal 
Howard  Hughes,  we  will  be  reducing  the  num- 
ber of  active  persons  developing  commercial 
space  in  Boston  to  one,  namely  Edward  Logue. 
Surely  no  private  operator  would  be  foolish 
enough  to  compete  for  development  of  new 
office  space  with  an  operation  such  as  has 
been  revealed  here.  Why  should  a  man  spend 
money  and  several  years'  time  promoting  a 
new  building  when  he  must  compete  with  an- 
other man,  namely,  and  to  wit,  the  develop- 
ment administrator,  with  all  the  financial  re- 
sources of  a  federally  subsidized  renewal  pro- 
gram and  the  power  of  the  City  of  Boston 
itself  behind  him. 


But,    if    others    lose   heart,    may   we   stall    not 
rely   upon    Logue   to   do    it   all!      No,    there   are 
not  enough  hours  in  the  day,  days1  in  the  week, 
or    months    in    the   year   for    Logue   to    do   this 
and  everything  e'se  he  insists  upon  controlling 
as   well.     I  perceive  and  suggest  this  to  be  the 
real    issue    here.      The   procedures    followed    by 
the    development    administrator    here    are    in- 
compatible with  the  operation  of  the  real  estate 
industry  in  this  city  if  it  is   to  continue  to  be 
operated  under  the  form  of  private  enterprise.

MINORITY  REPORT   OF  COUN.  HINES  RE 
GOVERNMENT    CENTER   PROJECT   AREA. 

I  will  vote  far  the  Government  Center  Plan 
with  the  greatest  reluctance. 

1.  The  situation  with  relation  to  the  owners 
of  the  State  Street  properties  raises  the  dan- 
ger of  extensive  litigation  to  decide  whether 
or  not  a  bank — having  failed  in  its  attempts 
to  acquire  a  valuable  property  by  negotiations 
on  the  open  market — may  acquire  that  prop- 
erty through  the  urban  renewal  taking  and 
leasing    scheme    proposed. 

2.  This  situation  could  have  been  complete- 
ly avoided — and  a  superior  re-use  developed — 
by  the  acquisition  of  the  Houghton  and  Duitton 
Building.  Despite  recent  auction,  this  site  is 
still  available  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority.  If  the  taking  of  Parcel  8  is  set 
aside  by  judicial  decision,  this  would  seem  to 
be  the  best  site  for  a  high-rise  office  building. 
But  from  the  beginning,  it  was  apparent  that 
this1  structure  would  be  vacated  and  ought  to 
have  been  included  in  the  Government   Center. 

3.  No  provision  is  made  for  -the  Old  City 
Hall — a    serious    omission. 

4.  A  substantial  parcel  is  planned  for  motel 
use  at  a  time  when  some  large  Boston  hotels 
are  experiencing  strenuous  tax  and  mortgage 
difficulties.  For  this  reason — and  the  availa- 
bility of  large  parking  facilities  in  the  night- 
time— would  it  not  be  far  better  to  devote 
this  parcel  to  something  of  a  cultural-enter- 
tainment purpose? 

Nonetheless,  legal  opinion  has  been  ren- 
dered to  the  effect  that  the  City  Council  may 
not  amend  the  plan — it  must  be  accepted  or 
totally  rejected. 

So  much  time,  work,  and  effort  has  gone 
into  this  endeavor  that  I  find  it  impossible  to 
vote  in  the  negative.  There  is  simply  too 
much  at  stake  even  though  a  better  plan  was 
and  is  possible  and  there  is  a  grave  question 
as  to  the  legality  of  the  treatment  received  by 
the   State   Street   owners.

VETO  OF  ORDER  ACCEPTING  CHAPTER 
478  OF  THE  ACT'S  OF  19:63  INCREAS- 
ING AMOUNTS  OF  PENSIONS  AND 
RETIREMENT  ALLOWANCES  PAY- 
ABLE TO  CERTAIN  FORMER  PUBLIC 
[EMPLOYEES. 

The   following   was  received: 

City   of    Boston, 
Office   of   the   Mayor,   July   22,    1963. 
To   the  City   Council. 
Gentlemen : 

I  return  herewith,  disapproved,  the  order 
passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  July  8, 
1963,  purporting  to  accept  chapter  478  of  the 
Acts  of  1963  entitled  "An  Act  Increasing  the 
Amounts  of  Pensions  and  Retirement  Allow- 
ances Payable  to  Certain  Former  Public  Em- 
ployees." 

Before  your  Honorable  Body  passed  this 
order,  a  study  of  chapter  478  had  already 
convinced  me  that  Boston  should  accept  that 
act.  That  act,  however,  affects  pensions, 
retirement  allowances  and  annuities  payable 
by  the  Commonwealth  as  well  as  by  accepting 
cities  and  towns  and  so  is  subject  to  a  ref- 
erendum petition  under  Article  XLVIII  of 
the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  Mas- 
sachusetts (see  Murray  v.  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth,  Mass.  Adv.  Sh.  (1962)  12'90, 
also  Art  LXVTJII,  the  Referendum,   III,  s.  2), 


and  accordingly,  does  not  take  effect  until 
September  9,  1963,  and  cannot  be  accepted 
before  that  date,  the  proviso  in  G.L.,  c.  4, 
s.  1,  respecting  the  early  acceptance  of  local 
statutes  which  may  not  be  made  the  subject 
of  a  referendum  being  inapplicable.  My  ob- 
jection to  the  order  returned  herewith  is, 
therefore,   that   it   was   prematurely    adopted. 

As  indicated  above,  it  is  my  intention  to 
submit  to  you  in  due  time  an  order  for  the 
acceptance  of  chapter  478,  which  upon  adop- 
tion by  you  not  earlier  than  September  16 
nor  later  than  September  30'  I  would  approve 
October  1,  for  to  expedite  the  work  entailed 
in  revising  pension  rolls  in  accord  with  chap- 
ter 478,  the  increases  thereby  provided1  for 
should  take  effect  on  the  first  of  a  month.

URBAN   RENEWAL   PLAN    FOR    GOVERN- 
MENT CENTER  PROJECT  AREA. 

The    following    was    received: 

City   of    Boston, 
Office   of   the   Mayor,   July   25,    1963. 
To    the    Honorable    City    Council. 
Gentlemen: 

The  July  22  five  to  four  vote  rejecting  the 
proposed  Government  Center  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  requires  a  recommendation  on  my  part 
as  to  how  we  can  best  get  this  project 
moving    again. 

The  plan  presented  to  you  was  carefully 
prepared  by  highly  qualified  planners  and 
architects.  It  has  satisfied  the  requirements  of 
eight  different  public  agencies  whose  needs  had 
to  be  accommodated  within  the  project  area. 
It  provides  a  sound  and  workable  traffic  and 
circulation  plan  and  proposed  private  build- 
ing sites  which  will  permit  the  project  to 
increase  substantially  the  city's  tax  base.  This 
has  been  a  very  difficult  accomplishment  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  some  8'5  per  cent  of 
the  project  land  is  to  be  used  for  public 
building  sites,  public  open  spaces  and  public 
rights   of    way. 

The  plan  has  met  every  important  test  of 
feasibility,  has  received  widespread  community 
endorsement  and  the  approval  of  the  federal 
Urban  Renewal  Administration.  It  achieves 
exceptionally  high  standards  of  civic  design 
and  assures  o<ur  city  of  a  new  civic  center 
which   will  be  beautiful  as  well  as  functional. 

It  is  a  plan  not  to  be  easily  cast  aside. 
Not  only  would  we  suffer  extended  delays, 
but  any  substitute  plan  would,  in  my  opinion, 
be  substantially  inferior  to  the  one  approved 
unanimously  by  the  Redevelopment  Authority 
after    most    careful    consideration. 

After  analysis  of  the  comments  made  by 
the  Council  it  seems  clear  to  me  that  at  least  a 
majority  of  the  Council  are  prepared  to  sup- 
port  the   plan    as   presented. 

The  objection  which  apparently  prevented 
the  plan  from  receiving  a  majority  on  July 
22  was  the  expressed  view  that  a  "deal"  had 
been  made  for  the  disposition  of  the  tower 
site. 

I  regret  that  a  majority  of  the  Council 
did  not  accept  the  assurances  of  Monsignor 
Lally  and  Administrator  Logue  that  no  such 
"deal"    had    been    made. 

It  seems  to  me  of  utmost  importance  to 
the  future  of  our  city  that  a  disagreement 
on  this  issue  not  be  permitted1  to  block  the 
magnificent  plan  Which  has  been  presented 
to   you. 

I  believe  that  this  matter  can  be  resolved 
by  a  change  in  the  process  of  selecting  a 
developer  to  be  followed  by  the  Redevelopment 
Authority,  which  will  provide  unquestioned 
assurance  that  the  selection  of  the  developer 
for  Parcel  8  will  be  done  on  a  completely 
objective   basis. 

The  change  I  propose  is  that  the  Authority 
require  that  all  development  proposals  for 
Parcel  8  be  submitted  to  an .  impartial  blue- 
ribbon  panel  of  seven  distinguished  citizens 
for  study,,  evaluation,  and  recommendation. 
The  panel  would  be  asked  to  make  a  public 
and  specific   recommendation   to   the  Authority 
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and  the  Development  Administrator  on  the 
developer  to  be  selected  for  Parcel  8.  Three 
of  the  panel  would  be  architects  selected  by 
the  Boston  Society  of  Architects,  four  would 
be  outstanding   citizens  selected  by  the  Mayor. 

In  order  to  remove  the  selection  process 
from  the  current  political  campaign,  I  further 
propose  that  the  selection  of  the  four  out- 
standing citizens  would  be  made  by  the  mayor 
taking   office    in    January   of    1964. 

The  specific  procedure  would  be  as  follows. 
The  Authority  would  authorize  public  adver- 
tisement of  the  availability  of  the  land  at  its 
August  8  meeting.  Interested  developers  could 
obtain  the  necessary  disposition  materials  from 
the  Authority's  office  up  until  October  1,  19>63. 
The  cut-off  date  for  the  submission  of  sealed 
proposals  would  be  10  a.m.,  January  15,  1964. 
The  proposals  would  be  immediately  turned 
over  to  the  seven-man  panel  for  evaluation 
and  recommendation.  The  panel  would  be  re- 
quired to  recommend  its  selection  of  a  de- 
veloper   within    thirty    days. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  use  of  a  blue-ribbon 
panel  can  remove  the  selection  of  a  developer 
from  the  realm  of  controversy  and  eliminate 
the  last  obstacle  to  at  least  a  majority  Council 
vote   for  the   Government    Center   plan. 

I  have  discussed  the  blue-ribbon  panel  pro- 
posal with  the  members  of  the  Redevelopment 
Authority  and  with  the  Development  Admin- 
istrator, and1  they  have  assured  me  of  their 
willingness  to  follow  this  procedure  if  the 
Council    approves   the    plan   submitted   to    it. 

In  view  of  all  I  have  stated  above,  it  is  my 
considered  judgement  that  the  public  interest 
of  the  City  of  Boston  is  best  served  by  the 
approval  of  the  Government  Center  plan  as 
originally  submitted  to  you.  I  therefore  re- 
submit it  to  you  with  a  request  that  you  now 
give    it    your    approval.

Resolution  op  Boston  City  Council  Approv- 
ing Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  Feasibil- 
ity of  Relocation  for  Project  No.  Mass. 
R-35. 

Whereas,  Under  the  provisions  of  Title  I  of 
the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the 
Housing  and  Home  Finance  Administrator  is 
authorized  to  provide  financial  assistance  to 
local  public  agencies  for  undertaking  and  car- 
rying  out   urban    renewal    projects;    and 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  such  act  that 
contracts  for  financial  aid  thereunder  shall 
require  that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the 
respective  project  area  be  approved  by  the 
Governing  Body  of  the  locality  in  which  the 
project  is  situated  and  that  such  approval 
includes  findings  by  the  Governing  Body  that: 
(1)  the  financial  aid  to  be  provided  in  the 
contract  is  necessary  to  enable  the  project  to 
be  undertaken  in  accordance  with  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan;  (2)  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
will  afford  maximum  opportunity,  consistent 
with  the  sound  needs  of  the  locality  as  a  whole, 
for  the  rehabilitation  or  redevelopment  of  the 
urban  renewal  area  by  private  enterprise; 
(3)  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  conforms  to  a 
general  plan  for  the  development  of  the  local- 
ity as  a  whole;  and  (4)  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  gives  due  consideration  to  the  provision 
of  adequate  pa.rk  and  recreational  areas  and 
facilities,  as  may  be  desirable  for  neighbor- 
hood improvement,  with  special  consideration 
for  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  children 
residing  in  the  general  vicinity  of  the  site 
covered   by   the   plan;    and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority (hereinafter  called  the  "Authority") 
has  entered  into  a  planning  contract  and  a 
temporary  loan  contract  for  financial  assistance 
under  such  act  with  the  United  States  _  of 
America,  acting  by  and  through  the  Housing 
and  Home  Finance  Administrator,  pursmanit 
to  which  federal  funds  were  provided  for  the 
urban  renewal  project  (herein  called  the 
"Project")  identified  as  "Government  Center 
Project"  and  encompas'sing  the  area  described 
in  the  attached  Exhibit  "A";   and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  applied  for  ad- 
ditional financial  assistance  under  such  act 
and  proposes  to  enter  into  an  additional  con- 
tract or  contracts  with  the  Housing  and  Home 


Finance  Agency  for  the  undertaking  of,  and 
for  making  available  additional  financial  as- 
sistance for,   the  project;   and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  on  September  15, 
1961,  entered  into  a  temporary  loan  contract 
with  the  United  States  of  America  for  the 
purpose  of  financing  early  land  acquisition 
and  related  activities  in  the  Government  Cen- 
ter Urban  Renewal  Area  pursuant  to  Section 
26P  of  Chapter  121  of  the  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Laws;   and 

Whereas,  the  City  of  Boston  acting  by  and 
through  its  Mayor  with  the  approval  of  the 
City  Council  thereafter  executed  a  covenant 
with  the  Authority  whereby  the  City  of  Boston 
in  accordance  with  the  applicable  law  shall  bear 
any  and  all  loss  that  may  arise  as  a  result  of 
such  early  land  acquisition  and  related  ac- 
tivities in  the  event  that  the  land  so  acquired 
is  not  used  for  urban  renewal  purposes,  be- 
cause the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Govern- 
ment Center  Urban  Renewal  A:rea  is  not  ap- 
proved or  is  amended  to  omit  such  land  or  is 
abandoned   for   any   reason;   and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  with  the  consent 
of  the  City  of  Boston  acting  by  and  through 
the  Mayor  with  the  approval  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil has  assigned  any  and  all  of  its  rights  under 
said  covenant  to  the  United  States  of  America; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  made  detailed 
studies  of  the  location,  physical  condition  of 
structures,  land  use,  environmental  influences 
and  social,  cultural,  and  economic  conditions 
of  the  project  area  and  has  determined  that 
the  area  is  a  decadent  area  and  that  it  is  detri- 
mental and  a  menace  to  the  safety,  health,  and 
welfare  of  the  inhabitants  and  users  thereof  and 
of  the  locality  at  large,  because  of  the  existence 
of  obsolete  buildings  which  are  ill-adapted  to 
contemporary  use;  conversions  from  residential 
to  nonresidential  uses;  a  high  percentage  of 
structures  100  or  more  years  old;  over  90  per 
cent  of  the  buildings  in  the  area  determined 
substandard  on  the  basis  of  federal  criteria; 
fire  hazards  caused  by  accumulation  of  com- 
bustible debris,  unenclosed  stairways  and  lack 
of  fireproof  construction  as  well  as  high  build- 
ing coverage,  narrow  streets  and  lack  of  off- 
street  loading  facilities  which  hamper  effective 
fire  fighting  and  make  most  of  the  area  a 
congested  value  district  as  designated  by  the 
National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters;  vermin 
infestation  in  almost  half  of  the  structures  in 
the  area;  exposed  electrical  wiring  in  about 
62  per  cent  of  the  structures;  obsolete  plumb- 
ing in  at  least  68  per  cent  of  the  structures; 
improper  toilet  ventilation;  and  narrow  and 
inadequate  streets;  and  because  buildings  have 
been  torn  down  and  not  replaced  and  which 
under  existing  conditions  it  is  improbable  it 
will  be  replaced  by  the  orddnanry  operations 
of  private  enterprise;  and  because  there  have 
been  substantial  adverse  changes  in  recent 
years  in  business  and  economic  conditions  in 
the  area;  and  the  members  of  this  Governing 
Body  have  been  fully  apprised  by  the  Author- 
ity and  are  aware  of  these  facts  and  condi- 
tions;  and 

Whereas,  There  has  been  prepared  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Boston  City  Council  for  review 
and  approval  an  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the 
project  area,  dated  April  3,  1963  (as  revised 
May  29,  1963),  and  consisting  of  a  title  page, 
a  table  of  contents,  56  pages  of  text  num- 
bered 1  to  56,  and  3  maps,  adopted  by  the 
Authority  on  June  5,  1963,  and  submitted  to 
the  City  Council  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor;  and 
Whereas,  The  Mayor  submitted  to  the  City 
Council  with  the  aforesaid  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  but  not  as  a  part  thereof  the  following 
supporting  documentation:  (1)  Application 
for  Loan  and  Grant;  (2)  appropriate  resolu- 
tions of  the  Authority;  (3)  finding  of  deca- 
dence by  the  Authority,  including  statistical 
data  used  for  the  determination  of  same;  (4) 
relocation  status  reports;  ( 5 )  proposed  co- 
operation agreement  authorized  for  execution 
by  the  Authority;  and  (6)  transient  housing 
study;  and 

Whereas,  A  general  plan  has  been  prepared 
and  is  recognized  and  used  as  a  guide  for  the 
general  development  of  the  locality  as  a  whole; 
and 
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Whereas,  The  Authority  which  is  the  duly 
designated  and  official  planning  body  ior  the 
locality,  has  found  that  said  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  conforms  to  the  said  general  plan  fur 
the  locality  as  a  whole,  and  the  City  Council 
has    duly    considered   said   finding;    and 

Whereas,  Said  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the 
project  area  prescribes  certain  land  uses  for 
the  project  area  and  will  require,  among  other 
things,  changes  in  zoning,  the  vacating  and 
removal  of  streets,  alleys,  and  other  public 
ways,  the  establishment  of  new  street  patterns, 
the  location  and  relocation  of  sewer  and  water 
mains  and  other  public  facilities,  and  other 
public   action;   and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  caused  to  be 
made  a  competent  independent  analysis  of  the 
local  supply  of  hotel  and  other  transient  hous- 
ing;   and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  prepared  and 
submitted  a  program  for  the  relocation  of 
families  displaced  as  a  result  of  carrying  out 
the  project  in  accordance  with  said  Urban 
Renewal  Plan;  and 

Whereas,  There  have  also  been  presented  to 
the  Governing  Body  information  and  data 
respecting  the  relocation  program  which  have 
been  prepared  by  the  Authority  as  a  result  of 
studies,  surveys,  and  inspections  in  the  project 
area  and  the  assembling  and  analysis  of  the 
data  and  information  obtained  from  such 
studies,    surveys,    and   inspections;    and 

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  on  said  Urban 
Renewal     Plan     and     Project    was,     after     due 

notice    thereof    held    on ,    and    all 

persons  desiring  to  be  heard  on  said  plan  and 
project   were   so   heard;    and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council 
have  carefully  considered  and  reviewed  the 
aforesaid  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  the  afox'e- 
said  relocation  program  in  the  light  of  (1) 
the  supporting  doeumention  submitted  there- 
with as  aforesaid;  (2)  the  proceedings  at  the 
aforesaid  public  hearing;  and  (3)  the  general 
knowledge  of  the  city  councillors  with  respect 
to  conditions  prevailing  in  the  project  area 
and   in   the  City  of   Boston  as   a  whole;  and 

Whereas,  the  members  of  the  City  Council 
are  cognizant  of  the  conditions  that  are  im- 
posed in  the  undertaking  and  carrying  out  of 
urban  renewal  projects  with  federal  financial 
assistance  under  Title  I,  including  those  pro- 
hibiting discrimination  because  of  race,  color, 
creed,  or  national  origin;  now  therefore  it  is 
hereby   ordered 

1.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  project  area  is  a  decadent  area  and 
qualifies  as  an  eligible  project  area  under 
Chapter  121   of  the  General  Laws. 

2.  That  said  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the 
project  aforementioned,  having  been  duly  re- 
viewed and  considered,  is  hereby  approved  and 
the  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  file  said  copy 
of  said  Urban  Renewal  Plan  with  the  minutes 
of   this   meeting. 

3.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  said  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  project

4.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  financial  aid  provided  and  to  be  pro- 
vided pursuant  to  said  contracts  fiocr  federal 
financial  assistance  pertaining  to  the  project 
is  necessary  to  enable  the  project  to  be  under- 
taken in  accordance  with  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  for  the  project  area. 

5.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  above-mentioned  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
for  the  Urban  Renewal  Area  will  afford  maxi- 
mum opportunity,  consistent  with  the  sound 
needs  of  the  locality  as  a  whole,  for  the  urban 
renewal  of  such  areas  by  private  enterprise. 

6.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Urban 
Renewal  Area  gives  due  consideration  to  the 
provision  of  adequate  park  and  recreational 
areas  and  facilities,  as  may  be  desirable  for 
neighborhood  improvement,  with  special  con- 
sideration for  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare 
of  children  residing  in  the  general  vicinity  of 
the  site  covered  by  the  plan. 

7.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined, 
as  a  result  of  a  competent  independent  analy- 
sis of  the  local  supply  of  transient  housing, 
that  there  exists  in  the  area  a  need  for  addi- 
tional!  unite   of   such  housing. 


8.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  program  for  the  proper  relocation  of 
the  families  displaced  in  carrying  out  the  proj-

(a)  pledges  its  cooperation  in  helping  to  carry 
oiut  such  Urban  Renewal  Plan;  (to)  requests 
the  various  officials,  departments,  boards,  and 
agencies  of  the  locality  having  administrative 
responsibilities  in  the  premises  likewise  to  co- 
operate to  such  end  and  to  exercise  their 
respective  functions  and  powers  in  a  manner 
consistent     with     said    Unban     Renewal     Plan; 

(o)  stands  ready  to  consider  and  take  appro- 
priate action  upon  proposals  and  measures 
designed  to  effectuate  said  Urban  Renewal 
Plan;  and  (d)  authorizes  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston  to  execute  and  deliver  in  the 
name  and  behalf  of  the  city  the  cooperation 
agreement  as  approved  by  the  Authority  and 
presented   to   this   meeting. 

10.  That  additional  financial  assistance 
under  the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the  Housing 
Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  is  necessary  to  enable 
the  land  in  the  project  area  to  be  renewed  in 
accordance  with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for 
the  project  area  and,  accordingly,  the  filing 
by  the  Authority  of  an  application  or  applica- 
tions for  such  financial  assistance  under  said 
Title  1   is   hereby   approved.

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MINORITY  REPORT  OF  COUNCILLOR 
PIEMONTE,  MEMBER  OF  COMMITTEE 
ON  URBAN  REDEVELOPMENT,  RE- 
HABILITATION AND  RENEWAL,  RE 
GOVERNMENT  CENTER  PROJECT 
AREA. 

Subject:  Urban  Renewal — Government  Cen- 
ter. 

Urban  renewal,  a  program  subsidized  by  the 
federal  government  with  the  local  government 
paying  one-third  of  the  cost  came  into  being 
because  of  people.  It  was  intended  as  a  means 
of  removing  slums  and  providing  decent  hous- 
ing. The  program  was  broadened  to  take  in 
commercial  properties  if  they  constituted  a 
blighted  or  decadent  area. 
Government   Center    (Background)  : 

April  25,  1960,  Council  receives  "Surveys 
and  Plans"  for  approval;  May  9,  1960,  Council 
approves    "Surveys    and    Plans." 

May  5,  1961,  Council  receives  resolve  for  early 
acquisition;  June  5,  1961,  Council  approves 
resolve    for    early   acquisition. 

December  17,  1962,  Council  receives  early 
disposition  of  site  for  new  federal  office  build- 
ing; December  27,  1962,  Council  approves 
early  disposition  (this  building  is  now  under 
construction) . 

June  10,  1963,  Council  receives  for  its  ap- 
proval final  renewal  plan;  July  22,  1963,  Coun- 
cil  rejects    plan   submitted.* 

*Plan  as  submitted  on  June  10,  1963  is  en- 
larged by  Parcel  8  which  consists  of  the 
taking  of  two  buildings  on  State  street: 
No.  10  State  street,  an  office  building  as- 
sessed for  $400,000;  No.  28  State  street, 
Merchants  National  Bank,  assessed  for 
$1,960,000. 

Proposed   for   Parcel   8: 

The  erection  of  a  tower  building,  the  Mer- 
chants  National   Bank  to   be  the   prime  tenant. 

How  Carried  Out: 

BRA  would  take  these  two  buildings  by 
eminent  domain,  demolish  them,  clear  the  land, 
and  then  sell  it  to  the  developer  at  a  fraction 
of  the  cost  with  a  net  loss  to  the  taxpayer  of 
21   to  3   million   dollars. 

Query? 

Since  these  are  two  of  the  finest  buildings 
on  State  street  can  they  qualify  for  urban 
renewal  subsidy  under  the  test  of  blight  or 
decadent?      Obviously    not. 

The  only  other  avenue  is  whether  the  doc- 
trine of  "governmental  purposes  in  the  public 
interest"    would    be    applicable. 

At  the  hearing  the  BRA  alleged  that  the 
addition  of  Parcel  8  was  necessary  for  an 
adequate  traffic  pattern.  Boat  the  traffic  ex- 
perts themselves  state  it  should  not  be  added 
if  this  were  the  only  reason. 

The  BRA  alleged  that  the  Government  Cen- 
ter can  absorb  the  additional  office  space  that 
the  surplus  floors  of  the  proposed  Merchants 
Bank   tower  building   would  provide. 

How  about  the  recent  completion  of  the 
Travelers  Building,  its  proposed  addition,  the 
White  Fund  Building,  the  One  Center  Plaza 
Office  Building,  the  British  Building,  and  va- 
cancies that  will  be  created  when  city,  state, 
and  federal  agencies  now  renting  move  into 
the  new  Federal  Office  Building,  the  State 
Office  Building,  and  the  new  City  Hall.  A 
tabulation  shows  the  space  thus  available  far 
surpasses   the   projected   needs. 

Solution: 

Proceed  with  the  construction  of  the  new 
City  Hall  and  the  One  Center  Office  Building 
under  early  acquisition  as  was  done  with  the 
Federal   Office   Building   last   December. 

Interest  the  Merchants  National  Bank  in  a 
new  building  on  the  vacant  land  already  avail- 
able  within    the    Government    Center. 

Fill  the  post  of  land  disposition  officer  in 
the   BRA   so  that   the   city   may   avail   itself   of 


professional  service  in  interesting  prospective 
parties  in  developing  the  land  which  has  al- 
ready been  cleared.  (This  position  and  the 
salary  for  it  has  been  included  in  the  budget 
for   the   past  2   years.) 

Proposed  Developer's   Interest? 

The  interest  of  the  proposed  developer  is 
understandable.  He  would  acquire  the  choice 
site  on  State  street  and  at  a  mere  fraction  of 
its  cost  have  the  Merchants  National  Bank  as 
its  prime  tenant,  and  an  arrangement  whereby 
he  would  pay  an  annual  tax  of  $500  thousand 
per  year  on  a  20  million  dollar  building, 
instead  of  2  million  dollars  per  annum  as 
would  be  the  ease  if  the  building  were  assessed 
for  the  full  value. 

Amd  All  for  What? 

Boston  gets  no  new  business.  The  Mer- 
chants National  Bank,  now  located  on  this  site 
is  going  to  be  the  prime  tenant  of  this  new 
building.  And  because  of  the  favorable  ac- 
quisition through  city  and  federal  subsidy  and 
because  of  the  tax  agreement,  the  bank  build- 
ing will  be  in  a  position  to  lure  tenants  to 
their  surplus  floors  from  the  neighboring 
properties. 

Comments: 

The  hearings  have  also  produced  evidence 
which  on  technical  grounds  could  be  sufficient 
to  exclude  the  proposed  development  of  Par- 
cel 8. 

The  federal  law  provides  that  "no  under- 
standing with  respect  to,  or  contract  for  'the 
disposition  of  land  shall  be  entered  into  prior 
to"  the  fulfilling  of  certain  procedural  re- 
quirements. Whether  or  not  there  has  been 
an  understanding  without  or  before  meeting 
the  specific  required  procedure  is  a  matter  of 
fact  to  be  decided. 

I  have  the  privilege  of  serving  as  a  member 
of  the  committee  on  Housing  and  Urban  Re- 
newal of  the  American  Bar  Association,  the 
only  Massachusetts  member  thus  serving.  Be- 
cause of  various  public  statements  being  made, 
I  contacted  William  Slayton,  Commissioner  of 
Urban  Renewal,  by  telephone  this  afternoon 
at  3.05  P.M. 

Commissioner  Slayton  stated  that  the  Gov- 
ernment Center  is  not  in  jeopardy  because  of 
the  recent  Council  action;  that  other  cities 
have  rejected  original  plans  and  later  approved 
modified  plans;  that  any  plan  in  order  to 
qualify  for  federal  funds  must  meet  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  as  weli 
as  the  BRA;  that  he  had  questioned  his  New 
England  Field  Director  W.  Gerald  Lyons  o,n 
the  statement  attributed  to  him  and  that  Mr. 
Lyons    had   not  made  the  statement. 

At  Monday's  meeting  of  the  Council  I  in- 
troduced resolves  requesting  the  Mayor  to  di- 
rect the  BRA  to  forward  to  the  Council  for 
the  Council's  acceptance  and  approval  early 
disposition  resolves  for  the  site  of  the  New 
City  Hall  and  One  Center  Plaza  Office  Build- 
ing as  was  done  with  the  Federal  Office  Build- 
ing now  under  construction.  The  rules  were 
suspended   and    the   resolves    adopted. 

I  shall  continue  to  press  for  the  early  dis- 
position of  these  sites  and  any  other  site  of 
land  for  which  we  may  have  a  developer. 

I  have  been  and  am  now  ready  to  vote  for 
the  Government  Center  Plan  without  the  addi- 
tion of  Parcel  8.

APPROVAL  OF  EARLY  DISPOSITION  OF 
OITY  HALL  SITE,  GOVERNMENT  CEN- 
TER  PROJECT   AREA. 

The  following   was   received: 

City     of    Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  8,  1963. 
To    the    Honorable    City    Council. 
Gentlemen1: 

So  that  construction  on  the  new  City  Hall 
within  the  Government  Center  Project  may 
proceed,  the  Redevelopment  Authority  has  ap- 
proved the  disposition  of  the  City  Hall  site 
(Parcel  6)  under  the  procedure  followed  in 
the  case  of  the  Federal  Office  Building  earlier 
this  year. 

Bids  have  been  advertised  on  the  City  Hall 
construction  and  will  be  opened  on  August  20. 
Title  to  the  site  must  be  conveyed  before  an 
award  can  be  made. 

The  following  documents,  in  connection  with 
this  proposal,  are  submitted  for  your  con- 
sideration : 

1.  Proposed  resolution,  meeting  the  require- 
ments of  the  federal  government,  for  consider- 
ation and   adoption  by  the  City  Council. 

2.  Consent  by  the  city,  to  be  executed  by 
the  Mayor  after  authorization  and  approval 
by  the  City   Council. 

3.  Vote  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority requesting  the  authorization  of  the 
Mayor  and   City   Council. 

4.  Map  of  the  area  showing  the  City  Hall 
parcel. 

Attached  to  the  proposed  resolution  for  con- 
sideration and  adoption  by  the  City  Council 
are  the  building  controls  and  restrictions  for 
the  City  Hall  site.  These  controls  and  restric- 
tions are  extracted  from  the  Government  Cen- 
ter Urban  Renewal  Plan  which  has  been  con- 
sidered by  you  at  some  length  and  which  were 
the  subject  of   extended  public  hearings. 

Under  Chapter  121  of  the  General  Laws, 
and  under  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended, 
use  of  the  procedure  proposed  requires  appro- 
priate consents  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil, as  well  as  the  State  Housing  Board,  Divi- 
sion of  Urban  and  Industrial  Renewal,  and  the 
Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  of  the 
federal  government. 

Upon  the  consent  of  these  various  bodies, 
construction  of  the  new  City  Hall  can  begin; 
the  public  interest  would  be  served  by  begin- 
ning this  construction  as  soon  as  possible.  A 
considerable  number  of  consents  by  public 
bodies  must  be  sought  under  the  law.  The 
proposals  for  these  sites  have  already  been 
closely  examined  by  your  Honorable  Body. 
Consequently,  I  respectfully  request  that  this 
'resolution  be  adopted  so  that  the  other  ap- 
provals can  be  sought  immediately.

Whereas,  The  Authority  desires  to  dispose  of  a 
certain  rortion  of  the  areas  acquired   (shown  as 
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Parcel  6  in  the  map  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A) 
to  be  redeveloped  and  used  in  accordance  with 
the  Land  Use  Provisions  and  Building  and  Other 
Requirements  set  forth  in  Exhibit  B  attached 
hereto,  which  provisions  and  requirements  will  be 
included  in  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  entire 
Project  Area  upon  its  approval  and  adoption;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  reaffirms  the  City  of  Boston's  obligation 
with  respect  to  the  early  land  acquisition  loan  and 
the  covenant  executed  between  the  City  of 
Boston  and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
which  has  been  assigned  to  the  United  States 
Government;  now,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  City  Council  approves  the  Govern- 
ment Center  project  in  principle  and  goes  on  record 
as  intending  to  approve  an  urban  renewal  plan 
which  will  be  consistent  with  the  disposition  of  the 
City  Hall  site  (Parcel  6).

Exhibit  B. 
Land  Use  Provisions,  Planning 
Objectives,  and  Building  Requirements. 
I.     Planning  and  Design  Objectives 
A.     Introduction 

The  general  planning  and  design  objectives  of 
the  Government  Center  Project  are: 

1.  Revitalization  of  a  key  portion  of  down- 
town Boston  through  clearance,  redevelop- 
ment and  rehabilitation,  thereby  eliminat- 
ing a  decadent  and  substandard  area. 

2.  Functional  integration  of  new  governmen- 
tal facilities,  supported  by  new  private 
office  facilities  and  ancillary  consumer  and 
business  service  facilities. 

3.  Introduction  of  new  economic  strength  i»i 
the  Government  Center  Project  Area, 
thereby  creating  an  effective  center  of 
activity  functionally  linked  to  the  Retail 
Core,  the  Financial  District,  the  Water- 
front, the  North  Station,  the  Beacon  Hill 
Governmental  District,  and  the  nearby 
resider  tial  areas  of  Beacon  Hill  and  the 
West  and  North  Ends. 

4.  Provision  cf  adequate  vehicular  access  to 
Government  Center  in  order  to  emphasize 
the  importance  of  Government  Center  to 


the  entire  Boston.  Peninsula,  while  at  the 
same  time  improving  mass  transit  and 
pedestrian  access  into  and  movement 
within  the  Project  Area. 

5.  Creation  of  design  continuity  between  the 
public  and  piivate  parcels  in  order  to 
heighten  an  awareness  of  the  essential 
interrelation  of  all  the  Government 
Center  buildings,  open  spaces,  and  pedes- 
trian and  vehicular  ways. 

6.  Creation  of  a  symbol  of  democratic  gov- 
ernment and  its  related  institutions  ir. 
the  physical  context  of  the  surrounding 
historical  districts,  thereby  continuing 
and  improving  the  important  role  this 
area  has  played  in  the  political,  social,  and 
cultural  history  of  Boston  and  America. 

B.  Implementation 

These  general  planning  and  design  objectives 
will  be  implemented  by: 

1.  The  planning  and  design  of  public  facili- 
ties: circulation  systems  (pedestrian, 
vehicular,  and  mass  transit);  open  spaces; 
public  buildings  and  other  public  facillities; 
and 

2.  Use  and  design  controls  on  the  disposition 
parcels,  the  rehabilitation  parcels,  and  the 
buildings  in  the  Project  Area  which  are  not 
proposed  to  be  acquired. 

Moreover,  these  general  planning  and  design 
objectives  are  supplemented  by  the  specific 
planning  and  design  objectives  set  forth 
below.  The  developer  of  each  disposition 
parcel  and  the  owner  of  each  rehabilitation 
parcel  will  be  required  not  only  to  adhere  to 
the  particular  controls  and  restrictions  im- 
posed upon  his  parcel,  but  also  to  give  ade- 
quate consideration  to  the  spirit  of  these 
objectives  and  principles  in  respect  to  land 
use,  design,  and  building  controls. 

C.  Circulation  System  Objectives 
1.     Pedestrian  Movement 

(a)  Provide  a  system  of  pedestrian 
paths  linking  open  spaces,  private 
and  public  buildings,  mass  transit 
and  other  public  facilities  within 
Government  Center. 

(b)  Provide  a  system  of  pedestrian  paths 
linking  Government  Center  and  the 
adjacent  districts  of  North  Station, 
Quincy  Market  and  the  Waterfront, 
the  North  End,  Beacon  Hill,  and  the 
State  House,  the  Retail  Core,  and 
the  new  West  End  Redevelopment 
Area. 

(c)  Provide  a  system  of  pedestrian 
paths  which  can  be  incorporated 
into  an  improved  system  for  Bos- 
ton's historic  Freedom  Trail. 

(d)  Provide  a  system  of  pedestrian  paths, 
the  principal  elements  of  which  are: 

(1)  paralleling  systems  of  building 
arcades,  walkways  and  open 
spaces  starting  at  Pemberton 
square,  linking  the  intersections 
of  Cambridge,  Tremont  and 
Court  streets,  the  Scollay 
Square  MTA  Station,  Govern- 
ment Center  Plaza,  the  Sears 
Crescent,  new  City  Hall,  Dock 
square,  and  Faneuil  Hall  (this 
varied  system  of  open  and 
sheltered  walks  will  eventually 
tie  into  the  historic  Market 
and  Blackstone-Union  Streets 
area  and  thence  the  Water- 
front on  the  east,  and  the 
North  End  Freedom  Trail 
elements  on  the  north) ; 

(2)  mid-block  open  walkway  at 
Washington  and  State  streets 
linking  new  City  Hall  to  the 
Retail  Core  and  the  Financial 
District  via  Washington  street; 

(3)  systems  of  arcaded  walkways 
within  the  building  lines  of 
parcels  facing  Government 
Center  Plaza,  east  of  New 
Congress  and  west  of  Cam- 
bridge-Tremont,  thus  creating 
protected  pedestrian  paths 
serving  these  parcels  while 
protecting  and  defining  pedes- 
trian movement  where  adjacent 
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to  important  streets,  and 
maximum  flexibility  for  pedes- 
trian desires  and  to  give 
adequate  access  to  all  parcels. 

2.  Vehicular  Circulation 

(a)  Provide  a  rational  vehicular  circu- 
lation pattern  which: 

(1)  Maximizes  re-use  of  existing 
rights-of-way; 

(2)  Eliminates  awkward  and  dan- 
gerous intersections; 

(3)  Separates  different  types  of 
vehicular  movement  according 
to  function,  speed,  and  desti- 
nation ; 

(4)  Creates  super-blocks  free  of 
vehicular  traffic; 

(5)  Make  disposition  sites  more 
practical  in  terms  of  con- 
struction, loading,  off-street 
parking,  and  other  service 
standards;  and 

(6)  Creates  open  spaces  free  of 
private  vehicular  traffic. 

(b)  Simplify  and  increase  the  total 
carrying  capacity  of  routes  by 
creating  a  hierarchy  of  vehicular 
movement  which: 

(1)  discourages  through-traffic  from 
using  streets  within  Govern- 
ment Center  designed  for 
Government  Center  private 
vehicular  movement  alone,  and 

(2)  encourages  such  movement  on 
the  Central  Artery  and  other 
appropriate  through-traffic  ar- 
teries. 

(c)  Increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
vehicular  connections  serving  Gov- 
ernment Center  so  as  to  provide 
a  greater  access  to  the  Project 
Area  by : 

(1)  creating  at  grade  level  the 
one-way  connector  street-pair 
formed  by  New  Sudbury  and 
New  Chardon  streets,  and 

(2)  improving  the  existing  State 
and  Court  streets  as  secondary 
streets. 

(d)  Design  street  width,  capacity,  pave- 
ment and  related  street  equipment, 
in  order  to: 

(1)  enhance  access  to  disposition 
parcels,  and 

(2)  relate  such  designs  to  the 
height,  massing,  facade,  treat- 
ment and  use  of  disposition 
parcels. 

(e)  Minimize  disposition  parcel  access 
from  Cambridge-Tremont,  New  Con- 
gress-Merrimac,  New  Sudbury,  New 
Chardon,  State,  and  Court  streets, 
further  improvement  of  private 
vehicular  access  and  service  systems 
within  the  purview  of  these  controls 
will  be  accomplished  by  consultations 
between  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  and  the  disj  osition  parcel 
developers. 

3.  Mass  Transit 

Increase  the  capacity  of  the  Scolly  Square 
Station  to  meet  the  increased  numbers  of 
employees  in,  and  visitors  to,  Government 
Center  by  the  construction  of  a  loop 
designed  to  allow  more  cars  to  enter  and 
leave  Government  Center  within  any 
period  of  time,  and  design  surface  en- 
trances to  meet  the  following  three 
criteria: 

(a)  tiiat  their  design  harmonize  with  the 
design  of  the  immediate  area  in 
which  they  are  located. 

(b)  that  they  be  so  located  as  to  maximize 
access  to  the  station  they  serve,  and 

(c)  that  their  uesign  reflect  the  capacity 

of  the  station  tbey  serve. 

D.     Objectives   for    Public    Improvements,    Oper 
Spaces  and  Easements  for  Public  Use 
1.     Provide  high  standards  for  the  pedestrian's 
safety,    comfort,    and    access    to    service 
elements  contained  in  public  spaces  and 
rights-of-way,  giving  consideration  to: 
(a)     plant    materials,    paving    and    curb 
treatments,  lighting,  signs,  and  other 
street  and  open  space  equipment  and 
furnishings; 


(b)  safety  at  pedestrian  crossings  and 
within  open  spaces; 

(c)  street  and  open  space  sanitation;  and 

(d)  climatic  comfort  in  all  seasons  to  the 

degree  feasible. 

2.  Provide  a  functional  and  attractive 
system  of  well-aefinea  open  spaces  knitted 
into  an  integrated  whole  by  equally 
well-organized  streets,  walkways,  and 
open  spa,ces,  giving  consideration  to: 

(a)  the  circulation  and/or  non-circulation 
function  for  which  they  were  de- 
signed, and 

(b)  the  unification  and  functional  articu- 
lation of  the  space  sequences  of  the 
circulation  system. 

3.  Encourage  developers  of  disposition 
parcels  to  give  consideration  to: 

(a)  avoidance  of  setbacks  or  breaks  in 
building  lines  which  detract  from  the 
definition  of  enclosure  or  public  open 
space  and  street  space. 

(b)  exploitation  of  building  mass,  screen 
walls,  overhangs,  or  landscaping  as 
elements  contributing  to  the  defini- 
tion of  public  open  space  and  street 
space. 

(c)  enhancement  of  climatic  shelter 
objectives  as  they  relate  to  public 
open  space  and  street  space. 

(d)  provision  of  safe  pedestrian  and  auto 
visibility  minimizing  curb  cuts  in 
public  open  space  and  street  space 
areas. 

(e)  maximum  display  of  lighted  or  active 
portions  of  buildings  toward  public 
open  space  and  street  space  areas  in 
order  to  improve  nighttime  safety. 

(f)  placement  of  primary  building  en- 
trances and  approaches  and  arrange- 
ment of  internal  functions  generating 
public  activity  in  such  a  way  as  to 
generate  and  augment  the  purposes 
of  public  open  space  and  street  space, 
whether  intended  for  active  or 
passive  uses,  and 

(g)  use  of  architectural  materials  and 
scalar  treatment  of  facade  and  roof 
lines  in  modes  contributing  to 
unity  across  and  around  all  sides  of 
the  public  open  space  and  street 
space  areas. 

E.     Land  Use  and  Building  Controls  Objectives 

1.  Provide  a  high  standard  of  convenience 
and  mutual  interdependence  between 
local,  state,  and  federal  government 
facilities  and  services,  on  the  one  hana, 
and  private  offices  and  business  services 
on  the  other  hand,  maximizing  convenient 
pedestrian  access  between  all  parcels, 
and  emphasizing  private  office  space  that 
meets  the  needs  of  enterprises  requiring 
Government  Center  proximity; 

2.  Provide  a  high  degree  of  convenience,  and 
self-sufficiency,  in  Government  Center  in 
respect  to  local  retail,  personal  service, 
and  visitor  accommodation  facilities, 
maximizing  the  vertical  and  horizontal 
accessibility  of  such  services  from  the 
principal  public  pedestrian  walks  and 
open  spaces ; 

3.  Control  vehicular  traffic  generation  at  a 
level  reasonably  related  to  the  presence  of 
mass  transportation  alternatives,  the 
intense  degree  of  pedestrian  movement 
required  in  this  area,  and  the  limited 
availability  of  private  vehicular  move- 
ment channels  in  the  area; 

4.  Provide  an  adequate  standard  of  light,  air, 
ana  open  space, ana  create  a  total  pattern 
of  buildings  which  is  both  expressive  of 
contemporary  real  estate  development 
and  harmonious  part  of  historic  Boston. 
(Land  use  and  building  controls  and 
restrictions  emphasize  the  potential  for 
buildings  of  moderate  height  and  great 
horizontal  continuity,  both  to  ensure 
accessibility  to  light  and  air  and  to 
affirm  tiie  continuity  of  enclosure  of 
streets  and  open  spaces  by  long  buildings 
which  is  characteristic  of  this  part  of 
Boston.  The  rationale  directing  the  lo- 
cation of  tall  buildings  is  based  upon  an 
over-all  area  effect  rather  than  upon 
similarities  or  dissimilarities  of  locational 
conditions  between  adjacent  parcels.     In 
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the  over-all  plan  as  it  relates  to  tall 
buildings,  principal  considerations  will  be 
minimizing  shadowing  of  lower  buildings, 
major  open  spaces  and  transit  inter- 
changes, and  utilization  of  the  building  as 
an  attractive  distant  landmark  for  the 
location  and  internal  structure  of  Govern- 
ment Center.) 

F.     Buildings  Objectives 

1.  Realization  of  these  design  objectives 
depends  upon  the  highest  possible  level  of 
contemporary  architectural  design.  The 
individual  developer's  proposal  will  be 
reviewed  in  terms  of  its  contribution  to  a 
suitable  present-day  city  environment,  its 
care  for  the  assets  and  community  values 
of  historical  Boston,  and  the  permanence 
of  renewal  objectives  in  terms  of  aesthetic 
expression,  utilitarian  arrangement,  and 
structural  soundness.  This  objective  will 
require  the  developer  to  conform  to  the 
principles  of  the  over-all  Project  Area 
design  through  careful  attention  to  the 
potentials  of  the  disposition  parcel  (see 
especially  paragraphs  I.  D  and  I.  E 
above),  and  to  the  following  standards: 

(a)  The  best  modern  architectural  stand- 
ards for  natural  and  artificial  lighting, 
acoustics,  and  mechanical  plant 
should  be  utilized,  as  well  as  sensitive 
external  expression  of  these  factors 
in  order  to  avoid  premature  obso- 
lescence. 

(b)  Experimentation  in  the  arrangement 
of  uses  in  a  single  architectural  com- 
plex should  be  undertaken  in  order  to 
improve  on  current  architectural 
solutions  in  respect  to  mixed  land- 
use  sites  and  in  respect  tc  preserving 
the  spatial  integrity  of  the  street  and 
denned  public  open  spaces,  at  least 
for  lower  floors  facing  the  space. 

(c)  New  and  rehabilitated  buildings,  as 
well  as  buildings  proposed  to  be  re- 
tained, should  harmonize,  not  only 
with  others  sharing  the  sam»  streets 
or  open  spaces,  but  with  surrounding 
older  parts  of  downtown  Boston. 
Particular  note  should  be  taken  of 
the  use  of  curtain  walling  materials 
and  architectural  rhythm  and  detail 
of  wall  openings,  relating  to  domi- 
nant local  architectural  traditions  of 
masonry  materials  and  complex  and 
careful  scales  of  wall  openings  and 
details. 

(d)  All  parapets  and  roof-top  structures 
should  be  well  organized  so  as  to 
present  an  attractive  appearance 
from  all  points  of  view,  including 
view  from  higher  buildings. 

(e)  New  and  rehabilitated  buildings  as 
well  as  buildings  proposed  to  be  re- 
tained should  be  treated  with  archi- 
tectural values  on  all  facades,  leaving 
no  facades  of  inferior  material. 

2.  Two  special  and  fundamental  principles 
with  respect  to  individual  architectural 
considerations  are  as  follows: 

(a)  Maintenance  around  Government 
Center  Plaza  of  a  dignified  building 
enclosure  of  simple  roofline,  similar 
or  harmonious  materials,  and  similar 
scale  of  facade  treatment,  providing 
an  unobtrusive  common  setting  over 
which  the  new  City  Hall  will  be 
visually  dominant  and  artistically 
unique;  and 

(b)  Maintenance  and  strengthening  of  a 
clear  visual  channel  and  sequence  of 
related  architectural  appearances 
extending  from  Government  Center 
Plaza  to  the  Waterfront  (the  latter 
outside  the  Project  Area)  expressing 
the  functional  ties  between  these 
points  of  tourist  interest  and  the 
intervening  open  spaces  as  well.  It 
is  to  be  noted  that  long,  moderately- 
low  existing  buildings,  making  heavy 
use  of  concrete  or  granite  materials, 
are  frequently  found  along  this  line. 

II.     Land  Use  Provisions  and  Building 
Requirements 
A.     General  Requirements 

1.  Applicability:  The  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  apply  to  all  property  to  be  made 


available  for  redevelopment  within  the 
Project  Area,  and  shall  be  implemented 
by  appropriate  covenants  in  disposition 
or  other  documents. 

2.  Duration  of  Controls,  Effective  Date  and 
Renewal  Provisions:  The  provisions  and 
requirements  established  herein  shall  be 
maintained  and  in  effect  for  a  period  of 
40  years  from  the  date  of  the  original  ap- 
proval of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  by  the 
City  Council  (as  provided  hereinafter), 
whichever  is  later,  except  for  sections  3 
and  4  below,  which  shall  remain  in  effect 
for  a  period  of  100  years  from  said  date. 

3.  Restrictive  Covenants:  No  cpvenant, 
agreement,  lease,  conveyance  or  other 
instrument  shall  be  effected  or  executed 
by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
or  by  any  purchaser  or  lessee  from  it  (or 
any  successors  in  interest  of  such  pur- 
chasers or  lessees)  by  which  land  in  the 
Project  Area  or  any  improvements,  facili- 
ties or  appurtenances  constructed  on  such 
land,  is  restricted,  either  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  or  by  such  pur- 
chasers, lessees  or  successors  in  interest, 
upon  the  basis  of  race,  creed,  color,  or 
national  origin,  in  the  occupancy  thereof. 

4.  Compliance  with  Anti-Discrimination 
Laws:  Redevelopers  shall  comply  with  all 
state  and  local  laws  in  effect  from  time  to 
time  prohibiting  discrimination  or  segre- 
gation by  reason  of  race,  religion,  color,  or 
national  origin  in  the  sale,  lease  or  occu- 
pancy of  property  in  the  Project  Area, 
provided  that  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  the  United  States  of  America. 

5.  Interim  Uses:  The  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  may  devote  p.  rop  erties  acquired 
by  it  in  the  Project  Area,  prior  to  the 
time  such  i  ropertics  are  needed  for 
redevelopment  pmrp  oscs,  to  temporary 
uses  for  parking,  relocation,  or  recreation, 
in  accordance  with  such  standards,  con- 
trols, ana  regulations  as  the  Authority  may 
deem  appropriate. 

6.  Definitions  Applicable  in  the  Interpreta- 
tion of  Building  Requirements  and 
Restrictions: 

(a)  Floor  Area  Ratio:  The  direct  ratio  of 
the  total,  above  grade,  gross  floor 
area  of  a  building  to  the  total  area  of 
the  disposition  parcel. 

(b)  Building  Coverage:  The  percentage 
of  the  disposition  parcel  covered  by 
the  ground  floor  of  the  building. 

(c)  Height:  The  height  of  a  building 
shall  be  measured  from  the  mean 
grade  of  the  sidewalk  or  a  given 
grade  elevation  to  the  top  of  the 
parapet  of  the  building  facade. 
Grade  elevations  are  measured  from 
Boston  Base. 

(d)  Setback:  The  distance  between  the 
disposition  parcel  line  and  a  line 
beyond  which  no  part  of  the  building 
may  protrude. 

(e)  Building  Envelope:  A  building 
envelope  is  the  geometric  figure 
defined  by  the  application  of  height, 
setback  and  similar  controls  for  a 
disposition  parcel. 

(f)  Arcade:  An  area  of  a  building 
which  is  open  to  public  access  along 
its  entire  length. 

7.  Landscaping:  All  open  areas  must  be 
suitably  landscaped  so  as  to  provide  a 
visually  attractive  environment. 

8.  Sign  Control:  Signs  within  the  Project 
Area  shall  be  restricted  to  the  non- 
animated  and  nonflashing  type,  identify- 
ing only  tne  establishment  ana  nature  of 
its  products.  All  signs  must  be  suitably 
integrated  with  the  architectural  design 
of  the  structure  which  they  identify.  No 
sign  shall  project  above  the  roof  of  the 
structure  on  which  it  is  mounted.  No 
sign  shall  project  beyond  the  face  of  the 
building  more  than  24  inches.  The  size, 
design,  location  and  number  of  signs  shall 
be  ai  proved  by  the  Authority.  No 
signs  or  advertising  shall  be  placed  on  the 
exterior  facade  on  or  above  the  floor  level 
of  tne  third  floor  of  any  structure.     Any 
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exceptions  to  the  above  controls,  or  the 
placement  or  replacement  of  any  sign 
during  the  40-year  period  referred  to 
above,  must  be  ar  proved  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority. 
9.  Exterior  Lighting:  Exterior  lighting  may 
be  used  to  light  do~rs,  entrances,  show 
windows,  plazas,  and  oren  spaces.  It 
shall  be  located  and  shielded  so  as  to 
prevent  glare  on  adjacent  properties.  No 
flood  lighting  of  buildings  or  streets  will  be 
permitted  except  by  special  approval  of 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 


10.     Off-Street     Leading:       Servicing     of     all 

buildings  snail  be  off-street,   except   tr.at 

not-to-be-acquired     parcels     and     parcels 

designated     for     rehabilitation     may     be 

exempted    in    writing,     by    the     Boston 

Redevelopment  Authority,  where  existing 

conditions    make    compliance    with    this 

requirement  impossible.     Developers  shall 

provide  access  to  such  servicing  areas  only 

where  permitted  under  Section  II  B  below.

11.  Open  Parking  Areas:  Open  parking  areas 
must  be  paved  and  landscaped  and 
effectively  screened  to  provide  an  at- 
tractive visual  appearance.  The  number 
of  parking  spaces  provided  must  be 
consented  to  in  writing  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority. 

12.  Storage:  The  open-air  storage  of  mate- 
rials, equipment  or  merchandise,  other 
than  automobiles,  shall  not  be  permitted 
in  any  section  of  the  Project  Area. 

13.  Uses:  The  Project  Area  shall  generally 
be  devoted  to  office  and  business  uses, 
and  landscaped  open'  areas.  Specific 
uses  for  each  parcel  are  set  forth  in 
Section  I.  B.  In  each  case,  and  unless 
specifically  otherwise  provided,  designa- 
tion of  a  particular  use  includes  all 
accessory  and  ancillary  uses,  customarily 
or  reasonably  incident  to  the  use  specified, 
or  the  use  on  an  adjoining  parcel.  Retail 
business  are  permitted  on  all  private 
parcels  except  those  devoted  to  open 
space.  Restaurants  are  permitted  on 
all  parcels  except  those  devoted  to  open 
space.  Landscaped  open  space  is 
permitted  as  an  accessory  use  on  any 
parcel.  Within  the  purview  of  this 
section,  the  Authority  may  permit  on 
any  parcel  such  uses  as  are  consistent 
with  the  objectives  of  the  Project. 

14.  Utility  Easements:  Easements  for 
utilities  shall  be  provided,  as  needed 
by  the  Authority. 

15.  Subway  Facilities:  Provision  shall  be 
made  for  subway  tunnels,  stations,  and 
access  facilities  as  needed  and  disposition 
parcels  shall  be  subject  to  easements 
and  other  rights  as  appropriate  in 
accordance  therewith.  In  addition, 
developers  on  each  parcel  may  construct 
or  arrange  to  have  constructed  such 
additional  facilities  as  they  deem 
desirable. 

16.  Arcaded  Pedestrian  Ways:  Arcaded 
pedestrian  ways  are  permitted  on  all 
disposition  parcels. 

17.  Subway  Easements:  Easements  for 
existing  subway  tunnels  must  be  main- 
tained, and  construction  shall  proceed 
so  as  not  to  damage  or  threaten  damage 
to  or  cause  leakage  in  or  impair  the 
structure  or  support  of  or  interfere  in 
any  way  with  the  use  of  Metropolitan 
Transit  Authority  facilities,  and  any 
existing  above  ground  faculties  must  be 
restored  or  replaced  in  a  manner  ac- 
ceptable to  the  Metropolitan  Transit 
Authority. 


18.  Automobile  Passenger  Discharge  Area: 
Buildings  in  public  use  shall  provide 
automobile  passenger  discharge  areas,  in 
such  a  way  as  not  to  impede  traffic  flow. 

19.  Provisions  for  Handicapped  People: 
All  new  buildings  in  the  Project  Area 
shall  be  so  designed  that  persons  in 
wheel  chairs  can  enter  and  leave  and 
travel  about  the  building  in  a  reasonable 
manner  without  undue  obstruction. 
Appropriate  entrances  and  exits  for 
such  persons  shall  be  constructed  on  all 
major  frontages. 

B.     Specific    Land   Use   Provisions    and    Building 
Requirements  Applicable  to  Particular  Parcels. 

Pakcel  6. 

1 .  Permitted  Uses 

This  parcel  shall  be  devoted  to  public 
office  and  institution. 

2.  Building  Requirements 

(a)  Floor  Area  Ratio:  Not  to  exceed 
eight. 

(b)  Building  Coverage:  Not  applicable. 

(c)  Height:  Not  to  exceed  140  feet  or 
to  be  less  than  100  feet  above  elevation 
34.0  feet. 

(d)  Setback:  Not  applicable. 

(e)  Building  Envelope:  East  facade  of 
building  must  form  an  effective  visual 
enclosure  to  Dock  square. 

(f)  Parking:  No  open  parking  permitted. 
Enclosed  parking  permitted  below 
elevation  of  Government  Center  Plaza 
as  it  abuts  upon  Parcel  6.  Auto- 
mobile servicing  for  official  vehicles 
permitted  provided  such  services  are 
entirely  within  an  enclosed  structure. 

(g)  Access:  For  parking  and  loading  by 
right  turn  only  from  New  Congress 
street. 

(h)  Loading  Bays:  At  least  5  loading 
bays  shall  be  provided. 

Redevelopeb's  Obligations 
A.     Design  Controls 

Redevelopment  and  rehabilitation  of  land 
in  the  Project  Area  shall  be  made  subject 
to  the  regulations  and  controls  specified 
herein.  The  purpose  of  such  regulations 
and  controls  is  to  assure  that  the  renewal 
of  the  area  will  conform  to  the  planning 
and  design  objectives  set  forth  above. 
It  is  therefore  the  obligation  of  all  re- 
developers  not  only  to  comply  with  these 
controls  but  also  to  familiarize  themselves 
with  the  planning  and  design  objectives 
and  to  prepare  development  or  rehabili- 
tation proposals  which  are  in  harmony 
therewith.  All  such  proposals  will  be 
subject  to  design  review,  comment  and 
approval  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  prior  to  land  disposition  and 
prior    to    commencement    of    construction. 
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In  addition  to  assuring  compliance  with 
specific  controls  set  forth  above,  the  Au- 
thority will  evaluate  the  quality  and 
appropriateness  of  proposed  development 
with  reference  to  the  general  design  con- 
siderations set  forth  above. 

B.     Obligation  to  Build 

The  redeveloper  will  be  obliged,  under 
the  terms  of  the  disposition  instrument, 
to  carry  out  certain  specified  improvements, 
within  a  reasonable  period  of  time  as  set 
forth  in  the  instrument. 

C      Disposition  of  Property  by  Redeveloper 

The  redeveloper  will  not  be  permitted 
to  dispose  of  property  until  the  improve- 
ments are  completed  without  the  prior 
written  consent  of  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority,  which  consent  will  not 
be  granted  except  under  conditions  that 
will  prevent  speculation  and  protect  the 
interests  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority.

Whereas,  Parcel  6  in  the  Project  Area  is  cleared 
and  ready  for  disposition  and  construction  thereon; 

Whereas,  The  commencement  of  construction  on 
said  Parcel  6  will  provide  much-needed  new  em- 
ployment and  stimulate  the  economy  and  in  general 
be  beneficial  to  the  financial  and  physical  well- 
being  of  the  community  and  its  inhabitants;  and 

Whereas,  The  redevelopment  and  renewal  to  be 
accomplished  by  such  construction  will  serve  the 
purposes  of  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949 
as  amended  and  Chapter  121  of  the  General  Laws;

Whereas,  During  the  course  of  said  hearings 
evidence  was  introduced,  by  the  Ten  State 
Street  Corporation,  owner  of  a  standard  un- 
blighted  building  now  standing  on  a  portion 
of  the  Parcel  8  section  of  said  final  plan,  to 
the  effect  that  the  New  England  Merchants 
National  Bank,  the  owner  of  another  standard 
unblighted  building  now  standing  on  said  Par- 
cel 8  had  since  early  in  1961  been  negotiating 
with  the  Development  Administrator  of  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  and  also  with 
Cabot,  Cabot  &  Forbes,  a  development  company 
for  the  construction  of  a  thirty-five  story  office 
tower  building  on  said  Parcel  8,  that  these 
negotiations  resulted  in  an  understanding 
whereby  the  said  tower  was  to  be  owned  by 
C,  C.  &  F.  with  the  bank  becoming  a  tenant 
in  the  first  ten  floors,  and  that  these  negotia- 
tions and  the  resulting  understanding  were  un- 
known to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
until  April  7,   1'9'63;  and 

Whereas,  Under  the  final  plan  the  present 
Ten  State  Street  building  would  be  razed  to 
make  room  for  the  new  tower,  while  the  bank 
building  would  be  left  standing  until  the  tower 
was  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  bank;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  alleged  at  the  public  hear- 
ings by  the  owners  of  Ten  State  Street  that  the 
hank  offered  to  purchase  the  Ten  State  Street 
building  during  the  time  the  bank  was  nego- 
tiating with  the  Development  Administrator 
and  C.,   C.  &  F.;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  further  alleged  by  the  owners 
of  Ten  State  Street  that  the  said  Development 
Administrator  suggested  the  possibility  of  using 
the  Authority's  eminent  domain  power  to  take 
another  building  owned  by  the  Ten  State 
Street  Corporation  if  the  said  corporation  did 
not  agree  to  the  taking  of  the  building  of  said 
corporation  in   Parcel  8;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  further  alleged  by  the  owners 
of  10  State  Street  that  they  were  first  told  of 
the  negotiations  between  the  Development  Ad- 
ministrator, the  Bank,  and  C,  C.  &  F.,  by  the 
Development  Administrator  in  May  of  1Q63 
and  that  during  the  same  month  the  owners 
of  10  State  Street  ofEered  to  build  a  tower  which 
could  house  the  bank  on  the  same  site  but  were 
refused  by  an  officer  of  the  said  bank;  and 

Whereas,  The  proposal  to  take  Parcel  8  was 
not  included  in  the  project  plans  at  the  time 
the  project  plan  was  approved  by  the  Boston 
City  Council  and  the  Federal  Housing  and 
Home  Finance  Agency  for  the  purpose  of  ob- 
taining funds  for  plans  and  surveys  or  early 
land   acquisition;    and 

Whereas,  The  proposal  to  include  Parcel  8 
was  made  by  the  I.  M.  Pei  Company,  a  plan- 
ning consulting  firm,  which  was  engaged  by 
the  Development  Administrator  in  1961  to  re- 
place the  planning  firm  of  Adams,  Howard  & 
Greeley  which  had  originally  planned  the  proj- 
ect;  and 

Whereas,  The  Government  Center  project 
involves  the  expenditure  of  approximately  200< 
million  dollars  of  the  people's  money  and  is  of 
vital  importance  to  the  people  of  this  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  Federal  Urban  Redevelopment 
and  Renewal  program  exists  because  of  con- 
gressional action   designed  to  help   people  who 


live  in  cities  and  involves  the  expenditure  of 
hundreds  of  millions  of  the  people's  dollars 
appropriated  by  the  Congress  to  help  achieve 
this    purpose;    and 

Whereas,  The  entire  circumstances  surround- 
ing the  inclusion  of  Parcel  8  in  the  Govern- 
ment Center  project  have  given  rise  to  a  great 
deal  of  controversy  concerning  its  propriety; 
and 

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  that  an  immediate 
investigation,  free  of  local  influence,  be  held 
concerning  this  matter  which  is  of  such  vital 
importance  to  both  the  federal  and  the  local 
Urban    Renewal    program;    be    it   therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  re- 
spectfully requests  U.  S.  Senator  John  J.  Mc- 
Clellan,  Chairman  of  the  Subcommittee  on  In- 
vestigations of  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Government  Operations,  to  arrange  for  an  im- 
mediate investigation  of  all  of  the  circum- 
stances surrounding  the  inclusion  of  Parcel  8 
in  the  final  plan  of  the  Government  Center 
Urban   Renewal   project;   and  be   it  further 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
forwarded  to  Senator  MeClellan  and  all  the 
members  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Investiga- 
tions of  the  U.  S.  Senate  Government  Opera- 
tions Committee. 

Coun.  MCDONOUGH  moved  suspension  of 
the  rules  and  adoption  of  the  resolution.

Relative  to  a  City  Council  order  passed  on 
July  1,  1963,  requesting  information  concern- 
ing the  proposal  for  purchase  of  the  two-way 
radio  or  mobile  communications  for  the  Boston 
Police  Department,   the  following  is  submitted: 

In  1960,  the  Federal  Communications  Com- 
mission imposed  new  and  more  stringent  tech- 
nical performance  standards  upon  all  police 
radio  operations.  Ais  a  result,  on  May  3,  1960, 
the  then  Police  Commissioner,  Leo  J.  Sullivan, 
engaged  the  Hermes  Electronics  Company,  75 
Cambridge  Parkway,  Cambridge,  to  conduct 
an  engineering  survey  of  the  radio  communica- 
tions facilities  of  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment. 

In  their  report  dated  June  27,  I960!,  they 
recommended  the  replacement  of  our  mobile 
radio  equipment  with  modern  sets  making  ex- 
tensive use  of  transistors.  They  indicated  that 
fuel  savings  alone  arising  from  the  reduced 
power  consumption  would  pay  for  the  capital 
cost  of  such  new  equipment  within  five  years. 
Specifications  for  the  type  of  equipment  needed 
were  written  by  the  Itek  Laboratories,  Lexing- 
ton, Mass.,  who,  in  the  interim  period,  had 
absorbed   the   Hermes   Company.

REPORT      OF      COMMITTEE      ON     URBAN 
REDEVELOPMENT,  REHABILITATION 
AND    RENEWAL. 
Coun.   MCDONOUGH,   for  the  Committee  on 
Urban   Redevelopment,    Rehabilitation    and   Re- 
newal,   submitted    the    following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
order  (referred  June  10,  1963)  approving 
"Workable   Program." 


Minority  Report  op  Councillor  Piemonte, 
Member  of  Committee  on  Urban  Re- 
development, Rehabilitation  and  Re- 
newal. 

Re    Workable    Program. 

As  the  elected  officials  of  all  the  people  of 
Boston,  the  Boston  City  Council  is  required 
by  the  Federal  Government  to  pass  on  the 
Workable  Program.  The  Workable  Program 
is  the  program  submitted  to  the  City  Council 
by  the  Mayor.  The  committee  held  five  days 
of  hearings  July  2,  August  6,  7,  8,  and  13. 
Transcripts  of  these  hearings  are  available  for 
public  inspection  at  the  City  Clerk's  office. 

Why  is  it  important  to  have  an  effective 
workable   program? 

By  developing  and  carrying  out  an  effective 
program,    the   city   will   be   able   to: 

Halt  the  spread  of  slums  and  eradicate 
blight    and    its    causes. 

Provide  better  housing  and  a  better  living 
environment  for  all  citizens,  including  low- 
income  families,  the  young  people  and  the 
elderly. 

Avoid  costly  mistakes  in  future  urban  de- 
velopment. 

Increase  the  effectiveness  of  its  resources 
for  improvement  and  renewal  through  coordi- 
nation. 

Protect    and    enhance    its    tax    base. 

Attract  industrial  and  commercial  develop- 
ment that   can  raise  local  living  standards. 

Stretch  the  local  renewal  dollar  through  pub- 
lic works  planning. 

Schedule  activities  causing  family  displace- 
ment with  those  designed  to  provide  reloca- 
tion   housing. 

Encourage    private   initiative   in    renewal. 

Build  community  understanding  of  what  can 
be    achieved,    gain    citizen   support   and    action. 

Supplement  local  resources  as  necessary 
with    Federal   aids. 

It  becomes  our  duty  therefore  to  pass  on 
the  Declaration  of  Policy,  and  to  examine 
each  of  the  minimum  elements  of  an  effective 
workable    program    for    the    following: 

(a)  Significant  achievements  during  the 
past  year. 

(b)  Changes  or  revisions  in  the  com- 
munity's   over-all    objectives. 

(cl  Major  goals  which  are  set  for  attain- 
ment  during    the   cominc  year. 

We  have  been  told  that  our  duty  is  clear 
in  this  matter,  that  we  should  approve  the 
workable  program  as  presented  or  be  termed 
obstructionists  or  politically  motivated.  Yet 
the  Federal  Government  requires  that  we  pass 
on  it.  And  as  your  elected  officials  we  are 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  giving 
Boston  an  effective  workable  program.  Why 
is  an  effective  workable  program  necessary? 
You  are  paying  the  bill  "whether  you  live 
in  a  project  area  or  not.  The  program  came 
into  being  because  of  people  and  affects 
people.  An  effective  workable  program  will 
produce  the  most  benefits  for  each  tax  dollair 
sipent;  it  will  respect  the  dignity  of  people  in 
its   operations. 

On  all  of  the  evidence  both  oral  and  by 
documents  submitted  at  the  five  days  of  hear- 
ings I  find  that  the  Mayor  has  failed  to  set 
out  significant  achievements  in  the  basic  re- 
quirements of  a  workable  program;  that  he 
has  failed  or  neglected  to  offer  changes  or 
revisions  in  the  community's  over-all  objec- 
tives "with  regards  to  these  basic  minimum 
requirements;  that  the  Mayor  has  failed  to 
set  forth  major  goals  for  attainment  in  the 
basic  minimum  requirements  that  permit  me 
to  vote  approval  of  the  -workable  program  as 
it  is  presently  before  us. 

Yet,  by  amending  the  -workable  program 
by  setting  forth  specific  changes  or  revisions 
in  the  community's  over-all  objective  and  in 
the  major  goals  set  for  achievement  during 
the  coming  year  the  program  could  become 
compatible.  One  specific  illustration  is  the 
statement  of  Declaration  of  Policy.  As  pre- 
sented it  consisted  of  the  following  statement: 
"The  policies  guiding  the  City  of  Boston 
in  its  community  program  are  those  which 
were  stated  in  the  1960  Development  Pro- 
gram." (For  reference  see  page  3  of  the 
Workable     Program     Document) . 
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The  inadequacy  of  this  as  a  statement  of 
policy  is  obvious  on  its  face.  Yet  it  took 
Council  insistence  (see  page  7  of  transcript 
of  July  2)  to  produce  a  2'1-page  mimeo- 
graphed statement  in  lieu  of  this  (see  page 
32    of   transcript    of   August   6). 

Following  are  set  forth  the  seven  minimum 
elements  of  an  effective  workable  program, 
the  objective  of  each,  the  test  for  each, 
specific  references  to  evidence  submitted  at 
these  hearings  and  my  observations. 

The  Workable  Program  embraces  seven 
minimum  elements,  based  on  tested  and  ac- 
cepted principles  of  good  municipal  manage- 
ment.     They    are: 

1.  Codes    and    Ordinances. 

2.  Comprehensive   Community    Plan. 

3.  Neighborhood    Analyses. 

4.  Administrative   Organization. 

5.  Financing. 

6.  Housing   for  Displaced   Families. 

7.  Citizen    Participation. 

These  seven  elements  are  interrelated — they 
should  move  forward  together  as  the  Program 
progresses. 

1.  Codes  and  Ordinances:  (The  objective  is 
to  assure  adequate  minimum  standards  of 
health,  sanitation,  and  safety  through  a 
comprehensive  system  of  codes  and  ordinances 
which  state  the  minimum  conditions  under 
which   dwellings   may   be   lawfully   occupied ) . 

The  specific   requirements   are: 

— a  codes  review  committee  or  similar  group 
to  review  codes  and  code  enforcement  techni- 
cally  and    objectively; 

— the  adoption  of  modern  building,  plumb- 
ing; electrical  and  housing  codes  during  the 
first  year  after  initial  certification  or,  for 
programs  presently  in  effect,  before  recerti- 
fications  can  be  approved  after  October  1, 
1962; 

— effective  enforcement  of  codes  following 
adoption  and  a  planned  systematic  housing 
code  compliance  program  to  be  started  within 
one  year  after  the  adoption  of  the  housing 
code; 

— accurate  reporting  on  compliance  ac- 
tivity and  a  showing  that  there  is  a  reason- 
able use  of  appropriate  local  resources  in 
terms  of  inspectors  and  funds  needed  to  en- 
force   compliance    with    the    codes. 

I  find  that:  The  city  has  a  review  com- 
mittee to  ireview  codes  which  was  organized 
under  the  prior  administration  and  carried 
over  under  the  present  administration  with 
some  changes.  Two  sections  of  the  codes 
have  been  presented  to  the  Council  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Council  within  the  past  two 
years.  There  are  four  or  five  other  sections 
still    to    be    reviewed. 

There  is  no  effective  enforcement  of  codes 
nor  a  planned  systematic  compliance  pro- 
gram. The  city  does  not  have  a  code  re- 
view   committee   to    review    code   enforcement. 

The  hearings  disclose  that,  while  enforce- 
ment is  divided  between  Building,  Health, 
Fire  and  Public  Works  Departments,  and  the 
Office  of  Neighborhood  Improvement,  there  is 
no  attempt  to  co-ordinate  the  work  of  these 
various  departments  nor  is  there  any  attempt 
to  set  up  a  central  channel  through  which  all 
complaints  regarding  code  enforcement  might 
be    funneled. 

There  is  not  a  reasonable  use  of  appropriate 
local  resources  in  terms  of  inspectors  and 
funds  needed  to  enforce  compliance  with  the 
codes  in  the  City  of  Boston.  In  addition  to 
the  testimony  to  be  found  in  the  transcript 
of  the  hearings  are  the  findings  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Court  in  House  Document 
No.  3622  dated  July  18,  1'963.  On  pages  10, 
1'2,    13,    14,    and    15    they   report   as    follows: 

That  there  is  a  lack  of  proper  administra- 
tion in  the  functioning  of  the  Boston  Build- 
ing Department  insofar  as  it  relates  to  the 
inspection  of  buildings  and  the  granting  of  and 
follow-up  of  permits  for  the  construction  of 
buildings. 


There  is  a  lack  of  coordination  and  coopera- 
tion between  the  various  state  and  local  de- 
partments and  agencies  charged  with  the  duty 
of  enforcing  existing  laws  pertaining  to  the 
health  and  safety  of  the  people  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

There  is  no  program  of  building  inspection 
now  in  existence  which  can  do  more  than 
maintain  minimum  standards  of  safety  for 
the  people  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Boston  Building  Department  is  under- 
manned and  is  unable  to  adequately  enforce 
the   provisions  of  the  Boston   Building   Code. 

The  Building  Department  is  undermanned 
and  underpaid.  This  results  in  an  appalling 
lack  of  inspectors,  insufficient  to  perform  even 
the  minimal  functions  required.  The  poor 
pay  means  that  the  job  must  be  carried  out 
by  a  few  dedicated  public  servants  and  medi- 
ocre  employees. 

As  a  result  of  its  current  investigation, 
this  committee  can  unequivocally  state  that 
the  conditions  cited  in  1957  and  set  forth 
herein  above  still  exist  in  the  Boston  Building 
Department.  While  these  conditions  cannot 
be  said  to  have  substantially  contributed  to 
the  disaster  at  the  Sherry-Biltmore,  Inc.,  had 
the  fire  occurred  in  other  parts  of  the  hotel, 
the  City  of  Boston  might  once  again  have 
been  forced  to  endure  the  ridicule  and  indig- 
nation  of   the   people   of   this    Commonwealth. 

This  committee  urges  the  executive  head 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  in  whom  the  responsi- 
bility is  vested  by  statute,  to  initiate  a 
thorough  reorganization  of  the  city's  Build- 
ing Department  to  avert  the  possibility  of 
further  and  more  serious  disaster  in  the  field 
of    public   safety. 

As  a  partial  remedy  to  some  of  the  more 
obvious  deficiencies  presently  existing  in  the 
Boston  Building  Department,  the  committee 
recommends: 

1.  The  recruitment  of  qualified  personnel, 
adequately    compensated   and    properly   trained. 

2.  The  adoption  of  a  system  of  checks 
and  balances  which  will  result  in  the  fixing 
of  responsibility  within  the  Building  Depart- 
ment and  by  which  deficiencies  or  failures 
in  performance  of  individuals  within  the  de- 
partment may  be  quickly   detected. 

3.  That  the  inspections  currently  made  by 
the  vai'ious  field  divisions  within  the  Build- 
ing Department  (i.e.  electrical,  gas,  construc- 
tion, etc.)  should  be  better  coordinated  so  as 
to  eliminate  a  duplication  of  effort  and  to 
provide  for  an  exchange  of  information  be- 
tween   the   said    divisions. 

4.  That  a  program  of  field  inspection  be 
established  and  an  audit  bureau  created  to 
make  certain  that  the  field  inspection  program 
is  effectively  carried  out.  This  necessarily 
required  that  control  of  the  inspection  program 
and  the  field  inspection  force  be  separated  and 
that  the  audit  bureau  report  directly  to  the 
Building  Commissioner. 

5.  Recognizing  the  fact  that  in  the  area 
of  public  safety  government  has  an  obliga- 
tion to  render  services  to  the  people  regard- 
less of  cost,  this  committee  is  of  the  opinion 
that  persons  who  receive  special  services  from 
the  Building  Department  by  way  of  examina- 
tion of  plans  and  inspection  of  property  dur- 
ing the  period  of  construction  and  alteration 
should  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  commensurate 
with  the  services  rendered.  To  this  end 
it  is  recommended  that  a  study  be  made  of 
the  fee  schedule  of  the  Boston  Building  De- 
partment to  bring  the  cost  of  permits  into 
a  more  realistic  relationship  with  the  cost 
of  the  services  rendered.  More  specificially  to 
eliminate  maximum  fees,  to  raise  the  indi- 
vidual fees  and  to  explore  the  possibility  of 
devising  new  sources  of  revenue  to  provide 
for  the  adequate  staffing  of  the  Building  De- 
partment. 

2.  Comprehensive  Community  Plan:  (The 
objective  is  the  formulation  and  official  recog- 
nition of  a  comprehensive  general  plan  for  the 
community    as    a    whole) . 

The  specific  requirements  are: 
— preparation,  as  a  guide  for  long-range  de- 
velopment,  of  general  physical  plans  with  re- 
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spect  to  the  pattern  and  intensity  of  land  use 
and  the  provision  o>f  public  facilities,  including 
transportation  facilities,  together  with  long- 
range   fiscal   plans   for   such    development; 

— programming  of  capital  improvements  based 
on  a  determination  of  relative  urgency,  to- 
gether with  definitiva  financing  plans  for  the 
improvements  to  be  constructed  in  the  earlier 
years   of   the   program; 

— coordination  of  all  related  plans  of  the  de- 
partments or  subdivisions  of  the  government 
concerned; 

— intergovernmental  coordination  of  all  re- 
lated planned  activities  among  the  state  and 
local   governmental    agencies    concerned; 

— preparation  of  regulatory  and  administra- 
tive measures  in  support  of  the  foregoing. 

Much  talk  was  made  of  the  plans  for  a  com- 
prehensive plan  with  respect  to  land  use  and 
also  of  intergovernmental  coordination  require- 
ments. This  was  but  a  repetition  of  past 
statements  made  in  the  presentation  of  work- 
able programs  for  prioir  years.  The  "City  Rec- 
ord" of  last  year,  page  20'8,  minority  report  of 
Councillor  William  Foley  best  points  out  the 
administration's  failure  in  this  regard  and  the 
said  minority  report  is  incorporated  in  this 
report  by   reference. 

The  Administration  shows  an  utter  lack  of 
concern  over  the  many  appeals  from  the  pres- 
ent building  requirement  or  zone  restrictions 
that  are  being  made  regularly.  After  much 
study  there  is  at  present  a  plan  for  city-wide 
zoning  which  was  passed  by  the  Zoning  Board- 
over  the  veto  of  the  Mayor  and  which  becomes 
effective  next  April. 

This  has  brought  about  a  rush  for  appeals 
from  the  restrictions  of  the  present  and  pro- 
posed zoning  in  order  to  beat  the  gun.  You 
would  think  that  in  the  interest  of  an  over-all 
community  plan  the  Redevelopment  Authority 
would  be  concerned  and  would  present  their 
views  at  each  of  these  hearings.  The  tran- 
scripts show  an  utter  lack  of  interest  or  con- 
cern by   the   BRA   in   this   regard. 

3.  Neighborhood  Analyses:  (The  objective 
is  the  identification  of  the  extent  and  intensity 
of  blight  and  logical  patterns  of  neighborhoods 
for  purposes  of  developing  a  basis  for  planning 
of  healthy  neighborhoods  of  decent  homes  and 
suitable  living  environment) . 

The  specific   requirements   are: 

— housing  conditions,  including  the  location 
and  extent  of  blight  or  potential  blight; 

— characteristics  of  families  affected  by  poor 
housing; 

— 'Conditions  in  nonresidential  areas,  includ- 
ing location  and  extent  of  blight  and  potential 
blight; 

— adequacy  of  community  facilities  and  serv- 
ices,  both   public   and  private; 

— causes  of  blight; 

— steps  needed  to  eliminate  present  blight 
and   prevent  future  blight. 

I  find  that  the  Administration  has  failed  to 
provide  a  proper  program  for  neighborhood 
analyses  (see  transcript  dated  August  8).  It 
was  stated  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority representative  (see  page  20<9)  that 
families  in  Boston  were  paying  12  to  18  per 
cent  on  rehabilitation  loans.  Up  to  the  date 
of  the  hearing  only  199  property  owners  of  the 
over  1,700  properties  involved  had  come  into 
the  office  or  had  been  visited  by  the  staff.  It 
took  more  than  4i  months  to  do  this. 

The  hearings  developed  that  only  two  of  the 
properties  in  the  entire  Washington  Park  had 
been  rehabilitated  (see  page  219),  that  there 
were  only  13  applications  being  processed  for 
FHA  and  some  of  these  were  going  ahead 
independently;  that  certification  of  families 
displaced  as  a  practical  matter  meant  little; 
that  in  general  people  had  to  resort  to  con- 
ventional mortgages  for  the  borrowing  of 
money;  that  there  is  no  organized  program  for 
neighborhood  analyses  for  violations  of  mini- 
mum codes  or  to  ascertain  if  substandard 
dwelling  units  were  being  offered  for  habita- 
tion; that  at  best  only  spot  checks  were  made 
and   then   only   in   project   areas.      This   despite 


the  fact  that  in  order  to  be  effective  there  be 
at  all  times  an  effective  code  enforcement 
city- wide. 

4.  Administrative  Organization:  (The  ob- 
jective is  a  firmly  established  administrative 
responsibility  and  capacity  for  enforcement  of 
codes  and  ordinances,  and  for  carrying  out 
renewal    programs    and    projects). 

The  specific   requirements   are: 

— placing  of  responsibility  for  coordination  of 
workable   program   activities    in    a   local   official; 

— a  study  group  or  committee  for  continuing 
review    of   codes    and    code   compliance; 

— an  official  local  planning  commission  or 
agency  in  accord  with  state  enabling  legisla- 
tion; 

— placing  of  responsibility  for  neighborhood 
analyses  in  a  given  department  or  other  of- 
ficial body; 

— placing  of  responsibility  for  relocation 
planning  and  relocation  assistance  for  displaced 
families   in   a  given   agency   or   officials; 

— a  citizens'  advisory  committee,  community- 
wide  representative  in  scope,  and  a  subcom- 
mittee, or  a  special  committee,  on  minority 
group    housing. 

There  are  many  specific  instances  in  the 
transcripts  to  demonstrate  the  failure  or 
neglect  to  provide  proper  administrative  or- 
ganization such  as  the  failure  to  fill  such  key 
positions  as  Land  Disposition  Officer  even 
though  both  the  position  and  budget  for  the 
same  have  been  included  in  the  budgets  for 
the  past  two  years.  Our  State  Auditor,  Thom- 
as Buckley,  has  completed  his  audit  of  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  No.  G3-H-79, 
and  made  it  public  over  this  past  week  end. 
It  contains  so  many  factual  observations  re- 
garding the  administrative  organization  that 
I  am  by  incorporation  including  this  report  in 
lieu  of  the  other  statements  I  had  prepared 
for  this  phase  of  the  program. 

5.  Financing:  (The  objective  is  the  devel- 
opment of  means  for  meeting  the  financial  ob- 
ligation involved  in  carrying  out  urban  renewal 
activities ) . 

The  specific   requirements   are: 

— code  compliance  activities,  including  sal- 
aries of  code  enforcement  officers  and  clerical 
personnel,  and  the  cost  of  necessary  office  sup- 
plies,   space    and   administrative    overhead; 

— technical  assistance  (staff  or  consultant) 
for  comprehensive   community   planning; 

— zoning   administration; 

— subdivision    control    administration; 

— technical  assistance  (staff  or  consultant) 
for  neighborhood  analyses  (an  extension  of 
planning) ; 

— capital  improvements,  all  of  which  con- 
tribute to  "community  improvements"  in  the 
broad  sense  but  some  of  which  directly  serve 
workable  program  objectives,  such  as,  streets, 
lighting,  parks,  playgrounds,  etc.,  in  the  neigh- 
borhoods  to  be  upgraded. 

Our  State  Auditor,  Thomas  Buckley,  has 
completed  his  audit  of  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  and  made  the  same  public 
over  this  past  week  end,  No.  63-H-79.  It 
contains  so  many  factual  and  statistical  data 
regarding  financing  that  I  am  by  incorporation 
including  this  report  in  lieu  of  the  statements 
I  had  prepared  for  this  phase  of  the  program. 

6.  Housing  for  Displaced  Families:  (The 
objective  is  to  facilitate  the  rehousing,  in 
decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  accommodations, 
of  families  displaced  by  governmental  action). 

The  specific  requirements  are: 

— the  Federal  Government  itself  has  pre- 
scribed the  test  as  standard  housing,  housing 
which  meets  all  of  the  minimum  codes  and 
ordinances  and  as  close  to  transportation  and 
place  of  employment  within  their  means  for 
all    persons   displaced   by   governmental   action.

In  addition  to  the  above  there  will  be  ap- 
proximately 2,252  more  dwelling  units  de- 
molished in  the  Dorchester  Park  area  within 
the  next  three  years,  some  takings  to  be 
made   this   iSeptember. 

Also  the  Turnpike  Authority  has  demolished, 
it  has  been  estimated,  a  total  of  1,050  dwell- 
ing units  in  1962  and  thus  far  in  1.9 6 3 .  These 
are  figures   given   by    the  BRA   representative: 

Year    1962,    .750    dwelling    units    demolished. 

Year    1963,   300   dwelling   units    demolished. 

Boston's  failure  to  date  to  comply  with  the 
minimum  requirement  of  the  relocation  phase 
of  the  program  is  best  evidenced  by  evaluating 
the  statements  made  by  Elizabeth  Woods  on 
July  of  last  year  with  that  made  by  Patrick 
Tompkins,  Director  of  Family  Relocation.  In 
testifying  before  the  Council,  Miss  Woods 
stated  that  there  was  sufficient  housing  avail- 
able to  relocate  families  that  would  be  dis- 
placed by  the  Castle  Square  area  and  the 
Washington   Park. 

Both  these  projects  were  voted  early  acqui- 
sition areas  last  year.  Yet  as  of  August  2 
of  this  year,  according  to  testimony  introduced 
at  the  hearings  by  Tompkins,  there  are  228 
families  still  to  be  relocated  in  the  Castle 
Square  area  and  210  in  the  Washington  Park 
area     (see    transcripts    of    August    13). 

The  Administration's  failure  for  proper  con- 
cern for  families  displaced  and  the  relocation 
of  the  same  is  also  concluded  that  even  as 
of  to  date  they  have  not  any  specific  data 
on  the  number  of  families  displaced  by  the 
Turnpike  Authority.  This  despite  the  fact 
thlat  the  City  Council  on  at  least  four  occa- 
sions on  orders  initiated  by  me  and  dating 
back  to  December  of  last  year  (page  355, 
H962  "City  Record";  pages  45,  59,  149,  19163 
"City  Record").  After  prolonged  questioning 
and  prodding  at  the  hearings  and  after  several 
telephone  calls  the  BRA  gave  a  figure  of 
1,050  as  the  number  of  dwelling  units  de- 
molished by  the  Turnpike  Authority  for  1'9i6-2 
and  1963,  but  could  give  no  specific  data 
as  to  the  size  of  families,  rent  paid,  reloca- 
tion, etc.  In  fact  the  BRA  representative  in 
answer  to  a  question  raised  some  doubt  as  to 
whether  the  program  concerned  itself  with  the 
families   displaced  by   the   Turnpike   Authority. 

Amother  representative  stated  that  they 
would  coordinate  their  efforts  with  that  of 
any  relocation  committee  set  up  by  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

The  city  has  no  organized  procedure  for 
caring  for  the  needs  of  the  families  being 
displaced  by  the  bulldozers  and  caterpillars 
for  roads,  and  public  works.  It  was  reported 
that  even  in  certain  instances  of  families 
displaced  by  urban  renewal  their  relocation 
units  were  substandard.  This  brings  home 
forcefully  the  glaring  weakness  of  the  urban 
renewal  in  Boston;  the  failure  and  neglect 
of  the  administration  to  recognize  and  care 
for   the   needs   of   the   people. 

The  Federal  Government  itself  has  pre- 
scribed the  test  as  Standard  Housing  within 
their  means  and  for  all  persons  "Displaced 
by   Governmental  Action."     The  list  under  the 


heading  of  Persons  Displaced  by  Government 
Action  is  all  inclusive  and  includes  even  quasi 
public    bodies. 

7.  Citizen  Participation:  (The  objective 
is  community-wide  participation  on  the  part 
of  individuals  and  representative  citizens' 
organizations  which  will  help  to  provide,  both 
in  the  community  generally  and  in  selected 
areas,  the  understanding  and  support  which 
is    necessary    to   insure   success). 

The   specific    requirements    are: 

(1)  inform  themselves  of  their  community's 
activities — in  progress  and  contemplated — and 
the  needs  for  improvement  with  respect  to 
planning,  code  adoption  and  enforcement, 
housing,  public  facilities,  urban  renewal  and 
other   workable  program   activities; 

(2)  assist  in  developing  objectives  and  goals 
for   improvement; 

(3)  inventory  the  community  resources — 
public  and  private,  present  or  needed — for 
accomplishing  these   objectives; 

(4)  learn  and  pursue  the  methods  and 
means  for  achieving  the  determined  gioails  for 
improvement;   and 

(5)  serve  as  the  medium  for  bringing 
private    resources    into    the    program. 

I  find  that  the  Administration  failed  or 
neglected  to  apply  themselves  to  this  im- 
portant phase  of  the  program.  Even  the 
work  among  neighborhoods  was  hit  and  miss. 
As  of  the  date  of  the  hearing  of  August 
13,  1S63,  the  Administration  had  failed  or 
neglected  to  appoint  a  Citizen's  Advisory 
Committee.  After  much  prodding  and  the 
pointing  out  the  reservoir  of  civic  minded 
persons  in  the  City  of  Boston  available  and 
the  sensitiveness  to  the  success  of  this  pro- 
gram, the  representative  of  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  promised  to  name  this 
committee  prior  to  today's  meeting,  August 
19,    4963.

The  formation  of  a  "Citizens  Advisory 
Committee"  was  announced  today  by  Mayor 
John   F.   Collins. 

Recently  elected  President  of  the  American 
Municipal  Association,  one  of  Mayor  Collins' 
first  acts  was  to  name  this  committee,  whose 
membership  will  study,  advise,  and  make  rec- 
ommendations on  the  "Boston  Development 
Program." 

"I  am  particularly  gratified,"  said  the 
Mayor,    "at   the  overwhelming   response   to    the 
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invitation  to  serve  on  the  committee.  In  view 
of  this,  I  expect  to  issue  additional  invitations 
in    the    near    future." 

The  full  text  of  the  Mayor's  statement 
follows: 

Statement    of   Mayor   John    F.   Collins. 

I  am  very  pleased  to  announce  the  forma- 
tion of  a  city-wide  Citizens  Advisory  Com- 
mittee  for  our  Development  Program. 

Citizen  participation  and  planning  with 
people  have  been  the  hallmark  of  this  program 
for  a  new  and  better  Boston.  To  date  this 
participation  has  been  carried  out  through 
neighborhood  associations  and  trade  and  busi- 
ness   groups. 

This  teamwork  has  produced  outstanding  re- 
sults, including  Boston's  designation  as  an  All 
American  City  "in  recognition  of  progress 
achieved  through  intelligent  citizen  action." 
The  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  will  bring 
together  the  skills  and  energies  of  our  civic 
leaders  from  all  walks  of  life  to  provide  advice, 
study,  and  recommendations  on  the  over-all 
scope  and  pace  of  our  program. 

I  am  particularly  gratified  at  the  over- 
whelming response  to  the  invitations  to  serve 
on  this  committee.  In  view  of  this,  I  expect 
to  issue  aditional  invitations  in  the  near  fu- 
ture. 

The  committee  will  be  composed  of  nearly 
300  citizens,  including  representatives  from 
all  the  neighborhoods  of  Boston  and  from 
business,  labor,  and  other  groups  as  well.  The 
CAC  itself  will  plan  to  form  subcommittees 
to  give  specialized  study  to  various  aspects 
of  the  Development  Program,  including  the 
1963-75  General  Plan  for  Boston;  the  1963-75 
Capital  Improvements  Program,  Code  En- 
forcement,   Education,    and    Relocation. 

In  addition,  I  am  pleased  to  note  that  the 
Mayor's  Advisory  Committee  on  Minority 
Group  Housing  will  also  serve  as  a  subcom- 
mittee of  the  CAC,  as  well  as  the  Design 
Advisory  Committee  of  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority.  Finally,  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  Action  for  Boston  Community  De- 
velopment will  serve  in  a  similar  capacity 
with  respect  to  programs  of  that  organiza- 
tion.

These  funds  can  only  be  appropriated  for  a 
purpose  or  purposes  for  which  the  city  is 
authorized  to  incur  debt  outside  its  debt  limit 
for  a  period  of  twenty    (20)    years  or  more.

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  732,  Acts 
of  1962,  an  Act  Relative  to  the  Accelerated 
Highway  Program,  as  amended  by  chapter  247, 
Acts  of  1963,  out  of  an  apportionment  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  of  ten  million 
dollars  to  cities  and  towns,  the  sum  of 
$1,686,805.88  was  allocated  to  the  City  of 
Boston  for  the  construction  and  reconstruc- 
tion of  streets  or  the  direction  or  maintenance 
of  traffic  lights.

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  the 
Building  Commissioner  in  which  he  states  that  the 
Advisory  Committee  which  has  been  engaged  in 
the  study  of  the  Boston  Building  Code  in  con- 
junction with  the  Building  Commissioner  is  of  the 
unanimous  opinion  that  Part  28  of  the  present 
Boiling  Code  should  be  stricken  and  that  a  new 
Part  28  be  inserted  in  its  place.  This  Part  28 
covers  the  provisions  of  the  Code  as  it  relates  to 
the  use  of  Iron  and  Steel  in  the  construction  of 
structures  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Under  this  Code,  no  change  can  be  made  excep  t 
upon  recommendation  of  the  Building  Commis- 
sioner  and   the   approval   of    the    City    Council. 


Therefore,  I  submit  herewith  the  recommendation 
of  the  Building  Commissioner  for  an  amendment 
to  the  Building  Code  and  respectfully  recommend 
its  adoption  by  your  Honorable  Body.

The  Building  Code  Advisory  Committee  is 
presently  in  the  process  of  revising  certain  sections 
of  the  Building  Code  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

After  numerous  discussions  and  investigation  of 
the  Steel  and  Iron  Section  by  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee, in  conjunction  with  the  Building  Commis- 
sioner, it  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mittee and  the  Commissioner  that  Part  28  of  the 
present  Building  Code  should  be  stricken  and  that 
a  new  Part  28  be  inserted  in  its  place. 

The  new  revision  is  for  the  purpose  of  having  the 
Building  Code,  as  it  pertains  to  the  Steel  and  Iron 
Section  in  connection  with  the  construction  of 
buildings  and  other  structures  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  conform  with  the  more  recent  and  best 
engineering  practices  known  to  the  Committee  at 
this  time. 

Accordingly,  acting  under  the  power  vested  in 
me  by  St.  1938,  c.  479,  s.  105A,  as  inserted  by 
St.  1939,  c.  217,  s.  1,  I  recommend  that  the  Build- 
ing Code  be  amended  by  striking  out  Part  28,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  a  new  Part  28.

Section  28-1.0.  Design  of  Steel  and  Iron.  —  Structures  of  steel  and  iron 
shall  be  designed  by  methods  admitting  of  rational  analysis  according  to 
established  principles  of  mechanics,  supplemented  by  the  assumptions  herein 
specified,  to  support  the  loads  and  withstand  the  forces  to  which  they  are 
subject  without  exceeding  the  stresses  allowed  in  this  part  for  the  various 
members  and  the  materials  thereof. 

Sect.  28- 1.1  A.     Plans  and  Drawings. 

1.1.1  A.  Plans.  —  The  plans  (design  drawings)  shall  show  a  complete  de- 
sign with  sizes,  sections,  and  the  relative  locations  of  the  various  members. 
Floor  levels,  column  centers,  and  offsets  shall  be  dimensioned.  Plans  shall  be 
drawn  to  a  scale  large  enough  to  convey  the  information  adequately. 

Plans  shall  indicate  the  class  or  classes  of  construction  (as  defined  in  Sect. 
28-1. 2A)  to  be  employed,  and  they  shall  be  supplemented  by  such  data  con- 
cerning the  assumed  loads,  shears,  moments  and  axial  forces  to  be  resisted  by 
all  members  and  their  connections,  as  may  be  required  for  the  proper  prepa- 
ration of  the  shop  drawings. 

Where  joints  are  to  be  assembled  with  high  strength  bolts  and  are  required 
to  resist  shear  between  the  connected  parts,  the  plans  shall  indicate  the  type 
of  connections  to  be  provided,  namely,  friction  or  bearing. 

Camber  of  trusses,  beams  and  girders,  if  required,  shall  be  called  for  on  the 
design  drawings. 

1.1. 2A.  Shop  Drawings.  —  Shop  drawings,  giving  complete  information 
necessary  for  the  fabrication  of  the  component  parts  of  the  structure,  including 
the  types  of  material,  the  location,  type  and  size  of  all  rivets,  bolts  and  welds, 
shall  be  prepared  in  advance  of  the  actual  fabrication.  They  shall  clearly 
distinguish  between  shop  and  field  rivets,  bolts  and  welds. 
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Shop  drawings  shall  be  made  in  conformity  with  the  best  modern  practice 
and  with  due  regard  to  safety,  speed  and  economy  in  fabrication  and  erection. 

1.1.3.  Notations  for  Welding.  —  Note  shall  be  made  on  the  plans  and  on 
the  shop  drawings  of  those  joints  or  groups  of  joints  in  which  it  is  especially 
important  that  the  welding  sequence  and  technique  of  welding  be  carefully 
controlled  to  minimize  locked-up  stresses  and  distortion. 

Weld  lengths  called  for  on  the  plans  and  on  the  shop  drawings  shall  be  the 
net  effective  lengths. 

I.1.4A.  Standard  Symbols  and  Nomenclature.  —  Welding  symbols  used 
on  plans  and  shop  drawings  shall  preferably  be  the  American  Welding  Society 
symbols.  Other  adequate  welding  symbols  may  be  used,  provided  a  complete 
explanation  thereof  is  shown  on  the  plans  or  drawings. 

Sect.  28-1.2A.  Classes  of  Construction.  —  Three  basic  classes  of  con- 
struction and  associated  design  assumptions  are  permissible  under  the  re- 
spective conditions  stated  hereinafter,  and  each  will  govern  in  a  specific 
manner  the  size  of  members  and  the  types  and  strength  of  their  connections. 

Class  A,  commonly  designated  as  "rigid-frame"  (continuous  frame),  assumes 
that  beam-to-column  connections  have  sufficient  rigidity  to  hold  virtually 
unchanged  the  original  angles  between  intersecting  members. 

Class  B,  commonly  designated  as  "conventional"  or  "simple"  framing 
(unrestrained,  free-ended),  assumes  that  the  ends  of  beams  and  girders  are 
connected  for  shear  only,  and  are  free  to  rotate  under  load. 

Class  C,  commonly  designated  as  "semi-rigid  framing"  (partially  restrained), 
assumes  that  the  connections  of  beams  and  girders  possess  a  dependable  and 
known  moment  capacity  intermediate  in  degree  between  the  complete  rigidity 
of  Class  A  and  the  complete  flexibility  of  Class  B. 

The  design  of  all  connections  shall  be  consistent  with  the  assumptions  as  to 
class  of  construction  called  for  on  the  design  drawings. 

Class  A  construction  is  unconditionally  permitted  under  this  Specification. 
Two  different  methods  of  design  are  recognized.  Within  the  limitations  laid 
down  in  Sect.  28-2.1,  members  of  continuous  frames,  or  continuous  portions 
of  frames,  may  be  proportioned,  on  the  basis  of  their  maximum  predictable 
strength,  to  resist  the  specified  design  loads  multiplied  by  the  prescribed  load 
factors.  Otherwise  Class  A  construction  shall  be  designed,  within  the  limi- 
tations of  Sect.  28-1. 5 A,  to  resist  the  stresses  produced  by  the  specified  design 
loads,  assuming  moment  distribution  in  accordance  with  the  elastic  theory. 

Class  B  construction  is  permitted  under  this  Specification,  subject  to  the 
stipulations  of  the  following  paragraph  wherever  applicable.  Beam-to-column 
connections  with  seats  for  the  reactions  and  with  top  clip  angles  for  lateral 
support  only  are  classed  under  Class  B. 

In  tier  buildings,  designed  in  general  as  Class  B  construction  (that  is,  with 
beam-to-column  connections  other  than  wind  connections  flexible)  the  distri- 
bution of  the  wind  moments  between  the  several  joints  of  the  frame  may  be 
made  by  a  recognized  empirical  method  provided  that  the  wind  connections, 
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designed  to  resist  the  assumed  moments,  are  adequate  to  resist  the  moments 
induced  by  the  gravity  loading  and  the  wind  loading  at  the  increased  unit 
stresses  permitted  therefor. 

Class  C  (semi-rigid)  construction  will  be  permitted  only  upon  evidence  that 
the  connections  to  be  used  are  capable  of  furnishing,  as  a  minimum,  a  pre- 
dictable proportion  of  full  end  restraint.  The  proportioning  of  main  members 
joined  by  such  connections  shall  be  predicated  upon  no  greater  degree  of  end 
restraint  than  this  minimum. 

Class  B  and  C  construction  may  necessitate  some  non-elastic  but  self- 
limiting  deformation  of  a  structural  steel  part. 

Sect.  28-1.3A.  Loads  and  Forces.  —  See  Part  No.  23,  "Live  and  Dead 
Loads." 

Sect.  28-1.4A.     Material. 

1.4.1  A.  Structural  Steel.  —  Structural  steel  shall  conform  to  one  of  the 
following  specifications:

Structural  Steel  for  Welding,  ASTM  A373-58T

Certified  mill  test  reports  or  certified  reports  of  tests,  made  by  the  fabricator 
or  a  testing  laboratory  in  accordance  with  ASTM  A6  and  the  governing 
specification,  shall  constitute  evidence  of  conformity  with  one  of  the  above 
ASTM  Specifications.  Additionally,  the  fabricator  shall,  if  requested,  provide 
an  affidavit  stating  that  the  structural  steel  furnished  meets  the  requirements 
of  the  grade  specified.

—  Members,  connection 
material  and  fasteners  (except  high  strength  bolts  in  friction-type  joints) 
subject  to  more  than  10,000  but  not  over  100,000 1  applications  of  maximum 
design  loading  shall  be  proportioned,  at  unit  stresses  allowed  in  Sect.  1.5  and 
1.6  for  the  kind  of  steel  and  fasteners  used,  to  support  the  algebraic  difference  § 
of  the  maximum  computed  stress  and  two-thirds  of  the  minimum  computed 
stress,  but  the  stress-carrying  area  shall  not  be  less  than  that  required  in 
proportioning  the  member,  connection  material  and  fasteners  to  support  either 
the  maximum  or  minimum  computed  stress  at  the  values  allowed  in  Sect.

1.5  and  1.6  for  A7  steel,  A141  rivet  steel  and  E60XX  and  submerged 
arc  Grade  SA-1  welds  to  support  the  algebraic  difference  of  the  maximum 
computed  stress  and  %  of  the  minimum  computed  stress,  but  the  stress- 
carrying  area  shall  not  be  less  than  that  required  in  proportioning  the  member, 
connection  material  and  fasteners  to  support  either  the  maximum  or  minimum 
computed  stress  at  the  values  allowed  in  Sect.

—  Members,  connection 
material  and  fasteners  (except  high  strength  bolts  in  friction-type  joints) 
subject  to  more  than  2,000,000  applications  of  maximum  design  loading  shall 
be  proportioned  at  two-thirds  of  the  unit  stress  allowed  in  Sect.  1.5  and  1.6 
for  A7  steel,  A141  rivet  steel  and  E60XX  and  submerged  arc  Grade  SA-1  welds 
to  support  the  algebraic  difference  of  the  maximum  computed  stress  and 
three-quarters  of  the  minimum  computed  stress,  but  the  stress-carrying  area 
shall  not  be  less  than  that  required  in  proportioning  the  member,  connection 
material  and  fastener  to  support  either  the  maximum  or  minimum  computed 
stress  at  the  values  allowed  in  Sect.  1.5  and  1.6  for  the  kind  of  steel  and 
fasteners  used. 

1.7.5.  Details.  —  Members  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sect.  1.7.2,  1.7.3 
and  1.7.4  shall  have  no  sharp  notches,  sharp  copes  or  attachments  of  clips, 
brackets  or  similar  details,  at  locations  where  the  stress  exceeds  75  percent  of 
those  allowed  in  this  section. 

1.7.6.  High  Strength  Bolted  Connections.  —  High  strength  bolts  in  friction- 
type  joints  shall  be  proportioned  at  the  unit  stresses  allowed  in  Sect.  1.5.2  and 
1.6.2  to  resist  the  largest  stress  on  the  joint  produced  by  any  single  application 
of  the  design  loads.

1.8.1  A.     Definition.  —  Except  where  otherwise  noted: 

In  determining  the  slenderness  ratio  of  an  axially  loaded  compression 
member,  except  as  provided  in  Sect.  1.5.1.3.3A,  the  length  shall  be  taken  as 
its  effective  length  Kl,  and  r  as  the  corresponding  radius  of  gyration. 

1.8.2A.  Sidesway  Prevented.  —  In  frames  where  lateral  stability  is  pro- 
vided by  diagonal  bracing,  shear  walls,  attachment  to  an  adjacent  structure 
having  adequate  lateral  stability,  or  by  floor  slabs  or  roof  decks  secured 
horizontally  by  walls  or  bracing  systems  parallel  to  the  plane  of  the  frame, 
and  in  trusses,  the  effective  length  factor  K  for  the  compression  members  shall 
be  taken  as  unity,  except  as  otherwise  permitted  in  Sect.  1.8.3A. 

1.8.3A.  Sidesway  Not  Prevented.  — ■  The  effective  length  Kl  of  compression 
members  in  a  frame  which  depends  upon  its  own  bending  stiffness  for  lateral 
stability,  shall  be  determined  by  a  rational  method  and  shall  not  be  less  than 
the  actual  unbraced  length.

the  plane  of  the  frame  (virtually  hinged)  the  value  of  —  shall  be  reduced  by

Refinements  in  the  value  of  —  and  K  may  be  made  provided  they  are  fully 

substantiated  by  analysis  supplemented  if  necessary  by  tests 

For  column  ends  supported  by  but  not  rigidly  connected  to  a  footing  or 
foundation,  G  may  be  taken  as  10  unless  the  support  is  designed  as  a  true 
friction-free  pin  in  which  case  G  shall  be  taken  as  infinity.

Sect.  28-1.9.     Width-Thickness  Ratios. 

1.9.1.  Projecting  Elements  Under  Compression.  —  Projecting  elements  of 
members  subjected  to  axial  compression  or  compression  due  to  bending  shall 
have  ratios  of  width-to-thickness  not  greater  than  the  following:

The  width  of  plates  shall  be  taken  from  the  free  edge  to  the  first  row  of 
rivets,  bolts  or  welds;  the  width  of  legs  of  angles,  channels  and  zees,  and  of 
the  stems  of  tees,  shall  be  taken  as  the  full  nominal  dimension;  the  width  of 
flanges  of  beams  and  tees  shall  be  taken  as  one-half  the  full  nominal  width. 
The  thickness  of  a  sloping  flange  shall  be  measured  halfway  between  a  free 
edge  and  the  corresponding  face  of  the  web. 

When  a  projecting  element  exceeds  the  width-to-thickness  ratio  prescribed 
in  the  preceding  paragraph,  but  would  conform  to  same  and  would  satisfy  the 
stress  requirements  with  a  portion  of  its  width  considered  as  removed,  the 
member  will  be  acceptable. 
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1.9.2.  Compression  Elements  Supported  Along  Two  Edges.  —  In  com- 
pression members  the  unsupported  width  of  web,  cover  or  diaphragm  plates, 
between  the  nearest  lines  of  fasteners  or  welds,  or  between  the  roots  of  the 
flanges  in  case  of  rolled  sections,  shall  not  exceed  8,000  l\Fv  times  its  thickness. 

When  the  unsupported  width  exceeds  this  limit,  but  a  portion  of  its  width 
no  greater  than  8,000/VF y  times  the  thickness  would  satisfy  the  stress  re- 
quirements, the  member  will  be  considered  acceptable. 

The  unsupported  width  of  cover  plates  perforated  with  a  succession  of 
access  holes,  may  exceed  8,000/VFy,  but  shall  not  exceed  10,000/V7^,  times 
the  thickness.  The  gross  width  of  the  plate  less  the  width  of  the  widest  access 
hole  shall  be  assumed  available  to  resist  compression. 

Sect.  28-1.10.     Plate  Girders  and  Rolled  Beams. 

1.10.1.  Proportions. — ■  Riveted  and  welded  plate  girders,  cover-plated 
beams  and  rolled  beams  shall  in  general  be  proportioned  by  the  moment  of 
inertia  of  the  gross  section.  No  deduction  shall  be  made  for  shop  or  field 
rivet  or  bolt  holes  in  either  flange,  except  that  in  cases  where  the  reduction 
of  the  area  of  either  flange  by  such  holes,  calculated  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Sect.  1.14.3  exceeds  15  percent  of  the  gross  flange  area,  the 
excess  shall  be  deducted.

1.10.3.  Flanges.  —  The  thickness  of  outstanding  parts  of  flanges  shall 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  Sect.  1.9. 

Each  flange  of  welded  plate  girders  shall  in  general  consist  of  a  single  plate 
rather  than  two  or  more  plates  superimposed.  The  single  plate  may  comprise 
a  series  of  shorter  plates,  laid  end-to-end  and  joined  by  complete  penetration 
butt  welds. 

Unstiffened  cover  plates  on  riveted  girders  shall  not  extend  more  than 
3,000/V  Fy  times  the  thickness  of  the  thinnest  outside  plate  beyond  the  outer 
row  of  rivets  or  bolts  connecting  them  to  the  angles.  The  total  cross-sectional 
area  of  cover  plates  of  riveted  girders  shall  not  exceed  70  percent  of  the  total 
flange  area. 

1.10.4.  Flange  Development.  —  Rivets,  high  strength  bolts  or  welds  con- 
necting flange  to  web,  or  cover  plate  to  flange,  shall  be  proportioned  to  resist 
the  total  horizontal  shear  resulting  from  the  bending  forces  on  the  girder. 
The  longitudinal  distribution  of  these  rivets,  bolts  or  of  intermittent  welds 
shall  be  in  proportion  to  the  intensity  of  the  shear.  But  the  longitudinal 
spacing  shall  not  exceed  the  maximum  permitted,  respectively,  for  compression 
or  tension  members  in  Sect.  28-1.18.2.3  or  28-1.18.3.1.     Additionally,  rivets 
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or  welds  connecting  flange  to  web  shall  be  proportioned  to  transmit  to  the 
web  any  loads  applied  directly  to  the  flange  unless  provision  is  made  to  transmit 
such  loads  by  direct  bearing. 

Partial  length  cover  plates  shall  be  extended  beyond  the  theoretical  cut-off 
point  and  the  extended  portion  shall  be  attached  to  the  beam  or  girder  by 
rivets,  high  strength  bolts  (friction-type  joint),  or  fillet  welds  adequate,  at 
stresses  allowed  in  Sect.  1.5.2A  or  1.5.3  or  Sect.  1.7,  to  develop  the  cover  plate's 
portion  of  the  flexural  stresses  in  the  beam  or  girder  at  the  theoretical  cut-off 
point.  In  addition,  for  welded  cover  plates,  the  welds  connecting  the  cover 
plate  termination  to  the  beam  or  girder  in  the  length  a  ,  defined  below,  shall 
be  adequate,  at  the  allowed  stresses,  to  develop  the  cover  plate's  portion  of 
the  flexural  stresses  in  the  beam  or  girder  at  the  distance  a  from  the  end  of 
the  cover  plate.*  The  length  a ',  measured  from  the  end  of  the  cover  plate, 
shall  be: 

1.  A  distance  equal  to  the  width  of  the  cover  plate  when  there  is  a 
continuous  weld  equal  to  or  larger  than  %  of  the  plate  thickness  across  the 
end  of  the  plate  and  continued  welds  along  both  edges  of  the  cover  plate 
in  the  length  a'.

1.10.5.     Stiff  eners.

Such  stiffeners  shall  have  a  close  bearing  against  the  flange,  or  flanges,  through 
which  they  receive  their  loads  or  reactions,  and  shall  extend  approximately  to 
the  edge  of  the  flange  plates  or  flange  angles.

These  stresses  shall  be  computed  as  follows: 

Concentrated  loads  and  loads  distributed  over  partial  length  of  a  panel 
shall  be  divided  by  the  product  of  the  web  thickness  and  the  girder  depth 
or  the  length  of  panel  in  which  the  load  is  placed,  whichever  is  the  lesser 
panel  dimension. 

Any  other  distributed  loading,  in  pounds  per  linear  inch  of  length,  shall 
be  divided  by  the  web  thickness. 

Sect.  28-1.11.     Composite  Construction. 

1.11.1.  Definition.  —  Composite  construction  shall  consist  of  steel  beams 
or  girders  supporting  a  reinforced  concrete  slab,  so  inter-connected  that  the 
beam  and  slab  act  together  to  resist  bending.  When  the  slab  extends  on  both 
sides  of  the  beam,  the  effective  width  of  the  concrete  flange  shall  be  taken  as 
not  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  span  of  the  beam,  and  its  effective  projection 
beyond  the  edge  of  the  beam  shall  not  be  taken  as  more  than  one-half  the  clear 
distance  to  the  adjacent  beam,  nor  more  than  eight  times  the  slab  thickness. 
When  the  slab  is  present  on  only  one  side  of  the  beam,  the  effective  width  of 
the  concrete  flange  (projection  beyond  the  beam)  shall  be  taken  as  not  more 
than  one-twelfth  of  the  beam  span,  nor  six  times  its  thickness  nor  one-half  the 
clear  distance  to  the  adjacent  beam. 

Beams  totally  encased  2  inches  or  more  on  their  sides  and  soffit  in  concrete 
poured  integrally  with  the  slab  may  be  assumed  to  be  interconnected  to  the 
concrete  by  natural  bond,  without  additional  anchorage,  provided  the  top  of 
the  beam  is  at  least  1  Vi  inches  below  the  top  and  2  inches  above  the  bottom 
of  the  slab,  and  provided  that  the  encasement  has  adequate  mesh  or  other 
reinforcing  steel  throughout  the  whole  depth  and  across  the  soffit  of  the  beam. 
When  shear  connectors  are  provided  in  accordance  with  Sect.  1.11.4,  encase- 
ment of  the  beam  to  achieve  composite  action  is  not  required. 

1 . 1 1 .2.  Design  Assumptions. 

1.11.2.1.  —  Encased  beams  shall  be  proportioned  to  support  unassisted  all 
dead  loads  applied  prior  to  the  hardening  of  the  concrete  (unless  these  loads 
are  supported  temporarily  on  shoring)  and,  acting  in  conjunction  with  the  slab, 
to  support  all  dead  and  live  loads  applied  after  hardening  of  the  concrete, 
without  exceeding  a  computed  bending  stress  of  0.66^,  where  Fy  is  the  yield 
point  of  the  steel  beam.  The  bending  stress  produced  by  loads  after  the 
concrete  has  hardened  shall  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  the  moment  of  inertia 
of  the  composite  section.  Concrete  tension  stresses  below  the  neutral  axis  of 
the  composite  section  shall  be  neglected.     Alternatively,  the  steel  beam  alone 
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may  be  proportioned  to  resist  unassisted  the  moment  produced  by  all  loads, 
live  and  dead,  using  a  bending  stress  equal  to  0.7GFy,  in  which  case  temporary 
shoring  is  not  required. 

1.11.2.2.  —  When  shear  connectors  are  used  in  accordance  with  Sect.  28- 
1.11.4  the  composite  section  shall  be  proportioned  to  support  all  of  the  loads 
without  exceeding  the  allowable  stress  prescribed  in  Sect.  28-1.5.1.4.1  or 
28-1.5.1.4.4,  as  applicable.  The  moment  of  inertia  Itr  of  the  composite 
section  shall  be  computed  in  accordance  with  the  elastic  theory.  Concrete 
tension  stresses  below  the  neutral  axis  of  the  composite  section  shall  be  neg- 
lected. The  compression  area  of  the  concrete  above  the  neutral  axis  shall  be 
treated  as  an  equivalent  area  of  steel  by  dividing  it  by  the  modular  ratio  n. 

For  construction  without  temporary  shoring  the  value  of  the  section  modulus 
of  the  transformed  composite  section  used  in  stress  calculations  (referred  to 
the  tension  flange)  shall  not  exceed

where  Ml  and  M d  are,  respectively,  the  live  load  and  dead  load  moments 
and  Ss  is  the  section  modulus  of  the  steel  beam  (referred  to  its  tension  flange) 
and  provided  that  the  steel  beam  alone,  supporting  the  loads  before  the 
concrete  has  hardened,  is  not  stressed  to  more  than  the  applicable  bending 
stress  given  in  Sect.  28-1.5.1. 

1.1 1.3.  End  Shear.  —  The  web  and  the  end  connections  of  the  steel  beam 
shall  be  designed  to  carry  the  total  dead  and  live  load. 

1.11.4.  Shear  Connectors.  —  Except  in  the  case  of  encased  beams  as  defined 
in  Sect.  28-1.11.1,  the  entire  horizontal  shear  at  the  junction  of  the  steel  beam 
and  the  concrete  slab  shall  be  assumed  to  be  transferred  by  shear  connectors 
welded  to  the  top  flange  of  the  beam  and  embedded  in  the  concrete.  The 
total  horizontal  shear  to  be  thus  resisted  between  the  point  of  maximum 
positive  moment  and  each  end  of  the  steel  beam  (or  between  the  point  of 
maximum  positive  moment  and  a  point  of  contraflexure  in  continuous  beams) 
shall  be  taken  as  the  smaller  value  using  the  formulas

Sect.  28-1. 12A.     Simple  and  Continuous  Spans. 

1.12. 1  A.  Simple  Spans.  —  When  beams,  girders  and  trusses  are  designed 
on  the  basis  of  simple  spans,  the  effective  length  shall  be  taken  as  the  distance 
between  centers  of  gravity  of  the  members  to  which  they  deliver  their  end 
reactions. 

1.12.2.  End  Restraint.  —  When  designed  on  the  assumption  of  full  or 
partial  end  restraint,  due  to  continuous,  semi-continuous  or  cantilever  action, 
the  beams,  girders  and  trusses,  as  well  as  the  sections  of  the  members  to  which 
they  connect,  shall  be  designed  to  carry  the  shears  and  moments  so  introduced, 
as  well  as  all  other  forces,  without  exceeding  at  any  point  the  unit  stresses 
prescribed  in  Sect.  1.5.1;  except  that  some  non-elastic  but  self-limiting  defor- 
mation of  a  part  of  the  connection  may  be  permitted  when  this  is  essential 
to  the  avoidance  of  overstressing  of  fasteners. 

Sect.  28-1.13.  Deflections.  —  Beams  and  girders  supporting  floors  and 
roofs  shall  be  proportioned  with  due  regard  to  the  deflection  produced  by  the 
design  loads. 

Beams  and  girders  supporting  plastered  ceilings  shall  be  so  proportioned 
that  the  maximum  live  load  deflection  will  not  exceed  1/360  of  the  span. 

The  depth  of  beams  and  girders  supporting  flat  roofs  shall  be  not  less  than 
/i/600,000  times  their  span  length  whether  designed  as  simple  or  continuous 
spans. 
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Sect.  28-1. 14.     Gross  and  Net  Sections. 

1.14.1.  Definitions.  —  The  gross  section  of  a  member  at  any  point  shall  be 
determined  by  summing  the  products  of  the  thickness  and  the  gross  width  of 
each  element  as  measured  normal  to  the  axis  of  the  member.  The  net  section 
shall  be  determined  by  substituting  for  the  gross  width  the  net  width  computed 
in  accordance  with  Sect.  1.14.3  to  1.14.6  inclusive. 

1.14.2.  Application.  —  Unless  otherwise  specified,  tension  members  shall 
be  designed  on  the  basis  of  net  section.  Compression  members  shall  be 
designed  on  the  basis  of  gross  section.  Beams  and  girders  shall  be  designed 
in  accordance  with  Sect.  1.10.1. 

1.14.3.  Net  Section.  —  In  the  case  of  a  chain  of  holes  extending  across  a 
part  in  any  diagonal  or  zigzag  line,  the  net  width  of  the  part  shall  be  obtained 
by  deducting  from  the  gross  width  the  sum  of  the  diameters  of  all  the  holes 
i  n  the  chain,  and  adding,  for  each  gage  space  in  the  chain,  the  quantity

The  critical  net  section  of  the  part  is  obtained  from  that  chain  which  gives 
the  least  net  width;  however,  the  net  section  taken  through  a  hole  shall  in  no 
case  be  considered  as  more  than  85  percent  of  the  corresponding  gross  section. 

In  determining  the  net  section  across  plug  or  slot  welds,  the  weld  metal  shall 
not  be  considered  as  adding  to  the  net  area. 

1 . 1 4.4.  Angles.  —  For  angles,  the  gross  width  shall  be  the  sum  of  the  width 
of  the  legs  less  the  thickness.  The  gage  for  holes  in  opposite  legs  shall  be  the 
sum  of  the  gages  from  back  of  angles  less  the  thickness. 

1.14.5.  Size  of  Holes.  —  In  computing  net  area  the  diameter  of  a  rivet  or 
bolt  hole  shall  be  taken  as  %  inch  greater  than  the  nominal  diameter  of  the 
rivet  or  bolt. 

1.14.6.  Pin-Connected  Members.  —  Eyebars  shall  be  of  uniform  thickness 
without  reinforcement  at  the  pin  holes.*  They  shall  have  "circular"  heads  in 
which  the  periphery  of  the  head  beyond  the  pin  hole  is  concentric  with  the 
pin  hole.  The  radius  of  transition  between  the  circular  head  and  the  body 
of  the  eyebar  shall  be  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  diameter  of  the  head. 

The  width  of  the  body  of  the  eyebar  shall  not  exceed  8  times  its  thickness, 
and  the  thickness  shall  not  be  less  than  lA  inch.  The  net  section  of  the  head 
through  the  pin  hole  transverse  to  the  axis  of  the  eyebar,  shall  not  be  less 
than  1.33  nor  more  than  1.50  times  the  cross-sectional  area  of  the  body  of  the 

*  Members  having  a  different  thickness  at  the  pin  hole  location  are  termed  "built-up." 
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eyebar.  The  diameter  of  the  pin  shall  not  be  less  than  Y%  the  width  of  the 
body  of  the  eyebar.  The  diameter  of  the  pin  hole  shall  not  be  more  than 
H2  inch  greater  than  the  diameter  of  the  pin. 

The  minimum  net  section  across  the  pin  hole,  transverse  to  the  axis  of  the 
member,  in  pin-connected  plates  and  built-up  members  shall  be  determined  at 
the  stress  allowed  for  such  sections  in  Sect.  1.5.1.1.  The  net  section  beyond 
the  pin  hole,  parallel  to  the  axis  of  the  member,  shall  not  be  less  than  %  of 
the  net  section  across  the  pin  hole.  The  corners  beyond  the  pin  hole  may  be 
cut  at  45°  to  the  axis  of  the  member  provided  the  net  section  beyond  the  pin 
hole  on  a  plane  perpendicular  to  the  cut  is  not  less  than  that  required  beyond 
the  pin  hole  parallel  to  the  axis  of  the  member.  The  parts  of  members  built 
up  at  the  pin  hole  shall  be  attached  to  each  other  by  sufficient  fasteners  to 
support  the  stress  delivered  to  them  by  the  pin. 

The  distance  transverse  to  the  axis  of  a  pin-connected  plate  or  any  separated 
element  of  a  built-up  member  from  the  edge  of  the  pin  hole  to  the  edge  of  the 
member  or  element,  shall  not  exceed  4  times  the  thickness  at  the  pin  hole. 
The  diameter  of  the  pin  shall  preferably  not  be  less  than  5  times  the  thickness 
of  the  member  or  separated  element  at  the  pin  hole.  If  a  smaller  size  is  used, 
the  bearing  stress  shall  not  exceed  that  allowed  by  Sect.  1.5.1.  The  diameter 
of  the  pin  hole  shall  not  be  more  than  \{%  inch  greater  than  the  diameter  of 
the  pin. 

1.14.7.  Effective  Areas  of  Weld  Metal. — -The  effective  area  of  butt  and 
fillet  welds  shall  be  considered  as  the  effective  length  of  the  weld  times  the 
effective  throat  thickness. 

The  effective  shearing  area  of  plug  and  slot  welds  shall  be  considered  as  the 
nominal  cross-sectional  area  of  the  hole  or  slot,  in  the  plane  of  the  faying 
surface. 

The  effective  area  of  fillet  welds  in  holes  and  slots  shall  be  computed  as 
above  specified  for  fillet  welds,  using  for  effective  length,  the  length  of  center- 
line  of  the  weld  through  the  center  of  the  plane  through  the  throat.  However, 
in  the  case  of  overlapping  fillets,  the  effective  area  shall  not  exceed  the  nominal 
cross-sectional  area  of  the  hole  or  slot,  in  the  plane  of  the  faying  surface. 

The  effective  length  of  a  fillet  weld  shall  be  the  overall  length  of  full-size 
fillet  including  returns. 

The  effective  length  of  a  butt  weld  shall  be  the  width  of  the  part  joined. 

The  effective  throat  thickness  of  a  fillet  weld  shall  be  the  shortest  distance 
from  the  root  to  the  face  of  the  diagrammatic  weld. 

The  effective  throat  thickness  of  a  complete  penetration  butt  weld  (i.e.,  a 
butt  weld  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  Sect.  1.23.6)  shall  be  the  thickness 
of  the  thinner  part  joined. 

The  effective  throat  thickness  of  single-V  or  single-bevel  groove  welds  having 
no  root  opening  and  having  partial  penetration  into  their  joints  shall  be  34  inch 
less  than  the  depth  of  the  V  or  bevel  groove.  The  effective  throat  thickness 
of  single-J  or  single-U  groove  welds  having  no  root  opening  and  having  partial 
penetration  into  their  joints  shall  be  the  depth  of  the  J  or  U  groove.     The 
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effective  throat  thickness  of  any  of  these  partial  penetration  groove  welds  shall 
be  not  less  than  Vt*/6,  where  tt  is  the  thickness  of  the  thinner  part  connected 
by  the  weld. 

Sect.  28-1.15.     Connections. 

1.15.1.  Minimum  Connections.  —  Connections  carrying  calculated  stresses, 
except  for  lacing,  sag  bars,  and  girts,  shall  be  designed  to  support  not  less 
than  6,000  pounds. 

1.15.2.  Eccentric  Connections.  —  Axially  stressed  members  meeting  at  a 
point  shall  have  their  gravity  axes  intersect  at  a  point  if  practicable;  if  not, 
provision  shall  be  made  for  bending  stresses  due  to  the  eccentricity. 

1.15.3.  Placement  of  Rivets,  Bolts  and  Welds. — ■  Except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  the  rivets,  bolts  or  welds  at  the  ends  of  any  member  transmitting 
axial  stress  into  that  member  shall  have  their  centers  of  gravity  on  the  gravity 
axis  of  the  member  unless  provision  is  made  for  the  effect  of  the  resulting 
eccentricity.  Except  in  members  subject  to  repeated  variation  in  stress,  as 
defined  in  Sect.  1.7,  disposition  of  fillet  welds  to  balance  the  forces  about  the 
neutral  axis  or  axes  for  end  connections  of  single  angle,  double  angle,  and 
similar  type  members  is  not  required.  Eccentricity  between  the  gravity  axes 
of  such  members  and  the  gage  lines  for  their  riveted  or  bolted  end  connections 
may  be  neglected. 

1.15.4.  Unrestrained  Members.  —  Except  as  otherwise  indicated  by  the 
designer,  connections  of  beams,  girders  or  trusses  shall  be  designed  as  flexible, 
and  may  ordinarily  be  proportioned  for  the  reaction  shears  only. 

Flexible  beam  connections  shall  permit  the  ends  of  the  beam  to  rotate 
sufficiently  to  accommodate  its  deflection  by  providing  for  a  horizontal  dis- 
placement of  the  top  flange  determined  as  follows:

1.15.5.  Restrained  Members.  —  Fasteners  or  welds  for  end  connections  of 
beams,  girders  and  trusses  not  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  Sect.  1.15.4 
shall  be  designed  for  the  combined  effect  of  end  reaction  shear  and  tensile  or 
compressive  stresses  resulting  from  moment  induced  by  the  rigidity  of  the 
connection  when  the  member  is  fully  loaded. 
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1.15.6.  Fillers.  —  When  rivets  or  bolts  carrying  computed  stress  pass 
through  fillers  thicker  than  \i  inch,  except  in  friction-type  connections  as- 
sembled with  high  strength  bolts,  the  fillers  shall  be  extended  beyond  the 
splice  material  and  the  filler  extension  shall  be  secured  by  enough  rivets  or 
bolts  to  distribute  the  total  stress  in  the  member  uniformly  over  the  combined 
section  of  the  member  and  the  filler,  or  an  equivalent  number  of  fasteners 
shall  be  included  in  the  connection. 

In  welded  construction,  any  filler  }/i  inch  or  more  in  thickness  shall  extend 
beyond  the  edges  of  the  splice  plate  and  shall  be  welded  to  the  part  on  which 
it  is  fitted  with  sufficient  weld  to  transmit  the  splice  plate  stress,  applied  at 
the  surface  of  the  filler  as  an  eccentric  load.  The  welds  joining  the  splice 
plate  to  the  filler  shall  be  sufficient  t'o  transmit  the  splice  plate  stress  and  shall 
be  long  enough  to  avoid  overstressing  the  filler  along  the  toe  of  the  weld.  Any 
filler  less  than  J^  inch  thick  shall  have  its  edges  made  flush  with  the  edges  of 
the  splice  plate  and  the  weld  size  shall  be  the  sum  of  the  size  necessary  to 
carry  the  splice  plate  stress  plus  the  thickness  of  the  filler  plate. 

1.15.7.  Connections  of  Tension  and  Compression  Members  in  Trusses.  — 
The  connections  at  ends  of  tension  or  compression  members  in  trusses  shall 
develop  the  strength  required  by  the  stress,  but  not  less  than  50  percent  of 
the  effective  strength  of  the  member.  Groove  welds  in  connections  at  the 
ends  of  tension  or  compression  members  in  trusses  shall  be  complete  pene- 
tration groove  welds. 

1.15.8.  Compression  Members  with  Bearing  Joints.  —  Where  compression 
members  bear  on  bearing  plates,  and  where  tier-building  columns  are  finished 
to  bear,  there  shall  be  sufficient  rivets,  bolts  or  welds  to  hold  all  parts  securely 
in  place. 

Where  other  compression  members  are  finished  to  bear,  the  splice  material 
and  its  riveting,  bolting  or  welding  shall  be  arranged  to  hold  all  parts  in  line 
and  shall  be  proportioned  for  50  percent  of  the  computed  stress. 

All  of  the  foregoing  joints  shall  be  proportioned  to  resist  any  tension  that 
would  be  developed  by  specified  lateral  forces  acting  in  conjunction  with 
75  percent  of  the  calculated  dead  load  stress  and  no  live  load. 

1.15.9.  Combination  of  Welds.  —  If  two  or  more  of  the  general  types  of 
weld  (butt,  fillet,  plug,  slot)  are  combined  in  a  single  joint,  the  effective  ca- 
pacity of  each  shall  be  separately  computed  with  reference  to  the  axis  of  the 
group,  in  order  to  determine  the  allowable  capacity  of  the  combination. 

1.15.10.  Rivets  and  Bolts  in  Combination  with  Welds. — -In  new  work, 
rivets,  A307  bolts,  or  high  strength  bolts  used  in  bearing-type  connections, 
shall  not  be  considered  as  sharing  the  stress  in  combination  with  welds.  Welds, 
if  used,  shall  be  provided  to  carry  the  entire  stress  in  the  connection.  High 
strength  bolts  installed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sect.  1.16.1  as  a 
friction-type  connection  prior  to  welding  may  be  considered  as  sharing  the 
stress  with  the  welds. 
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In  making  welded  alterations  to  structures,  existing  rivets  and  properly 
tightened  high  strength  bolts  may  be  utilized  for  carrying  stresses  resulting 
from  existing  dead  loads,  and  the  welding  need  be  adequate  only  to  carry  all 
additional  stress. 

1.15.11.  High  Strength  Bolts  (in  Friction-Type  Joints)  in  Combination 
with  Rivets.  —  In  new  work  and  in  making  alterations,  rivets  and  high 
strength  bolts,  installed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sect.  1.16.1  as 
friction-type  connections,  may  be  considered  as  sharing  the  stresses  resulting 
from  dead  and  live  loads. 

1.15.12.  Field  Connections.  —  Rivets,  high  strength  bolts  or  welds  shall 
be  used  for  the  following  connections: 

Column  splices  in  all  tier  structures  200  feet  or  more  in  height. 

Column  splices  in  tier  structures  100  to  200  feet  in  height,  if  the  least 
horizontal  dimension  is  less  than  40  percent  of  the  height. 

Column  splices  in  tier  structures  less  than  100  feet  in  height,  if  the  least 
horizontal  dimension  is  less  than  25  percent  of  the  height. 

Connections  of  all  beams  and  girders  to  columns  and  of  any  other  beams 
and  girders  on  which  the  bracing  of  columns  is  dependent,  in  structures 
over  125  feet  in  height. 

Roof-truss  splices  and  connections  of  trusses  to  columns,  column  splices, 
column  bracing,  knee  braces  and  crane  supports,  in  all  structures  carrying 
cranes  of  over  5-ton  capacity. 

Connections  for  supports  of  running  machinery,  or  of  other  live  loads 
which  produce  impact  or  reversal  of  stress. 

Any  other  connections  stipulated  on  the  design  plans. 

In  all  other  cases  field  connections  may  be  made  with  A307  bolts. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  Section,  the  height  of  a  tier  structure  shall  be  taken 
as  the  vertical  distance  from  the  curb  level  to  the  highest  point  of  the  roof 
beams,  in  the  case  of  flat  roofs,  or  to  the  mean  height  of  the  gable,  in  ihe  case 
of  roofs  having  a  rise  of  more  than  2%  in  12.  Where  the  curb  level  has  not 
been  established,  or  where  the  structure  does  not  adjoin  a  street,  the  mean 
level  of  the  adjoining  land  shall  be  used  instead  of  curb  level.  Penthouses 
may  be  excluded  in  computing  the  height  of  structure. 

Sect.  28-1. 16A.     Rivets  and  Bolts. 

1.16.1  A.  High  Strength  Bolts.  —  Use  of  high  strength  bolts  shall  conform 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Specifications  for  Structural  Joints  Using  ASTM  A325 
Bolts  as  approved  by  the  Research  Council  on  Riveted  and  Bolted  Structural 
Joints,  March  1962,  except  that  A354,  Grade  BC,  bolts  meeting  the  dimensional 
requirements  of  the  Council's  specification  and  tightened  to  their  proof  load, 
may  be  substituted  for  A325  bolts  at  the  working  stresses  permitted  in  Sects. 
28-1.5A  and  28-1. 6A. 
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1.16.2.  Effective  Bearing  Area.  —  The  effective  bearing  area  of  rivets  and 
bolts  shall  be  the  diameter  multiplied  by  the  length  in  bearing,  except  that  for 
countersunk  rivets  and  bolts  half  the  depth  of  the  countersink  shall  be 
deducted. 

1 . 1 6.3.  Long  Grips.  —  Rivets  and  A307  bolts  which  carry  calculated  stress, 
and  the  grip  of  which  exceeds  five  diameters,  shall  have  their  number  in- 
creased 1  percent  for  each  additional  i^6  inch  in  the  grip. 

1. 16. 4.  Minimum  Pitch. — -The  minimum  distance  between  centers  of 
rivet  and  bolt  holes  shall  be  not  less  than  2%  times  the  nominal  diameter  of 
the  rivet  or  bolt  but  preferably  not  less  than  3  diameters. 

1.16.5.  Minimum  Edge  Distance. — -The  minimum  distance  from  the 
center  of  a  rivet  or  bolt  hole  to  any  edge,  used  in  design  or  in  preparation  of 
shop  drawings,  shall  be  that  given  in  Table  1.16.5.

1.16.6.  Minimum  Edge  Distance  in  Line  of  Stress.  —  In  bearing-type  con- 
nections of  tension  members,  where  there  are  not  more  than  two  fasteners  in 
a  line  parallel  to  the  direction  of  stress,  the  distance  from  the  center  of  the  end 
fastener  and  that  end  of  the  connected  part  toward  which  the  stress  is  directed 
shall  be  not  less  than 

(a)  for  riveted  connections:  the  area  of  the  fastener  divided  by  the 
thickness  of  the  connected  part  for  fasteners  in  single  shear,  and  twice  this 
distance  for  fasteners  in  double  shear. 

(b)  for  high  strength  bolted  connections:  \lA  times  the  distances  given 
in  (a). 
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The  end  distance  may,  however,  be  decreased  in  such  proportion  as  the 
fastener  stress  is  less  than  that  permitted  under  Sect.  1.5.2A,  but  it  shall  not 
be  less  than  the  distance  specified  in  Sect.  1.16.5  above. 

When  more  than  two  fasteners  are  provided  in  the  line  of  stress  the  provisions 
of  Sect.  1.16.5  shall  govern. 

1.16.7.  Maximum  Edge  Distance.  —  The  maximum  distance  from  the 
center  of  any  rivet  or  bolt  to  the  nearest  edge  of  parts  in  contact  with  one 
another  shall  be  12  times  the  thickness  of  the  plate,  but  shall  not  exceed 
6  inches. 

Sect.  28-1.17.     Welds. 

1.17.1.  Welder  and  Welding  Operator  Qualifications. — ■  Welds  shall  be 
made  only  by  welders  and  welding  operators  who  have  been  previously 
qualified  by  tests  as  prescribed  in  the  Standard  Code  for  Arc  and  Gas  Welding 
in  Building  Construction  of  the  American  Welding  Society,  to  perform  the  type 
of  work  required,  except  that  this  provision  need  not  apply  to  tack  welds  not 
later  incorporated  into  finished  welds  carrying  calculated  stress. 

1.17.2.  Qualifications  of  Weld  and  Joint  Details. — -Weld  grooves  for 
complete  penetration  welds  which  are  accepted  without  welding  procedure 
qualification  under  the  Standard  Code  for  Arc  and  Gas  Welding  in  Building 
Construction  or  the  Standard  Specification  for  Welded  Highway  and  Railway 
Bridges  of  the  American  Welding  Society  may  be  used  under  this  Specification 
without  welding  procedure  qualification. 

Weld  grooves  of  the  60°  single-V,  45°  single-bevel,  single-J  or  single-U 
form,  conforming  to  the  details  for  such  grooves  provided  in  the  above  AWS 
Standards  but  having  partial  penetration  with  an  effective  throat  thickness  as 
defined  in  Sect.  1.14.7  and  no  root  opening,  may  be  used  under  this  Specifica- 
tion without  welding  procedure  qualification.  However,  they  shall  not  be 
used  in  butt  joints  to  resist  tensile  stress  acting  in  a  direction  normal  to  the 
plane  of  the  weld  throat,  except  in  splices  or  connections  of  columns  or  other 
members  subject  primarily  to  axial  compressive  stress. 

Joint  forms  or  welding  procedures  other  than  those  included  in  the  fore- 
going may  be  employed  provided  they  shall  have  been  qualified  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  these  AWS  Standards. 

ASTM-A233  class  E60  and  E70*  series  electrodes  for  manual  arc  welding 
and  Grade  SAW-1  or  Grade  SAW-2*  submerged  arc  process  may  be  used  for 
welding  A7,  A373  and  A36  steel.  Only  E70  low-hydrogen  electrodes  for 
manual  arc  welding  or  Grade  SAW-2  for  submerged  arc  welding  shall  be  used 
with  A441  or  weldable  A242  steel,  except  that  fillet  welds  or  partial  penetration 
groove  welds  may  be  made  with  E60  series  low-hydrogen  electrodes  and  Grade 
SAW-1  submerged  arc  process. 

Welding  AJjJfi  steel  is  not  recommended. 

*  See  allowable  stresses,  Sect.  1.5.3. 
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1.17.3.  Submerged  Arc  Welding. — The  bare  electrodes  and  granular 
fusible  flux  used  in  combinations  for  submerged  arc  welding  shall  be  capable 
of  producing  weld  metal  having  the  following  tensile  properties  when  de- 
posited in  a  multiple  pass  weld

Tensile  strength 62,000  to  80,000  psi 

Yield  point,  min 45,000  psi 

Elongation  in  2  in.,  min 25%

1.17.4.  Minimum  Size  of  Fillet  Welds.  —  In  joints  connected  only  by  fillet 
welds,  the  minimum  size  of  fillet  weld  to  be  used  shall  be  as  shown  in  Table 
1.17.4  weld  size  is  determined  by  the  thicker  of  the  two  parts  joined,  except 
that  the  weld  size  need  not  exceed  the  thickness  of  the  thinner  part  joined 
unless  a  larger  size  is  required  by  calculated  stress:

1 . 1 7.S.  Maximum  Effective  Size  of  Fillet  Welds.  —  The  maximum  size  of  a 
fillet  weld  that  may  be  assumed  in  the  design  of  a  connection  shall  be  such  that 
the  stresses  in  the  adjacent  base  material  do  not  exceed  the  values  allowed  in 
Sect.  1.5.1.  The  maximum  size  that  may  be  used  along  edges  of  connected 
parts  shall  be : 

1.  Along  edges  of  material  less  than  x/i  inch  thick,  the  maximum  size 
may  be  equal  to  the  thickness  of  the  material. 

2.  Along  edges  of  material  Ji  inch  or  more  in  thickness,  the  maximum 
size  shall  be  l/(t,  inch  less  than  the  thickness  of  the  material,  unless  the  weld 
is  especially  designated  on  the  drawings  to  be  built  out  to  obtain  full  throat 
thickness. 
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1.17.6.  Length  of  Fillet  Welds.  —  The  minimum  effective  length  of  a 
strength  fillet  weld  shall  be  not  less  than  4  times  the  nominal  size,  or  else  the 
size  of  the  weld  shall  be  considered  not  to  exceed  one-fourth  of  its  effective 
length. 

If  longitudinal  fillet  welds  are  used  alone  in  end  connections  of  flat  bar 
tension  members,  the  length  of  each  fillet  weld  shall  be  not  less  than  the 
perpendicular  distance  between  them.  The  transverse  spacing  of  longitudinal 
fillet  welds  used  in  end  connections  shall  not  exceed  8  inches,  unless  the  design 
otherwise  prevents  excessive  transverse  bending  in  the  connection. 

1.17.7.  Intermittent  Fillet  Welds.  —  Intermittent  fillet  welds  may  be  used 
to  transfer  calculated  stress  across  a  joint  or  faying  surfaces  when  the  strength 
required  is  less  than  that  developed  by  a  continuous  fillet  weld  of  the  smallest 
permitted  size,  and  to  join  components  of  built-up  members.  The  effective 
length  of  any  segment  of  intermittent  fillet  welding  shall  be  not  less  than  4 
times  the  weld  size  with  a  minimum  of  \x/i  inches. 

1.17.8.  Lap  Joints.  —  The  minimum  width  of  laps  on  lap  joints  shall  be 
5  times  the  thickness  of  the  thinner  part  joined  and  not  less  than  1  inch.  Lap 
joints  joining  plates  or  bars  subjected  to  axial  stress  shall  be  fillet  welded  along 
the  edge  of  both  lapped  parts  except  where  the  deflection  of  the  lapped  parts 
is  sufficiently  restrained  to  prevent  opening  of  the  joint  under  maximum  loading. 

1.17.9.  End  Returns  of  Fillet  Welds.  — ■  Side  or  end  fillet  welds  terminating 
at  ends  or  sides,  respectively,  of  parts  or  members  shall,  wherever  practicable, 
be  returned  continuously  around  the  corners  for  a  distance  not  less  than 
twice  the  nominal  size  of  the  weld.  This  provision  shall  apply  to  side  and  top 
fillet  welds  connecting  brackets,  beam  seats  and  similar  connections,  on  the 
plane  about  which  bending  moments  are  computed.  End  returns  shall  be 
indicated  on  the  design  and  detail  drawings. 

1.17.10.  Fillet  Welds  in  Holes  and  Slots.  —  Fillet  welds  in  holes  or  slots 
may  be  used  to  transmit  shear  in  lap  joints  or  to  prevent  the  buckling  or 
separation  of  lapped  parts,  and  to  join  components  of  built-up  members. 
Such  fillet  welds  may  overlap,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sect.  1.14.7.  Fillet 
welds  in  holes  or  slots  are  not  to  be  considered  plug  or  slot  welds. 

1.17. 1 1.  Plug  and  Slot  Welds.  —  Plug  or  slot  welds  may  be  used  to  trans- 
mit shear  in  a  lap  joint  or  to  prevent  buckling  of  lapped  parts  and  to  join 
component  parts  of  built-up  members. 

The  diameter  of  the  holes  for  a  plug  weld  shall  be  not  less  than  the  thickness 
of  the  part  containing  it  plus  %  inch,  rounded  to  the  next  greater  odd  V\§  inch, 
nor  greater  than  2x/i  times  the  thickness  of  the  weld  metal. 

The  minimum  center-to-center  spacing  of  plug  welds  shall  be  4  times  the 
diameter  of  the  hole. 

The  length  of  slot  for  a  slot  weld  shall  not  exceed  10  times  the  thickness  of 
the  weld.  The  width  of  the  slot  shall  be  not  less  than  the  thickness  of  the 
part  containing  it,  plus  %  inch,  rounded  to  the  next  greater  odd  V&  inch,  nor 
shall  it  be  greater  than  2\i  times  the  thickness  of  the  weld.     The  ends  of  the 
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slot  shall  be  semicircular  or  shall  have  the  corners  rounded  to  a  radius  not  less 
than  the  thickness  of  the  part  containing  it,  except  those  ends  which  extend  to 
the  edge  of  the  part. 

The  minimum  spacing  of  lines  of  slot  welds  in  a  direction  transverse  to 
their  length  shall  be  4  times  the  width  of  the  slot.  The  minimum  center-to- 
center  spacing  in  a  longitudinal  direction  on  any  line  shall  be  2  times  the  length 
of  the  slot. 

The  thickness  of  plug  or  slot  welds  in  material  %  inch  or  less  in  thickness 
shall  be  equal  to  the  thickness  of  the  material.  In  material  over  5/%  inch  in 
thickness,  it  shall  be  at  least  one-half  the  thickness  of  the  material  but  not 
less  than  %  inch. 

Sect.  28-1.18.     Built- Up  Members. 

1.18.1.  Open  Box- Type  Beams  and  Grillages.  —  Where  two  or  more 
rolled  beams  or  channels  are  used  side-by-side  to  form  a  flexural  member, 
they  shall  be  connected  together  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  5  feet.  Through- 
bolts  and  separators  may  be  used,  provided  that  in  beams  having  a  depth  of 
12  inches  or  more,  no  fewer  than  2  bolts  shall  be  used  at  each  separator  loca- 
tion. When  concentrated  loads  are  carried  from  one  beam  to  the  other,  or 
distributed  between  the  beams,  diaphragms  having  sufficient  stiffness  to 
distribute  the  load  shall  be  riveted,  bolted  or  welded  between  the  beams. 
Where  beams  are  exposed,  they  shall  be  sealed  against  corrosion  of  interior 
surfaces,  or  spaced  sufficiently  far  apart  to  permit  cleaning  and  painting. 

1.18.2.  Compression  Members. 

1.18.2.1. — -All  parts  of  built-up  compression  members  and  the  transverse 
spacing  of  their  lines  of  fasteners  shall  meet  the  requirements  of  Sects.  1 .8  and  1 .9 

1.18.2.2.  —  At  the  ends  of  built-up  compression  members  bearing  on  base 
plates  or  milled  surfaces,  all  components  in  contact  with  one  another  shall  be 
connected  by  rivets  or  bolts  spaced  longitudinally  not  more  than  4  diameters 
apart  for  a  distance  equal  to  1  x/2  times  the  maximum  width  of  the  member,  or 
by  continuous  welds  having  a  length  not  less  than  the  maximum  width  of 
the  member. 

1.18.2.3.  —  The  longitudinal  spacing  for  intermediate  rivets,  bolts  or 
intermittent  welds  in  built-up  members  shall  be  adequate  to  provide  for  the 
transfer  of  calculated  stress.  However,  where  a  component  of  a  built-up 
compression  member  consists  of  an  outside  plate,  the  maximum  spacing 
shall  not  exceed  the  thickness  of  the  thinner  outside  plate  times  4,000/V  Fy 
when  rivets  are  provided  on  all  gage  lines  at  each  section,  or  when  intermittent 
welds  are  provided  along  the  edges  of  the  components,  but  this  spacing  shall 
not  exceed  12  inches.  When  rivets  or  bolts  are  staggered,  the  maximum 
spacing  on  each  gage  line  shall  not  exceed  the  thickness  of  the  thinner  outside 
plate  times  6,000/V  Fy  nor  18  inches.  The  maximum  longitudinal  spacing 
of  rivets,  bolts  or  intermittent  welds  connecting  two  rolled  shapes  in  contact 
with  one  another  shall  not  exceed  24  inches. 
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1.18.2.4. — Compression  members  composed  of  two  or  more  rolled  shapes 
separated  from  one  another  by  intermittent  fillers  shall  be  connected  to  one 
another  at  these  fillers  at  intervals  such  that  the  slenderness  ratio  l/r  of  either 
shape,  between  the  fasteners,  does  not  exceed  the  governing  slenderness  ratio 
of  the  built-up  member.  The  least  radius  of  gyration  r  shall  be  used  on  com- 
puting the  slenderness  ratio  of  each  component  part. 

1.18.2.5.  —  Open  sides  of  compression  members  built  up  from  plates  or 
shapes  shall  be  provided  with  lacing  having  tie  plates  at  each  end,  and  at 
intermediate  points  if  the  lacing  is  interrupted.  Tie  plates  shall  be  as  near 
the  ends  as  practicable.  In  main  members  carrying  calculated  stress  the  end 
tie  plates  shall  have  a  length  of  not  less  than  the  distance  between  the  lines 
of  rivets,  bolts  or  welds  connecting  them  to  the  components  of  the  member. 
Intermediate  tie  plates  shall  have  a  length  not  less  than  one-half  of  this  dis- 
tance. The  thickness  of  tie  plates  shall  be  not  less  than  1/50  of  the  distance 
between  the  lines  of  rivets,  bolts  or  welds  connecting  them  to  the  segments 
of  the  members.  In  riveted  and  bolted  construction  the  pitch  in  tie  plates 
shall  be  not  more  than  6  diameters  and  the  tie  plates  shall  be  connected  to 
each  segment  by  at  least  three  fasteners.  In  welded  construction,  the  welding 
on  each  line  connecting  a  tie  plate  shall  aggregate  not  less  than  one-third  the 
length  of  the  plate. 

1.18.2.6.  —  Lacing,  including  fiat  bars,  angles,  channels  or  other  shapes 
employed  as  lacing,  shall  be  so  spaced  that  the  ratio  l/r  of  the  flange  included 
between  their  connections  shall  not  exceed  the  governing  ratio  for  the  member 
as  a  whole.  Lacing  shall  be  proportioned  to  resist  a  shearing  stress  normal  to 
the  axis  of  the  member  equal  to  2  percent  of  the  total  compressive  stress  in 
the  member.  The  ratio  l/r  for  lacing  bars  arranged  in  single  systems  shall 
not  exceed  140.  For  double  lacing  this  ratio  shall  not  exceed  200.  Double 
lacing  bars  shall  be  joined  at  their  intersections.  In  determining  the  required 
section  for  lacing  bars,  Formula  (1)  or  (3)  shall  be  used,  I  being  taken  as  the 
unsupported  length  of  the  lacing  bar  between  rivets  or  welds  connecting  it  to 
the  components  of  the  built-up  member  for  single  lacing  and  70  percent  of 
that  distance  for  double  lacing.  The  inclination  of  lacing  bars  to  the  axis 
of  the  member  shall  preferably  be  not  less  than  60  degrees  for  single  lacing 
and  45  degrees  for  double  lacing.  When  the  distance  between  the  lines  of 
rivets  or  welds  in  the  flanges  is  more  than  15  inches,  the  lacing  shall  preferably 
be  double  or  be  made  of  angles. 

1.18.2.7.  —  The  function  of  tie  plates  and  lacing  may  be  performed  by 
continuous  cover  plates  perforated  with  a  succession  of  access  holes.  The 
width  of  such  plates  at  access  holes,  as  defined  in  Sect.  1.9.2,  is  assumed  avail- 
able to  resist  axial  stress,  provided  that:  the  width-to-thickness  ratio  conforms 
to  the  limitations  of  Sect.  1.9.2;  the  ratio  of  length  (in  direction  of  stress)  to 
width  of  hole  shall  not  exceed  2 ;  the  clear  distance  between  holes  in  the  direc- 
tion of  stress  shall  be  not  less  than  the  transverse  distance  between  nearest 
lines  of  connecting  rivets,  bolts  or  welds;  and  the  periphery  of  the  holes  at  all 
points  shall  have  a  minimum  radius  of  1]4.  inches. 
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1.18.3.     Tension  Members. 

1 . 1 8.3. 1 .  —  The  longitudinal  spacing  of  rivets,  bolts  and  intermittent 
fillet  welds  connecting  a  plate  and  a  rolled  shape  in  a  built-up  tension  member, 
or  two  plate  components  in  contact  with  one  another,  shall  not  exceed  24 
times  the  thickness  of  the  thinner  plate  nor  12  inches.  The  longitudinal  spac- 
ing of  rivets,  bolts  and  intermittent  welds  connecting  two  or  more  shapes  in 
contact  with  one  another  in  a  tension  member  shall  not  exceed  24  inches. 
Tension  members  composed  of  two  or  more  shapes  or  plates  separated  from 
one  another  by  intermittent  fillers  shall  be  connected  to  one  another  at  these 
fillers  at  intervals  such  that  the  slenderness  ratio  of  either  component  between 
the  fasteners  does  not  exceed  240. 

1.18.3.2.  —  Either  perforated  cover  plates  or  tie  plates  without  lacing 
may  be  used  on  the  open  sides  of  built-up  tension  members.  Tie  plates  shall 
have  a  length  not  less  than  two-thirds  the  distance  between  the  lines  of  rivets, 
bolts  or  welds  connecting  them  to  the  components  of  the  member.  The 
thickness  of  such  tie  plates  shall  not  be  less  than  1  /50  of  the  distance  between 
these  lines.  The  longitudinal  spacing  of  rivets,  bolts  or  intermittent  welds 
at  tie  plates  shall  not  exceed  6  inches.  The  spacing  of  tie  plates  shall  be  such 
that  the  slenderness  ratio  of  any  component  in  the  length  between  tie  plates 
will  not  exceed  240. 

Sect.  28-1.19.     Camber. 

1.19.1.  Trusses  and  Girders.  — -Trusses  of  80  feet  or  greater  span  should 
generally  be  cambered  for  approximately  the  dead  load  deflection.  Crane 
girders  of  75  feet  or  greater  span  should  generally  be  cambered  for  approxi- 
mately the  dead  and  half  live  load  deflection. 

1.19.2.  Camber  for  Other  Trades.  —  If  any  special  camber  requirements 
are  necessary  in  order  to  bring  a  loaded  member  into  proper  relation  with  the 
work  of  other  trades,  as  for  the  attachment  of  runs  of  sash,  the  requirements 
shall  be  set  forth  on  the  plans  and  on  the  detail  drawings. 

1.19.3.  Erection.  —  Beams  and  trusses  detailed  without  specified  camber 
shall  be  fabricated  so  that  after  erection  any  minor  camber  due  to  rolling  or 
shop  assembly  shall  be  upward.  If  camber  involves  the  erection  of  any 
member  under  a  straining  force,  this  shall  be  noted  on  the  erection  diagram. 

Sect.  28-1.20.  Expansion. — Adequate  provision  shall  be  made  for  ex- 
pansion and  contraction  appropriate  to  the  service  conditions  of  the  structure. 

Sect.  28-1.21.     Column  Bases. 

1.21.1.  Loads.  —  Proper  provision  shall  be  made  to  transfer  the  column 
loads,  and  moments  if  any,  to  the  footings  and  foundations. 
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1.21.2.  Alignment.  —  Column  bases  shall  be  set  level  and  to  correct 
elevation  with  full  bearing  on  the  masonry. 

1.21.3.  Finishing.  —  Column  bases  shall  be  finished  in  accordance  with  the 
following  requirements: 

1.  Rolled  steel  bearing  plates,  2  inches  or  less  in  thickness,  may  be  used 
without  planing,  provided  a  satisfactory  contact  bearing  is  obtained;  rolled 
steel  bearing  plates  over  2  inches  but  not  over  4  inches  in  thickness  may  be 
straightened  by  pressing;  or,  if  presses  are  not  available,  by  planing  for  all 
bearing  surfaces  (except  as  noted  under  Requirement  3  of  this  Section),  to 
obtain  a  satisfactory  contact  bearing;  rolled  steel  bearing  plates  over 
4  inches  in  thickness  shall  be  planed  for  all  bearing  surfaces  (except  as 
noted  under  Requirement  3  of  this  Section). 

2.  Column  bases  other  than  rolled  steel  bearing  plates  shall  be  planed 
for  all  bearing  surfaces  (except  as  noted  under  Requirement  3  of  this  Section). 

3.  The  bottom  surfaces  of  bearing  plates  and  column  bases  which  are 
grouted  to  insure  full  bearing  contact  on  foundations  need  not  be  planed. 

Sect.  28-1.22.  Anchor  Bolts.  —  Anchor  bolts  shall  be  designed  to  provide 
resistance  to  all  conditions  of  tension  and  shear  at  the  bases  of  columns,  in- 
cluding the  net  tensile  components  of  any  bending  moments  which  may 
result  from  fixation  or  partial  fixation  of  columns. 

Sect.  28-1. 23A.     Fabrication. 

1.23.1.  Straightening  Material.  —  Rolled  material,  before  being  laid  off 
or  worked,  must  be  straight  within  the  tolerances  allowed  by  ASTM  specifi- 
cation A6.  If  straightening  is  necessary,  it  shall  be  done  by  methods  that 
will  not  injure  the  metal. 

1.23.2.  Qas  Cutting.  —  Gas  cutting  shall  preferably  be  done  by  machine. 
Gas  cut  edges  which  will  be  subjected  to  substantial  stress  or  which  are  to 
have  weld  metal  deposited  on  them  shall  be  free  from  gouges;  any  gouges  that 
remain  from  cutting  shall  be  removed  by  grinding.     All  re-entrant  corners 


1.23.3.  Planing  of  Edges.  —  Planing  or  finishing  of  sheared  or  gas  cut  edges 
of  plates  or  shapes  will  not  be  required  unless  specifically  called  for  on  the 
drawings  or  included  in  a  stipulated  edge  preparation  for  welding. 

1.23.4.  Riveted  and  Bolted  Construction — Holes.  —  Holes  for  rivets  or 
bolts  shall  be  V\g,  inch  larger  than  the  nominal  diameter  of  the  rivet  or  bolt. 
If  the  thickness  of  the  material  is  not  greater  than  the  nominal  diameter  of 
the  rivet  or  bolt  plus  y%  inch,  the  holes  may  be  punched.  If  the  thickness  of 
the'  material  is  greater  than  the  nominal  diameter  of  the  rivet  or  bolt  plus 
3^  inch,  the  holes  shall  be  either  drilled  from  the  solid,  or  sub-punched  and 
reamed.  The  die  for  all  sub-punched  holes,  and  the  drill  for  all  sub-drilled 
holes,  shall  be  at  least  V^  inch  smaller  than  the  nominal  diameter  of  the 
rivet  or  bolt. 
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1.23.5A.     Riveted  and  High  Strength  Bolted  Construction  —  Assembling. 

—  All  parts  of  riveted  members  shall  be  well  pinned  or  bolted  and  rigidly 
held  together  while  riveting.  Drifting  done  during  assembling  shall  not 
distort  the  metal  or  enlarge  the  holes.  Holes  that  must  be  enlarged  to  admit 
the  rivets  or  bolts  shall  be  reamed.  Poor  matching  of  holes  shall  be  cause 
for  rejection. 

Rivets  shall  be  driven  by  power  riveters,  of  either  compression  or  manually- 
operated  type,  employing  pneumatic,  hydraulic  or  electric  power.  After 
driving  they  shall  be  tight  and  their  heads  shall  be  in  full  contact  with  the 
surface. 

Rivets  shall  ordinarily  be  hot-driven,  in  which  case  their  finished  heads 
shall  be  of  approximately  hemispherical  shape  and  shall  be  of  uniform  size 
throughout  the  work  for  the  same  size  rivet,  full,  neatly  finished  and  con- 
centric with  the  holes.  Hot-driven  rivets  shall  be  heated  uniformly  to  a 
temperature  not  exceeding  1950°F;  they  shall  not  be  driven  after  their  tem- 
perature has  fallen  below  1000°F. 

Rivets  may  be  driven  cold  if  approved  measures  are  taken  to  prevent 
distortion  of  the  riveted  material.  The  requirements  for  hot-driven  rivets 
shall  apply  except  as  modified  in  the  Tentative  Specification  for  Cold- Driven 
Rivets  of  the  Industrial  Fasteners  Institute. 

Surfaces  of  high  strength  bolted  parts  in  contact  with  the  bolt  head  and 
nut  shall  not  have  a  slope  of  more  than  1 :  20  with  respect  to  a  plane  normal  to 
the  bolt  axis.  Where  the  surface  of  a  high  strength  bolted  part  has  a  slope  of 
more  than  1:20,  a  beveled  washer  shall  be  used  to  compensate  for  the  lack 
of  parallelism.  High  strength  bolted  parts  shall  fit  solidly  together  when 
assembled  and  shall  not  be  separated  by  gaskets  or  any  other  interposed 
compressible  materials.  When  assembled,  all  joint  surfaces,  including  those 
adjacent  to  the  washers,  shall  be  free  of  scale  except  tight  mill  scale.  They 
shall  be  free  of  dirt,  loose  scale,  burrs,  and  other  defects  that  would  prevent 
solid  seating  of  the  parts.  Contact  surfaces  within  friction-type  joints  shall 
be  free  of  oil,  paint,  lacquer  or  galvanizing. 

All  A325  and  A354,  Grade  BC,  bolts  shall  be  tightened  to  a  bolt  tension 
not  less  than  the  proof  load  given  in  the  applicable  ASTM  Specification  for 
the  type  of  bolt  used.  Tightening  shall  be  done  with  properly  calibrated 
wrenches  or  by  the  turn-of-nut  method. 

Bolts  tightened  by  means  of  a  calibrated  wrench,  shall  be  installed  with  a 
hardened  washer  under  the  nut  or  bolt  head,  whichever  is  the  element  turned 
in  tightening.  Hardened  washers  are  not  required  when  bolts  are  tightened 
by  the  turn-of-nut  method. 

1.23.6.  Welded  Construction.  —  Surfaces  to  be  welded  shall  be  free  from 
loose  scale,  slag,  rust,  grease,  paint  and  any  other  foreign  material  except  that 
mill  scale  which  withstands  vigorous  wire  brushing  may  remain.  Joint 
surfaces  shall  be  free  from  fins  and  tears.  Preparation  of  edges  by  gas  cutting 
shall,  wherever  practicable,  be  done  by  a  mechanically  guided  torch. 

Parts  to  be  fillet  welded  shall  be  brought  in  as  close  contact  as  practicable 
and  in  no  event  shall  be  separated  by  more  than  Ms,  inch.     If  the  separation  is 
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Ms,  inch  or  greater,  the  size  of  the  fillet  welds  shall  be  increased  by  the  amount 
of  the  separation.  The  separation  between  faying  surfaces  of  lap  joints  and 
butt  joints  on  a  backing  structure  shall  not  exceed  J^6  inch.  The  fit  of  joints 
at  contact  surfaces  which  are  not  completely  sealed  by  welds,  shall  be  close 
enough  to  exclude  water  after  painting. 

Abutting  parts  to  be  butt  welded  shall  be  carefully  aligned.  Misalignments 
greater  than  Y%  inch  shall  be  corrected  and,  in  making  the  correction,  the 
parts  shall  not  be  drawn  into  a  sharper  slope  than  2  degrees  (%  inch  in 
12  inches). 

The  work  shall  be  positioned  for  flat  welding  whenever  practicable. 

In  assembling  and  joining  parts  of  a  structure  or  of  built-up  members,  the 
procedure  and  sequence  of  welding  shall  be  such  as  will  avoid  needless  distor- 
tion and  minimize  shrinkage  stresses.  Where  it  is  impossible  to  avoid  high 
residual  stresses  in  the  closing  welds  of  a  rigid  assembly,  such  closing  welds 
shall  be  made  in  compression  elements. 

In  the  fabrication  of  cover-plated  beams  and  built-up  members,  all  shop 
splices  in  each  component  part  shall  be  made  before  such  component  part  is 
welded  to  other  parts  of  the  member.  Long  girders  or  girder  sections  may  be 
made  by  shop  splicing  not  more  than  three  sub-sections,  each  made  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  paragraph. 

All  complete  penetration  butt  welds  made  by  manual  welding,  except  when 
produced  with  the  aid  of  backing  material  or  welded  in  the  flat  position  from 
both  sides  in  square-edge  material  not  more  than  %  inch  thick  with  root  open- 
ing not  less  than  one-half  the  thickness  of  the  thinner  part  joined,  shall  have 
the  root  of  the  initial  layer  gouged  out  on  the  back  side  before  welding  is 
started  from  that  side,  and  shall  be  so  welded  as  to  secure  sound  metal  and 
complete  fusion  throughout  the  entire  cross-section.  Butt  welds  made  with 
use  of  a  backing  of  the  same  material  as  the  base  metal  shall  have  the  weld 
metal  thoroughly  fused  with  the  backing  material.  Backing  strips  may 
be  removed  by  gouging  or  gas  cutting  after  welding  is  completed,  provided  no 
injury  is  done  to  the  base  metal  and  weld  metal  and  the  weld  metal  surface 
is  left  flush  or  slightly  convex  with  full  throat  thickness. 

Butt  welds  shall  be  terminated  at  the  ends  of  a  joint  in  a  manner  that  will 
ensure  their  soundness.  Where  possible,  this  should  be  done  by  use  of  ex- 
tension bars  or  run-off  plates.  Extension  bars  or  run-off  plates,  if  used,  shall 
be  removed  upon  completion  of  the  weld  and  the  ends  of  the  weld  made  smooth 
and  flush  with  the  abutting  parts. 

No  welding  shall  be  done  when  the  ambient  temperature  is  lower  than  0°F. 

Base  metal  shall  be  preheated  as  required  to  the  temperature  called  for  in 
Table  1.23.6  prior  to  tack  welding  or  welding.  When  base  metal  not  other- 
wise required  to  be  preheated  is  at  a  temperature  below  32°F,  it  shall  be  pre- 
heated to  at  least  70°F  prior  to  tack  welding  or  welding.  Preheating  shall 
bring  the  surface  of  the  base  metal  within  3  inches  of  the  point  of  welding  to 
the  specified  preheat  temperature,  and  this  temperature  shall  be  maintained 
as  a  minimum  interpass  temperature  while  welding  is  in  progress.  Minimum 
preheat  and  interpass  temperatures  shall  be  as  specified  in  Table  1.23.6. 
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Where  required,  multiple-layer  welds  may  be  peened  with  light  blows  from 
a  power  hammer,  using  a  round-nose  tool.  Peening  shall  be  done  after  the 
weld  has  cooled  to  a  temperature  warm  to  the  hand.  Care  shall  be  exercised 
to  prevent  scaling,  or  flaking  of  weld  and  base  metal  from  overpeening.

The  technique  of  welding  employed,  the  appearance  and  quality  of  welds 
made,  and  the  methods  used  in  correcting  defective  work  shall  conform  to 
Section  4  —  Workmanship,  of  the  Standard  Code  for  Arc  and  Gas  Welding  in 
Building  Construction  of  the  American  Welding  Society. 

1.23.7.  Finishing.  —  Compression  joints  depending  upon  contact  bearing 
shall  have  the  bearing  surfaces  prepared  to  a  common  plane  by  milling, 
sawing  or  other  suitable  means. 

1.23.8.  Tolerances. 

1.23.8.1.  Straightness.  —  Structural  members  consisting  primarily  of  a 
single  rolled  shape  shall,  unless  otherwise  specified,  be  straight  within  the 
appropriate  tolerances  allowed  by  ASTM  Specification  A6  or  as  prescribed  in 
the  following  paragraph.  Built-up  structural  members  fabricated  by  riveting 
or  welding,  unless  otherwise  specified,  shall  be  straight  within  the  tolerances 
allowed  for  wide  flange  shapes  by  ASTM  Specification  A6  or  by  the  require- 
ments of  the  following  paragraph. 

Compression  members  shall  not  deviate  from  straightness  by  more  than 
1/1000  of  the  axial  length  between  points  which  are  to  be  laterally  supported. 

Completed  members  shall  be  free  from  twists,  bends  and  open  joints. 
Sharp  kinks  or  bends  shall  be  cause  for  rejection  of  material. 

1.23.8.2.  Length.  —  A  variation  of  Mi  inch  is  permissible  in  the  overall 
length  of  members  with  both  ends  finished  for  contact  bearing  as  in  Sect.  1.23.7. 

Members  without  ends  finished  for  contact  bearing,  which  are  to  be  framed 
to  other  steel  parts  of  the  structure,  may  have  a  variation  from  the  detailed 
length  not  greater  than  Vi6  inch  for  members  30  feet  or  less  in  length,  and  not 
greater,  than  Y%  inch  for  members  over  30  feet  in  length. 
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Sect.  28-1.24A.     Protection  and  Painting. 

1.24.1.  General  Requirements.  —  Unless  otherwise  specified,  steel  work 
which  will  be  concealed  by  interior  building  finish  need  not  be  painted;  steel- 
work to  be  encased  in  concrete  shall  not  be  painted.  Unless  specifically  ex- 
empted, all  other  steelwork  shall  be  given  one  coat  of  shop  paint,  applied 
thoroughly  and  evenly  to  dry  surfaces  which  have  been  cleaned  in  accordance 
with  the  following  paragraph,  by  brush,  spray,  roller  coating,  flow  coating, 
or  dipping,  at  the  election  of  the  fabricator. 

After  inspection  and  approval  and  before  leaving  the  shop,  all  steelwork 
specified  to  be  painted  shall  be  cleaned  by  hand-wire  brushing,  or  by  other 
methods  elected  by  the  fabricator,  of  loose  mill  scale,  loose  rust,  weld  slag  or 
flux  deposit,  dirt  and  other  foreign  matter.  Oil  and  grease  deposits  shall  be 
removed  by  solvent.  Steelwork  specified  to  have  no  shop  paint  shall,  after 
fabrication,  be  cleaned  of  oil  or  grease  by  solvent  cleaners  and  be  cleaned  of 
dirt  and  other  foreign  material  by  thorough  sweeping  with  a  fiber  brush. 

The  shop  coat  of  paint  is  intended  to  protect  the  steel  for  only  a  short  period 
of  exposure,  even  it  is  a  primer  for  subsequent  painting  to  be  performed  in  the 
field  by  others. 

1.24.2.  Inaccessible  Surfaces. — ■  Surfaces  inaccessible  after  assembly 
shall  be  treated  in  accordance  with  Sect.  28-1.24.1  before  assembly. 

1.24.3.  Contact  Surfaces.  —  Contact  surfaces  shall  be  cleaned  in  accordance 
with  Sect.  28-1.24.1  before  assembly  but  shall  not  be  painted. 

1.24.4.  Finished  Surfaces.  —  Machine  finished  surfaces  shall  be  protected 
against  corrosion  by  a  rust-inhibiting  coating  that  can  be  easily  removed  prior 
to  erection  or  which  has  characteristics  that  make  removal  unnecessary  prior 
to  erection. 

1.24.5.  Surfaces  Adjacent  to  Field  Welds. — -Unless  otherwise  provided, 
surfaces  within  two  inches  of  any  field  weld  location  shall  be  free  of  materials 
that  would  prevent  proper  welding  or  produce  objectionable  fumes  while 
welding  is  being  done. 

1.24.6A.  —  After  erection  and  after  touch-up  of  shop  coat,  steel,  unless 
specifically  exempted  in  this  Section  28-1. 24 A,  shall  be  given  a  field  coat  of 
approved  metal  protection  of  another  color. 

Primary  frame  steel  built  into  exterior  masonry  walls  shall  have  adequate 
protection  against  corrosion  by  encasing  in  one  and  one-half  inches  of  Portland 
cement  mortar  or  by  a  mastic  asphalt  or  pitch  one-eighth  inch  thick  or  its 
approved  equivalent. 

1.24.7A.  Protection  of  Light  Gage  Steel  Construction.  —  All  individual 
structural  members  and  assembled  panels  of  light  gage  cold-formed  steel 
construction,  except  where  fabricated  of  approved  corrosion-resistive  steel, 
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or  of  steel  having  a  corrosion-resistive  metallic  or  other  approved  coating, 
shall  be  protected  against  corrosion  with  an  acceptable  shop  coat  of  paint, 
enamel,  or  other  approved  protection. 

After  erection  where  directly  exposed  to  the  weather,  except  when  encased 
in  concrete  made  of  non-corrosive  aggregates,  or  where  fabricated  of  approved 
corrosion-resistive  steel,  or  of  galvanized  or  otherwise  adequately  protected 
steel,  individual  structural  members  and  assembled  panels  of  light  gage  cold- 
formed  steel  construction  shall  be  given  an  additional  coat  of  acceptable 
protection. 

Exposed  siding  or  sheathing  shall  be  fabricated  of  approved  corrosion-resistive 
steel  or  otherwise  protected  at  the  ground  level  for  sufficient  height  above 
grade  as  determined  by  the  depth  of  average  snowfall  (40  inches) . 

Floor  or  roof  construction  which  extends  into  an  exterior  wall  shall  be 
adequately  waterproofed  and  protected  from  the  weather  to  prevent  corrosion. 

Sect.  28-1.25.     Erection. 

1.25.1.  Bracing. — The  frame  of  steel  skeleton  buildings  shall  be  carried 
up  true  and  plumb,  and  temporary  bracing  shall  be  introduced  wherever 
necessary  to  take  care  of  all  loads  to  which  the  structure  may  be  subjected, 
including  equipment  and  the  operation  of  same.  Such  bracing  shall  be  left 
in  place  as  long  as  may  be  required  for  safety. 

Wherever  piles  of  material,  erection  equipment  or  other  loads  are  carried 
during  erection,  proper  provision  shall  be  made  to  take  care  of  stresses  resulting 
from  such  loads. 

1.25.2.  Adequacy  of  Temporary  Connections. — -As  erection  progresses, 
the  work  shall  be  securely  bolted,  or  welded,  to  take  care  of  all  dead  load,  wind 
and  erection  stresses. 

1.25.3.  Alignment.  —  No  riveting,  permanent  bolting  or  welding  shall  be 
done  until  as  much  of  the  structure  as  will  be  stiffened  thereby  has  been 
properly  aligned. 

1.25.4.  Field  Welding.  —  Any  shop  paint  on  surfaces  adjacent  to  joints 
to  be  field  welded  shall  be  wire  brushed  to  reduce  the  paint  film  to  a  minimum. 

Sect.  28-1. 26A.     Inspection. 

1.26.1.  General.  — ■  Material  and  workmanship  at  all  times  shall  be  subject 
to  the  inspection  of  experienced  engineers  representing  the  purchaser. 

1.26.2.  Cooperation.  —  All  inspection  as  far  as  possible  shall  be  made  at 
the  place  of  manufacture,  and  the  contractor  or  manufacturer  shall  cooperate 
with  the  inspector,  permitting  access  for  inspection  to  all  places  where  work 
is  being  done. 
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I.26.3A.  Rejections.  —  Material  or  workmanship  not  conforming  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Code  may  be  rejected  at  any  time  defects  are  found  during 
the  progress  of  the  work. 

1.26.4.  Inspection  of  Welding.  —  The  inspection  of  welding  shall  be  per- 
formed in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  5  of  the  Standard  Code 
for  Arc  and  Gas  Welding  in  Building  Construction  of  the  American  Welding 
Society. 

1.26.5.  Identification  of  High  Strength  Steels. — Steel  which  is  used  for 
main  components  and  which  is  required  to  have  a  yield  point  greater  than 
36,000  psi  shall,  at  all  times  in  the  fabricator's  plant,  be  marked  to  identify 
its  ASTM  specification.  Identification  of  such  steel  in  completed  members 
or  assemblies  shall  be  marked  by  painting  the  ASTM  specification  designation 
on  the  piece,  over  any  shop  coat  of  paint,  prior  to  shipment  from  the  fabri- 
cator's plant. 

Sect.  28-1.27.     Open  Web  Steel  Joists. 

1.27.1.  General.  —  Open  Web  Steel  joists  shall  mean  any  open-webbed 
beam  or  truss,  twenty-four  inches  or  less  in  depth,  produced  directly  by 
rolling,  cold-forming  or  pressing.  Joists  may  be  fabricated  from  rolled,  cold- 
formed  or  pressed  shapes  by  welding,  riveting  or  expanding. 

Steel  joists  shall  not  be  used  in  the  first  floor  of  a  building  where  there  is 
not  a  basement  or  cellar  below,  unless  it  has  clearance  above  the  ground  of  at 
least  twenty-four  inches,  and  the  space  below  is  ventilated  either  to  a  heated 
basement  or  to  the  outside  air.  Ventilation  of  such  space  to  a  heated  base- 
ment shall  consist  of  at  least  two  remote  openings  in  the  basement  wall  having 
a  total  area  of  at  least  two  square  feet  for  each  twenty-five  linear  feet  of  wall. 
Ventilation  of  such  space  to  outside  air  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  openings 
in  each  exterior  wall  thereof,  well  distributed,  except  that  openings  need  not 
be  provided  in  the  front  wall  when  the  space  is  ventilated  in  the  rear  and  both 
side  walls.  The  aggregate  area  of  openings  shall  be  not  less  than  two  square 
feet  for  each  twenty-five  linear  feet  of  wall.

1.29.3.  Tests.  —  Copies  of  sanction  tests  of  filled  pipe  columns  subjected 
to  axial  loads  made  in  accordance  with  this  section  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Commissioner  for  each  size  of  column  produced  by  a  manufacturer.  These 
tests  shall  be  made  on  specimens  the  length  of  which  approximates  24  times 
the  smallest  outside  dimension  of  the  pipe.  Tests  shall  be  made  in  an  approved 
laboratory.  For  acceptance  the  ratio  of  the  test  strength  to  Pa  shall  not  be 
less  than  the  factor  of  safety  in  Formulas  (1)  and  (2),  modified  as  in  1.29.2.1 
above  excepting  that  in  computing  Pa  for  sanction  tests  n  rather  than  2n 
shall  be  used. 

1.29.4.  Identification.  —  Columns  shall  be  labeled  with  manufacturer's 
name  and  date  of  manufacture. 

Sect.  28-1.30.     Cast-iron  Columns. 

1.30.1.  —  Cast-iron  columns  shall  not  be  used  in  the  primary  structural 
frames  of  buildings  the  height  of  which  exceeds  one  hundred  feet  or  twice  the 
width  at  the  ground  level.  Cast  iron  shall  not  be  used  for  columns  required 
to  have  four-hour  fire-resistive  protection. 

1.30.2.  —  The  ends  of  cast-iron  columns  shall  be  machined  to  a  smooth  plane 
surface  perpendicular  to  the  axis  to  provide  full  bearing  for  the  entire  cross 
section  of  the  column. 

1.30.3.  —  Hollow  cast-iron  columns,  except  when  open  at  both  ends  and 
without  flanges,  shall  have  two  three-eighths  inch  holes  drilled  in  the  shell  to 
exhibit  the  thickness  thereof.  If  the  columns  are  cast  on  the  side,  both  holes 
shall  be  at  mid-height  at  ninety  degrees  from  one  another  about  the  axis  of 
the  column.  Additional  holes  shall  be  drilled  when  required  by  the  Com- 
missioner. If  the  core  of  a  cast-iron  column  is  found  to  have  shifted  more 
than  one-quarter  the  thickness  of  the  shell,  the  strength  shall  be  computed 
assuming  the  thickness  all  around  to  be  that  of  the  thinnest  part. 
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1 .30.4.  —  Cast-iron  columns  shall  not  be  smaller  than  six  inches  in  outside 
diameter  or  side,  and  the  thickness  of  metal  shall  not  be  less  than  three-fourths 
inch  or  less  than  one-twelfth  the  outside  diameter  or  widest  side. 

1.30.5.  —  Cast-iron  columns  supporting  a  floor  shall  not  be  longer  than 
seventy  times  the  least  radius  of  gyration  or  twenty-four  times  the  outside 
diameter  or  least  side.  Cast-iron  columns  supporting  roof  loads  only  shall  not 
be  longer  than  ninety-six  times  the  least  radius  of  gyration  or  thirty  times  the 
outside  diameter  or  least  side. 

1 .30.6.  —  Cast-iron  columns  shall  not  be  used  where  the  loading  is  so  ec- 
centric as  to  cause  tension,  nor  shall  they  be  used  in  garages  or  other  structures 
where  they  may  be  subject  to  impact  from  vehicles. 

Sect.  28-2. 1  A.  Scope.  —  Subject  to  the  limitations  contained  herein, 
simple  or  continuous  beams,  one  and  two-story  rigid  frames  classified  as 
Class  A  construction  in  Sect.  28-1. 2A  and  similar  portions  of  structures  rigidly 
constructed  so  as  to  be  continuous  over  at  least  one  interior  support,*  may 
be  proportioned  on  the  basis  of  plastic  design,  i.e.,  of  their  maximum  strength. 
This  strength,  as  determined  by  rational  analysis,  shall  not  be  less  than  that 
required  to  support  1.70  times  the  given  live  load  and  dead  load  for  simple 
and  continuous  beams.  For  continuous  frames  it  shall  not  be  less  than  1.85 
times  the  given  live  load  and  dead  load,  nor  1.40  times  these  loads  acting  in 
conjunction  with  1.40  times  any  specified  wind  or  earthquake  forces. 

Connections  joining  a  portion  of  a  structure  designed  on  the  basis  of  plastic 
behavior  with  a  portion  not  so  designed  need  be  no  more  rigid  than  ordinary 
seat-and-cap  angle  or  standard  web  connections. 

Where  plastic  design  is  used  as  the  basis  for  proportioning  continuous  beams 
and  structural  frames,  the  provisions  relating  to  allowable  working  stress, 
contained  in  Sects.  28-1.0  through  28.1.26.5  are  waived.  Except  as  modified 
by  these  rules,  however,  all  other  pertinent  provisions  of  these  Sections  shall 
govern. 

Crane  runways  shall  not  be  designed  continuous  over  interior  vertical 
supports  on  the  basis  of  maximum  strength.  However,  rigid  frame  bents 
supporting  crane  runways  may  be  considered  as  coming  within  the  scope  of 
the  rules. 

Sect.  28-2.2A.  Structural  Steel.  —  Structural  steel  shall  conform  to  one  of 
the  following  specifications. 

Steel  for  Bridges  and  Buildings,  ASTM  A7-61T 
Structural  Steel  for  Welding,  ASTM  A373-58T 
Structural  Steel,  ASTM  A36-62T 

Sect.  28-2.3.  Columns.  —  In  the  plane  of  bending  of  columns  which  would 
develop  a  plastic  hinge  at  ultimate  loading,  the  slenderness  ratio  l/r  shall  not 

*  As  used  here,,  "interior  support"  may  be  taken  to  include  a  rigid  frame  knee  formed  by  the 
junction  of  a  column  and  a  sloping  or  horizontal  beam  or  girder. 
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exceed  120,  I  being  taken  as  the  distance  center-to-center  of  adjacent  members 

connecting  to  the  column  or  the  distance  from  such  a  member  to  the  base  of 

the  column.

—  Unless  reinforced  by  diagonal  stiffeners  or  a  doubler 
plate,  the  webs  of  columns,  beams,  and  girders  shall  be  so  proportioned  that

Sect.  28-2.6.  Minimum  Thickness  (Width-Thickness  Ratios).  —  Pro- 
jecting elements  that  would  be  subjected  to  compression  involving  plastic 
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hinge  rotation  under  ultimate  loading,  shall  have  width-thickness  ratios  no 
greater  than  the  following: 

Flanges  of  rolled  shapes  and  flange  plates  of  similar  built-up  shapes:  814, 
except  that  for  rolled  shapes  an  upward  variation  of  3  percent  may  be 
tolerated.  The  thickness  of  sloping  flanges  may  be  taken  as  their  average 
thickness.  Stiffeners  and  that  portion  of  flange  plates  in  box  sections  and

The  depth-thickness  ratio  of  beam  and  girder  webs  subjected  to  plastic 

bending  without  axial  loading  shall  not  exceed  70  and,  when  subjected  to 

combined  axial  force  and  plastic  bending  moment  at  ultimate  loading,  the

Sect.  28-2.7.  Connections.  —  All  connections,  the  rigidity  of  which  is 
essential  to  the  continuity  assumed  as  the  basis  of  the  design  analysis,  shall 
be  capable  of  resisting  the  moments,  shears  and  axial  loads  to  which  they  would 
be  subjected  by  the  ultimate  loading. 

Corner  connections  (haunches),  tapered  or  curved  for  architectural  reasons, 
shall  be  so  proportioned  that  the  full  plastic  bending  strength  of  the  section 
adjacent  to  the  connection  can  be  developed,  if  required. 

Stiffeners  shall  be  used,  as  required,  to  preserve  the  flange  continuity  of 
interrupted  members  at  their  junction  with  other  members  in  a  continuous 
frame.  Such  stiffeners  shall  be  placed  in  pairs  on  opposite  sides  of  the  web 
of  the  member  which  extends  continuously  through  the  joint. 

Rivets,  welds  and  A307  bolts  shall  be  proportioned  to  resist  the  forces  pro- 
duced at  ultimate  load  using  unit  stresses  equal  to  1.67  times  those  given 
in  28  — Part  1. 

In  general,  groove  welds  are  preferable  to  fillet  welds,  but  their  use  is  not 
mandatory  when  the  strength  of  the  latter  at  1.67  times  the  stress  given  in 
Part  1  is  sufficient  to  resist  the  ultimate  load  imposed  upon  a  joint. 

High  strength  bolts  may  be  proportioned,  on  the  basis  of  their  minimum 
guaranteed  proof  load,  to  resist  the  tension  produced  by  the  ultimate  loading. 
When  used  to  transmit  shear  produced  by  the  ultimate  loading,  one  bolt  may 
be  substituted  for  a  rivet  of  the  same  nominal  diameter.  High  strength  bolts 
may  be  used  in  joints  having  painted  contact  surfaces  when  these  joints  are 
of  such  size  that  the  slip  required  to  produce  bearing  would  not  interfere  with 
the  formation,  at  ultimate  loading,  of  the  plastic  hinges  assumed  in  the  design. 

Sect.  28-2.8A.  Lateral  Bracing.  —  Members  designed  on  the  basis  of  ulti- 
mate load  shall  be  adequately  braced  to  resist  lateral  and  torsional  displace-

The  foregoing  provisions  need  not  apply  in  the  region  of  the  last  hinge  to 
form  in  the  failure  mechanism  assumed  as  the  basis  for  proportioning  a  given 
member,  nor  in  members  oriented  with  their  weak  axis  normal  to  the  plane  of 
bending.  However,  in  the  region  of  the  last  hinge  to  form,  and  in  regions  not 
adjacent  to  a  plastic  hinge,  the  maximum  distance  between  points  of  lateral 
support  shall  be  such  as  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  Formulas  (4),  (5A), 
(5B)  and  (6)  in  Sections  28-1.0  through  28-1.26.5  of  this  Specification.  For 
this  case  the  value  of  fa  and  /&  shall  be  computed  from  the  moment  and  axial 
force  at  ultimate  loading,  divided  by  the  applicable  load  factor. 

Members  built  into  a  masonry  wall  and  having  their  web  perpendicular  to 
this  wall  can  be  assumed  to  be  laterally  supported  with  respect  to  their  weak 
axis  of  bending. 

Sect.  28-2.9.  Fabrication.  —  The  provisions  of  Sects.  1.7.5  through  1.26.5 
with  respect  to  workmanship  shall  govern  the  fabrication  of  structures,  or 
portions  of  structures,  designed  on  the  basis  of  maximum  strength,  subject  to 
the  following  limitations: 

The  use  of  sheared  edges  shall  be  avoided  in  locations  subject  to  plastic 

hinge  rotation  at  ultimate  loading.     If  used,  they  shall  be  finished  smooth 

by  grinding,  chipping  or  planing. 

In  locations  subject  to  plastic  hinge  rotation  at  ultimate  loading,  holes  for 

rivets  or  bolts  in  the  tension  area  shall  be  subpunched  and  reamed  or  drilled 

full  size.

APPROVAL    OF    EARLY    LAND    DISPOSI- 
TION    OF     PARCEL     12     IN     GOVERN- 
MENT  CENTER   PROJECT   AREA. 
The   following   was    received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  16,  1963. 
To  the  Honorable  City   Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Now  that  construction  on  the  Federal  Office 
Building  in  Government  Center  is  under  way, 
and  with  construction  on  the  new  City  Hall 
about  to  begin,  it  is  appropriate  for  us  to 
consider  the  next  stage  of  development  in  this 
important   project  area. 

The  Redevelopment  Authority  has  approved 
the  "early  land  disposition"  of  Parcel  12, 
located  between  Cambridge  street  and  Pember- 
ton  square,  following  the  procedures  used  pre- 
viously this  year  in  the  case  of  the  Fedex*al 
Office  Building  and  City  Hall, 


Parcel  12,  to  be  developed  by  Center  Associ- 
ates, will  be  used  for  the  construction  of  a 
major  new  private  office  building,  the  cost  of 
which  is  currently  estimated  at  $20,0'0O,0'0l0. 
Development  of  this  parcel  for  private  office 
uses  at  this  time  will  complement  the  public 
uses  already  approved  for  the  Federal  Building 
and  the  City  Hall,  as  well  as  the  adjacent 
State  Office  Building  presently  under  construc- 
tion, since  it  is  expected  that  this  private 
office  building  will  be  tenanted  for  the  most 
part  by  individuals  and  firms  who  do  business 
with  the  various  Federal,  State,  and  City  de- 
partments to  be  housed  in  the  new  public 
buildings. 

The  developers  of  Parcel  12  are  prepared  to 
proceed  immediately  with  construction  of  the 
first  phase  of  this  building,  upon  receipt  by 
the  Authority  of  the  necessary  approvals  and 
consents  to  the  disposition.  Under  Chapter  121 
of  the  General  Laws,  and  under  the  Housing 
Act  of  1949  as  amended,  such  approvals  and 
consents  must  be  given  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council,  as  well  as  by  the  State  Housing 
Board,  the  Division  of  Urban  and  Industrial 
Renewal,  and  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance 
Agency  of  the  Federal  Government.  Officials 
of  tlie  latter  agency  have  informed  me  that, 
des>pite  their  reluctance  to  approve  the  early 
land  disposition  of  a  site  for  private  reuse, 
they  are  willing  to  give  it  their  full  considera- 
tion if  local  and  State  approvals  are  first 
obtained. 

Accordingly,  the  following  documents  in  con- 
nection with  this  proposal  are  submitted  for 
your  consideration: 

1.  Proposed  resolution  for  consideration  and 
adoption  by  the  City  Council.  The  suggested 
resolution  attached  follows  the  form  of  the 
resolution  recently  adopted  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil in  connection  with  its  consent  to  the  dis- 
position  of   the   City   Hall  site. 

2.  Consent  by  the  City,  to  be  executed  by 
the  Mayor  after  authorization  and  approval 
by  the  City  Council. 

3.  Map   of  the  area  showing   Parcel   12. 

Attached  to  the  proposed  resolution  for  con- 
sideration and  adoption  by  the  City  Council 
are  the  Land  Use  Provision  and  Building  and 
Other  Requirements  related  to  Parcel  12. 
These  provisions  and  requirements  are  ex- 
tracted from  the  Government  Center  Urban 
Renewal  Plan,  which  has  been  considered  by 
you  at  some  length  and  were  the  subject  of 
extended   public   hearings   this   past   summer. 

Since  the  proposals  for  this  site  have  already 
been  closely  examined  by  your  Honorable  Body, 
and  since  the  public  interest  would  be  served 
by  beginning  the  construction  of  this  major 
building  as  soon  as  possible,  I  respectfully 
request  that  this  resolution  be  adopted  so  that 
the  other  approvals  required  can  be  sought 
immediately.

Land  Use  Provisions,  Planning 
Objectives,  and  Building  Requirements. 
Planning  and  Design  Objectives 

A.  Introduction 

The  general  planning  and  design  objectives  of  the  Government  Center  Project  are: 

1.  Revitalization  of  a  key  portion  of  downtown  Boston  through  clearance,  redevelopment  and 
rehabilitation,  thereby  eliminating  a  decadent  and  substandard  area. 

2.  Functional  integration  of  new  governmental  facilities,  supported  by  new  private  office 
facilities  and  ancillary  consumer  and  business  service  facilities. 

3.  Introduction  of  new  economic  strength  in  the  Government  Center  Project  Area,  thereby 
creating  an  effective  center  of  activity  functionally  linked  to  the  Retail  Core,  the  Financial 
District,  the  Waterfront,  the  North  Station,  the  Beacon  Hill  Governmental  District,  and 
the  nearby  residential  areas  of  Beacon  Hill  and  the  West  and  North  Ends. 

4.  Provision  of  adequate  vehicular  access  to  Government  Center  in  order  to  emphasize  the 
importance  of  Government  Center  to  the  entire  Boston  Peninsula,  while  at  the  same  time 
improving  mass  transit  and  pedestrian  access  into  and  movement  within  the  Project  Area. 

5.  Creation  of  design  continuity  between  the  public  and  private  parcels  in  order  to  heighten  an 
awareness  of  the  essential  interrelation  of  all  the  Government  Center  buildings,  open  spaces, 
and  pedestrian  and  vehicular  ways. 

6.  Creation  of  a  symbol  of  democratic  government  and  its  related  institutions  in  the  physical 
context  of  the  surrounding  historical  districts,  thereby  continuing  and  improving  the  im- 
portant role  this  area  has  played  in  the  political,  social  and  cultural  history  of  Boston  and 
America. 

B.  Implementation 

These  general  planning  and  design  objectives  will  be  implemented  by: 

1.  The  planning  and  design  of  public  facilities:  circulation  systems  (pedestrian,  vehicular,  and 
mass  transit);  open  spaces;  public  buildings  and  other  public  facilities;  and 

2.  Use  and  design  controls  on  the  disposition  parcels,  the  rehabilitation  parcels,  and  the  build- 
ings in  the  Project  Area  which  are  not  proposed  to  be  acquired. 

Moreover,  these  general  planning  and  design  objectives  are  supplemented  by  the  specific  planning 
and  design  objectives  set  forth  below.  The  developer  of  each  disposition  parcel  and  the  owner 
of  each  rehabilitation  parcel,  will  be  required  not  only  to  adhere  to  the  particular  controls  and 
restrictions  imposed  upon  his  parcel,  but  also  to  give  adequate  consideration  to  the  spirit  of 
these  objectives  and  principles  in  respect  to  land  use,  design,  and  building  controls. 

C.  Circulation  System  Objectives 

1.  Pedestrian  Movement 

(a)  Provide  a  system  of  pedestrian  paths  linking  open  spaces,  private  and  public  buildings, 
mass  transit  and  otner  public  facilities  within  Government  Center. 

(b)  Provide  a  system  of  pedestrian  paths  linking  Government  Center  and  the  adjacent 
districts  of  North  Station,  Quincy  Market  and  the  Waterfront,  the  North  End,  Beacon 
Hill,  and  the  State  House,  the  Retail  Core,  and  the  new  West  End  Redevelopment  Area. 

(c)  Provide  a  system  of  pedestrian  paths  which  can  be  incorporated  into  an  improved 
system  for  Boston's  historic  Freedom  Trail. 

(d)  Provide  a  system  of  pedestrian  paths,  the  principal  elements  of  which  are: 

(1)  paralleling  systems  of  building  arcades,  walkways  and  open  spaces  starting  at  Pemberton 
square,  linking  the  intersections  of  Cambridge,  Tremont  and  Court  streets,  the  Scollay 
Square  MTA  Station,  Government  Center  Plaza,  the  Sears  Crescent,  new  City  Hall, 
Dock  square,  and  Faneuil  Hall  (this  varied  system  of  open  and  sheltered  walks  will 
eventually  tie  into  the  historic  Market  and  Blackstone-Union  Streets  area  and  thence 
the  Waterfront  on  the  east,  and  the  North  End  Freedom  Trail  elements  on  the  north) ; 

(2)  mid-block  open  walkway  at  Washington  and  State  streets  linking  new  City  Hall  to  the 
Retail  Core  and  the  Financial  District  via  Washington  street; 

(3)  systems  of  arcaded  walkways  within  the  building  lines  of  parcels  facing  Government 
Center  Plaza,  east  of  New  Congress  and  west  of  Cambridge-Tremont,  thus  creating  pro- 
tected pedestrian  paths  serving  these  parcels  while  protecting  and  defining  pedestrian 
movement  where  adjacent  to  important  streets,  and  maximum  flexibility  for  pedestrian 
desires  and  to  give  adequate  access  to  all  parcels. 

2.  Vehicular  Circulation 

(a)  Provide  a  rational  vehicular  circulation  pattern  which : 

(1)  maximizes  re-use  of  existing  rights-of-way; 

(2)  eliminates  awkward  and  dangerous  intersections; 

(3)  separates  different  types  of  vehicular  movement  according  to  function,  speed,  and 
destination; 

(4)  creates  super-blocks  free  of  vehicular  traffic; 

(5)  makes  disposition  sites  more  practical  in  terms  of  construction,  loading,  off-street 
parking,  and  other  service  standards;  and 

(6)  creates  open  spaces  free  of  private  vehicular  traffic; 

(b)  Simplify  and  increase  the  total  carrying  capacity  of  routes  by  creating  a  hierarchy  of 
vehicular  movement  which: 

(1)  discourages  through-traffic  from  using  streets  within  Government  Center  designed 
for  Government  Center  private  vehicular  movement  alone;  and 

(2)  encourages  such  movement  on  the  Central  Artery  and  other  appropriate  through- 
traffic  arteries; 

(c)  Increase  the  efficiency  of  the  vehicular  connections  serving  Government  Center  so  as  to 
provide  a  greater  access  to  the  Project  Area  by: 

(1)  creating  at  grade  level  the  one-way  connector  street-pair  formed  by  New  Sudbury 
and  New  Chard  on  streets;  and 

(2)  improving  the  existing  State  and  Court  streets  as  secondary  streets ; 

(d)  Design  street  width,  capacity,  pavement  and  related  street  equipment,  in  order  to: 

(1)  enhance  access  to  disposition  parcels;  and 

(2)  relate  such  designs  to  the  height,  massing,  facade,  treatment  and  use  of  disposition 
parcels ; 

(e)  Minimize  disposition  parcel  access  from  Cambridge-Tremont,  New  Congress-Merrimac, 
New  Sudbury,  New  Ohardon,  State,  and  Court  streets.  Further  improvement  of 
private  vehicular  access  and  service  systems  within  the  purview  of  these  controls  will 
be  accomplished  by  consultations  between  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and 
the  disposition  parcel  developers. 

3.  Mass  Transit 

Increase  the  capacity  of  the  Scollay  Square  Station  to  meet  the  increased  numbers  of  em- 
ployees in,  and  visitors  to,  Government  Center  by  the  construction  of  a  loop  designed  to 
allow  more  cars  to  enter  and  leave  Government  Center  within  any  period  of  time,  and  design 
surface  entrances  to  meet  the  following  three  criteria: 

(a)  that  their  design  harmonize  with  the  design  of  the  immediate  area  in  which  they  are 
located ; 

(b)  that  they  be  so  located  as  to  maximize  access  to  the  station  they  serve;  and 

(c)  that  their  design  reflect  the  capacity  of  the  station  they  serve. 
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D.  Objectives  for  Public  Improvements,  Open  Spaces  and  Easements  for  Public  Use 

1.  Provide  high  standards  for  the  pedestrian's  safety,  comfort,  and  access  to  service  elements 
contained  in  public  spaces  and  rights-of-way,  giving  consideration  to: 

(a)  plant  materials,  paving  and  curb  treatments,  lighting,  signs,  and  other  street  and  open 
space  equipment  and  furnishings; 

(b)  safety  at  pedestrian  crossings  and  within  open  spaces; 

(c)  street  and  open  space  sanitation;  and 

(d)  climatic  comfort  in  all  seasons  to  the  degree  feasible. 

2.  Provide  a  functional  and  attractive  system  of  well-defined  open  spaces  knitted  into  an 
integrated  whole  by  equally  well-organized  streets,  walkways,  and  open  spaces,  giving 
consideration  to: 

(a)  the  circulation  and/or  noncirculation  function  for  which  they  were  designed;  and 

(b)  the  unification  and  functional  articulation  of  the  space  sequences  of  the  circulation 
system. 

3.  Encourage  developers  of  disposition  parcels  to  give  consideration  to: 

(a)  avoidance  of  setbacks  or  breaks  in  building  lines  which  detract  from  the  definition  of 
enclosure  or  public  open  space  and  street  space; 

(b)  exploitation  of  building  mass,  screen  walls,  overhangs,  or  landscaping  as  elements 
contributing  to  the  definition  of  public  open  space  and  street  space; 

(c)  enhancement  of  climatic  shelter  objectives  as  they  relate  to  public  open  space  and 
street  space; 

(d)  provision  of  safe  pedestrian  and  auto  visibility  minimizing  curb  cuts  in  public  open 
space  and  street  space  areas; 

(e)  maximum  display  of  lighted  or  active  portions  of  buildings  toward  public  open  space 
and  street  space  areas  in  order  to  improve  nighttime  safety; 

(f)  placement  of  primary  building  entrances  and  approaches  and  arrangement  of  internal 
functions  generating  public  activity  in  such  a  way  as  to  generate  and  augment  the 
purposes  of  public  open  space  and  street  space,  whether  intended  for  active  or  passive 
uses;  and 

(g)  use  of  architectural  materials  and  scalar  treatment  of  facade  and  roof  lines  in  modes 
contributing  to  unity  across  and  around  all  sides  of  the  public  open  space  and  street 
space  areas. 

E.  Land  Use  and  Building  Controls  Objectives 

1.  Provide  a  high  standard  of  convenience  and  mutual  interdependence  between  local,  state, 
and  federal  government  facilities  and  services,  on  the  one  hand,  and  private  offices  and 
business  services  on  the  other  hand,  maximizing  convenient  pedestrian  access  between  all 
parcels,  and  emphasizing  private  office  space  that  meets  the  needs  of  enterprises  requiring 
Government  Center  proximity. 

2.  Provide  a  high  degree  of  convenience,  and  self-sufficiency,  in  Government  Center  in  respect 
to  local  retail,  personal  service,  and  visitor  accommodation  facilities,  maximizing  the  vertical 
and  horizontal  accessibility  of  such  services  from  the  principal  public  pedestrian  walks  and 
open  spaces. 

"  3.  Control  vehicular  traffic  generation  at  a  level  reasonably  related  to  the  presence  of  mass 
transportation  alternatives,  the  intense  degree  of  pedestrian  movement  required  in  this 
area,  and  the  limited  availability  of  private  vehicular  movement  channels  in  the  area. 

4.  Provide  an  adequate  standard  of  light,  air,  and  open  space  and  create  a  total  pattern  of 
buildings  which  is  both  expressive  of  contemporary  real  estate  development  and  harmonious 
part  of  historic  Boston.  (Land  use  and  building  controls  and  restrictions  emphasize  the 
potential  for  buildings  of  moderate  height  and  great  horizontal  continuity,  both  to  ensure 
accessibility  to  light  and  air  and  to  affirm  the  continuity  of  enclosure  of  streets  and  open 
spaces  by  long  buildings  which  is  characteristic  of  this  part  of  Boston.  The  rationale  di- 
recting the  location  of  tall  buildings  is  based  upon  an  over-all  area  effect  rather  than  upon 
similarities  or  dissimilarities  of  locational  conditions  between  adjacent  parcels.  In  the 
over-all  plan  as  it  relates  to  tall  buildings,  principal  considerations  will  be  minimizing  shadow- 
ing of  lower  buildings,  major  open  spaces  and  transit  interchanges,  and  utilization  of  the 
building  as  an  attractive  distant  landmark  for  the  location  and  internal  structure  of  Govern- 
ment Center.) 

F.  Buildings  Objectives 

1.  Realization  of  these  design  objectives  depends  upon  the  highest  possible  level  of  contem- 
porary architectural  design.  The  individual  developer's  proposal  will  be  reviewed  in  terms 
of  its  contribution  to  a  suitable  present-day  city  environment,  its  care  for  the  assets  and 
community  values  of  historical  Boston,  and  the  permanence  of  renewal  objectives  in  terms 
of  aesthetic  expression,  utilitarian  arrangement,  and  structural  soundness.  This  objective 
will  require  the  developer  to  conform  to  the  principles  of  the  over-all  Project  Area  design 
through  careful  attention  to  the  potentials  of  the  disposition  parcel  (see  especially  para- 
graphs I,  D  and  I,  E  above),  and  to  the  following  standards: 

(a)  The  best  modern  architectural  standards  for  natural  and  artificial  lighting,  acoustics, 
and  mechanical  plant  should  be  utilized,  as  well  as  sensitive  external  expression  of  these 
factors  in  order  to  avoid  premature  obsolescence. 

(b)  Experimentation  in  the  arrangement  of  uses  in  a  single  architectural  complex  should  be 
undertaken  in  order  to  improve  on  current  architectural  solutions  in  respect  to  mixed 
land-use  sites  and  in  respect  to  preserving  the  spatial  integrity  of  the  street  and  defined 
public  open  spaces,  at  least  for  lower  floors  facing  the  space. 

(c)  New  and  rehabilitated  buildings,  as  well  as  buildings  proposed  to  be  retained,  should 
harmonize,  not  only  with  others  sharing  the  same  streets  or  open  spaces,  but  with  sur- 
rounding older  parts  of  downtown  Boston.  Particular  note  should  be  taken  of  the  use 
of  curtain  walling  materials  and  architectural  rhythm  and  detail  of  wall  openings, 
relating  to  dominant  local  architectural  traditions  of  masonry  materials  and  complex 
and  careful  scales  of  wall  openings  and  details. 

(d)  All  parapets  and  roof-top  structures  should  be  well  organized  so  as  to  present  an  attractive 
appearance  from  all  points  of  view,  including  view  from  higher  buildings. 

(e)  New  and  rehabilitated  buildings  as  well  as  buildings  proposed  to  be  retained  should  be 
treated  with  architectural  values  on  all  facades,  leaving  no  facades  of  inferior  material. 

2.  Two  special  and  fundamental  principles  with  respect  to  individual  architectural  considerations 
are  as  follows: 

(a)  Maintenance  around  Government  Center  Plaza  of  a  dignified  building  enclosure  of 
simple  roofline,  similar  or  harmonious  materials,  and  similar  scale  of  facade  treatment, 
providing  an  unobtrusive  common  setting  over  which  the  new  City  Hall  will  be  visually 
dominant  and  artistically  unique;  and 

(b)  Maintenance  and  strengthening  of  a  clear  visual  channel  and  sequence  of  related  archi- 
tectural appearances  extending  from  Government  Center  Plaza  to  the  Waterfront 
(the  latter  outside  the  Project  Area)  expressing  the  functional  ties  between  these  points 
of  tourist  interest  and  the  intervening  open  spaces  as  well.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  long, 
moderately-low  existing  buildings,  making  heavy  use  of  concrete  or  granite  materials, 
are  frequently  found  along  this  line. 
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II.     Land  Use  Provisions  and  Building  Requirements 
A.     General  Requirements 

1.  Applicability:  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  all  property  to  be  made  available 
for  redevelopment  within  the  Project  Area,  and  shall  be  implemented  by  appropriate  cove- 
nants in  disposition  or  other  documents. 

2.  Duration  of  Controls,  Effective  Date  and  Renewal  Provisions:  The  provisions  and  require- 
ments established  herein  shall  be  maintained  and  in  effect  for  a  period  of  40  years  from  the 
date  of  conveyance  of  title  or  the  date  of  the  original  approval  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
by  the  City  Council,  whichever  is  later,  except  for  Sections  3  and  4  below,  which  shall  remain 
in  effect  for  a  period  of  100  years  from  said  date. 

3.  Restrictive  Covenants:  No  covenant,  agreement,  lease,  conveyance  or  other  instrument  shall 
be  effected  or  executed  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  or  by  any  purchaser  or 
lessee  from  it  (or  anv  successors  in  interest  of  such  purchasers  or  lessees)  bv  which  lan'l  in  the 
Project  Area  or  any  improvements,  facilities  or  appurtenances  constructed  on  such  land,  is 
restricted,  either  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  or  by  such  purchasers,  lessees  or 
successors  in  interest,  upon  the  basis  of  race,  creed,  color,  or  national  origin,  in  the  occupancy 
thereof. 

4.  Compliance  with  Anti-Discrimination  Laws:  Redevelopers  shall  comply  with  all  state  and 
local  laws  in  effect  from  time  to  time  prohibiting  discrimination  or  segregation  by  reason  of 
race,  religion,  color,  or  national  origin  in  the  sale,  lease  or  occupancy  of  property  in  the 
Project  Area,  provided  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  United  States  of  America. 

5.  Interim  Uses:  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  may  devote  properties  acquired  by  it 
in  the  Project  Area,  prior  to  the  time  such  properties  are  needed  for  redevelopment  purposes  , 
to  temporary  uses  for  parking,  relocation,  or  recreation,  in  accordance  with  such  standards, 
controls,  and  regulations  as  the  Authority  may  deem  appropriate. 

6.  Definitions  Applicable  in  the  Interpretation  of  Building  Requirements  and  Restrictions: 

(a)  Floor  Area  Ratio:  The  direct  ratio  of  the  total,  above  grade,  gross  floor  area  of  a  building 
to  the  total  area  of  the  disposition  parcel. 

(b)  Building  Coverage:  The  percentage  of  the  disposition  parcel  covered  by  the  ground 
floor  of  the  building. 

(c)  Height:  The  height  of  a  building  shall  be  measured  from  the  mean  grade  of  the  sidewalk 
or  a  given  grade  elevation  to  the  top  of  the  parapet  of  the  building  facade.  Grade 
elevations  are  measured  from  Boston  Base. 

(d)  Setback:  The  distance  between  the  disposition  parcel  line  and  a  line  beyond  which  no 
part  of  the  building  may  protrude. 

(e)  Building  Envelope:  A  building  envelope  is  the  geometric  figure  defined  by  the  applica- 
tion ofjheight,  setback  and  similar  controls  for  a  disposition  parcel. 

(f)  Arcade:  An  area  of  a  building  which  is  open  to  public  access  along  its  entire  length. 

7.  Landscaping:  All  open  areas  must  be  suitably  landscaped  so  as  to  provide  a  visually  at- 

tractive environment. 

8.  Sign  Control:  Signs  within  the  Project  Area  shall  be  restricted  to  the  nonanimated  and 
nonflashing  type,  identifying  only  the  establishment  and  nature  of  its  products.  All  signs 
must  be  suitably  integrated  with  the  architectural  design  of  the  structure  which  they  identify. 
No  sign  shall  project  above  the  roof  of  the  structure  on  which  it  is  mounted.  No  sign  shall 
project  beyond  the  face  of  the  building  more  than  24  inches.  The  size,  design,  location 
and  number  of  signs  shall  be  approved  by  the  Authority.  No  signs  or  advertising  shall  be 
placed  on  the  exterior  facade  on  or  above  the  floor  level  of  the  third  floor  of  any  structure. 
Any  exceptions  to  the  above  controls,  or  the  placement  or  replacement  of  any  sign  during 
the  40-year  period  referred  to  above,  must  be  approved  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority. 

9.  Exterior  Lighting:  Exterior  lighting  may  be  used  to  light  doors,  entrances,  show  windows, 
plazas,  and  open  spaces.  It  shall  be  located  and  shielded  so  as  to  prevent  glare  on  adjacent 
properties.  No  flood  lighting  of  buildings  or  streets  will  be  permitted  except  by  special 
approval  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

10.  Off-Street  Loading:  Servicing  of  all  buildings  shall  be  off-street,  except  that  not-to-be- 
acquired  parcels  and  parcels  designated  for  rehabilitation  may  be  exempted  in  writing,  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  where  existing  conditions  make  compliance  with  this 
requirement  impossible.  Developers  shall  provide  access  to  such  servicing  areas  only  where 
permitted  under  Section  1 1  B  below. 

The  following  are  the  off-street  loading  bay  requirements  for  each  parcel,  unless  otherwise  provided 
under  Section  11  B:

11.  Open  Parking  Areas:  Open  parking  areas  must  be  paved  and  landscaped  and  effectively 
screened  to  provide  an  attractive  visual  appearance.  The  number  of  parking  spaces  pro- 
vided must  be  consented  to  in  writing  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

12.  Storage:  The  open  air  storage  of  materials,  equipment  or  merchandise,  other  than  automo- 
biles, shall  not  be  permitted  in  any  section  of  the  Project  Area. 

13.  Uses:  The  Project  Area  shall  generally  be  devoted  to  office  and  business  uses,  and  land- 
scaped open  areas.  Specific  uses  for  each  parcel  are  set  forth  in  Section  II.  B.  In  each  case, 
and  unless  specifically  otherwise  provided,  designation  of  a  particular  use  includes  all  ac- 
cessory and  ancillary  uses,  customarily  or  reasonably  incident  to  the  use  specified,  or  the 
use  on  an  adjoining  parcel.  Retail  businesses  are  permitted  on  all  private  parcels  except 
those  devoted  to  open  space.  Restaurants  are  permitted  on  all  parcels  except  those  devoted 
to  open  space.  Landscaped  open  space  is  permitted  as  an  accessory  use  on  any  parcel. 
Within  the  purview  of  this  section,  the  Authority  may  permit  on  any  parcel  such  uses  as 
are  consistent  with  the  objectives  of  the  Project. 

14.  Utility  Easements:  Easements  for  utilities  shall  be  provided,  as  needed,  by  the  Authority. 
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15.  Subway  Facilities:  Provision  shall  be  made  for  subway  tunnels,  stations,  and  access  facili- 
ties as  needed  and  disposition  parcels  shall  be  subject  to  easements  and  other  rights  as 
appropriate  in  accordance  therewith.  In  addition,  developers  on  each  parcel  may  construct 
or  arrange  to  have  constructed  such  additional  facilities  as  they  deem  desirable. 

16.  Arcaded  Pedestrian  Ways:  Arcaded  pedestrian  ways  are  permitted  on  all  disposition  parcels. 

17.  Subway  Easements:  Easements  for  existing  subway  tunnels  must  be  maintained,  and  con- 
struction shall  proceed  so  as  not  to  damage  or  threaten  damage  to  or  cause  leakage  in  or 
impair  the  structure  or  support  of  or  interfere  in  any  way  with  the  use  of  Metropolitan 
Transit  Authority  facilities,  and  any  existing  aboveground  facilities  must  be  restored  or 
replaced  in  a  manner  acceptable  to  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority. 

18.  Automobile  Passenger  Discharge  Area:  Buildings  in  public  use  shall  provide  automobile 
passenger  discharge  areas,  in  such  a  way  as  not  to  impede  traffic  flow. 

19.  Provisions  for  Handicapped  People:  All  new  buildings  in  the  Project  Area  shall  be  so  de- 
signed that  persons  in  wheelchairs  can  enter  and  leave  and  travel  about  the  building  in  a 
reasonable  manner  without  undue  obstruction.  Appropriate  entrances  and  exits  for  such 
persons  shall  be  constructed  on  all  major  frontages. 

B.     Specific  Land  Use  Provision    and  Building  Requirements  Applicable  to  Particular  Parcels. 

Parcel  12. 

1.  Permitted  Uses 

Parcel  12  may  be  subdivided  by  the  Authority,  and  for  each  subparcel  the  principal  use 
shall  be  general  office. 

2.  Building  Requirements 

(a)  lloor  Area  Ration:  Not  to  exceed  eight. 

(b)  Building  Coverage:  Maximum  coverage  of  parcel  will  be  encouraged. 

(c)  Height:  Not  to  be  less  than  75  feet  or  more  than  115  feet  above  elevation  34.0  feet. 

(d)  Setback:  No  setback  permitted  along  full  frontage  on  Cambridge  street. 

(e)  Building  Envelope:  Must  be  built  at  uniform  height  along  parcel  frontage  on  Cambridge 
street.  A  pedestrian  way  with  a  minimum  vertical  clearance  of  12  feet  and  minimum 
width  of  45  feet  from  Cambridge  Street  level  (43.0  feet)  to  Pemberton  Square  level 
(63.0  feet)  must  be  provided  with  Parcel  12.  Ground  floor  on  Cambridge  Street  level 
must  be  arcaded  for  pedestrian  use  for  full  length  of  Cambridge  Street  frontage. 

(f)  Parking:  No  open  parking  permitted.  No  parking  permitted  above  Cambridge  Street 
elevation  on  Cambridge  Street  frontage. 

(g)  Access:  For  parking  and  loading,  from  Cambridge  street,  but  not  within  600  feet  of  the 
intersection  of  the  easterly  sideline  of  Somerset  street  and  the  southerly  sideline  of  Cam- 
bridge street,  and/or  from  Pemberton  square,  and/or  from  Somerset  street,  but  not 
within  65  feet  of  the  southerly  sideline  of  Cambridge  street. 

Redeveloper's  Obligations 

A.  Design  Controls 

Redevelopment  and  rehabilitation  of  land  in  the  Project  Area  shall  be  made  subject  to  the 
regulations  and  controls  specified  herein.  The  purpose  of  such  regulations  and  controls  is  to 
assure  that  the  renewal  of  the  area  will  conform  to  the  planning  and  design  objectives  set  forth 
above.  It  is  therefore  the  obligation  of  all  redevelopers  not  only  to  comply  with  these  controls 
but  also  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  planning  and  design  objectives  and  to  prepare  de- 
velopment or  rehabilitation  proposals  which  are  in  harmony  therewith.  All  such  proposals  will  be 
subject  to  design  review,  comment  and  approval  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
prior  to  land  disposition  and  prior  to  commencement  of  construction.  In  addition  to  assuring 
compliance  with  specific  controls  set  forth  above,  the  Authority  will  evaluate  the  quality  and 
appropriatenes  of  proposed  development  with  reference  to  the  general  design  considerations 
set  forth  above. 

B.  Obligation  to  Build 

The  redeveloper  will  be  obliged,  under  the  terms  of  the  disposition  instrument,  to  carry  out 
certain  specified  improvements,  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time  as  set  forth  in  the  instrument. 

C.  Disposition  of  Property  by  Redeveloper 

The  redeveloper  will  not  be  permitted  to  dispose  of  property  until  the  improvements  are  com- 
pleted without  the  prior  written  consent  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  which  consent 
will  not  be  granted  except  under  conditions  that  will  prevent  speculation  and  protect  the  in- 
terests of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

Resolution  of  Boston  City  Council 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  (hereinafter  called  the  Authority)  has  taken  and 
acquired  certain  areas  in  the  City  of  Boston  in  connection  with  a  proposed  Government  Center  Project;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  desires  to  dispose  of  a  certain  portion  of  the  areas  acquired  (shown  as  Parcel  12 
in  the  map  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A)  to  be  redeveloped  and  used  for  private  office  uses  in  accordance 
with  the  Land  Use  Provisions  and  Building  and  Other  Requirements  set  forth  in  Exhibit  B  attached 
hereto,  which  provisions  and  requirements  will  be  included  in  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  entire 
Project  Area  upon  its  approval  and  adoption;  and 

Whereas,  The  proposed  private  office  building  to  be  constructed  on  Parcel  12  will  complement  the 
public  uses  already  approved  for  the  Federal  Office  Building  on  Parcel  5  and  the  City  Hall  on  Parcel  6, 
as  well  as  the  adjacent  State  Office  Building  now  under  construction,  by  providing  office  space  for  those 
who  customarily  do  much  of  their  business  with  the  various  governmental  agencies  to  be  housed  in  said 
new  public  buildings;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  reaffirms  the  City  of  Boston  s  obligation  with  respect 
to  the  early  land  acquisition  loan  and  the  covenant  executed  between  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  which  has  been  assigned  to  the  United  States  Government;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  City  Council  approves  the  Government  Center  project  in  principle  and  goes  on  record 
as  intending  to  approve  an  urban  renewal  plan  which  will  be  consistent  with  the  disposition  of  Parcel  12. 

2.  That  the  Land  Use  Provisions  and  Building  and  Other  Requirements  set  forth  in  Exhibit  B 
attached  hereto,  which  provisions  and  requirements  will  be  included  in  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the 
entire  Project  Area  upon  its  approval  and  adoption,  conform  to  the  general  and  comprehensive  plan  for 
the  locality  as  a  whole  and  are  hereby  approved. 

3.  That  the  proposed  disposition  of  Parcel  12  is  hereby  consented  to. 

4.  That  the  redevelopment  of  Parcel  12  in  accordance  with  the  aforesaid  provisions  and  require- 
ments' and  in  advance  of  the  approval  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  as  a  whole  will  promote  the  public 
welfare  and  is  necessary  and  desirable  for,  and  will  promote  proper  development  of  the  community. 

5.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  resolve  it  is  the  intent  of  this  Body  that  nothing 
herein  implies  approval  of  the  inclusion  of  Parcel  8  in  the  Government  Center  Project  Area. 

6  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  and  empowered  to  ap- 
prove'the  Land  Use  Provisions  and  Building  and  Other  Requirements  set  forth  in  Exhibit  B  attached 
hereto,  and  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  consent  to  the  proposed  disposition  of  Parcel  12.

I  am  writing  you  at  the  suggestion  of 
Edward  J.  Logue,  Development  Administrator 
of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  to 
report  the  current  status  of  plans  of  Center 
Associates  for  the  $20,000,000  office  building 
on  Parcel  12  in  the  Government  Center  Proj- 
ect  area. 

Center  Associates  has  submitted  to  the  Bos- 
ton Redevelopment  Authority  in  accordance 
with  the  time  schedule  established  early  this 
year,  preliminary  and  final  working  drawings 
for  the  first  phase  of  the  building.  These 
plans  have  been  approved  by  the  Redevelop- 
ment Authority.  Center  Associates  _  is_  obli- 
gated to  commence  construction  within  15 
days  following  the  delivery  of  the  deed,  and 
is  in  a  position  to  meet  that  schedule.  Ar- 
rangements have  been  made  with  Beacon 
Construction  Company  of  Boston  to  perform 
the  building  work,  and  commitments  have 
been  received  for  construction  financing.  Sub- 
stantial equity  investment  has  already  been 
made.

Gentlemen: 

On  August  1,  I960,  after  an  opinion  of  the 
Attorney  General  upholding  its  constitution- 
ality, 1960  House  Document  No.  2960  re- 
ceived executive  approval  and  became  chap- 
ter 561  of  the  Acts  of  1960  entitled  "An  Act 
Allowing  Cities  and  Towns  to  Enter  Into 
Collective  Bargaining  Agreements,"  and 
amending  chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws  by 
inserting  a  section  4C.  The  basic  provision 
of  this  new  section  is  that  a  city  or  town  ac- 
cepting the  same  "may  engage  in  collective 
bargaining  with  labor  organizations  repre- 
senting its  employees,  except  police  officers, 
and  may  enter  into  collective  bargaining 
agreements   with   such  organizations." 

I  have  been  hesitant  about  recommending 
that  Boston  accept  this  statute  because,  in 
Boston,  so  many  of  the  subjects  usually  cov- 
ered   by    collective    bargaining    agreement    in 


private  industry  are  governed  by  general  or 
special  statutes  or  are  matters  respecting 
which  public  officials  cannot  constitutionally 
bargain  or  contract  away  their  power,  that 
there  is  practically  no  room  for  a  collective 
bargaining  agreement.  Recently,  however, 
the  above-cited  opinion  of  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral has  come  to  my  attention  and  has  con- 
vinced me  that  collective  bargaining  negotia- 
tions conceivably  could  disclose  certain  narrow 
limits  within  Which  a  collective  bargaining 
agreement  might  operate  to  the  mutual  advan- 
tage of  the  city  employees.  Accordingly,  to  en- 
able the  full  exploration  of  the  potential  ad- 
vantages of  collective  bargaining,  I  am  recom- 
mending to  you  adoption  of  the  order  trans- 
mitted herewith  accepting  section  4C  of  chap- 
ter 40  of  the  General  Laws.

On  April  29,  1959,  the  Massachusetts  Turn- 
pike Authority  paid  to  the  City  of  Boston  the 
sum  of  ten  million,  nineteen  thousand,  three 
hundred  eighty  dollars  ($10,011(9,380),  of  which 
sum,  seven  million,  nine  hundred  nineteen 
thousand,  three  hundred  eighty  dollars 
($7,919,380)  could,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  statute,  be  used  for  any  purpose  or  pur- 
poses for  which  debt  could  'be  issued  outside 
the  debt  limit  for  a  period  of  twenty  years 
or  more. 

Some  of  the  purposes  for  which  these  funds 
could  be  appropriated,  for  which  debt  has 
already  been  authorized,  are  the  municipal 
auditorium,  off-street  parking  facilities,  and 
the   new   City   Hall. 

In  1959,  I960,  and  1962,  acting  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  statute  there  was  appropriated 
for  the  above  purposes,  the  sum  of  three  million, 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars  (i$3,200,000) ; 
one  million  dollars  ($1,000,000)  for  the  mu- 
nicipal auditorium,  two  million  dollars   (2,000,- 
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000)  for  off-street  parking  facilities,  and  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($200,000)  for  the 
new  City  Hall.  Also  before  the  City  Council 
at  the  present  time  are  requests  for  appro- 
priations in  the  amount  of  three  hundred 
fifty-five  thousand  dollars  ($355,000)  for  the 
Whitney  Street  Redevelopment  Project  and 
four  hundred  fifty-five  thousand,  five  hundred 
dollars  ($455,500)  for  the  Public  Works  cost 
of  the  Washington  Park  Redevelopment  pro- 
ject. The  balance  remaining  available  for 
appropriation  is  three  million,  nine  hundred 
eight  thousand,  eight  hundred  eighty  dollars 
($3,908,880). 

It  will  be  necessary  before  the  end  of  the 
year  to  provide  the  sum  of  two  million,  six 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($2,600,000)  for  the 
municipal  auditorium  and  the  sum  of  one 
million,  three  hundred  eight  thousand,  eight 
hundred  eighty  dollars  ($1,308,880)  for  the 
new  City  Hall.  I  therefore  recommend  that 
orders  be  presented  for  the  consideration  and 
adoption  by  the  City  Council  appropriating 
the  sum  of  two  million,  six  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($2,600,000)  for  the  municipal  audi- 
torium and  the  sum  of  one  million,  three  hun- 
dred eight  thousand,  eight  hundred  eighty 
dollars  ($1,308,880)  for  the  new  City  Hall 
from  the  above-mentioned  proceeds  of  the  Sum- 
ner Traffic  Tunnel  transfer.

Section  28-1.0.  Design  of  Steel  and  Iron.  —  Structures  of  steel  and  iron 
shall  be  designed  by  methods  admitting  of  rational  analysis  according  to 
established  principles  of  mechanics,  supplemented  by  the  assumptions  herein 
specified,  to  support  the  loads  and  withstand  the  forces  to  which  they  are 
subject  without  exceeding  the  stresses  allowed  in  this  part  for  the  various 
members  and  the  materials  thereof. 

Sect.  28-1. 1  A.     Plans  and  Drawings. 

1.1.1  A.  Plans.  —  The  plans  (design  drawings)  shall  show  a  complete  de- 
sign with  sizes,  sections,  and  the  relative  locations  of  the  various  members. 
Floor  levels,  column  centers,  and  offsets  shall  be  dimensioned.  Plans  shall  be 
drawn  to  a  scale  large  enough  to  convey  the  information  adequately. 

Plans  shall  indicate  the  class  or  classes  of  construction  (as  defined  in  Sect. 
28-1 .2A)  to  be  employed,  and  they  shall  be  supplemented  by  such  data  con- 
cerning the  assumed  loads,  shears,  moments  and  axial  forces  to  be  resisted  by 
all  members  and  their  connections,  as  may  be  required  for  the  proper  prepa- 
ration of  the  shop  drawings. 

Where  joints  are  to  be  assembled  with  high  strength  bolts  and  are  required 
to  resist  shear  between  the  connected  parts,  the  plans  shall  indicate  the  type 
of  connections  to  be  provided,  namely,  friction  or  bearing. 

Camber  of  trusses,  beams  and  girders,  if  required,  shall  be  called  for  on  the 
design  drawings. 

1.1. 2A.  Shop  Drawings. — ■  Shop  drawings,  giving  complete  information 
necessary  for  the  fabrication  of  the  component  parts  of  the  structure,  including 
the  types  of  material,  the  location,  type  and  size  of  all  rivets,  bolts  and  welds, 
shall  be  prepared  in  advance  of  the  actual  fabrication.  They  shall  clearly 
distinguish  between  shop  and  field  rivets,  bolts  and  welds. 
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Shop  drawings  shall  be  made  in  conformity  with  the  best  modern  practice 
and  with  due  regard  to  safety,  speed  and  economy  in  fabrication  and  erection. 

1.1.3.  Notations  for  Welding.  —  Note  shall  be  made  on  the  plans  and  on 
the  shop  drawings  of  those  joints  or  groups  of  joints  in  which  it  is  especially 
important  that  the  welding  sequence  and  technique  of  welding  be  carefully 
controlled  to  minimize  locked-up  stresses  and  distortion. 

Weld  lengths  called  for  on  the  plans  and  on  the  shop  drawings  shall  be  the 
net  effective  lengths. 

1.1. 4A.  Standard  Symbols  and  Nomenclature. — ■  Welding  symbols  used 
on  plans  and  shop  drawings  shall  preferably  be  the  American  Welding  Society 
symbols.  Other  adequate  welding  symbols  may  be  used,  provided  a  complete 
explanation  thereof  is  shown  on  the  plans  or  drawings. 

Sect.  28-1.2A.  Classes  of  Construction.  —  Three  basic  classes  of  con- 
struction and  associated  design  assumptions  are  permissible  under  the  re- 
spective conditions  stated  hereinafter,  and  each  will  govern  in  a  specific 
manner  the  size  of  members  and  the  types  and  strength  of  their  connections. 

Class  A,  commonly  designated  as  "rigid-frame"  (continuous  frame),  assumes 
that  beam-to-column  connections  have  sufficient  rigidity  to  hold  virtually 
unchanged  the  original  angles  between  intersecting  members. 

Class  B,  commonly  designated  as  "conventional"  or  "simple"  framing 
(unrestrained,  free-ended),  assumes  that  the  ends  of  beams  and  girders  are 
connected  for  shear  only,  and  are  free  to  rotate  under  load. 

Class  C,  commonly  designated  as  "semi-rigid  framing"  (partially  restrained), 
assumes  that  the  connections  of  beams  and  girders  possess  a  dependable  and 
known  moment  capacity  intermediate  in  degree  between  the  complete  rigidity 
of  Class  A  and  the  complete  flexibility  of  Class  B. 

The  design  of  all  connections  shall  be  consistent  with  the  assumptions  as  to 
class  of  construction  called  for  on  the  design  drawings. 

Class  A  construction  is  unconditionally  permitted  under  this  Code.  Two 
different  methods  of  design  are  recognized.  Within  the  limitations  laid  down 
in  Sect.  28-2. 1A,  members  of  continuous  frames,  or  continuous  portions  of 
frames,  may  be  proportioned,  on  the  basis  of  their  maximum  predictable 
strength,  to  resist  the  specified  design  loads  multiplied  by  the  prescribed  load 
factors.  Otherwise  Class  A  construction  shall  be  designed,  within  the  limi- 
tations of  Sect.  28-1. 5 A,  to  resist  the  stresses  produced  by  the  specified  design 
loads,  assuming  moment  distribution  in  accordance  with  the  elastic  theory. 

Class  B  construction  is  permitted  under  this  Code,  subject  to  the  stipu- 
lations of  the  following  paragraph  wherever  applicable.  Beam-to-column 
connections  with  seats  for  the  reactions  and  with  top  clip  angles  for  lateral 
support  only  are  classed  under  Class  B. 

In  tier  buildings,  designed  in  general  as  Class  B  construction  (that  is,  with 
beam-to-column  connections  other  than  wind  connections  flexible)  the  distri- 
bution of  the  wind  moments  between  the  several  joints  of  the  frame  may  be 
made  by  a  recognized  empirical  method  provided  that  the  wind  connections, 
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designed  to  resist  the  assumed  moments,  are  adequate  to  resist  the  moments 
induced  by  the  gravity  loading  and  the  wind  loading  at  the  increased  unit 
stresses  permitted  therefor. 

Class  C  (semi-rigid)  construction  will  be  permitted  only  upon  evidence  that 
the  connections  to  be  used  are  capable  of  furnishing,  as  a  minimum,  a  pre- 
dictable proportion  of  full  end  restraint.  The  proportioning  of  main  members 
joined  by  such  connections  shall  be  predicated  upon  no  greater  degree  of  end 
restraint  than  this  minimum. 

Classes  B  and  C  construction  may  necessitate  some  non-elastic  but  self- 
limiting  deformation  of  a  structural  steel  part.

The  width  of  plates  shall  be  taken  from  the  free  edge  to  the  first  row  of 
rivets,  bolts  or  welds;  the  width  of  legs  of  angles,  channels  and  zees,  and  of  the 
stems  of  tees,  shall  be  taken  as  the  full  nominal  dimension  the  width  of  flanges 
of  beams  and  tees  shall  be  taken  as  one-half  the  full  nominal  width.  The 
thickness  of  a  sloping  flange  shall  be  measured  halfway  between  a  free  edge 
and  the  corresponding  face  of  the  web. 

When  a  projecting  element  exceeds  the  width-to-thickness  ratio  prescribed 
in  the  preceding  paragraph,  but  would  conform  to  same  and  would  satisfy  the 
stress  requirements  with  a  portion  of  its  width  considered  as  removed,  the 
member  will  be  acceptable. 
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1.9.2.  Compression  Elements  Supported  Along  Two  Edges. — -In  com- 
pression members  the  unsupported  width  of  web,  cover  or  diaphragm  plates 
between  the  nearest  lines  of  fasteners  or  welds,  or  between  the  roots  of  the 
flanges  in  case  of  rolled  sections,  shall  not  exceed  8,000/V  F v  times  its  thickness.

1 . 1 0.3.  Flanges.  —  The  thickness  of  outstanding  parts  of  flanges  shall 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  Sect.  28-1.9. 

Each  flange  of  welded  plate  girders  shall  in  general  consist  of  a  single  plate 
rather  than  two  or  more  plates  superimposed.  The  single  plate  may  comprise 
a  series  of  shorter  plates,  laid  end-to-end  and  joined  by  complete  penetration 
butt  welds. 

Unstiffened  cover  plates  on  riveted  girders  shall  not  extend  more  than 
3,000/V^V  times  the  thickness  of  the  thinnest  outside  plate  beyond  the  outer 
row  of  rivets  or  bolts  connecting  them  to  the  angles.  The  total  cross-sectional 
area  of  cover  plates  of  riveted  girders  shall  not  exceed  70  percent  of  the  total 
flange  area. 

1.10.4.  Flange  Development.  —  Rivets,  high  strength  bolts  or  welds  con- 
necting flange  to  web,  or  cover  plate  to  flange,  shall  be  proportioned  to  resist 
the  total  horizontal  shear  resulting  from  the  bending  forces  on  the  girder. 
The  longitudinal  distribution  of  these  rivets,  bolts  or  of  intermittent  welds 
shall  be  in  proportion  to  the  intensity  of  the  shear.  But  the  longitudinal 
spacing  shall  not  exceed  the  maximum  permitted,  respectively,  for  compression 
or  tension  members  in  Sect.  28-1.18.2.3  or  28-1.18.3.1.     Additionally,  rivets 
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or  welds  connecting  flange  to  web  shall  be  proportioned  to  transmit  to  the 
web  any  loads  applied  directly  to  the  flange  unless  provision  is  made  to  transmit 
such  loads  by  direct  bearing. 

Partial  length  cover  plates  shall  be  extended  beyond  the  theoretical  cut-off 
point  and  the  extended  portion  shall  be  attached  to  the  beam  or  girder  by 
rivets,  high  strength  bolts  (friction-type  joint),  or  fillet  welds  adequate,  at 
stresses  allowed  in  Sect.  28-1. 5. 2A  or  28-1.5.3  or  Sect.  28-1.7,  to  develop  the 
cover  plate's  portion  of  the  flexural  stresses  in  the  beam  or  girder  at  the 
theoretical  cut-off  point.  In  addition,  for  welded  cover  plates,  the  welds 
connecting  the  cover  plate  termination  to  the  beam  or  girder  in  the  length  a  , 
defined  below,  shall  be  adequate,  at  the  allowed  stresses,  to  develop  the  cover 
plate's  portion  of  the  flexural  stresses  in  the  beam  or  girder  at  the  distance  a' 
from  the  end  of  the  cover  plate.*  The  length  a  ,  measured  from  the  end  of 
the  cover  plate,  shall  be: 

1.  A  distance  equal  to  the  width  of  the  cover  plate  when  there  is  a 
continuous  weld  equal  to  or  larger  than  %/i  of  the  plate  thickness  across  the 
end  of  the  plate  and  continued  welds  along  both  edges  of  the  cover  plate 
in  the  length  a'. 

2.  A  distance  equal  to  1 H  times  the  width  of  the  cover  plate  when  there 
is  a  continuous  weld  smaller  than  %  of  the  plate  thickness  across  the  end  of 
the  plate  and  continued  welds  along  both  edges  of  the  cover  plate  in  the 
length  a'. 

3.  A  distance  equal  to  2  times  the  width  of  the  cover  plate  when  there 
is  no  weld  across  the  end  of  the  plate  but  continuous  welds  along  both  edges 
of  the  cover  plate  in  the  length  a'. 

1.10.5.     Stiff  eners. 

1.10.5.1.  — Bearing  stiffeners  shall  be  placed  in  pairs  at  unframed  ends  on 
the  webs  of  plate  girders  and,  where  required,!  at  points  of  concentrated  loads. 
Such  stiffeners  shall  have  a  close  bearing  against  the  flange,  or  flanges,  through 
which  they  receive  their  loads  or  reactions,  and  shall  extend  approximately  to 
the  edge  of  the  flange  plates  or  flange  angles.  They  shall  be  designed  as 
columns  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sect.  28-1.5.1,  assuming  the  column 
section  to  comprise  the  pair  of  stiffeners  and  a  centrally  located  strip  of  the 
web  whose  width  is  equal  to  not  more  than  25  times  its  thickness  at  interior 
stiffeners  or  a  width  equal  to  not  more  than  12  times  its  thickness  when  the 
stiffeners  are  located  at  the  end  of  the  web.  The  effective  length  shall  be  taken 
as  not  less  than  %  of  the  length  of  the  stiffeners  in  computing  the  ratio  l/r. 
Only  that  portion  of  the  stiffener  outside  of  the  angle  fillet  or  the  flange-to-web 
welds  shall  be  considered  effective  in  bearing. 

1.10.5.2.  —  The  largest  average  web  shear /„  in  any  panel  between  stiffeners 
(total  shear  force  divided  by  web  cross-sectional  area),  in  pounds  per  square

Concentrated  loads  and  loads  distributed  over  partial  length  of  a  panel 
shall  be  divided  by  the  product  of  the  web  thickness  and  the  girder  depth 
or  the  length  of  panel  in  which  the  load  is  placed,  whichever  is  the  lesser 
panel  dimension.

Sect.  28-1.11.     Composite  Construction. 

1.11.1.  Definition.  —  Composite  construction  shall  consist  of  steel  beams 
or  girders  supporting  a  reinforced  concrete  slab,  so  inter-connected  that  the 
beam  and  slab  act  together  to  resist  bending.  When  the  slab  extends  on  both 
sides  of  the  beam,  the  effective  width  of  the  concrete  flange  shall  be  taken  as 
not  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  span  of  the  beam,  and  its  effective  projection 
beyond  the  edge  of  the  beam  shall  not  be  taken  as  more  than  one-half  the  clear 
distance  to  the  adjacent  beam,  nor  more  than  eight  times  the  slab  thickness. 
When  the  slab  is  present  on  only  one  side  of  the  beam,  the  effective  width  of 
the  concrete  flange  (projection  beyond  the  beam)  shall  be  taken  as  not  more 
than  one-twelfth  of  the  beam  span,  nor  six  times  its  thickness  nor  one-half  the 
clear  distance  to  the  adjacent  beam. 

Beams  totally  encased  2  inches  or  more  on  their  sides  and  soffit  in  concrete 
poured  integrally  with  the  slab  may  be  assumed  to  be  interconnected  to  the 
concrete  by  natural  bond,  without  additional  anchorage,  provided  the  top  of 
the  beam  is  at  least  1H  inches  below  the  top  and  2  inches  above  the  bottom 
of  the  slab,  and  provided  that  the  encasement  has  adequate  mesh  or  other 
reinforcing  steel  throughout  the  whole  depth  and  across  the  soffit  of  the  beam. 
When  shear  connectors  are  provided  in  accordance  with  Sect.  28-1.11.4, 
encasement  of  the  beam  to  achieve  composite  action  is  not  required. 

1.11.2.  Design  Assumptions. 

1 . 1 1 .2. 1 .  —  Encased  beams  shall  be  proportioned  to  support  unassisted  all 
dead  loads  applied  prior  to  the  hardening  of  the  concrete  (unless  these  loads 
are  supported  temporarily  on  shoring)  and,  acting  in  conjunction  with  the  slab, 
to  support  all  dead  and  live  loads  applied  after  hardening  of  the  concrete, 
without  exceeding  a  computed  bending  stress  of  0.6GFy,  where  F y  is  the  yield 
point  of  the  steel  beam.  The  bending  stress  produced  by  loads  after  the 
concrete  has  hardened  shall  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  the  moment  of  inertia 
of  the  composite  section.  Concrete  tension  stresses  below  the  neutral  axis  of 
the  composite  section  shall  be  neglected,     Alternatively,  the  steel  beam  alone 
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may  be  proportioned  to  resist  unassisted  the  moment  produced  by  all  loads, 
live  and  dead,  using  a  bending  stress  equal  to  0.76Fy,  in  which  case  temporary 
shoring  is  not  required. 

1.11.2.2. — When  shear  connectors  are  used  in  accordance  with  Sect.  28- 
1.11.4  the  composite  section  shall  be  proportioned  to  support  all  of  the  loads 
without  exceeding  the  allowable  stress  prescribed  in  Sect.  28-1.5.1.4.1  or 
28-1.5.1.4.4,  as  applicable.  The  moment  of  inertia  Itr  of  the  composite 
section  shall  be  computed  in  accordance  with  the  elastic  theory.  Concrete 
tension  stresses  below  the  neutral  axis  of  the  composite  section  shall  be  neg- 
lected. The  compression  area  of  the  concrete  above  the  neutral  axis  shall  be 
treated  as  an  equivalent  area  of  steel  by  dividing  it  by  the  modular  ratio  n. 

For  construction  without  temporary  shoring  the  value  of  the  section  modulus 
of  the  transformed  composite  section  used  in  stress  calculations  (referred  to

—  Except  in  the  case  of  encased  beams  as  defined 
in  Sect.  28-1.11.1,  the  entire  horizontal  shear  at  the  junction  of  the  steel  beam 
and  the  concrete  slab  shall  be  assumed  to  be  transferred  by  shear  connectors 
welded  to  the  top  flange  of  the  beam  and  embedded  in  the  concrete.  The

Sect.  28-1. 12A.     Simple  and  Continuous  Spans. 

1.1 2.1  A.  Simple  Spans. — -When  beams,  girders  and  trusses  are  designed 
on  the  basis  of  simple  spans,  the  effective  length  shall  be  taken  as  the  distance 
between  centers  of  gravity  of  the  members  to  which  they  deliver  their  end 
reactions. 

1.12.2.  End  Restraint. — -When  designed  on  the  assumption  of  full  or 
partial  end  restraint,  due  to  continuous,  semi-continuous  or  cantilever  action, 
the  beams,  girders  and  trusses,  as  well  as  the  sections  of  the  members  to  which 
they  connect,  shall  be  designed  to  carry  the  shears  and  moments  so  introduced, 
as  well  as  all  other  forces,  without  exceeding  at  any  point  the  unit  stresses 
prescribed  in  Sect.  28-1.5.1;  except  that  some  non-elastic  but  self-limiting 
deformation  of  a  part  of  the  connection  may  be  permitted  when  this  is  essential 
to  the  avoidance  of  overstressing  of  fasteners. 


Sect.  28-1.13.  Deflections. — -Beams  and  girders  supporting  floors  and 
roofs  shall  be  proportioned  with  due  regard  to  the  deflection  produced  by  the 
design  loads. 

Beams  and  girders  supporting  plastered  ceilings  shall  be  so  proportioned 
that  the  maximum  live  load  deflection  will  not  exceed  1/360  of  the  span. 

The  depth  of  beams  and  girders  supporting  flat  roofs  shall  be  not  less  than 
/&/600,000  times  their  span  length  whether  designed  as  simple  or  continuous 
spans. 
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Sect.  28-1.14.     Gross  and  Net  Sections. 

1.14.1.  Definitions.  —  The  gross  section  of  a  member  at  any  point  shall  be 
determined  by  summing  the  products  of  the  thickness  and  the  gross  width  of 
each  element  as  measured  normal  to  the  axis  of  the  member.  The  net  section 
shall  be  determined  by  substituting  for  the  gross  width  the  net  width  computed 
in  accordance  with  Sect.  28-1.14.3  to  28-1.14.6  inclusive. 

1.14.2.  Application. — -Unless  otherwise  specified,  tension  members  shall 
be  designed  on  the  basis  of  net  section.  Compression  members  shall  be 
designed  on  the  basis  of  gross  section.  Beams  and  girders  shall  be  designed 
in  accordance  with  Sect.  28-1.10.1. 

1.14.3.  Net  Section.  —  In  the  case  of  a  chain  of  holes  extending  across  a 
part  in  any  diagonal  or  zigzag  line,  the  net  width  of  the  part  shall  be  obtained 
by  deducting  from  the  gross  width  the  sum  of  the  diameters  of  all  the  holes 
in  the  chain,  and  adding,  for  each  gage  space  in  the  chain,  the  quantity 


where 

s  =  longitudinal  spacing  (pitch,  in  inches)  of  any  two  consecutive  holes 
g  =  transverse  spacing  (gage,  in  inches)  of  the  same  two  holes 

The  critical  net  section  of  the  part  is  obtained  from  that  chain  which  gives 
the  least  net  width;  however,  the  net  section  taken  through  a  hole  shall  in  no 
case  be  considered  as  more  than  85  percent  of  the  corresponding  gross  section. 

In  determining  the  net  section  across  plug  or  slot  welds,  the  weld  metal  shall 
not  be  considered  as  adding  to  the  net  area. 

1.14.4.  Angles.  —  For  angles,  the  gross  width  shall  be  the  sum  of  the  width 
of  the  legs  less  the  thickness.  The  gage  for  holes  in  opposite  legs  shall  be  the 
sum  of  the  gages  from  back  of  angles  less  the  thickness. 

1.14.5.  Size  of  Holes.  —  In  computing  net  area  the  diameter  of  a  rivet  or 
bolt  hole  shall  be  taken  as  Vs  inch  greater  than  the  nominal  diameter  of  the 
rivet  or  bolt. 

1.14.6.  Pin-Connected  Members.  —  Eyebars  shall  be  of  uniform  thickness 
without  reinforcement  at  the  pin  holes.  *  They  shall  have  "circular"  heads  in 
which  the  periphery  of  the  head  beyond  the  pin  hole  is  concentric  with  the 
pin  hole.  The  radius  of  transition  between  the  circular  head  and  the  body 
of  the  eyebar  shall  be  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  diameter  of  the  head. 

The  width  of  the  body  of  the  eyebar  shall  not  exceed  8  times  its  thickness, 
and  the  thickness  shall  not  be  less  than  Y%  inch.  The  net  section  of  the  head 
through  the  pin  hole  transverse  to  the  axis  of  the  eyebar,  shall  not  be  less 
than  1.33  nor  more  than  1.50  times  the  cross-sectional  area  of  the  body  of  the 

*  Members  having  a  different  thickness  at  the  pin  hole  location  are  termed  "built-up." 
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eyebar.  The  diameter  of  the  pin  shall  not  be  less  than  Y%  the  width  of  the 
body  of  the  eyebar.  The  diameter  of  the  pin  hole  shall  not  be  more  than 
\4i  inch  greater  than  the  diameter  of  the  pin. 

The  minimum  net  section  across  the  pin  hole,  transverse  to  the  axis  of  the 
member,  in  pin-connected  plates  and  built-up  members  shall  be  determined  at 
the  stress  allowed  for  such  sections  in  Sect.  28-1.5.1.1.  The  net  section  beyond 
the  pin  hole,  parallel  to  the  axis  of  the  member,  shall  not  be  less  than  %  of 
the  net  section  across  the  pin  hole.  The  corners  beyond  the  pin  hole  may  be 
cut  at  45°  to  the  axis  of  the  member  "provided  the  net  section  beyond  the  pin 
hole  on  a  plane  perpendicular  to  the  cut  is  not  less  than  that  required  beyond 
the  pin  hole  parallel  to  the  axis  of  the  member.  The  parts  of  members  built 
up  at  the  pin  hole  shall  be  attached  to  each  other  by  sufficient  fasteners  to 
support  the  stress  delivered  to  them  by  the  pin. 

The  distance  transverse  to  the  axis  of  a  pin-connected  plate  or  any  separated 
element  of  a  built-up  member  from  the  edge  of  the  pin  hole  to  the  edge  of  the 
member  or  element,  shall  not  exceed  4  times  the  thickness  at  the  pin  hole. 
The  diameter  of  the  pin  shall  preferably  not  be  less  than  5  times  the  thickness 
of  the  member  or  separated  element  at  the  pin  hole.  If  a  smaller  size  is  used, 
the  bearing  stress  shall  not  exceed  that  allowed  by  Sect.  28-1.5.1.  The 
diameter  of  the  pin  hole  shall  not  be  more  than  J^  inch  greater  than  the 
diameter  of  the  pin. 

1.14.7.  Effective  Areas  of  Weld  Metal.  —  The  effective  area  of  butt  and 
fillet  welds  shall  be  considered  as  the  effective  length  of  the  weld  times  the 
effective  throat  thickness. 

The  effective  shearing  area  of  plug  and  slot  welds  shall  be  considered  as  the 
nominal  cross-sectional  area  of  the  hole  or  slot,  in  the  plane  of  the  faying 
surface. 

The  effective  area  of  fillet  welds  in  holes  and  slots  shall  be  computed  as 
above  specified  for  fillet  welds,  using  for  effective  length,  the  length  of  center- 
line  of  the  weld  through  the  center  of  the  plane  through  the  throat.  However, 
in  the  case  of  overlapping  fillets,  the  effective  area  shall  not  exceed  the  nominal 
cross-sectional  area  of  the  hole  or  slot,  in  the  plane  of  the  faying  surface. 

The  effective  length  of  a  fillet  weld  shall  be  the  overall  length  of  full-size 
fillet  including  returns. 

The  effective  length  of  a  butt  weld  shall  be  the  width  of  the  part  joined. 

The  effective  throat  thickness  of  a  fillet  weld  shall  be  the  shortest  distance 
from  the  root  to  the  face  of  the  diagrammatic  weld. 

The  effective  throat  thickness  of  a  complete  penetration  butt  weld  (i.e.,  a 
butt  weld  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  Sect.  28-1.23.6)  shall  be  the 
thickness  of  the  thinner  part  joined. 

The  effective  throat  thickness  of  single-V  or  single-bevel  groove  welds  having 
no  root  opening  and  having  partial  penetration  into  their  joints  shall  be  \i  inch 
less  than  the  depth  of  the  V  or  bevel  groove.  The  effective  throat  thickness 
of  single-J  or  single-U  groove  welds  having  no  root  opening  and  having  partial 
penetration  into  their  joints  shall  be  the  depth  of  the  J  or  U  groove.     The 
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effective  throat  thickness  of  any  of  these  partial  penetration  groove  welds  shall 
be  not  less  than  V  tt/6,  where  tt  is  the  thickness  of  the  thinner  part  connected 
by  the  weld. 

Sect.  28-1.15.     Connections. 

1.15.1.  Minimum  Connections.  —  Connections  carrying  calculated  stresses, 
except  for  lacing,  sag  bars,  and  girts,  shall  be  designed  to  support  not  less 
than  6,000  pounds. 

1 . 1 5.2.  Eccentric  Connections.  —  Axially  stressed  members  meeting  at  a 
point  shall  have  their  gravity  axes  intersect  at  a  point  if  practicable;  if  not, 
provision  shall  be  made  for  bending  stresses  due  to  the  eccentricity. 

1.15.3.  Placement  of  Rivets,  Bolts  and  Welds.  —  Except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  the  rivets,  bolts  or  welds  at  the  ends  of  any  member  transmitting 
axial  stress  into  that  member  shall  have  their  centers  of  gravity  on  the  gravity 
axis  of  the  member  unless  provision  is  made  for  the  effect  of  the  resulting 
eccentricity.  Except  in  members  subject  to  repeated  variation  in  stress,  as 
defined  in  Sect.  28-1.7,  disposition  of  fillet  welds  to  balance  the  forces  about 
the  neutral  axis  or  axes  for  end  connections  of  single  angle,  double  angle,  and 
similar  type  members  is  not  required.  Eccentricity  between  the  gravity  axes 
of  such  members  and  the  gage  lines  for  their  riveted  or  bolted  end  connections 
may  be  neglected. 

1.15.4.  Unrestrained  Members. — Except  as  otherwise  indicated  by  the 
designer,  connections  of  beams,  girders  or  trusses  shall  be  designed  as  flexible, 
and  may  ordinarily  be  proportioned  for  the  reaction  shears  only. 

Flexible  beam  connections  shall  permit  the  ends  of  the  beam  to  rotate 
sufficiently  to  accommodate  its  deflection  by  providing  for  a  horizontal  dis- 
placement of  the  top  flange  determined  as  follows: 

e  =  0.007rf     when  the  beam  is  designed  for  full  uniform  load  and  for 
five  load  deflection  not  exceeding  1/360  of  the  span 

=  when  the  beam  is  designed  for  full  uniform  load  pro-

L  =  the  span  of  the  beam,  in  feet 

1.15.5.  Restrained  Members.  —  Fasteners  or  welds  for  end  connections 
of  beams,  girders  and  trusses  not  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  Sect.  28- 
1.15.4  shall  be  designed  for  the  combined  effect  of  end  reaction  shear  and 
tensile  or  compressive  stresses  resulting  from  moment  induced  by  the  rigidity 
of  the  connection  when  the  member  is  fully  loaded. 
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1.15.6.  Fillers.  —  When  rivets  or  bolts  carrying  computed  stress  pass 
through  fillers  thicker  than  ~%,  inch,  except  in  friction-type  connections  as- 
sembled with  high  strength  bolts,  the  fillers  shall  be  extended  beyond  the 
splice  material  and  the  filler  extension  shall  be  secured  by  enough  rivets  or 
bolts  to  distribute  the  total  stress  in  the  member  uniformly  over  the  combined 
section  of  the  member  and  the  filler,  or  an  equivalent  number  of  fasteners 
shall  be  included  in  the  connection. 

In  welded  construction,  any  filler  %  inch  or  more  in  thickness  shall  extend 
beyond  the  edges  of  the  splice  plate  and  shall  be  welded  to  the  part  on  which 
it  is  fitted  with  sufficient  weld  to  transmit  the  splice  plate  stress,  applied  at 
the  surface  of  the  filler  as  an  eccentric  load.  The  welds  joining  the  splice 
plate  to  the  filler  shall  be  sufficient  to  transmit  the  splice  plate  stress  and  shall 
be  long  enough  to  avoid  overstressing  the  filler  along  the  toe  of  the  weld.  Any 
filler  less  than  x/i  inch  thick  shall  have  its  edges  made  flush  with  the  edges  of 
the  splice  plate  and  the  weld  size  shall  be  the  sum  of  the  size  necessary  to 
carry  the  splice  plate  stress  plus  the  thickness  of  the  filler  plate. 

1.15.7.  Connections  of  Tension  and  Compression  Members  in  Trusses.  — • 

The  connections  at  ends  of  tension  or  compression  members  in  trusses  shall 
develop  the  strength  required  by  the  stress,  but  not  less  than  50  percent  of 
the  effective  strength  of  the  member.  Groove  welds  in  connections  at  the 
ends  of  tension  or  compression  members  in  trusses  shall  be  complete  pene- 
tration groove  welds. 

1.15.8.  Compression  Members  with  Bearing  Joints.  — ■  Where  compression 
members  bear  on  bearing  plates,  and  where  tier-building  columns  are  finished 
to  bear,  there  shall  be  sufficient  rivets,  bolts  or  welds  to  hold  all  parts  securely 
in  place. 

Where  other  compression  members  are  finished  to  bear,  the  splice  material 
and  its  riveting,  bolting  or  welding  shall  be  arranged  to  hold  all  parts  in  line 
and  shall  be  proportioned  for  50  percent  of  the  computed  stress. 

All  of  the  foregoing  joints  shall  be  proportioned  to  resist  any  tension  that 
would  be  developed  by  specified  lateral  forces  acting  in  conjunction  with 
75  percent  of  the  calculated  dead  load  stress  and  no  live  load. 

1.15.9.  Combination  of  Welds.  —  If  two  or  more  of  the  general  types  of 
weld  (butt,  fillet,  plug,  slot)  are  combined  in  a  single  joint,  the  effective  ca- 
pacity of  each  shall  be  separately  computed  with  reference  to  the  axis  of  the 
group,  in  order  to  determine  the  allowable  capacity  of  the  combination. 

1.15.10.  Rivets  and  Bolts  in  Combination  with  Welds.  —  In  new  work, 
rivets,  A307  bolts,  or  high  strength  bolts  used  in  bearing-type  connections, 
shall  not  be  considered  as  sharing  the  stress  in  combination  with  welds.  Welds, 
if  used,  shall  be  provided  to  carry  the  entire  stress  in  the  connection.  High 
strength  bolts  installed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sect.  28-1. 16.1  A 
as  a  friction-type  connection  prior  to  welding  may  be  considered  as  sharing 
the  stress  with  the  welds. 
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In  making  welded  alterations  to  structures,  existing  rivets  and  properly 
tightened  high  strength  bolts  may  be  utilized  for  carrying  stresses  resulting 
from  existing  dead  loads,  and  the  welding  need  be  adequate  only  to  carry  all 
additional  stress. 

1.15.11.  High  Strength  Bolts  (in  Friction- Type  Joints)  in  Combination 
with  Rivets.  —  In  new  work  and  in  making  alterations,  rivets  and  high 
strength  bolts,  installed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sect.  28-1. 16.1  A 
as  friction-type  connections,  may  be  considered  as  sharing  the  stresses  resulting 
from  dead  and  live  loads. 

1.15.12.  Field  Connections.  —  Rivets,  high  strength  bolts  or  welds  shall 
be  used  for  the  following  connections: 

Column  splices  in  all  tier  structures  200  feet  or  more  in  height. 

Column  splices  in  tier  structures  100  to  200  feet  in  height,  if  the  least 
horizontal  dimension  is  less  than  40  percent  of  the  height. 

Column  splices  in  tier  structures  less  than  100  feet  in  height,  if  the  least 
horizontal  dimension  is  less  than  25  percent  of  the  height. 

Connections  of  all  beams  and  girders  to  columns  and  of  any  other  beams 
and  girders  on  which  the  bracing  of  columns  is  dependent,  in  structures 
over  125  feet  in  height. 

Roof-truss  splices  and  connections  of  trusses  to  columns,  column  splices, 
column  bracing,  knee  braces  and  crane  supports,  in  all  structures  carrying 
cranes  of  over  5-ton  capacity. 

Connections  for  supports  of  running  machinery,  or  of  other  live  loads 
which  produce  impact  or  reversal  of  stress. 

Any  other  connections  stipulated  on  the  design  plans. 

In  all  other  cases  field  connections  may  be  made  with  A307  bolts. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  Section,  the  height  of  a  tier  structure  shall  be  taken 
as  the  vertical  distance  from  the  curb  level  to  the  highest  point  of  the  roof 
beams,  in  the  case  of  flat  roofs,  or  to  the  mean  height  of  the  gable,  in  the  case 
of  roofs  having  a  rise  of  more  than  2%  in  12.  Where  the  curb  level  has  not 
been  established,  or  where  the  structure  does  not  adjoin  a  street,  the  mean 
level  of  the  adjoining  land  shall  be  used  instead  of  curb  level.  Penthouses 
may  be  excluded  in  computing  the  height  of  structure. 

Sect.  28-1. 16A.     Rivets  and  Bolts. 

1. 16.1  A.  High  Strength  Bolts.  —  Use  of  high  strength  bolts  shall  conform 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Specifications  for  Structural  Joints  Using  ASTM  A825 
Bolts  as  approved  by  the  Research  Council  on  Riveted  and  Bolted  Structural 
Joints,  March  1962,  except  that  A354,  Grade  BC,  bolts  meeting  the  dimensional 
requirements  of  the  Council's  specification  and  tightened  to  their  proof  load, 
may  be  substituted  for  A325  bolts  at  the  working  stresses  permitted  in  Sects. 
28-1.5A  and  28-1.6A. 
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1.16.2.  Effective  Bearing  Area.  —  The  effective  bearing  area  of  rivets  and 
bolts  shall  be  the  diameter  multiplied  by  the  length  in  bearing,  except  that  for 
countersunk  rivets  and  bolts  half  the  depth  of  the  countersink  shall  be 
deducted. 

1 . 1 6.3.  Long  Grips.  —  Rivets  and  A307  bolts  which  carry  calculated  stress, 
and  the  grip  of  which  exceeds  five  diameters,  shall  have  their  number  in- 
creased 1  percent  for  each  additional  K6  inch  in  the  grip. 

1. 16. 4.  Minimum  Pitch.  —  The  minimum  distance  between  centers  of 
rivet  and  bolt  holes  shall  be  not  less  than  2%  times  the  nominal  diameter  of 
the  rivet  or  bolt  but  preferably  not  less  than  3  diameters. 

1.16.5.  Minimum  Edge  Distance. — The  minimum  distance  from  the 
center  of  a  rivet  or  bolt  hole  to  any  edge,  used  in  design  or  in  preparation  of 
shop  drawings,  shall  be  that  given  in  Table  28-1.16.5.

1.16.6.  Minimum  Edge  Distance  in  Line  of  Stress.  —  In  bearing-type  con- 
nections of  tension  members,  where  there  are  not  more  than  two  fasteners  in 
a  line  parallel  to  the  direction  of  stress,  the  distance  from  the  center  of  the  end 
fastener  and  that  end  of  the  connected  part  toward  which  the  stress  is  directed 
shall  be  not  less  than 

(a)  for  riveted  connections:  the  area  of  the  fastener  divided  by  the 
thickness  of  the  connected  part  for  fasteners  in  single  shear,  and  twice  this 
distance  for  fasteners  in  double  shear. 

(b)  for  high  strength  bolted  connections:  V/i  times  the  distances  given 
in  (a). 
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The  end  distance  may,  however,  be  decreased  in  such  proportion  as  the 
fastener  stress  is  less  than  that  permitted  under  Sect.  28-1.5. 2A,  but  it  shall 
not  be  less  than  the  distance  specified  in  Sect.  28-1.16.5  above. 

When  more  than  two  fasteners  are  provided  in  the  line  of  stress  the  provisions 
of  Sect.  28-1.16.5  shall  govern. 

1. 16.7.  Maximum  Edge  Distance.  —  The  maximum  distance  from  the 
center  of  any  rivet  or  bolt  to  the  nearest  edge  of  parts  in  contact  with  one 
another  shall  be  12  times  the  thickness  of  the  plate,  but  shall  not  exceed 
6  inches. 

Sect.  28-1.17.     Welds. 

1.17.1.  Welder  and  Welding  Operator  Qualifications.  —  Welds  shall  be 
made  only  by  welders  and  welding  operators  who  have  been  previously 
qualified  by  tests  as  prescribed  in  the  Standard  Code  for  Arc  and  Gas  Welding 
in  Building  Construction  of  the  American  Welding  Society,  to  perform  the  type 
of  work  required,  except  that  this  provision  need  not  apply  to  tack  welds  not 
later  incorporated  into  finished  welds  carrying  calculated  stress. 

1.17.2.  Qualifications  of  Weld  and  Joint  Details. — Weld  grooves  for 
complete  penetration  welds  which  are  accepted  without  welding  procedure 
qualification  under  the  Standard  Code  for  Welding  in  Building  Construction 
or  the  D  1.0-63  Standard  Specification  for  Welded  Highway  and  Railway 
Bridges  D2.0-63  of  the  American  Welding  Society  may  be  used  under  this 
Specification  without  welding  procedure  qualification. 

Weld  grooves  of  the  60°  single- V,  45°  single-bevel,  single-J  or  single-U 
form,  conforming  to  the  details  for  such  grooves  provided  in  the  above  AWS 
Standards  but  having  partial  penetration  with  an  effective  throat  thickness  as 
defined  in  Sect.  28-1.14.7  and  no  root  opening,  may  be  used  under  this  Specifi- 
cation without  welding  procedure  qualification  However,  they  shall  not  be 
used  in  butt  joints  to  resist  tensile  stress  acting  in  a  direction  normal  to  the 
plane  of  the  weld  throat,  except  in  splices  or  connections  of  columns  or  other 
members  subject  primarily  to  axial  compressive  stress. 

Joint  forms  or  welding  procedures  other  than  those  included  in  the  fore- 
going may  be  employed  provided  they  shall  have  been  qualified  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  these  AWS  Standards. 

ASTM-A233  class  E60  and  E70*  series  electrodes  for  manual  arc  welding 
and  Grade  SAW-1  or  Grade  SAW-2*  submerged  arc  process  may  be  used  for 
welding  A7,  A373  and  A36  steel.  Only  E70  low-hydrogen  electrodes  for 
manual  arc  welding  or  Grade  SAW-2  for  submerged  arc  welding  shall  be  used 
with  A441  or  weldable  A242  steel,  except  that  fillet  welds  or  partial  penetration 
groove  welds  may  be  made  with  E60  series  low-hydrogen  electrodes  and  Grade 
SAW-1  submerged  arc  process. 

Welding  A  440  steel  is  not  recommended. 

*  See  allowable  stresses,  Sect.  28-1.5.3.

1.17.3.  Submerged  Arc  Welding.  —  The  bare  electrodes  and  granular

1.17.4.  Minimum  Size  of  Fillet  Welds.  —  In  joints  connected  only  by  fillet 
welds,  the  minimum  size  of  fillet  weld  to  be  used  shall  be  as  shown  in  Table 
28-1.17.4  weld  size  is  determined  by  the  thicker  of  the  two  parts  joined,  except 
that  the  weld  size  need  not  exceed  the  thickness  of  the  thinner  part  joined 
unless  a  larger  size  is  required  by  calculated  stress:

1.17.5.  Maximum  Effective  Size  of  Fillet  Welds.  —  The  maximum  size  of  a 
fillet  weld  that  may  be  assumed  in  the  design  of  a  connection  shall  be  such  that 
the  stresses  in  the  adjacent  base  material  do  not  exceed  the  values  allowed  in 
Sect.  28-1.5.1.  The  maximum  size  that  may  be  used  along  edges  of  connected 
parts  shall  be: 

1.  Along  edges  of  material  less  than  x/i  inch  thick,  the  maximum  size 
may  be  equal  to  the  thickness  of  the  material. 

2.  Along  edges  of  material  x/i  inch  or  more  in  thickness,  the  maximum 
size  shall  be  }/J6  inch  less  than  the  thickness  of  the  material,  unless  the  weld 
is  especially  designated  on  the  drawings  to  be  built  out  to  obtain  full  throat 
thickness. 
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1.17.6.  Length  of  Fillet  Welds.  —  The  minimum  effective  length  of  a 
strength  fillet  weld  shall  be  not  less  than  4  times  the  nominal  size,  or  else  the 
size  of  the  weld  shall  be  considered  not  to  exceed  one-fourth  of  its  effective 
length. 

If  longitudinal  fillet  welds  are  used  alone  in  end  connections  of  flat  bar 
tension  members,  the  length  of  each  fillet  weld  shall  be  not  less  than  the 
perpendicular  distance  between  them.  The  transverse  spacing  of  longitudinal 
fillet  welds  used  in  end  connections  shall  not  exceed  8  inches,  unless  the  design 
otherwise  prevents  excessive  transverse  bending  in  the  connection. 

1.17.7.  Intermittent  Fillet  Welds.  —  Intermittent  fillet  welds  may  be  used 
to  transfer  calculated  stress  across  a  joint  or  faying  surfaces  when  the  strength 
required  is  less  than  that  developed  by  a  continuous  fillet  weld  of  the  smallest 
permitted  size,  and  to  join  components  of  built-up  members.  The  effective 
length  of  any  segment  of  intermittent  fillet  welding  shall  be  not  less  than  4 
times  the  weld  size  with  a  minimum  of  1  x/%  inches. 

1.17.8.  Lap  Joints.  —  The  minimum  width  of  laps  on  lap  joints  shall  be 
5  times  the  thickness  of  the  thinner  part  joined  and  not  less  than  1  inch.  Lap 
joints  joining  plates  or  bars  subjected  to  axial  stress  shall  be  fillet  welded  along 
the  edge  of  both  lapped  parts  except  where  the  deflection  of  the  lapped  parts 
is  sufficiently  restrained  to  prevent  opening  of  the  joint  under  maximum  loading. 

1.17.9.  End  Returns  of  Fillet  Welds.  — ■  Side  or  end  fillet  welds  terminating 
at  ends  or  sides,  respectively,  of  parts  or  members  shall,  wherever  practicable, 
be  returned  continuously  around  the  corners  for  a  distance  not  less  than 
twice  the  nominal  size  of  the  weld.  This  provision  shall  apply  to  side  and  top 
fillet  welds  connecting  brackets,  beam  seats  and  similar  connections,  on  the 
plane  about  which  bending  moments  are  computed.  End  returns  shall  be 
indicated  on  the  design  and  detail  drawings. 

1.17.10.  Fillet  Welds  in  Holes  and  Slots. — ■  Fillet  welds  in  holes  or  slots 
may  be  used  to  transmit  shear  in  lap  joints  or  to  prevent  the  buckling  or 
separation  of  lapped  parts,  and  to  join  components  of  built-up  members. 
Such  fillet  welds  may  overlap,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sect.  28-1.14.7. 
Fillet  welds  in  holes  or  slots  are  not  to  be  considered  plug  or  slot  welds. 

1.17.11.  Plug  and  Slot  Welds.  — ■  Plug  or  slot  welds  may  be  used  to  trans- 
mit shear  in  a  lap  joint  or  to  prevent  buckling  of  lapped  parts  and  to  join 
component  parts  of  built-up  members. 

The  diameter  of  the  holes  for  a  plug  weld  shall  be  not  less  than  the  thickness 
of  the  part  containing  it  plus  %  inch,  rounded  to  the  next  greater  odd  Vie  inch, 
nor  greater  than  1x/i  times  the  thickness  of  the  weld  metal. 

The  minimum  center-to-center  spacing  of  plug  welds  shall  be  4  times  the 
diameter  of  the  hole. 

The  length  of  slot  for  a  slot  weld  shall  not  exceed  10  times  the  thickness  of 
the  weld.  The  width  of  the  slot  shall  be  not  less  than  the  thickness  of  the 
part  containing  it,  plus  %,  inch,  rounded  to  the  next  greater  odd  V^  inch,  nor 
shall  it  be  greater  than  2x/i  times  the  thickness  of  the  weld.     The  ends  of  the 
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slot  shall  be  semicircular  or  shall  have  the  corners  rounded  to  a  radius  not  less 
than  the  thickness  of  the  part  containing  it,  except  those  ends  which  extend  to 
the  edge  of  the  part. 

The  minimum  spacing  of  lines  of  slot  welds  in  a  direction  transverse  to 
their  length  shall  be  4  times  the  width  of  the  slot.  The  minimum  center-to- 
center  spacing  in  a  longitudinal  direction  on  any  line  shall  be  2  times  the  length 
of  the  slot. 

The  thickness  of  plug  or  slot  welds  in  material  ¥%  inch  or  less  in  thickness 
shall  be  equal  to  the  thickness  of  the  material.  In  material  over  %  inch  in 
thickness,  it  shall  be  at  least  one-half  the  thickness  of  the  material  but  not 
less  than  %  inch. 

Sect.  28-1.18.     Built-Up  Members. 

1.18.1.  Open  Box- Type  Beams  and  Grillages.  —  Where  two  or  more 
rolled  beams  or  channels  are  used  side-by-side  to  form  a  flexural  member, 
they  shall  be  connected  together  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  5  feet.  Through- 
bolts  and  separators  may  be  used,  provided  that  in  beams  having  a  depth  of 
12  inches  or  more,  no  fewer  than  2  bolts  shall  be  used  at  each  separator  loca- 
tion. When  concentrated  loads  are  carried  from  one  beam  to  the  other,  or 
distributed  between  the  beams,  diaphragms  having  sufficient  stiffness  to 
distribute  the  load  shall  be  riveted,  bolted  or  welded  between  the  beams. 
Where  beams  are  exposed,  they  shall  be  sealed  against  corrosion  of  interior 
surfaces,  or  spaced  sufficiently  far  apart  to  permit  cleaning  and  painting. 

1.18.2.  Compression  Members. 

1.18.2.1.  —  All  parts  of  built-up  compression  members  and  the  transverse 
spacing  of  their  lines  of  fasteners  shall  meet  the  requirements  of  Sects.  28-1.8 
and  28-1.9. 

1.18.2.2.  — ■  At  the  ends  of  built-up  compression  members  bearing  on  base 
plates  or  milled  surfaces,  all  components  in  contact  with  one  another  shall  be 
connected  by  rivets  or  bolts  spaced  longitudinally  not  more  than  4  diameters 
apart  for  a  distance  equal  to  1 3^  times  the  maximum  width  of  the  member,  or 
by  continuous  welds  having  a  length  not  less  than  the  maximum  width  of 
the  member. 

1.18.2.3.  —  The  longitudinal  spacing  for  intermediate  rivets,  bolts  or 
intermittent  welds  in  built-up  members  shall  be  adequate  to  provide  for  the 
transfer  of  calculated  stress.  However,  where  a  component  of  a  built-up 
compression  member  consists  of  an  outside  plate,  the  maximum  spacing 
shall  not  exceed  the  thickness  of  the  thinner  outside  plate  times  4,000/V/r1/ 
when  rivets  are  provided  on  all  gage  lines  at  each  section,  or  when  intermittent 
welds  are  provided  along  the  edges  of  the  components,  but  this  spacing  shall 
not  exceed  12  inches.  When  rivets  or  bolts  are  staggered,  the  maximum 
spacing  on  each  gage  line  shall  not  exceed  the  thickness  of  the  thinner  outside 
plate  times  6,000/Vrj,  nor  18  inches.  The  maximum  longitudinal  spacing 
of  rivets,  bolts  or  intermittent  welds  connecting  two  rolled  shapes  in  contact 
with  one  another  shall  not  exceed  24  inches. 
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1.18.2.4.- — Compression  members  composed  of  two  or  more  rolled  shapes 
separated  from  one  another  by  intermittent  fillers  shall  be  connected  to  one 
another  at  these  fillers  at  intervals  such  that  the  slenderness  ratio  l/r  of  either 
shape,  between  the  fasteners,  does  not  exceed  the  governing  slenderness  ratio 
of  the  built-up  member.  The  least  radius  of  gyration  r  shall  be  used  on  com- 
puting the  slenderness  ratio  of  each  component  part. 

1.18.2.5.  —  Open  sides  of  compression  members  built  up  from  plates  or 
shapes  shall  be  provided  with  lacing  having  tie  plates  at  each  end,  and  at 
intermediate  points  if  the  lacing  is  interrupted.  Tie  plates  shall  be  as  near 
the  ends  as  practicable.  In  main  members  carrying  calculated  stress  the  end 
tie  plates  shall  have  a  length  of  not  less  than  the  distance  between  the  lines 
of  rivets,  bolts  or  welds  connecting  them  to  the  components  of  the  member. 
Intermediate  tie  plates  shall  have  a  length  not  less  than  one-half  of  this  dis- 
tance. The  thickness  of  tie  plates  shall  be  not  less  than  1/50  of  the  distance 
between  the  lines  of  rivets,  bolts  or  welds  connecting  them  to  the  segments 
of  the  members.  In  riveted  and  bolted  construction  the  pitch  in  tie  plates 
shall  be  not  more  than  6  diameters  and  the  tie  plates  shall  be  connected  to 
each  segment  by  at  least  three  fasteners.  In  welded  construction,  the  welding 
on  each  line  connecting  a  tie  plate  shall  aggregate  not  less  than  one-third  the 
length  of  the  plate. 

1.1 8.2.6 A.  —  Lacing,  including  flat  bars,  angles,  channels  or  other  shapes 
employed  as  lacing,  shall  be  so  spaced  that  the  ratio  l/r  of  the  flange  included 
between  their  connections  shall  not  exceed  the  governing  ratio  for  the  member 
as  a  whole.  Lacing  shall  be  proportioned  to  resist  a  shearing  stress  normal  to 
the  axis  of  the  member  equal  to  2  percent  of  the  total  compressive  stress  in 
the  member.  The  ratio  l/r  for  lacing  bars  arranged  in  single  systems  shall 
not  exceed  140.  For  double  lacing  this  ratio  shall  not  exceed  200.  Double 
lacing  bars  shall  be  joined  at  their  intersections.  In  determining  the  required 
section  for  lacing  bars,  Formula  (1)  or  (3)  shall  be  used,  Kl  being  taken  as  the 
unsupported  length  of  the  lacing  bar  between  rivets  or  welds  connecting  it  to 
the  components  of  the  built-up  member  for  single  lacing  and  70  percent  of 
that  distance  for  double  lacing.  The  inclination  of  lacing  bars  to  the  axis 
of  the  member  shall  preferably  be  not  less  than  60  degrees  for  single  lacing 
and  45  degrees  for  double  lacing.  When  the  distance  between  the  lines  of 
rivets  or  welds  in  the  flanges  is  more  than  15  inches,  the  lacing  shall  preferably 
be  double  or  be  made  of  angles. 

1.18.2.7.  —  The  function  of  tie  plates  and  lacing  may  be  performed  by 
continuous  cover  plates  perforated  with  a  succession  of  access  holes.  The 
width  of  such  plates  at  access  holes,  as  defined  in  Sect.  28-1.9.2,  is  assumed 
available  to  resist  axial  stress,  provided  that:  the  width-to-thickness  ratio 
conforms  to  the  limitations  of  Sect.  28-1.9.2;  the  ratio  of  length  (in  direction 
of  stress)  to  width  of  hole  shall  not  exceed  2;  the  clear  distance  between  holes 
in  the  direction  of  stress  shall  be  not  less  than  the  transverse  distance  between 
nearest  lines  of  connecting  rivets,  bolts  or  welds;  and  the  periphery  of  the  holes 
at  all  points  shall  have  a  minimum  radius  of  VA  inches. 
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1.18.3.     Tension  Members. 

1.18.3.1. — The  longitudinal  spacing  of  rivets,  bolts  and  intermittent 
fillet  welds  connecting  a  plate  and  a  rolled  shape  in  a  built-up  tension  member, 
or  two  plate  components  in  contact  with  one  another,  shall  not  exceed  24 
times  the  thickness  of  the  thinner  plate  nor  12  inches.  The  longitudinal  spac- 
ing of  rivets,  bolts  and  intermittent  welds  connecting  two  or  more  shapes  in 
contact  with  one  another  in  a  tension  member  shall  not  exceed  24  inches. 
Tension  members  composed  of  two  or  more  shapes  or  plates  separated  from 
one  another  by  intermittent  fillers  shall  be  connected  to  one  another  at  these 
fillers  at  intervals  such  that  the  slenderness  ratio  of  either  component  between 
the  fasteners  does  not  exceed  240. 

1.18.3.2.  —  Either  perforated  cover  plates  or  tie  plates  without  lacing 
may  be  used  on  the  open  sides  of  built-up  tension  members.  Tie  plates  shall 
have  a  length  not  less  than  two-thirds  the  distance  between  the  lines  of  rivets, 
bolts  or  welds  connecting  them  to  the  components  of  the  member.  The 
thickness  of  such  tie  plates  shall  not  be  less  than  1/50  of  the  distance  between 
these  lines.  The  longitudinal  spacing  of  rivets,  bolts  or  intermittent  welds 
at  tie  plates  shall  not  exceed  6  inches.  The  spacing  of  tie  plates  shall  be  such 
that  the  slenderness  ratio  of  any  component  in  the  length  between  tie  plates 
will  not  exceed  240. 

Sect.  28-1.19.     Camber. 

1.19.1.  Trusses  and  Girders.  — -Trusses  of  80  feet  or  greater  span  should 
generally  be  cambered  for  approximately  the  dead  load  deflection.  Crane 
girders  of  75  feet  or  greater  span  should  generally  be  cambered  for  approxi- 
mately the  dead  and  half  five  load  deflection. 

1.19.2.  Camber  for  Other  Trades. — -If  any  special  camber  requirements 
are  necessary  in  order  to  bring  a  loaded  member  into  proper  relation  with  the 
work  of  other  trades,  as  for  the  attachment  of  runs  of  sash,  the  requirements 
shall  be  set  forth  on  the  plans  and  on  the  detail  drawings. 

1 . 1 9.3.  Erection.  — -  Beams  and  trusses  detailed  without  specified  camber 
shall  be  fabricated  so  that  after  erection  any  minor  camber  due  to  rolling  or 
shop  assembly  shall  be  upward.  If  camber  involves  the  erection  of  any 
member  under  a  straining  force,  this  shall  be  noted  on  the  erection  diagram. 

Sect.  28-1.20.  Expansion.  —  Adequate  provision  shall  be  made  for  ex- 
pansion and  contraction  appropriate  to  the  service  conditions  of  the  structure. 

Sect.  28-1.21.     Column  Bases. 

1.21.1.  Loads.  —  Proper  provision  shall  be  made  to  transfer  the  column 
loads,  and  moments  if  any,  to  the  footings  and  foundations. 
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1.21.2.  Alignment.  —  Column  bases  shall  be  set  level  and  to  correct 
elevation  with  full  bearing  on  the  masonry. 

1.21.3.  Finishing.  —  Column  bases  shall  be  finished  in  accordance  with  the 
following  requirements: 

1.  Rolled  steel  bearing  plates,  2  inches  or  less  in  thickness,  may  be  used 
without  planing,  provided  a  satisfactory  contact  bearing  is  obtained;  rolled 
steel  bearing  plates  over  2  inches  but  not  over  4  inches  in  thickness  may  be 
straightened  by  pressing;  or,  if  presses  are  not  available,  by  planing  for  all 
bearing  surfaces  (except  as  noted  under  Requirement  3  of  this  Section),  to 
obtain  a  satisfactory  contact  bearing;  rolled  steel  bearing  plates  over 
4  inches  in  thickness  shall  be  planed  for  all  bearing  surfaces  (except  as 
noted  under  Requirement  3  of  this  Section). 

2.  Column  bases  other  than  rolled  steel  bearing  plates  shall  be  planed 
for  all  bearing  surfaces  (except  as  noted  under  Requirement  3  of  this  Section). 

3.  The  bottom  surfaces  of  bearing  plates  and  column  bases  which  are 
grouted  to  insure  full  bearing  contact  on  foundations  need  not  be  planed. 

Sect.  28-1.22.  Anchor  Bolts.  —  Anchor  bolts  shall  be  designed  to  provide 
resistance  to  all  conditions  of  tension  and  shear  at  the  bases  of  columns,  in- 
cluding the  net  tensile  components  of  any  bending  moments  which  may 
result  from  fixation  or  partial  fixation  of  columns. 

Sect.  28-1.23.     Fabrication. 

1.23.1.  Straightening  Material.  —  Rolled  material,  before  being  laid  off 
or  worked,  must  be  straight  within  the  tolerances  allowed  by  ASTM  specifi- 
cation A6-62T.  If  straightening  is  necessary,  it  shall  be  done  by  methods 
that  will  not  injure  the  metal. 

1.23.2.  Qas  Cutting.  —  Gas  cutting  shall  preferably  be  done  by  machine. 
Gas  cut  edges  which  will  be  subjected  to  substantial  stress  or  which  are  to 
have  weld  metal  deposited  on  them  shall  be  free  from  gouges;  any  gouges  that 
remain  from  cutting  shall  be  removed  by  grinding.  All  re-entrant  corners 
shall  be  shaped  notch  free  to  a  radius  of  at  least  Yi  inch. 

1.23.3.  Planing  of  Edges.  —  Planing  or  finishing  of  sheared  or  gas  cut  edges 
of  plates  or  shapes  will  not  be  required  unless  specifically  called  for  on  the 
drawings  or  included  in  a  stipulated  edge  preparation  for  welding. 

1.23.4.  Riveted  and  Bolted  Construction — Holes.  —  Holes  for  rivets  or 
bolts  shall  be  He  inch  larger  than  the  nominal  diameter  of  the  rivet  or  bolt. 
If  the  thickness  of  the  material  is  not  greater  than  the  nominal  diameter  of 
the  rivet  or  bolt  plus  Y%  inch,  the  holes  may  be  punched.  If  the  thickness  of 
the  material  is  greater  than  the  nominal  diameter  of  the  rivet  or  bolt  plus 
Yi  inch,  the  holes  shall  be  either  drilled  from  the  solid,  or  sub-punched  and 
reamed.  The  die  for  all  sub-punched  holes,  and  the  drill  for  all  sub-drilled 
holes,  shall  be  at  least  ^6  inch  smaller  than  the  nominal  diameter  of  the 
rivet  or  bolt. 
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1.23.5.  Riveted  and  High  Strength  Bolted  Construction — -Assembling. — 

All  parts  of  riveted  members  shall  be  well  pinned  or  bolted  and  rigidly  held 
together  while  riveting.  Drifting  done  during  assembling  shall  not  distort  the 
metal  or  enlarge  the  holes.  Holes  that  must  be  enlarged  to  admit  the  rivets 
or  bolts  shall  be  reamed.     Poor  matching  of  holes  shall  be  cause  for  rejection. 

Rivets  shall  be  driven  by  power  riveters,  of  either  compression  or  manually- 
operated  type,  employing  pneumatic,  hydraulic  or  electric  power.  After 
driving  they  shall  be  tight  and  their  heads  shall  be  in  full  contact  with  the 
surface. 

Rivets  shall  ordinarily  be  hot-driven,  in  which  case  their  finished  heads 
shall  be  of  approximately  hemispherical  shape  and  shall  be  of  uniform  size 
throughout  the  work  for  the  same  size  rivet,  full,  neatly  finished  and  con- 
centric with  the  holes.  Hot-driven  rivets  shall  be  heated  uniformly  to  a 
temperature  not  exceeding  1950°F;  they  shall  not  be  driven  after  their  tem- 
perature has  fallen  below  1000°F. 

Rivets  may  be  driven  cold  if  approved  measures  are  taken  to  prevent 
distortion  of  the  riveted  material.  The  requirements  for  hot-driven  rivets 
shall  apply  except  as  modified  in  the  Tentative  Specification  for  Cold-Driven 
Rivets  of  the  Industrial  Fasteners  Institute. 

Surfaces  of  high  strength  bolted  parts  in  contact  with  the  bolt  head  and 
nut  shall  not  have  a  slope  of  more  than  1 :  20  with  respect  to  a  plane  normal  to 
the  bolt  axis.  Where  the  surface  of  a  high  strength  bolted  part  has  a  slope  of 
more  than  1:20,  a  beveled  washer  shall  be  used  to  compensate  for  the  lack 
of  parallelism.  High  strength  bolted  parts  shall  fit  solidly  together  when 
assembled  and  shall  not  be  separated  by  gaskets  or  any  other  interposed 
compressible  materials.  When  assembled,  all  joint  surfaces,  including  those 
adjacent  to  the  washers,  shall  be  free  of  scale  except  tight  mill  scale.  They 
shall  be  free  of  dirt,  loose  scale,  burrs,  and  other  defects  that  would  prevent 
solid  seating  of  the  parts.  Contact  surfaces  within  friction-type  joints  shall 
be  free  of  oil,  paint,  lacquer  or  galvanizing. 

All  A325  and  A354,  Grade  BC,  bolts  shall  be  tightened  to  a  bolt  tension 
not  less  than  the  proof  load  given  in  the  applicable  ASTM  Specification  for 
the  type  of  bolt  used.  Tightening  shall  be  done  with  properly  calibrated 
wrenches  or  by  the  turn-of-nut  method. 

Bolts  tightened  by  means  of  a  calibrated  wrench,  shall  be  installed  with  a 
hardened  washer  under  the  nut  or  bolt  head,  whichever  is  the  element  turned 
in  tightening.  Hardened  washers  are  not  required  when  bolts  are  tightened 
by  the  turn-of-nut  method. 

1 .23.6.  Welded  Construction.  — -  Surfaces  to  be  welded  shall  be  free  from 
loose  scale,  slag,  rust,  grease,  paint  and  any  other  foreign  material  except  that 
mill  scale  which  withstands  vigorous  wire  brushing  may  remain.  Joint 
surfaces  shall  be  free  from  fins  and  tears.  Preparation  of  edges  by  gas  cutting 
shall,  wherever  practicable,  be  done  by  a  mechanically  guided  torch. 

Parts  to  be  fillet  welded  shall  be  brought  in  as  close  contact  as  practicable 
and  in  no  event  shall  be  separated  by  more  than  %,  inch.     If  the  separation  is 
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V\t,  inch  or  greater,  the  size  of  the  fillet  welds  shall  be  increased  by  the  amount 
of  the  separation.  The  separation  between  faying  surfaces  of  lap  joints  and 
butt  joints  on  a  backing  structure  shall  not  exceed  ^6  inch.  The  fit  of  joints 
at  contact  surfaces  which  are  not  completely  sealed  by  welds,  shall  be  close 
enough  to  exclude  water  after  painting. 

Abutting  parts  to  be  butt  welded  shall  be  carefully  aligned.  Misalignments 
greater  than  Y%  inch  shall  be  corrected  and,  in  making  the  correction,  the 
parts  shall  not  be  drawn  into  a  sharper  slope  than  2  degrees  (%  inch  in 
12  inches). 

The  work  shall  be  positioned  for  flat  welding  whenever  practicable. 

In  assembling  and  joining  parts  of  a  structure  or  of  built-up  members,  the 
procedure  and  sequence  of  welding  shall  be  such  as  will  avoid  needless  distor- 
tion and  minimize  shrinkage  stresses.  Where  it  is  impossible  to  avoid  high 
residual  stresses  in  the  closing  welds  of  a  rigid  assembly,  such  closing  welds 
shall  be  made  in  compression  elements. 

In  the  fabrication  of  cover-plated  beams  and  built-up  members,  all  shop 
splices  in  each  component  part  shall  be  made  before  such  component  part  is 
welded  to  other  parts  of  the  member.  Long  girders  or  girder  sections  may  be 
made  by  shop  splicing  not  more  than  three  sub-sections,  each  made  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  paragraph. 

All  complete  penetration  butt  welds  made  by  manual  welding,  except  when 
produced  with  the  aid  of  backing  material  or  welded  in  the  flat  position  from 
both  sides  in  square-edge  material  not  more  than  %  inch  thick  with  root  open- 
ing not  less  than  one-half  the  thickness  of  the  thinner  part  joined,  shall  have 
the  root  of  the  initial  layer  gouged  out  on  the  back  side  before  welding  is 
started  from  that  side,  and  shall  be  so  welded  as  to  secure  sound  metal  and 
complete  fusion  throughout  the  entire  cross-section.  Butt  welds  made  with 
use  of  a  backing  of  the  same  material  as  the  base  metal  shall  have  the  weld 
metal  thoroughly  fused  with  the  backing  material.  Backing  strips  may 
be  removed  by  gouging  or  gas  cutting  after  welding  is  completed,  provided  no 
injury  is  done  to  the  base  metal  and  weld  metal  and  the  weld  metal  surface 
is  left  flush  or  slightly  convex  with  full  throat  thickness. 

Butt  welds  shall  be  terminated  at  the  ends  of  a  joint  in  a  manner  that  will 
ensure  their  soundness.  Where  possible,  this  should  be  done  by  use  of  ex- 
tension bars  or  run-off  plates.  Extension  bars  or  run-off  plates,  if  used,  shall 
be  removed  upon  completion  of  the  weld  and  the  ends  of  the  weld  made  smooth 
and  flush  with  the  abutting  parts. 

No  welding  shall  be  done  when  the  ambient  temperature  is  lower  than  0°F . 

Base  metal  shall  be  preheated  as  required  to  the  temperature  called  for  in 
Table  28-1.23.6  prior  to  tack  welding  or  welding.  When  base  metal  not  other- 
wise required  to  be  preheated  is  at  a  temperature  below  32°F,  it  shall  be  pre- 
heated to  at  least  70°F  prior  to  tack  welding  or  welding.  Preheating  shall 
bring  the  surface  of  the  base  metal  within  3  inches  of  the  point  of  welding  to 
the  specified  preheat  temperature,  and  this  temperature  shall  be  maintained 
as  a  minimum  interpass  temperature  while  welding  is  in  progress.  Minimum 
preheat  and  interpass  temperatures  shall  be  as  specified  in  Table  28-1.23.6. 
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Where  required,  multiple-layer  welds  may  be  peened  with  light  blows  from 
a  power  hammer,  using  a  round-nose  tool.  Peening  shall  be  done  after  the 
weld  has  cooled  to  a  temperature  warm  to  the  hand.  Care  shall  be  exercised 
to  prevent  scaling,  or  flaking  of  weld  and  base  metal  from  overpeening.

1.23.7.  Finishing.  —  Compression  joints  depending  upon  contact  bearing 
shall  have  the  bearing  surfaces  prepared  to  a  common  plane  by  milling, 
sawing  or  other  suitable  means. 

1.23.8.  Tolerances. 

1.23.8.1.  Straightness.  —  Structural  members  consisting  primarily  of  a 
single  rolled  shape  shall,  unless  otherwise  specified,  be  straight  within  the 
appropriate  tolerances  allowed  by  ASTM  Specification  A6-62T  or  as  pre- 
scribed in  the  following  paragraph.  Built-up  structural  members  fabricated 
by  riveting  or  welding,  unless  otherwise  specified,  shall  be  straight  within  the 
tolerances  allowed  for  wide  flange  shapes  by  ASTM  Specification  A6  or  by  the 
requirements  of  the  following  paragraph. 

Compression  members  shall  not  deviate  from  straightness  by  more  than 
1/1000  of  the  axial  length  between  points  which  are  to  be  laterally  supported. 

Completed  members  shall  be  free  from  twists,  bends  and  open  joints. 
Sharp  kinks  or  bends  shall  be  cause  for  rejection  of  material. 

1.23.8.2.  Length. — A  variation  of  \4i  inch  is  permissible  in  the  overall 
length  of  members  with  both  ends  finished  for  contact  bearing  as  in  Sect. 
28-1.23.7. 

Members  without  ends  finished  for  contact  bearing,  which  are  to  be  framed 
to  other  steel  parts  of  the  structure,  may  have  a  variation  from  the  detailed 
length  not  greater  than  l^e  inch  for  members  30  feet  or  less  in  length,  and  not 
greater  than  Y%  inch  for  members  over  30  feet  in  length. 
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Sect.  28-1.24A.     Protection  and  Painting. 

1.24.1.  General  Requirements.  —  Unless  subjected  to  deteriorating  con- 
ditions, otherwise  specified,  steelwork  which  will  be  concealed  by  interior 
building  finish  need  not  be  painted;  steelwork  to  be  encased  in  concrete  shall 
not  be  painted.  Unless  specifically  exempted,  all  other  steelwork  shall  be 
given  one  coat  of  shop  paint,  applied  thoroughly  and  evenly  to  dry  surfaces 
which  have  been  cleaned  in  accordance  with  the  following  paragraph,  by  brush, 
spray,  roller  coating,  flow  coating,  or  dipping,  at  the  election  of  the  fabricator. 

After  inspection  and  approval  and  before  leaving  the  shop,  all  steelwork 
specified  to  be  painted  shall  be  cleaned  by  hand-wire  brushing,  or  by  other 
methods  elected  by  the  fabricator,  of  loose  mill  scale,  loose  rust,  weld  slag  or 
flux  deposit,  dirt  and  other  foreign  matter.  Oil  and  grease  deposits  shall  be 
removed  by  solvent.  Steelwork  specified  to  have  no  shop  paint  shall,  after 
fabrication,  be  cleaned  of  oil  or  grease  by  solvent  cleaners  and  be  cleaned  of 
dirt  and  other  foreign  material  by  thorough  sweeping  with  a  fiber  brush. 

The  shop  coat  of  paint  is  intended  to  protect  the  steel  for  only  a  short  period 
of  exposure,  even  if  it  is  a  primer  for  subsequent  painting  to  be  performed  in 
the  field  by  others. 

1.24.2.  Inaccessible  Surfaces.  —  Surfaces  inaccessible  after  assembly 
shall  be  treated  in  accordance  with  Sect.  28-1.24.1  before  assembly. 

1 .24.3.  Contact  Surfaces.  —  Contact  surfaces  shall  be  cleaned  in  accordance 
with  Sect.  28-1.24.1  before  assembly  but  shall  not  be  painted. 

1.24.4.  Finished  Surfaces.  —  Machine  finished  surfaces  shall  be  protected 
against  corrosion  by  a  rust-inhibiting  coating  that  can  be  easily  removed  prior 
to  erection  or  which  has  characteristics  that  make  removal  unnecessary  prior 
to  erection. 

1.24.5.  Surfaces  Adjacent  to  Field  Welds.  —  Unless  otherwise  provided, 
surfaces  within  two  inches  of  any  field  weld  location  shall  be  free  of  materials 
that  would  prevent  proper  welding  or  produce  objectionable  fumes  while 
welding  is  being  done. 

1.24.6A.  —  After  erection  and  after  touch-up  of  shop  coat,  steel,  unless 
specifically  exempted  in  this  Section  28-1. 24A,  shall  be  given  a  field  coat  of 
approved  metal  protection  of  another  color. 

Primary  frame  steel  built  into  exterior  masonry  walls  shall  have  adequate 
protection  against  corrosion  by  encasing  in  one  and  one-half  inches  of  Portland 
cement  mortar  or  by  a  mastic  asphalt  or  pitch  one-eighth  inch  thick  or  its 
approved  equivalent. 

I.24.7A.  Protection  of  Light  Qage  Steel  Construction.  —  All  individual 
structural  members  and  assembled  panels  of  light  gage  cold-formed  steel 
construction,  except  where  fabricated  of  approved  corrosion-resistive  steel, 
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or  of  steel  having  a  corrosion-resistive  metallic  or  other  approved  coating, 
shall  be  protected  against  corrosion  with  an  acceptable  shop  coat  of  paint, 
enamel,  or  other  approved  protection. 

After  erection  where  directly  exposed  to  the  weather,  except  when  encased 
in  concrete  made  of  non-corrosive  aggregates,  or  where  fabricated  of  approved 
corrosion-resistive  steel,  or  of  galvanized  or  otherwise  adequately  protected 
steel,  individual  structural  members  and  assembled  panels  of  light  gage  cold- 
formed  steel  construction  shall  be  given  an  additional  coat  of  acceptable 
protection. 

Exposed  siding  or  sheathing  shall  be  fabricated  of  approved  corrosion-resistive 
steel  or  otherwise  protected  at  the  ground  level  for  sufficient  height  above 
grade  as  determined  by  the  depth  of  average  snowfall  (40  inches). 

Floor  or  roof  construction  which  extends  into  an  exterior  wall  shall  be 
adequately  waterproofed  and  protected  from  the  weather  to  prevent  corrosion. 

Sect.  28-1.25.     Erection. 

1.25.1.  Bracing. — The  frame  of  steel  skeleton  buildings  shall  be  carried 
up  true  and  plumb,  and  temporary  bracing  shall  be  introduced  wherever 
necessary  to  take  care  of  all  loads  to  which  the  structure  may  be  subjected, 
including  equipment  and  the  operation  of  same.  Such  bracing  shall  be  left 
in  place  as  long  as  may  be  required  for  safety. 

Wherever  piles  of  material,  erection  equipment  or  other  loads  are  carried 
during  erection,  proper  provision  shall  be  made  to  take  care  of  stresses  resulting 
from  such  loads. 

1.25.2.  Adequacy  of  Temporary  Connections.  —  As  erection  progresses, 
the  work  shall  be  securely  bolted,  or  welded,  to  take  care  of  all  dead  load,  wind 
and  erection  stresses. 

1.25.3.  Alignment.  —  No  riveting,  permanent  bolting  or  welding  shall  be 
done  until  as  much  of  the  structure  as  will  be  stiffened  thereby  has  been 
properly  aligned. 

1 .25.4.  Field  Welding.  —  Any  shop  paint  on  surfaces  adjacent  to  joints 
to  be  field  welded  shall  be  wire  brushed  to  reduce  the  paint  film  to  a  minimum. 

Sect.  28-1.26A.     Inspection. 

1 .26. 1 .  General.  —  Material  and  workmanship  at  all  times  shall  be  subject 
to  the  inspection  of  experienced  engineers  representing  the  purchaser. 

1 .26.2.  Cooperation.  —  All  inspection  as  far  as  possible  shall  be  made  at 
the  place  of  manufacture,  and  the  contractor  or  manufacturer  shall  cooperate 
with  the  inspector,  permitting  access  for  inspection  to  all  places  where  work 
is  being  done. 
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1.26.3.  Rejections.  —  Material  or  workmanship  not  conforming  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Code  may  be  rejected  at  any  time  defects  are  found  during 
the  progress  of  the  work. 

1.26.4A.  Inspection  of  Welding  and  High  Strength  Bolts.  —  The  inspection 
of  welding  shall  be  performed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Standard 
Code  for  Welding  in  Building  Construction,  American  Welding  Society  Dl.0-63. 

Inspection  of  high  strength  bolts  shall  be  performed  by  a  competent  in- 
spector qualified  by  experience  and  training  and  approved  by  the  Building 
Commissioner  and  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  1962  Specifications 
For  Structural  Joints  Using  ASTM  A-325  bolts. 

1.26.5.  Identification  of  High  Strength  Steels. — Steel  which  is  used  for 
main  components  and  which  is  required  to  have  a  yield  point  greater  than 
36,000  psi  shall,  at  all  times  in  the  fabricator's  plant,  be  marked  to  identify 
its  ASTM  specification.  Identification  of  such  steel  in  completed  members 
or  assemblies  shall  be  marked  by  painting  the  ASTM  specification  designation 
on  the  piece,  over  any  shop  coat  of  paint,  prior  to  shipment  from  the  fabri- 
cator's plant. 

Sect.  28-1.27A.     Open  Web  Steel  Joists. 

1.27.1.  General.  —  Open  Web  Steel  joists  shall  mean  any  open-webbed 
beam  or  truss,  twenty-four  inches  or  less  in  depth,  produced  directly  by 
rolling,  cold-forming  or  pressing.  Joists  may  be  fabricated  from  rolled,  cold- 
formed  or  pressed  shapes  by  welding,  riveting  or  expanding. 

Steel  joists  shall  not  be  used  in  the  first  floor  of  a  building  where  there  is 
not  a  basement  or  cellar  below,  unless  it  has  clearance  above  the  ground  of  at 
least  twenty-four  inches,  and  the  space  below  is  ventilated  either  to  a  heated 
basement  or  to  the  outside  air.  Ventilation  of  such  space  to  a  heated  base- 
ment shall  consist  of  at  least  two  remote  openings  in  the  basement  wall  having 
a  total  area  of  at  least  two  square  feet  for  each  twenty-five  linear  feet  of  wall. 
Ventilation  of  such  space  to  outside  air  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  openings 
in  each  exterior  wall  thereof,  well  distributed,  except  that  openings  need  not 
be  provided  in  the  front  wall  when  the  space  is  ventilated  in  the  rear  and  both 
side  walls.  The  aggregate  area  of  openings  shall  be  not  less  than  two  square 
feet  for  each  twenty-five  linear  feet  of  wall.  Openings  in  exterior  walls  shall 
be  protected  by  non-corrodible  wire  mesh  with  openings  not  greater  than 
one-half  inch. 

1.27.2.  Design.  —  The  provisions  of  this  Part  for  design  and  materials 
shall  apply  to  Open  Web  Steel  Joists.  Steel  members  hot-rolled  to  shape  shall 
be  designed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  28-1.0  through 
28-1. 27A;  steel  members  cold-formed  to  shape  shall  be  designed  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  28-1 .28 A. 

Where  Open  Web  Steel  Joists  are  used  for  other  than  simple  spans  under 
uniformly  distributed  loading  their  stresses  shall  be  investigated  and  be  limited 
to  those  allowed  by  this  Part.  Adequate  top  flange  and  lateral  bracing  shall 
be  provided  to  support  the  joist  in  proper  alignment  under  such  loads. 
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The  clear  span  of  joists  shall  not  exceed  24  times  their  depth  in  roof  con- 
struction and  shall  not  exceed  20  times  their  depth  in  floor  construction. 

The  deflection  due  to  design  live  load  shall  not  exceed  1/360  of  the  clear 
span  for  all  floors  and  roofs  where  a  plaster  ceiling  is  attached  or  suspended, 
and  1/240  of  the  clear  span  in  all  other  cases. 

1.27.3.  End  Bearing.  —  The  ends  of  steel  joists  shall  extend  a  distance  of 
not  less  than  4  inches  over  masonry  or  concrete  supports  and  not  less  than 
2lA  inches  over  steel  supports,  except  where  opposite  joists  butt  over  a  narrow 
steel  support  and  positive  attachment  is  made  by  welding  or  bolting,  a  shorter 
end  bearing  length  may  be  used  when  the  bearing  stresses  are  within  the 
allowable  working  stresses  permitted  in  this  Part. 

1 .27.4.  Anchorage.  — ■  Joists  resting  on  masonry  or  concrete  supports  shall 
be  bedded  in  mortar  and  anchored  thereto  with  an  anchor  equivalent  to  a 
%-inch  round  steel  bar  not  less  than  8  inches  long.  Every  joist  in  floors  and 
roofs  shall  be  anchored. 

In  roofs  where  parapet  walls  are  not  present,  two  J^-inch  anchor  bolts  or 
other  equal  means  shall  be  used  in  lieu  of  the  steel  bar.  The  ends  of  all  steel 
joists  resting  on  steel  supports  shall  be  positively  attached  thereto  by  either  a 
minimum  of  two  welds  1  inch  long  or  one  bolt  14  inch  diameter.  If  uplift 
forces  are  a  consideration,  the  anchorage  shall  be  capable  of  resisting  such 
uplift  forces. 

1.27.5.  Bridging. —  Bridging  shall  be  provided  for  steel  joists  to  afford 
lateral  support  during  and  after  erection  and  to  distribute  concentrations  of 
live  load  among  adjacent  joists.  Bridging  shall  be  of  approved  rigid  type. 
Attachment  shall  be  by  welding  or  mechanical  means  and  shall  be  capable  of 
resisting  a  horizontal  force  of  not  less  than  500  pounds.  The  ratio  of  unbraced 
length  to  least  radius  of  gyration  (l/r)  of  the  bridging  member  shall  not 
exceed  300.  Bridging  shall  be  provided  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  7  feet 
for  spans  up  to  21  feet,  nor  more  than  8  feet  for  spans  over  21  feet.  The  ends 
of  all  bridging  terminating  at  walls  or  beams  shall  be  anchored  thereto  at  both 
top  and  bottom  chords. 

Sect.  28-1.28A.     Light  Qage  Cold-Formed  Steel  Construction. 

1 .28. 1 .  Design.  —  All  computations  for  safe  load,  stress,  and  deflection  of 
light  gage  cold-formed  steel  structural  members  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  specified  herein. 

Where  design  criteria  or  applications  are  not  specifically  covered  in  Sect. 
28-1.28,  the  design  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  1962  Edition  of  the  Specifi- 
cation for  the  Design  of  Light  Gage  Cold- Formed  Steel  Structural  Members 
of  American  Iron  and  Steel  Institute. 

Properties  of  sections  shall  be  based  on  the  full  cross-section  of  the  members 
(or  net  section  where  the  use  of  a  net  section  is  customary)  except  where  the 
use  of  a  reduced  cross-section,  or  "effective  design  width,"  is  required. 

1 .28. 1 . 1 .  —  Maximum  allowable  overall  flat-width  ratios,  w/t,  disregarding 
intermediate  stiffeners  and  taking  as  "t"  the  actual  thickness  of  the  element, 
shall  be  as  follows:

All  pipe  shall  be  mill  tested 
and  approved.  Round  pipe  shall  be  standard  weight  or  heavier.  The  wall 
thickness  of  square  and  rectangular  pipe  shall  not  be  less  than  V^  inch. 

Filling  shall  be  standard  weight,  machine-mixed,  stone  or  gravel  concrete 
and  shall  have  a  minimum  compressive  strength  of  3,500  pounds  per  square 
inch  when  proportioned  and  tested  by  procedures  described  in  Part  26.  Con- 
crete while  being  placed  shall  be  compacted  by  a  mechanical  method  which 
will  ensure  complete  filling  of  the  pipe  with  dense  concrete  of  homogeneous 
quality. 

Bases,  caps,  web  ties,  brackets  and  shear  heads  shall  be  of  steel  meeting  the 
requirements  of  ASTM  Standards  A373-58T,  A7-61T  or  A36-62T.  Such 
fixtures  and  their  attachments  to  the  pipe  and  reinforcement  shall  be  such  as 
to  ensure  that  the  allowable  stresses,  under  the  maximum  conditions  of  loading, 
are  not  exceeded. 

Longitudinal  steel  having  a  yield  point  approximating  that  of  the  pipe  may 
be  used  to  increase  the  strength  of  the  columns.  Such  steel  shall  be  new, 
straight  and  continuous  for  the  entire  length  of  the  column  with  ends  so 
detailed  as  to  develop  the  computed  stress.  The  ends  of  such  steel  shall  be 
arranged  for  even  bearing  with  the  pipe  and  milled  after  filling  if  necessary 
to  obtain  uniform  bearing.  The  strength  of  this  reinforcement  shall  be 
calculated  by  adding  its  area  to  the  area  of  the  steel  pipe  and  including  it 
in  the  calculations. 

Material  surrounding  a  filled  pipe  column  for  fire  protection  shall  not  be 
considered  as  either  load-bearing  or  as  increasing  the  stiffness.

—  Hollow  cast-iron  columns,  except  when  open  at  both  ends  and 
without  flanges,  shall  have  two  three-eighths  inch  holes  drilled  in  the  shell  to 
exhibit  the  thickness  thereof.  If  the  columns  are  cast  on  the  side,  both  holes 
shall  be  at  mid-height  at  ninety  degrees  from  one  another  about  the  axis  of 
the  column.  Additional  holes  shall  be  drilled  when  required  by  the  Com- 
missioner. If  the  core  of  a  cast-iron  column  is  found  to  have  shifted  more 
than  one-quarter  the  thickness  of  the  shell,  the  strength  shall  be  computed 
assuming  the  thickness  all  around  to  be  that  of  the  thinnest  part.

—  Cast-iron  columns  shall  not  be  used  where  the  loading  is  so  ec- 
centric as  to  cause  tension,  nor  shall  they  be  used  in  garages  or  other  structures 
where  they  may  be  subject  to  impact  from  vehicles. 

Sect.  28-2.0.     Plastic  Design. 

Sect.  28-2.1  A.  Scope.  —  Subject  to  the  limitations  contained  herein, 
simple  or  continuous  beams,  one  and  two-story  rigid  frames  classified  as 
Class  A  construction  in  Sect.  28-1 .2 A  and  similar  portions  of  structures  rigidly 
constructed  so  as  to  be  continuous  over  at  least  one  interior  support,*  may 
be  proportioned  on  the  basis  of  plastic  design,  i.e.,  of  their  maximum  strength. 
This  strength,  as  determined  by  rational  analysis,  shall  not  be  less  than  that 
required  to  support  1.70  times  the  given  live  load  and  dead  load  for  simple 
and  continuous  beams.  For  continuous  frames  it  shall  not  be  less  than  1.85 
times  the  given  live  load  and  dead  load,  nor  1.40  times  these  loads  acting  in 
conjunction  with  1.40  times  any  specified  wind  or  earthquake  forces. 

Connections  joining  a  portion  of  a  structure  designed  on  the  basis  of  plastic 
behavior  with  a  portion  not  so  designed  need  be  no  more  rigid  than  ordinary 
seat-and-cap  angle  or  standard  web  connections. 

Where  plastic  design  is  used  as  the  basis  for  proportioning  continuous  beams 
and  structural  frames,  the  provisions  relating  to  allowable  working  stress, 
contained  in  Sects.  28-1.0  through  28.1.26.5  are  waived.  Except  as  modified 
by  these  rules,  however,  all  other  pertinent  provisions  of  these  Sections  shall 
govern. 

Crane  runways  shall  not  be  designed  continuous  over  interior  vertical 
supports  on  the  basis  of  maximum  strength.  However,  rigid  frame  bents 
supporting  crane  runways  may  be  considered  as  coming  within  the  scope  of 
the  rules. 

Sect.  28-2.2A.  Structural  Steel.  —  Structural  steel  shall  conform  to  one  of 
the  following  specifications.

Their  ends  shall  be  fully  welded  to  the  inside  face  of  the  flange  opposite  the 
concentrated  tensile  load.  They  may  be  fitted  against  the  inside  face  of  the 
flange  opposite  the  concentrated  compression  load.  When  the  concentrated 
load  delivered  by  a  beam  occurs  on  one  side  only,  the  web  stiffener  need  not 
exceed  one-half  the  depth  of  the  member,  but  the  welding  connecting  it  to  the 
web  shall  be  sufficient  to  develop  FyAst. 

Sect.  28-2.6.  Minimum  Thickness  (Width-Thickness  Ratios).  —  Pro- 
jecting elements  that  would  be  subjected  to  compression  involving  plastic 
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hinge  rotation  under  ultimate  loading,  shall  have  width-thickness  ratios  no 

greater  than  the  following: 

Flanges  of  rolled  shapes  and  flange  plates  of  similar  built-up  shapes:  83^, 
except  that  for  rolled  shapes  an  upward  variation  of  3  percent  may  be 
tolerated.  The  thickness  of  sloping  flanges  may  be  taken  as  their  average 
thickness.  Stiffeners  and  that  portion  of  flange  plates  in  box  sections  and 
cover  plates  included  between  the  free  edge  and  the  first  longitudinal  row 
of  fasteners  or  connecting  welds:  8)4- 
The  width-thickness  ratio  of  flange  plates  in  box  sections  and  flange  cover 

plates  included  between  longitudinal  lines  of  connecting  rivets,  high  strength 

bolts  or  welds,  shall  not  exceed  32. 

The  depth-thickness  ratio  of  beam  and  girder  webs  subjected  to  plastic 

bending  without  axial  loading  shall  not  exceed  70  and,  when  subjected  to 

combined  axial  force  and  plastic  bending  moment  at  ultimate  loading,  the

with  a  minimum  value  of  43. 

Sect.  28-2.7.  Connections.  —  All  connections,  the  rigidity  of  which  is 
essential  to  the  continuity  assumed  as  the  basis  of  the  design  analysis,  shall 
be  capable  of  resisting  the  moments,  shears  and  axial  loads  to  which  they  would 
be  subjected  by  the  ultimate  loading. 

Corner  connections  (haunches),  tapered  or  curved  for  architectural  reasons, 
shall  be  so  proportioned  that  the  full  plastic  bending  strength  of  the  section 
adjacent  to  the  connection  can  be  developed,  if  required. 

Stiffeners  shall  be  used,  as  required,  to  preserve  the  flange  continuity  of 
interrupted  members  at  their  junction  with  other  members  in  a  continuous 
frame.  Such  stiffeners  shall  be  placed  in  pairs  on  opposite  sides  of  the  web 
of  the  member  which  extends  continuously  through  the  joint. 

Rivets,  welds  and  A307  bolts  shall  be  proportioned  to  resist  the  forces  pro- 
duced at  ultimate  load  using  unit  stresses  equal  to  1.67  times  those  given  in 
Sects.  28-1. 16A  and  28-1.17. 

In  general,  groove  welds  are  preferable  to  fillet  welds,  but  their  use  is  not 
mandatory  when  the  strength  of  the  latter  at  1.67  times  the  stress  given  in 
Sect.  28-1.17  is  sufficient  to  resist  the  ultimate  load  imposed  upon  a  joint. 

High  strength  bolts  may  be  proportioned,  on  the  basis  of  their  minimum 
guaranteed  proof  load,  to  resist  the  tension  produced  by  the  ultimate  loading. 
When  used  to  transmit  shear  produced  by  the  ultimate  loading,  one  bolt  may 
be  substituted  for  a  rivet  of  the  same  nominal  diameter.  High  strength  bolts 
may  be  used  in  joints  having  painted  contact  surfaces  when  these  joints  are 
of  such  size  that  the  slip  required  to  produce  bearing  would  not  interfere  with 
the  formation,  at  ultimate  loading,  of  the  plastic  hinges  assumed  in  the  design. 

Sect.  28-2.8A.  Lateral  Bracing.  —  Members  designed  on  the  basis  of  ulti- 
mate load  shall  be  adequately  braced  to  resist  lateral  and  torsional  displace- 
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ments  at  the  plastic  hinge  locations  associated  with  the  failure  mechanism. 
The  laterally  unsupported  distance,  lcr,  from  such  braced  hinge  locations  to 
similarly  braced  adjacent  points  on  the  member  or  frame  shall  not  exceed 

lcr  =  [GO  -  40  —J  rv  Formula  (26) 

except  that  it  need  not  be  less  than  35^ 

where 

rv  =  the  radius  of  gyration  of  the  member  about  its  weak  axis 
M  =  the  lesser  of  the  moments  at  the  ends  of  the  unbraced  segment 
and 

M/Mp,  the  end  moment  ratio,  is  positive  when  the  segment  is  bent 
in  single  curvature  and  negative  when  bent  in  double 
curvature. 

Any  greater  laterally  unbraced  length  for  these  segments  must  be  justified 
by  an  analysis  based  upon  the  predictable  amount  of  restraint  present  at  the 
ends  of  the  segment  in  the  plane  of  the  computed  bending  moments. 

The  foregoing  provisions  need  not  apply  in  the  region  of  the  last  hinge  to 
form  in  the  failure  mechanism  assumed  as  the  basis  for  proportioning  a  given 
member,  nor  in  members  oriented  with  their  weak  axis  normal  to  the  plane  of 
bending.  However,  in  the  region  of  the  last  hinge  to  form,  and  in  regions  not 
adjacent  to  a  plastic  hinge,  the  maximum  distance  between  points  of  lateral 
support  shall  be  such  as  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  Formulas  (4),  (5A), 
(5B)  and  (6)  in  Sections  28-1.0  through  28-1.26.5  of  this  Specification.  For 
this  case  the  value  of  fa  and  fy  shall  be  computed  from  the  moment  and  axial 
force  at  ultimate  loading,  divided  by  the  applicable  load  factor. 

Members  built  into  a  masonry  wall  and  having  their  web  perpendicular  to 
this  wall  can  be  assumed  to  be  laterally  supported  with  respect  to  their  weak 
axis  of  bending. 

Sect.  28-2.9.  Fabrication.  —  The  provisions  of  Sects.  1.7.5  through  1.26.5 
with  respect  to  workmanship  shall  govern  the  fabrication  of  structures,  or 
portions  of  structures,  designed  on  the  basis  of  maximum  strength,  subject  to 
the  following  limitations: 

The  use  of  sheared  edges  shall  be  avoided  in  locations  subject  to  plastic 

hinge  rotation  at  ultimate  loading.     If  used,  they  shall  be  finished  smooth 

by  grinding,  chipping  or  planing. 

In  locations  subject  to  plastic  hinge  rotation  at  ultimate  loading,  holes  for 

rivets  or  bolts  in  the  tension  area  shall  be  subpunched  and  reamed  or  drilled 

full  size.

I  would  like  the  record  to  show  that  this 
was  referred  by  the  Mayor's  office  to  the  Bos- 
ton City  Council  on  September  16,  1963.  The 
following  week  was  the  election  week,  the 
date  today  is  October  7,  1963.  The  hearing 
was  held  on  this  matter  last  week.  At  the 
hearing  it  developed,  and  the  record  will  show, 
that  as  recent  as  October  1,  which  is  sub- 
sequent to  the  date  we  received  this  resolve, 
changes  have  been  made  into  the  agreement. 
Notwithstanding  all  that,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the  proposed  developer  stated  he  had 
only  seen  the  amended  agreement  within  the 
past  few  days,  that  his  attorney  had  only 
seen  it  within  that  time,  the  fact  that  the 
committee  has  made  its  report  shows  the 
speed  with  which  the  committee  and  the 
Council  have  acted. 

The  record  will  also  show  the  proposal  was 
made  in  February  of  this  year.  Yet  it  was 
not  until  September  23,  that  the  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  sent  anything  to  the  Council 
and  only  after  action  taken  by  the  Council 
requesting  that  the  Mayor  expedite  this  mat- 
ter. 

This  hearing  has  brought  out  even  as  of 
this  date  the  Boston  Redevelopment  fails  to 
include  in  its  proposal  for  redevelopment  proj- 
ects any  formula  which  assures  any  pro- 
spective developer  that  he  would  get  the  same 
treatment  as  anyone  else  with  respect  to  as- 
sessments   or   payments   in   lieu   of   taxes.

I  am  most  pleased  with  your  offer  to  submit 
to  the  City  Council  a  loan  order  in  the  amount 
of  $14,000,000  to  be  borrowed  outside  of  the 
debt  limit,  for  the  construction  of  new  school 
buildings.  There  is  complete  agreement  that 
the  school  building  program  should  be  started 
immediately  and  to  continue  forward  with  a 
view  to  making  our  school  plant  facilities  the 
finest  to  be  had.  Truly,  with  proper  planning, 
finances,  and  a  spirit  of  cooperation  Boston 
can  forge  ahead  to  produce  school  buildings 
which  will  properly  house  its  children,  and 
thus  be  the  pride  of  Boston  and  the  nation.

VETO  OF  ORDINANCE  REPEALING  ORDI- 
NANCE ESTABLISHING  CHARGES 
FOR  THE  USE  OF  THE  COMMON 
SEWERS. 

The   following    was    received: 

City    of   Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October   16,   1963. 
To    the    City    Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature 
and  disapproved,  the  ordinance  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  September  30,  1963,  repeal- 
ing section  8  of  chapter  30  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1961  (as  inserted  by  chapter  11 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1961,  and  amended  by 
sections  13  and  14  of  the  Ordinances  of  1962) 
under  which  sewer  use  charges  are  imposed 
annually   in    Boston. 

My  objection  thereto  is  that  section  8  of 
chapter  30  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961, 
as  amended,  which  the  ordinance  returned 
herewith  would  repeal  apportions  the  annual 
cost  of  maintaining  and  repairing  the  city's 
common  sewers  among  the  users  of  those 
sewers  in  proportion  to  the  extent  of  their 
respective  use,  which,  in  my  opinion,  is  the 
most  just  and  equitable  method  of  distributing 
that  cost  and  accords  with  the  general  trend 
throughout  the  country  of  treating  the  munic- 
ipal sewerage  operation  as  a  public  utility 
function.  Before  the  sewer  use  charge,  tax 
exempt  properties  contributed  little,  if  any- 
thing, in  the  way  of  direct  revenue  toward 
the  operating  costs  of  our  city;  but  that 
charge  now  results  in  their  paying  their  fair 
share  of  this  expensive  municipal  service. 
Furthermore,  if  the  ordinance  returned  here- 
with should  become  law,  it  would  be,  both 
economically  and  psychologically,  a  deterrent 
to  new  construction  in  Boston,  because  it 
makes  no  provision  for  raising  a  sum  of  money 
equivalent  to  the  more  than  $3,500,000  pro- 
duced annually  by  the  sewer  use  charge,  and 
thereby  adds  about  $2.45  to  the  annual  prop- 
erty tax  rate.  In  short,  the  conditions  which 
in  1961  induced,  first  the  Legislature  in  chap- 
ter   311    of    the    Acts    of   1961,    and   then    your 
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Honorable  Body  in  chapter  11  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1961,  to  provide  for  an  annual  sewer 
use  charge  in  Boston  still  exist  and,  upon 
mature  reflection,  will  be  found  to  require 
the  continuance  of  that  charge.

Gentlemen : 

This  is  in  response  to  your  request  for  my 
opinion  as  to  the  relationship  between  G.  L., 
c.  83,  s.  16  (as  amended  by  St.  1961,  c.  311) 
and  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17D  (as  appearing  in 
St.   1851,   c.  376,  s.   1). 

The  basic  provision  of  the  first  of  these 
two  statutes  is  that  the  "aldermen  of  any 
city  .  .  .  may  from  time  to  time  establish 
just  and  equitable  annual  charges  for  the  use 
of  common  sewers,  which  shall  be  paid  by 
every  person  who  enters  his  particular  sewer 
therein."  Under  G.  L.,  c.  4,  s.  7,  el.  First, 
in  a  city  (such  as  Boston)  which  has  no  al- 
dermen, the  word  "aldermen  is  to  be  con- 
structed as  meaning  the  board  having  like  pow- 
ers or  duties,  which  in  Boston  is  the  City 
Council. 

Your  precise  inquiry  is  whether  in  acting 
under  G.L.,  c.  83,  s.  16,  the  City  Council  is 
subject  to  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17D,  which,  so 
far   as    here    relevant,    prescribes: 

"Every  order,  ordinance,  resolution  and 
vote  of  the  city  council  (except  special 
municipal  election  orders  adopted  under  sec- 
tion thirteen,  votes  relating  to  the  internal 
affairs  of  said  council,  resolutions  not  affect- 
ing legal  rights,  votes  electing  officials,  and 
votes  confirming  appointments  by  the  may- 
or) shall  be  presented  to  the  mayor  for  his 
approval.  If  he  approves  it,  he  shall  sign 
it;  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  in  force.  If 
he  disapproves  it,  he  shall,  by  filing  it  with 
the  city  clerk  with  his  abjections  thereto 
in  writing,  return  it  to  the  city  council 
which  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on 
its  records.  Every  order,  ordinance,  reso- 
lution and  vote  authorizing  a  loan  or  ap- 
propriating money  or  accepting  a  statute 
involving  the  expenditure  of  money,  which 
is  so  returned  to  the  city  council,  shall  be 
void,  and  no  further  action  shall  be  taken 
thereon;  but  the  city  council  shall  proceed 
forthwith  to  reconsider  every  other  order, 
ordinance,  resolution  and  vote  so  returned, 
and  if,  after  such  reconsideration,  two  thirds 
of  all  the  city  councillors  vote  to  pass  it 
notwithstanding  the  disapproval  of  the  may- 
or, it  shall  then  be  in  force;  but  no  such 
vote  shall  be  taken  before  the  seventh  day 
after  the  the  city  council  has  entered  the 
abjections  at  large  on  its  records.  Every 
order,  ordinance,  resolution  or  vote  required 
by  this  section  to  be  presented  to  the  may- 
or which,  within  fifteen  days  after  such 
presentation,  is  neither  signed  by  him  nor 
filed  with  his  written  objections  as  herein- 
before provided,  shall  be  in  force  on  and 
after  the  sixteenth  day  following  such  pre- 
sentation." 

An  order,  ordinance,  resolution  or  vote  of 
the  City  Council  under  G.L.,  c.  83,  s.  16  (as 
amended),  does  not  come  within  the  express 
exceptions  to  the  provision  last  quoted  for 
clearly  such  an  order,  ordinance,  resolution 
or  vote  is  neither  a  special  municipal  election 
order,  nor  a  vote  relating  to  the  internal  af- 
fairs of  the  City  Council,  nor  a  resolution  not 
affecting  legal  rights,  nor  a  vote  electing  an 
official,  nor  a  vote  confirming  an  appointment 
by  the  Mayor.  With  the  exceptions  just 
noted,  s.  17D  relates  to  [e]  very  order,  ordi- 
nance, resolution  and  vote  of  the  city  council." 
"The  Legislature  must  be  presumed  to  have 
meant  what  the  words  plainly  say  ... 
Condon  v.  Haitsma,,  325  Mass.  371,  373.  More- 
over, the  express  mention  of  certain  excep- 
tions excludes  by  implication  other  exceptions 
not  mentioned.  McArthur  Brothers  Co.  v. 
Commonwealth,  197  Mass.  137,  139.  Further- 
more, G.L.,  c.  83,  s.  16,  and  St.  1948,  c.  452, 
s.  17D,  "must  be  so  constructed  as  to  give 
reasonable  effect  to  both,  unless  there  be  some 
positive  repugnancy  between  them."  Brooks 
v.  Fitehburg  and  Leominster  Street  Ry.  Co., 
200  Mass.  8,  17.  It  is  my  opinion,  therefore, 
that   in    acting    under    G.L.,    c.    83,    s.    16,    the 


City  Council  is  subject  to  St.  1948,  c.  452, 
s.  17D,  that  every  order,  ordinance,  resolution 
or  vote  under  G.L.,  c.  83,  s.  16,  must  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Mayor  for  his  approval,  and 
that  he  has  power  to  veto  the  same.  See,  in 
further  support  of  this  view,  Jewett  v.  Mayor 
of  Medford,  233  Mass.  65,  esp.  68-69,  and 
Union  Street  Ry.  Co.  v.  Mayor  of  New  Bed- 
ford 253  Mass.  314  esp.  316.

EASEMENTS  IN  JOHN  J.  RYAN,  JR. 
PLAYGROUND,  SULLIVAN  SQUARE, 
CHARLESTOWN,  TO  BOSTON  EDISON 
COMPANY. 

The  foDowing   was   received:

Office  of  the  Mayor,  November  7,  1963. 
To   the    City    Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith:  (1)  a  letter  from  the 
Boston  Edison  Company  calling  to  attention 
its  existing  underground  easements  in  part 
of  the  John  J.  Ryan,  Jr.  Playground  at  Sulli- 
van square,  Charlestown,  and  stressing  its 
urgent  need  for  like  easements  in  an  addi- 
tional portion  of  that  playground,  (2)  a  com- 
munication from  the  Commissioner  of  Parks 
and  Recreation  notifying  your  Honorable 
Body  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commis- 
sion's determination  that  the  lands  involved, 
to  the  extent  of  the  easements  described,  are 
no  longer  required  for  public  purposes,  and 
(3)  an  order  authorizing  the  grant  of  such 
easements  to  the  Boston  Edison  Company  for 
not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000). 
As  Edison's  letter  shows,  Edison  has  a  real 
need  for  easements  in  this  additional  land. 
Use  of  the  land  for  playground  purposes  will 
not  be  adversely  affected  because  all  apparatus 
to  be  installed  by  Edison  will  be  below  the 
surface  of  the  playground.  The  price  Edison 
proposes  is  eminently  fair,  being  substantially 
above  the  value  reached  by  an  appraiser  en- 
gaged by  the  city  and  being  also  much  higher 
than  the  six  thousand  dollars  ($6,000)  paid 
by  Edison  in  1950  for  a  similar  easement  in 
34,071  square  feet  of  upland  and  5,145  square 
feet  of  flats  in  the  same  playground.  I  rec-. 
ommend,  therefore,  that  at  an  early  date  your 
Honorable  Body  adopt  the  order  transmitted 
herewith.

Dear   Sir : 

The  economic  growth  of  the  greater  Boston 
area  requires  that  the  facilities  of  the  Boston 
Edison  Company  for  the  transmission  and 
distribution  of  electric  energy  be  constantly 
increased.  In  particular,  the  tremendous 
growth  of  the  downtown  Boston  area,  with 
its  Prudential  and  Government  Centers,  re- 
quires additional  power  in  large  quantities. 
Much  of  this  power  will  come  from  our  Mystic 
Generating   Station  in  Everett. 

In  May  of  1942  the  city  granted  to  Boston 
Edison  an  easement  in  the  John  J.  Ryan  Jr. 
Playground  for  a  cable  tunnel  and  associated 
ducts,  pipes,  manholes,  and  cables.  In  August 
of  1950  the  city  further  cooperated  with  Boston 
Edison  Company  in  granting  an  additional  ease- 
ment to  replace  that  taken  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  Public  Works  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Sullivan  Square  Underpass.  The 
tunnel  and  the  playground  easements  are  now 
physically  at  capacity,  and  the  additional  lines 
can  not  be  installed  within  their  confines;  nor 
can  these  lines  be  installed  on  the  new  Alford 
Street  Bridge  because  it  has  a  drawspan. 

Hence,  it  is  necessary  for  us  to  install  these 
lines  in  a  submarine  crossing  of  the  Mystic 
River,  which  must  then  continue  through  the 
Ryan  Playground  in  a  proposed  easement  20 
feet  wide  and  adjacent  to  our  present  ease- 
ment. 

We  realize  that  this  area  is  dedicated  to 
recreational   purposes    and   wish    to   point   out 


that  this  is  an  entirely  underground  installa- 
tion, and  the  proposed  easement  does  not  in- 
volve the  presently  laid  out  playing  fields. 
Only  manhole  covers  will  be  visible,  and  these 
will  be  flush  with  the  ground  and  securely 
fastened  so  that  they  can   not  be  dislodged. 

Considering  the  vital  need  for  these  lines 
and  the  complete  lack  of  interference  with 
the  recreational  use  of  the  Ryan  Playground 
we  sincerely  hope  that  this  proposed  easement, 
tor  which  Boston  Edison  Company  is  willing 
to  pay  a  consideration  of  $10,000,  will  receive 
your  Honor's  approval  as  well  as  that  of  the 
Council.

With  this  in  mind,  the  tax 
revenue  realized  by  the  city  between  January 
and  March  was  held  in  reserve  to  aid  in  stabilizing 
the  tax  rate  for  1964.  These  funds  will  now  be 
utilized,  in  part,  to  meet  this  appropriation. 

The  nature  of  these  expenditures,  being  as  they 
are,  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  less  fortunate  citizens, 
I  request  your  Honorable  Body  to  approve  the 
appropriation  order,  as  submitted,  at  your  earliest 
convenience.

During  the  month  of  September,  1963,  we  ex- 
pended from  Item  45  a  total  of  $206,965.48  for  all 
categories  of  assistance  (Ordinary  Benefits,  Nurs- 
ing Homes,  Hospital  bills,  Doctor  and  Medical 
bills,  plus  fuel  from  September  15,  1963)  leaving  a 
balance  as  of  October  1,  1963,  of  $262,465.04. 

From  figures  available  within  this  department, 
we  expended  an  additional  $201,117.51  for  the 
month  ending  October  31,  1963,  and  entered 
November  with  a  balance  of  $61,347.53. 

November  and  December  are  normally  the 
months  in  which  the  greatest  number  of  applica- 
tions for  assistance  are  made  to  this  department, 
so  it  is  again  respectfully  requested  that  the  supple- 
mentary budget  request  be  allowed  for  the  balance 
of  1963.

Dear  Mayor  Collins: 

I  think  it  propitious  at  this  time  to  bring  to  your 
attention  the  fact  that  there  will  be  a  deficit  in  the 
Welfare  Department's  appropriation  for  the  year 
1963  and  later  in  the  year  the  department  will  be 
requesting  additional  funds  in  the  amount  of  one 
million  dollars.  The  decision  as  to  whether  or  not 
this  should  be  included  as  an  additional  budget 
appropriation  or  whether  the  city  desires  to  borrow 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  502  of  the  Acts  of 
1962  which  brings  it  outside  the  budgetary  requests 
will,  of  course,  be  made  by  your  office.  I  merely 
bring  this  to  your  attention  so  that  you  may  know 
that  in  welfare  spending,  because  of  unforeseen 
circumstances,  the  city  may  borrow  on  the  sub- 
mission of  certain  data  to  the  Commonwealth. 

As  you  know,  the  1963  requests  from  this  de- 
partment were  reduced,  the  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children  appropriation  being  reduced  in  the 
amount  of  $953,000  and  it  is  now  estimated  that 
this  budget  will  be  short  $1,241,000.  However,  it 
is  estimated  that  there  will  be  some  overages  in 
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other  relief  programs  that  I  can  transfer  to  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children  which  will  reduce  the  deficit 
in  this  area  to  $421,000.  The  Medical  Assistance 
request  did  not  materialize  as  we  had  anticipated, 
this  program  being  so  new  it  was  impossible  ti 
know  what  the  impact  would  be  and  I  am  grateful 
that  we  are  now  in  a  position  to  transfer  the  excess 
to  the  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  area. 

There  is  an  escalator  clause  in  the  relief  laws 
which  provides  that  when  there  is  an  over-all 
increase  or  decrease  in  the  cost  of  living  of  5  per 
cent  or  more  since  the  month,  next  preceding,  in 
which  the  change  in  the  cost  of  living  was  suffi- 
cient to  require  a  corresponding  change  in  the 
budgetary  standards,  the  total  budget  of  each 
recipient  shall  be  increased  or  decreased  by  the 
same  proportion.  This  increase  has  been  estab- 
lished at  5.1  per  cent  and  it  is  mandatory  on  all 
public  welfare  boards  throughout  the  Common- 
wealth effective  as  of  September  1,  1963,  and  for 
the  remainder  of  this  year  this  increase  has  been 
estimated  at  $464,100. 

Effective  October  18,  1963,  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature  by  statute  has  increased  the  Leisure 
Time  Activities  allowance  to  Old  Age  Assistance 
and  Disability  Assistance  recipients  and  the  cost  of 
this  increase  for  the  two  and  one-half  months  of 
1963  is  estimated  at  $30,000. 

We  have  been  advised  also  that  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  has  received  authority  to  increase  its 
daily  rate  by  $3.49  and  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year  this  increase  is  estimated  at  $94,500. 

When  the  1963  budget  was  submitted,  because 
of  the  proximity  of  the  cost-of-living  increase  to 
5  per  cent  it  was  anticipated  that  an  increase 
might  occur  in  1963,  but  because  it  was  a  proba- 
bility it  was  deleted  from  the  Welfare  Department's 
request.  With  the  exception  of  this  and  the  Aid 
to  Dependent  Children  program  it  was  not  possible 
to  anticipate  the  increases  when  the  1963  budget 
was  prepared. 

I  sincerely  regret  having  to  ask  for  additional 
funds  and  had  been  hopeful  that  we  might  get 
through  the  year  without  such  a  request,  but  I 
now  find  that  it  is  not  possible  and  I  shall  be  most 
willing  to  talk  with  you  at  any  time  as  to  how 
the  appropriation  is  to  be  made.

Tnis  appropriation  having 
now  been  completely  encumbered  or  expended,  I 
respectfully  request  your  consideration  and 
approval  of  a  $2,000,000  appropriation  for  the 
purchase  of  equipment  for  the  Hospital  Depart- 
ment. 

This  appropriation  is  urgently  needed  to  replace 
obsolete  equipment  and  to  acquire  modern  medical 
and  surgical  equipment  for  the  care  of  patients 
such  as  the  following:  diagnostic  and  therapeutic 
X-ray  equipment,  ward  furnishings,  ambulances, 
circle  electric  beds,  hydraulic  patient  lifters, 
alternating  pressure  mattresses,  laboratory  auto- 
analyzer,  autoclaves,  sterilizers,  gas  stoves, 
refrigerators,  bedpan  washers,  dish  washers, 
litters,  stretchers  and  wheel  chairs.

I  am  in  receipt  of  your  memo  of  January  19 
concerning  order  filed  by  Councillor  Piemonte  re- 
questing that  the  Jefferson  Playground  in  Jamaica 
Plain  section  be  flooded  for  ice  skating. 

It  is  not  possible  to  flood  this  particular  area; 
because  of  the  peculiar  terrain  it  does  not  adapt 
itself  for  skating.  Very  recently  we  spent  a  large 
sum  of  money  reconditioning  this  playground,  and 
to  flood  the  area  would  only  undermine  the  work 
that  has  already  been  accomplished. 

I  believe  that  we  have  been  very  generous  in 
the  flooding  of  playgrounds  this  year  throughout 
all  sections  of  the  city  and,  having  in  mind  that 
the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  have  con- 
structed and  are  now  constructing  artificial  skat- 
ing rinks  in  and  outside  the  city,  our  attendance 
on  the  regular  playgrounds  is  declining. 

I  trust  that  Councillor  Piemonte  will  under- 
stand that  it  is  not  possible  in  every  instance  to 
flood  all  the  areas  requested;  and,  because  of  the 
explanation  stated  herein,  I  deem  it  inadvisable  to 
flood  the  Jefferson  Playground.

area's  present  trade,  and  bring  back  some  old 
customers  who  are  now  doing  their  business 
elsewhere,  might  be  arrived  at. 

According  to  newspaper  accounts,  it  is  antici- 
pated that  some  $200  million  in  new  construction 
and  rehabilitation  will  be  needed  to  implement  the 
plans  that  will  be  engendered  by  this  $1.6  million 
study. 

It  seems  to  be  the  thought  of  the  Boston  Redevel- 
opment Authority  and  the  Committee  for  the 
Central  Business  District,  the  latter  being  a  group 
presently  made  up  primarily  of  the  larger  retailers 
and  business  people  in  the  area,  who  will  work 
with  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  on 
project  planning,  that  on  completion  of  the 
project  the  downtown  area  will  be  assured  of 
retaining  its  character  as  the  principal  shopping 
center  for  the  entire  metropolitan  area. 

Your  committee  understands  that  the  Commit- 
tee for  the  Central  Business  District  has  privately 
raised  between  $200,000  and  $300,000  to  do  some 
of  the  preliminary  planning. 

Here  it  might  be  appropriately  noted  that  there 
are  those  who  think  that  the  Urban  Renewal 
Program  is  not  the  answer  to  the  problem  of 
decreased  patronage  in  the  downtown  area.  Their 
argument  is  forcibly  set  forth  in  the  October,  1962, 
issue  of  the  "Reader's  Digest  Magazine." 

Conclusion. 

It  seems  to  your  committee  that  unless  we  are 
to  completely  abandon  all  hope  for  a  revitalization 
of  the  Central  Business  District  a  thorough  study 
must  be  made  in  order  to  systematically  assess  its 
assets  and  possible  future  uses.

Two  young  urban  renewal  workers  painted 
a  bleak  picture  of  Boston's  redevelopment  prog- 
ress at  a  Law-Graduate  Democratic  Club  luncheon 
in  Harkness,  Friday. 

Langley  Keyes,  a  1960  Harvard  graduate 
and  Rhodes  Scholar  who  works  for  Action  for 
Boston  Community  Development,  and  Wil- 
liam Strickland,  a  1958  Harvard  graduate  who 
is  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority's  as- 
sociate director  for  South  End  rehabilitation, 
sharply  criticized  the  program  in  both  its  general 
and  specific  aspects. 

"The  ideology  has  not  caught  up  with  the 
realities, "  Strickland  said.  "There  are  too 
many  grandiose  schemes.  But  the  real  prob- 
lems are  not  talked  about. ' ' 

The  question  most  often  asked  by  the  people 
in  the  South  End,  he  said,  is:  "What  is  going 
to  happen  to  us?"  He  said  he  had  no  answer. 
The  plans  are  too  often  made  without  facing  the 
problems  of  the  people's  needs,  he  charged. 

Buildings  Are  Not  People 

"Some  people  think  that  if  you  build  better 
buildings  and  move  people  into  them,  the  people 
will  become  copies  of  the  handsome  structures," 
Strickland  said.  "I  doubt  that  this  will  ever 
occur." 

Together  Strickland  and  Keyes  painted  a 
picture  of  an  area  inhabited  by  "tenants  with- 
out dignity,  without  hope  or  future,  who  exist 
the  best  they  can."  The  South  End.  Keyes  said, 
looks  on  garbage  day  "like  Rome  after  the  sacking. " 

He  said  community  association  meetings 
always  consider  the  same  topics — removing 
garbage,  abandoned  automobiles,  purse  snatch- 
ing and  controlling  prostitution. 

They  both  attacked  the  involvement  of  politics 
in  the  program.  Keyes  pointed  out  how  the 
"City  Hall  types"  are  suspicious  of  the  pro- 
fessional planners  brought  from  other  cities 
and  other  countries  to  work  for  the  BRA.  Strick- 
land said  things  were  accomplished  only  through 
nepotism,  favor,  or  status. 

The  only  way  to  make  any  progress,  Keyes 
said,  was  to  get  centralized  planning  and  ex- 
ecution. He  said  the  program  could  be  advanced 
with  stricter  enforcement  of  the  building  and 
health  codes,  which  he  said  were  among  the 
toughest  in  the  country.  But  when  he  talked 
about  enforcement,  he  just  laughed  saying  the 
politicians  don't  want  it. 

He  told  the  story  of  a  woman  who  called  the 
Health  Department  about  an  unsanitary  con- 
dition in  a  building  across  the  street.  Inspectors 
okayed  the  building  the  first  day.  When  a  public 
health  nurse  suggested  another  call  the  second 
day,  the  health  inspector  cleared  the  building 
again.  After  the  third  complaint,  Keyes  said, 
the  health  inspectors  came  to  look  for  violations 
in  the  woman's  own  house, 
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Even  with  centralized  planning,  however, 
the  program  still  faces  insurmountable  obsta- 
cles, the  pair  contended,  because  it  has  to  operate 
in  the  free  market  place. 

They  said  average  renovation  costs  in  the 
area  were  about  $2,500  for  each  floor,  or  about 
$12,500  for  each  building.  They  said  it  was 
almost  impossible  to  get  banks  to  give  such 
loans,  even  with  a  federal  guarantee,  to  a  family 
earning  less  than  $4,000  a  year. 

They  pointed  out  that  most  elderly  citizens 
do  not  want  to  take  on  any  long-term  debts 
to  rehabilitate  their  homes.  And  even  re-sponsible 
tenement  owners  do  not  want  to  invest  substan- 
tially in  rehabilitation  if  there  is  a  brothel  next 
or  a  flop  house  down  the  block. 

As  far  as  public  housing  is  concerned,  they 
pointed  out  that  many  tenants  would  rather 
live  in  a  filthy,  four-room  apartment  at  $40 
a  month  than  in  a  clean  two-room  apartment 
at  $90  a  month.  "We  just  can't  build  new  build- 
ings at  prices  these  people  can  afford  to  pay," 
Strickland  said. 

Keyes  made  several  suggestions,  however, 
to  alleviate  the  situation.  He  said  that  the 
public  housing  authority  could  buy  existing 
units,  rehabilitate  them  and  then  rent  apart- 
ments. He  suggested  that  cooperatives  could 
be  legalized  in  the  Commonwealth  and  also 
that  the  BRA  could  buy  units  and  lease  them 
back  to  private  operators.  "But  nobody  is 
thinking  along  these  lines. "  he  added. 

"There  is  no  way  to  make  the  program  work 
with  the  current  legislation,  practice  and  policy," 
he  concluded.

It  is  granted  that  such  crime 
has  increased  but  statistics  will  bear  me  out 
when  I  say  that  the  percentage  increase  in  Boston 
more  than  favorably  compares  with  the  national 
average. 

However,  a  program  is  well  under  way  in  this 
department  to  bring  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment to  its  full  complement  inasmuch  as  Deputy 
Superintendent  Charles  J.  Deignan,  Internal 
Affairs  Division  of  the  Bureau  of  Inspectional 
Services,  is  now  in  the  process  of  investigating 
the  first  fifty  candidates  on  the  Civil  Service 
list  who  seek  appointment  as  police  officers  in 
the  Boston  Police  Department.

This  will  acknowledge  receipt  of  a  copy  of 
Councillor  McDonough's  order  passed  in  the  City 
Council  on  December  2,  1963,  in  which  the  Metro- 
politan Transit  Authority  is  urged  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  acquisition  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  right  of  way  between 
Forest  Hills  and  Dedham,  in  view  of  the  present 
serious  mass  transportation  problem  in  that  area. 

I  am  enclosing  for  the  information  of  the  City 
Council  a  copy  of  a  bill  I  have  filed  on  behalf  of 
the  trustees  of  the  Authority  which  would  enable 
the  Authority  to  remove  the  present  elevated 
structure  on  Washington  street  from  the  portal  of 
the  Washington  Street  subway  to  Forest  Hills  and 
allow  for  the  relocation  of  the  rapid  transit  to  the 
railroad  tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad.    It  should  be  noted  that  in  the 


proposed  legislation  the  MTA  would  run  over 
these  railroad  tracks  to  a  point  in  the  Town  of 
Westwood  at  Route  128. 

This  proposed  bill  and  others  which  have  been 
hied  in  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Authority  are, 
m  my  opinion,  essential  if  we  are  going  to  make 
even  a  small  beginning  towards  solving  this 
serious  problem.

Dear  Mr.   Mayor: 

On  June  5,  1961,  the  Boston  City  Council 
adopted  an  order  wherein  it  determined  that 
there  existed  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  need  for 
low-rent  housing  at  rents  within  the  means 
of  low-income  families,  including  the  elderly, 
and  approving  an  application  of  this  Authori- 
ty to  the  Public  Housing  Administration  for 
a  reservation  and  financial  assistance  in  con- 
nection with  an  additional  1,000  units  and  a 
preliminary  loan  to  enable  the  Authority  to 
make  surveys  and  conduct  the  necessary  plan- 
ning for  such  additional  number  of  units.  This 
order  was  approved  by  you  on  June  8,  1961, 
and  the  Authority  thereafter  initiated  a  pro- 
gram  of   new   construction. 

The  Authority  presently  has  completed  proj- 
ects, has  projects  in  the  planning  stage,  or 
projects  earmarked  in  connection  with  re- 
development activities  equal  to  the  number 
of  units   approved   in   the  order. 

Your  assistance  and  hearty  cooperation  over 
the  past  two  years  in  implementing  this  pro- 
gram has  been  deeply  appreciated  by  the  Au- 
thority. 

The  Authority  has  determined  that  the  need 
for  additional  units  still  exists  in  the  City  of 
Boston  and  has  made  an  application  to  the  Pub- 
lic Housing  Administration  for  an  additional 
1,000  units  of  low-rent  housing,  including 
housing  for  the  elderly.  This  application  also 
contains  a  request  for  a  preliminary  loan  by 
that  agency  to  enable  the  Authority  to  plan 
and  make  the  necessary  surveys  for  such  units. 

Federal  law  requires  that  the  local  govern- 
ing body,  in  the  City  of  Boston  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council,  shall  determine  that  there 
is  a  need  for  such  units  not  being  adequately 
met  by  private  enterprise  in  the  city.  The 
law  further  provides  that  the  Public  Housing 
Administration  shall  not  enter  into  any  con- 
tract for  preliminary  loans  with  a  local  hous- 
ing authority  until  such  determination  has 
been  made  and  the  Authority's  application  for 
such  loan   has  been  so  approved. 

There  is  submitted  herewith  a  proposed 
form  of  order  which  if  approved  by  you  and 
the  City  Council  will  meet  the  requirements 
of  Public  Housing  Administration  and  of  the 
federal    laiw. 

The  form  of  order  has  been  reviewed  by 
the  Corporation  Counsel  and  Counsel  to  this 
Authority,    both    of    whom    approve.

In  order  to  meet  commitments  for  personal 
services,  contractual  services,  and  supplies 
and  materials  which  were  essential  for  the 
operation  of  Boston  City  Hospital  during  the 
year,  it  is  necessary  to  request  that  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  be  provided  in  the  amount 
of  $850,000.  The  allocation  of  this  amount 
between  the  various  budget  items  is  provided 
as  the  attached  requests  for  transfers  of  ap- 
propriations. 

The  major  items  in  this  request  are  personal 
services,  $230,500;  heating  supplies,  $114,000, 
and  medical  and  hospital  supplies,  $350,000.

VETO   OF   ORDER  INCREASING  COMPEN- 
SATION   TO   POLICE   DEPARTMENT. 
The    following   was    received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  30,   1963. 
Tb  the  City   Council. 
Gentlemen : 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  the  order  passed  by  your  Honor- 
able Body  on  December  16,  1963,  accepting 
chapter  814  of  the  Acts  of   1963,  entitled   "An 


Act  Increasing  the  Minimum  Compensation  of 
the  Members  of  the  Police  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston." 

The  fine  work  being  done  by  Boston's  police 
as  well  as  the  current  and  prospective  pay 
scales  of  the  State  and  Metropolitan  police 
require  that  attention  be  given  to  increasing 
the  compensation  of  Boston's  police  as  soon 
as  possible  pursuant  to  the  home  rule  provi- 
sions of  the  City  Charter,  but  subject,  of 
course,  to  the  limitations  imposed  by  the  city's 
financial  resources  which  the  state  has  not 
seen  fit  to  improve.  Police  salaries,  however, 
are  an  inherently  local  matter,  which,  con- 
formably with  the  home  rule  for  which  Boston 
has  struggled  for  years,  should  be  determined 
on  the  municipal  level,  without  legislative  in- 
terference. My  objection  to  the  aforesaid 
order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  is  that 
to  accept  chapter  814  would  'be  tantamount  to 
accepting  legislative  interference  in  contra- 
vention' of  the  home  rule  Boston'  has  sought. 
Last  March  Boston's  Police  and  Fire  Depart- 
ment uniformed  personnel  were  given  within 
the  framework  of  the  City  Charter  the  first 
pay  raise  since  January,  H959,  and,  it  is  my 
intention  to  further  increase  their  compensa- 
tion at  an  appropriate  time  in  fiscal  1964.
